General Copper Plates. 

1 . C.P. 76 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — (Telugu.) In the Collector’s 
office. Records a grant of land to a Brahman in S. 1606 ( A.D. 1684), 
Raktakshi, by a chief styling himself “Maharaja Sri Raja Gaijapati 
Raja Jagannatha Raja/' 

3 . C.P, 77 of Mr. SemeWs List. — ^In the same place. Records a 
grant by a descendant of the Eastern Chalukya kings. [An examin- 
ation of the contents of this inscription shows that it was issued by 
a chief of the Beta Vijayaditya line,^ referred to in the third Pitha- 
puram inscription. The donor was Srisena Sarathi, between whom 
and Mallappa III there were four chiefs named . . . Bhapa, 

Pratapa Bhudara, Vishnuvardhana (IV) and Mahadeva. The 
inscription thus carries the genealogy five generations further. 
Mr. Sewell confounds this line with the E. Chalukyan line proper, 
considering it to be subsequent to Vikrama Chola. He is of course 
wrong.] 

3 . C.P. 78 of Mr. ScwclVs List. — In the Collector's office. Records 
that in the twenty-fifth year of his reign, a chief named Sri Prithivi- 
miila Raja, son of Prabhakara Vi^ruta Maharaja, granted the village 
of Chuyipaka to his household priest and the members of the latter's 
gotra as an agraharam, after having assembled the Rashfrakuta 
and other families of the district of Tarupaka. The order is issued 
from the city of Kandali. No date of any kind is given. The 
characters of the plates are similar to those of the E. Chalukya 
plates. 

4 . C.P. 191 of Mr. Sewell's List. — Records grant of lands to a 
Brahman in S. ISOO (A.D. 1578) by “Raja SrT Vitarana Raya." It 
is very badly executed, much damaged, and dated in Durmati, which 
is inconsistent. 

4 - A. The Korumilli Plates of Rajaraja I, the Eastern Chalukyan 
sovereign (l022 — 63), the son of Vimaladitya and Kundava Devi, the 
daughter of the Chola Rajaraja the Great (985 — 1013). The record 
is important for the fact that it mentions the date of the king's 
coronation as Thursday, August l6, A.D. 1022, See Ind. Antg.yYol. 
XIV, p. 56; Ibid.y Vol. XXIII, p. 131, No. IIO and Kielhorn's 
List, No. 569. 

5 . NadiipCiru grant of Anna Verna Reddi (which is included 
here as the exact topography of Nadupuru is not known), A record 
of Anna Verna of the Kondavidu Reddis, dated in a day of lunar 
eclipse, Karttika, 1296 (A,b. 1374), It records the grant to 20

Brahmanas of the village of Nadupuru or VemSpuram by the king 
for -the merit of his sister Vgmasani (stated to be the queen of a 
certain Nallanuhka). The place was in Konasthala (the Delta) 
The grant gives the Reddi genealogy as it is in the VSnapalli 
grant. [See Ep. Ind., Vol. Ill, pp. 286—92. The dates are not quite 
consistent as lunar eclipse did not, according to Dikshit, fall on 
that year. This is Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 593-] 

6. The Nagpur Museum Inscription of SOme^vara. A Telugu 
record dated II30, discovered at Sironcha in Upper Godavari dis- 
trict, recording that Gahga raahadevi, the chief queen of Sonie^vara 
deva, gave the village of Keramaruka to two temples of Siva she 
built. The date of consecration of these was Sunday, 12th tithi, of 
the bright fortnight of Phalguna, I130, which corresponds to the 
7th February, A.D. 1210. (It should however be S. 1231.) Some4- 
vara has the titles of JagadfikabhQshana Maharaja, descendant of 
the race of Naga, Lord of the city of Bhogavati, of the Ka^yapa 
gotra. Mr- Krishna Sastri suggests that he might belong to the 
Sinda family. See Bp. Ind., Vol. Ill, pp. 314 — 8. 

7. The Nandampundi grant of Rajaraja I (Sanskrit and Telugu). 
At first in the Collector’s ofSce and now in the Madras Museum. 
Records a grant by king RajarajadSva (I) of the E. Chalukyan 
family, the son of Vimaladitya and Kundavadfivi, in the thirty- 
second year of his reign, during a lunar eclipse (probably according 
to Kielhorn, on November 28, A.D. 1053). It is addressed to the 
cultivators (headed by the Rashtrakutas) in the Renderulu- 
nadimivishaya (the district between the two rivers) in the presence 
of the Mantrin, PurOhita, Senapati, Yuvaraja, Dauvarika and 
Pradhana. The object of the grant is the village of NandampQndi, 
The donee is Nanni Narayana Kaviraja^ekhara (evidently the 
celebrated translator of the Mahdbharata) whose birudas and geneal- 
ogy are given. The date of the king’s coronation was Thursday, 
l6th August, A.D. 1022. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 300 — 9. Kielhorn 
draws attention to the resemblance of the epigraph to Gd. 4-A and 
Gd. 48 in the introductory, legendary and historical parts. Was 
NandampQndi the same as NandanpQdi in Amalapuram taluk t 
See also Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 570. 

8 . The RanastepQndi grant* of Vimaladitya [included here 
owing to the uncertain topography of the village]. (Sanskrit and 
Telugu.) A grant of the E. Chalukyan Vimaladityan Mummurii 
Bhlma to his minister Vajra, of the Kaundinya gotra, a resident of 
Karemchedu (nine miles west of BSpatla in Kistna district). The 
epigraph gives the date of the king’s coronation which corresponds, 
with some correction, according to Kielhorn, to Thursday, lOth 
May, A.D. lOIl. See Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 567 and Ep. Ind., 
Vol. VI, pp. 347 — 361, where Venkayya edits it. See also Ep. Rep., 


* The plates were originally discovered at Amalapuram taluk and “ are now in 
possession of Valavala Jagganna who lives at Amalapuram.”

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1900, pp. I 4 --I 5 . where it is pointed out that between lOIl and lOlS 
Vimaladitya should have been a prisoner in the Chola court and 
' that his real accession, as other records show, should have been 
after his return from there about A.D. 1015. 

Amalapuram Taluk. 

JPalivela. 

Mr. Sewell gives thirteen inscriptions in this place, but he is not 
sure as to their accuracy. His suspicion seems to be well grounded 
as 12 of the 13 cannot be identified with any in the following list. 
No. 10 of his list is the same as^the first of this. For an account 
of the place see Local Records, Vol! II, p. 204 f., and Godavari Gazr., 

pp. 203-4. 

9 . 498 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a slab lying in the KoppgSvara 
temple. Records in S. 1094 the jgrant of land by a minister of 
Velananfi-Choda. 

10 . 499 <7/1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the Asthanamanfapa 
of the same temple. ' A, record in Angirasa refers to a certain 
Vamanalaka-Odeya, who conquered the fort of Rajamahendravara, 
and to two Mussalman officers. 

11 . 500 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the east wall of the shrine in 
the same temple... Records in 1345, Subhakrit, a gift by a queen 
of Virabhadra to the Koppg^vara temple at Palivela. 

12 . 501 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Belongs to the 
reign of the Kakatlya king, Pratapa-Rudradeva. Records in S. 

' 1239, Pingala, a gift. Mentions the minister Annaya-Preggada. 

13 . 502 of 1893. — (Telugu.) In the Kalyana-Mantapa of the 
same temple. A record of Vishnuvardhana-BallahadSva. Mentions 
the king’s son, Bhimadeva. [Do these refer to Ammaraja I and his 
son Bhima II ?] 

14 . 503 <7/ 1893.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar of the 
same mantapa. The Red<ii king, Allada, son of Doddaya-Reddi 
(servant and successor of Kataya Verna of Rajahmundry), records 
in 1338, Durmukhi, the building of the mantapa. 

15.5040/189^. — ^(Telugu.) On the “Kanakadurga stone.” A 
record dated in S. 1345, ^Obhakrit. Mentions Vema-Reddi, son of 
Kafama-Reddi, and Allada-Reddi (the son of Doddaya). See the 
above No. 

16 , 505 0/ 1893.— (Telugu.) On the wall of the garden of the 
temple. Dated in the time of the Kondavidu Reddi king Ana- 
Vemaya-Reddi. Records in S. 1299, a gift of land for a garden. 
See No. 18. 

Tottaramudi. 

17 . A C.P. grant of Kataya Vema of Rajahmundry dated in 

1333, Khara, Karttika Paurnami. It records a grant by Kataya 

Veiiia, the minister of Kumaragiri of Kondavidu, who received from 
90 
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nis master the eastern country of Rajahmundry for his distinguished 
services. The genealogies of both Kumaragiri and Kataya Verna 
are given and the inscription is thus of great value in connecting 
the two Reddi lines. The object of the grant was the village of 
Mallavaram (named after his wife Mallambika, who, was sister of 
Kumaragiri) on the Vriddha-gautami, in the vicinity of Muktl^vara 
in Konade^a, to Narisimha, son of Ahobala and grandson of 
Appayarya, of the Ka^yapa gOtra andKanva Sakha. [The genea- 
logies are the same as in Gd. 5 and l8 and in Kataya Verna’s com- 
mentary on Kalidasa’s Sakuntala called Kumara-girirajijayam. See 
Ep. Ind., Vol. rV, pp. 318-27, where Mr-’Ramayya Pantulu edits the 
inscription See also Gd. SO, 60 and 66 and Kielhorn’s Southern List, 
No. 596.] 

Vdnapalli. 

18 . A C.P. grant (now in the Madras Museum) of Anna- 
Vema ol ' the Kondavidu Reddi dynasty, dated 14th tithi of the 
dark fortnight of magha, in year Siddharthin, S. T300, corre- 
sponding, according to Mr. Dikshit, to Monday, the 6th February 
A.D. 1380. The king granted the village of Anna-YSmapura 
or Immadi-Lanka as an agrahara to a certain Immadi of the 
Lohita gOtra, the son of the minister Mallaya, and apparently the 
spiritual preceptor of the king. See Ep. Ind., Vol. Ill, pp. 59 — 66, 
where Dr. Hultzsch edits it. The inscription quotes from Hema- 
dri’s Ddnakhaitda. It is No. 594 in Kielhorn’s Southern List. 

Cocanada Taluk. 

Bhimavaram. 

Mr. Sewell mentions three epigraphs in this place. Two of * 
them are the same as 20 and 22 below. The other is stated to be a 
private record in S. 1336. For an account of the place see Godavari 
Gazetteer, pp. 207-8. 

19 . 460 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
mantapa in front of the Bhlme^vara temple. Records in S. 
1348, Parabhava, consecration of an image of Parvati by the 
minister SOrya or Surana. [The temple is famous for its architec- 
tural beauty, its sanctity and its huge lihgam.] 

20 . 461 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) (No. l of Mr. Sewell’s 
three local inscriptions.) On another pillar in the same man- 
tapa. Records in S. I3S6, Ananda, a gift of land by the queen 
of Verna Reddi, sofi of Allada of Rajahmundry. [Bhimavaram is 
called Skandarama and its temple, Chalukya Bhlme^vara, which

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enables us to identify it with the temple built, according to the 
third Pithapuram pillar inscription, by the E. Chalukyan Chalukya- 
Bhlma I. See No. 26 below and 15 above. 

21 . 462 of 1893.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
lower verandah of the same temple. Records in 1344, 
Subhakrit, the construction of a mantapa by the minister Surya 
or Sorana. 

22 . 463 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) (No. 2 of Mr. SewelFs 
local listO On a pillar near the same verandah. Records in 
S. 1416, Ananda, the digging of a channel from the river Yela 
by Yerama-Nayaka. 

23 . 464 of 1893. — (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On a pillar in 
the upper verandah of the same temple. Records in S. 1346, KrO- 
dhin, the construction of a mantapa by the minister Surana or 
Surya. 

24 . 465 1893. — (Sanskrit) On a pillar of the Virabhadra 
shrine in the same temple.^ Records in S. 1366, Raktakshi, the 
consecration of an image of Siva by the minister Pegada. 

25 . 466 oj^ 1893. — (Tamil language and in Telugu charac- 
ters.) On the south wall of the same temple. A record of the Chola 
king, Rajendra-Choladeva (I). An incomplete, usual historical 
introduction. 

26 . 467 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a pillar lying in the same 
temple. A record mentioning Allada, son of Doddaya. See 
No. 14 above. 

27 . 468 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the Bhairava shrine in the 
same temple. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja (VII or 
Kulottuhga I ?) in his forty-second year. 

28 . 469 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in a mantapa in the 
garden of the same temple. A record of the Western Chalukya 
king Tribhuvanamalladeva (Vikramaditya VI). (Date doubtful.) 

29 . 470 (?/i 893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the same mantapa. 
A record in S. 1009, referring to a Mahamandale^vara of the 
NagavamSa. (An incomplete record.) 

30 . 471 of 1893. — (Telugu,) On a buried stone near the 
same temple. A record in very archaic characters. Mentions a 
certain Kedarara^i Pandita. [Evidently different from Ksdara- 
bhatta, the author of the Vrittaratnakara, See Hultzsch's Rep,^ 
Sans. MSS,, III, No. 177S and II, No. 847*] 

31 . 472 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the mantapa in 
front of the Narayanasvamin temple. Mentions Vishnuvardhana 
Maharaja and the Rajanarayana-Vinnagara temple, founded 
by^a certain Mandaya in the time of Rajanarayana Kulottuhga L 
[See S.LLy Vol. i, p. 59 > verse 12.] 
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33 . 473 of 1893.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another pillar 
in the same mantapa. Records in the reign of the Chalukya- 
ChOla king Vishnuvardhana Maharaja (Kulottuiiga I) in his forty- 
fifth year and 1037, the gift of a lamp by Madhava, minister of 
Parantaka, to the temple of Nara^ana, founded by the Vai 4 ya 
Mandaya. See Ep. hid., Vol. VI, pp. 219-20. 

33.474 of — (Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. A record 
of NarSndra, son of Vijayaditya of Vengi, son of Malla, in S. 1098, 
describing the gift of two lamps to Rajanarayana. [Dr. Hultzsch 
believes that Narendra was the son of Vijayaditya HI and brother 
of Mallappa III. See th e genealogy of the Befa Vij ayaditya branch.] 

34 . 475 of 1893. — (Telu-gu.) On the same pillar. Records 
in Chalukya-Vikrama year 46, Plava, a gift of land to the Raja- 
narayana-Vinnagara temple. 

35 . 476 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja (KulOttunga I) 
in his thirty-seventh year and S. 1019, regarding the gift of two 
lamps by a minister of Tribhuvanamalladeva. See No. 32 above. 

36.477 0/ 1893.— (Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. A record 
containing a prasasti of a certain Mallachari. 

, 37 . 478 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vishnuvardhana-MaharSja in his thirtieth 
year. 

38 . 479 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. Records in the tenth year Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja 
and S. ITO5, a gift by the daughter of a Nayaka. [This Vishnu- 
vardhana came to the throne in A.D. 1173. It is difficult to say 
who he was.] 

39 . 480 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. A record of 
the Western Chajukya king Bhulskamalladgva (i.e., Some^vara 
III) in Chalukya-Vikrama year 9 (for 59 ?), Rakshasa, concerning 
a gift by the Dandanayaka Lakshmarasa. 

40.481 0/1893. — (Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. A record 
of Vlra-Choda. (Date doubtful.) See No. 48-A below. 

41 . 482 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
marifapa. A record of Vishtiuvardhana-Maharaja. Records a 
number of different dates without the corresponding Saka years. 

43 . 483 0/ 1893. (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. [A recordof Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja in 1145 (A.D. 
1223). The chief has not been identified.] See No. 103. 

43 . 484 0/ 1893.— (Sanskrit.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record giving a genealogy of the Chalukya from 
Taila to Tribhuvanamalla (Vikramaditya VI). (An incomplete 
record.) 
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44.4850/1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
the ninth year of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja, the gift of a lamp by 
the granddaughter of a Nayaka. 

45. 486 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja alias Mallapa- 
deva in his third year and S. 1099. [See No. 38 where the same 
chief is referred to. Was he a prince of the Beta Vijayaditya line ?] 

46. 487 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the south enclosure of the 
same temple. Records in the third year of Vishnuvardhana- 
Maharaja, S. 1098, the gift of a lamp by Mallapadgva. [See Nos. 
38 and 48.] 

47 . 488 0/1893. — (Telugu.) In the same place. Records in the 
thirteenth year of Rajaraja, the gift of a lamp. 

48.489 of i 893- — (Sanskrit.) In the same place. An incom- 
plete record mentioning Mallapadgva, son of Vijayaditya. [Was 
he Mallappa III of the Bgta Vijayaditya line ? II24.] 

Chellur. 

48-A. A C.P. grant of Vishnuvardhana Virachoda (now in the 
Madras Museum). An abstract of this has been published by Sir 
W. Elliot in his Coins of 5. Ind., pp. 88 and 150, and in Ep. Rep., July 
1888, p. 2. It is a very important inscription as it throws light on 
the connexion between the E. Chalukyas and the Chojas. 
Records that Virachoda, the son of Kulottuhga I (1070 — 1118) and 
Viceroy of Vehgi, issued an order to the inhabitants of the Gud- 
divadu vishaya that he gave a village (name indistinct) to the 
Vishnu temple at Chellur, founded by his Brahman Sgnapati

the details of the date given that Thursday, 23rd August A.D. 
1078, was intended. See also Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 573.] 
48-B. The Chelltir plates of the E. Chalukya Kulottuhga n (now 
in the British Museum). Records a grant by his Dandadhinatha 
Kata or Kolani Kafama Nayaka (i.e., Katama Nayaka of Kolanu) in 

1056 (1065 ?) ardra, pOrvapaksha, etc. See Ind. Antq., XIV, p. 56, 
and Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 574, where it is shown that the 
date regularly corresponds_to 24th March A.D. 1143. See also Ep. 
Ind., Vol. Vn, pp. 9 — 107. See No. 109 below. 

Sarp&varain. 

This place was in Prolunandu, a subdivision of Gangaikon- 
dacholavalanadu. In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives twenty- 
five inscriptions in this place. Of these Nos. 3 and 17 seem to be 
the same as Nos. 50 and 49 below. The others are not either 
identifiable or copied. The other inscriptions of Mr. Sewell are 
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not included in this list because it is impossible to say how many 
of the “ undated ” and private ” grants of his are the same as 
those of the following list. For an account of the place see 
Godavari Gazetteer, pp. 214-5 and Mack. MSS., No. 686 (No. 8, CM. 
690), section I. 

^ 9 . 4520/1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a stone behind the Bhavana- 
rayaiia temple. A record of GoggayadSva in 1321. [The temple 
is called Virachoda-vinnahar and was evidently founded by him.] 

50 . 453 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) At the entrance to 
the same temple. A record of the Reddi king Vgma Reddi, son of 
Katama Reddi, in 6. 1336, Jaya. [This chief was the founder of 
the Rajahmundry Reddi line. He was the author of a learned 
commentary on the dramas of Kalidasa. See Gd. 17.J 

51 . 454 0/ 1893. — (Tamil.) On a pillar in the mantapa in front 
of the same temple. A Tamil record of Kulottuhga-Choladeva (I) 
in his forty-sixth year. 

52 . 455 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. A record of 
Vishnuvardhana Maharaja in his ninth year and 1123. [Was’ 
he identical with Vishnuvardhana IV of the Beta Vijayaditya line ?] 

53 . 456 of 1893. — On another pillar in the same mantapa. 
Records in the twenty-seventh year of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja, 
the gift of a lamp by Mlnavanmahadevi. See No. 52. 

54 . 457 0/1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the 
twenty-seventh year of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja, the gift of a 
lamp by Chodamahadevi. See No. 52. 

55.4580/1893. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the, 
twenty-seventh year of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja, the gift -of a 
lamp by a queen of Vira-Chodadeva. See No. 52. 

5 6. 459 0/1893. — (T elugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the 
twenty-seventh year of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja, the gift of a 
lamp by a queen. See No. 52. 

57 . A C.P. mentioned by Mr. Sewell. It is said to be in the 
temple and record a grant of lands to it by a private person in 
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Peddapuram Taluk- 
Tirupati. 

Mr. Sewell gives twenty Inscriptions in this place of which 
Nos. 7, 15 and 17 are evidently the same as 60, 59 and 58 of the list 
below. The remaining inscriptions are yet to be copied and have 
been however included here under Nos. 62-A — Q. 

58 . 494 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar at the entrance of the 
^ringararaya temple. A record of Kapile^vara in Bahudhanya 
showing that that a minister of his was governing Rajamahendra 
vara (Rajahmundry). 
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59 . 495 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On a pillar in the Mukha-Mantapa 
of the same temple. Dated in the reign of PratSpa-Vatsaraya- 
Ayyapadeva-Maharaja. Records in S. 1364, Dundubhi, a gift of 
land. 

60 . 496 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the Asthana- 
Mantapa of the same temple. Records in S. 1330, Sarvadharin, a 
^ift by a relation of VSma Reddi, son of Katama Reddi, to the 
Srihgararaya temple at Komaragiripura (i.e., Tirupati). See Nos. 50 
and 17 above. 

61 . 497 <7/1893. — (^Obhakrit in Telugu.) On another pillar in 
the same mantapa. Records in S. 1347 a gift for the merit of 
Allada-Reddi and his family. See No. I4 above. 

62 . A— Q. 1—6, 8—14, 16 and 18—20 of Mr. Sewell’s list — 
Except one or two all these are said to record private grants, 'and 
range from S. 1322 to S. 1566. Nos. O and Q are undated and 
record grants by Raghudeva Mahendramahadeva of Rajahmundry 
(then under the rule of Kapile^vara Maharaya) and by Verikatapati 
Raya Narendra Maharayaluhgaru. No. 62-P is dated K. 4955 
(A.D. 1854). All the others are private grants. See Antiquities, I, 
P- 23. 

PithApuram Division. 

Pithapuram. 

That Pithapuram is a very ancient place is proved by the fact 
that it is mentioned in Samudragupta’s inscription at Allahabad 
and that it was captured by the W. Chalukyan Satya^raya, the 
elder brother of Kubja Vishnuvardhana in A.D. 584. Ind. Antq., 
Vol. V', p. 67. Mr. Sewell refers to three inscriptions and these are 
identical with 63, 64 and 65. See also Local Records, Vol. II and 
Vol. XIX and Godavari Gazetteer, pp. 233 — 9. 

63 . 490 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
Kuntimadhava temple. Records in the reign of Velanandu 
Prithivi^vara grant of a village in the district of Prolunandu in 

1108 by his mother Jayambika. The inscription traces the 
genealogy from the mythical IndrasSna and the first historic figure 
Malla I to Prithivlivara, the twelfth of the line and the present 
donor. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 32 — 54 and Kielhorn’s Southern 
List, No. 582. 

64 . 491 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar. 
A record of the Kona (Haihaya) kings Mallideva and Manma 
Satya II in 6 . III7 describing the grant of OdiyQru (near Draksha- 
rama) to the Pithapuram temple. [Gives a genealogy of the 
Eastern Chalukyas and of the KOna chiefs who profess to be the 
descendants of Kartavirya. See Ep. Bid., Vol. IV, pp. 83 — 97 and 
Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 583J 

65 . 492 of 1893. — (Sanskrit in Telugu.) On the same pillar. 
A record of the Eastern Chalukya feudatory king Mallappa III in 
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S. 1124. [Gives the genealogy of the Eastern Chalukyas down to 
Vikramachoda Tyagasamudra and then the genealogy of the Befa- 
Vijayaditya branch descended from the seventeenth of the'line (i.e., 
Vijayagaditya V) up to Mallappa III, the son of Vijayaditya HI, 
whose coronation was on January ll, A.D. I158. The object of the 
record is the grant of the village of Gudivada in the district of 
Prolunadu to the temple. See Bp. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 226—42, and 
Southern List, Nos. 575-6. Kielhorn fixes the date on Sunday, the 
l6th June, A.D. 1202.] 

66. 493 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar. 
. A record of the Reddi king, Vema-Reddi, son of Katama Reddi in 

S. 1313, Prajapati, regarding the building of an enclosure of the 
temple. The record gives the genealogy of the Rajahmundry 
Reddis as in Gd. 17. Kielhorn calculates the date of the inscription 
(S. 1313, Prajdpati, Makar asahkr anti) to be Thursday, the 29th 
December, A.D. 1391. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 328-29 and 
Kielh'orn’s Southern List, No. 595- Also Nos. 50 and 17 above. 

67. The Donephndi grant of Pithapuri Namaya Nay aka. 
(Sanskrit and Telugu.) Records a grant on Sunday, full moon, of 
Bhadrapada in S. 1259, by Samanta Namaya Nayaka of Pithapuri 
(Pithapuram). The object of the grant was Donepundi, called 
after his father ProlOra, as an agrahara, with the eight enjoyments 
and powers, to one Ganapati of the Bharadvaja Gotra. [The date 
is irregular. Sunday, the 30th August, A.D. 1338, is the probable 
'date but, says Kielhorn, the Saka date should be 1260. See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. IV, pp. 356~'36 o, and Bid., Vol. V, pp. 265—66, for JKielhorn’s 
note on the alphabet of the grant. See also Southern List, No. 601.] 

68. The Pithapuram plates of Virachoda (Sanskrit and 
Telugu.) A grant of VirachOda, the son of Kulottunga Chola I, 
who ruled at Jananathanagari (which has been identified with 
Rajahmundry) and who was, for some time, recalled by his 
father after his rule of five years (1078 — 83). The object of the 
grant was the village of Virachodachaturvedimangalam, in the 
twenty-third year of the king’s reign. [Mr. H. Krishna Sastri who 
edits the inscription in Ep. Ind., Vol. V, pp. . 70—96, compares 
this with Gd. 48-B of the same ruler. See also Ep. Rep., 1890, 
October, p. 2 ; Burnell’s 5. Ind. Palce., second edition, Plate XXDC 
and Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 573. Virachoda’s vassal Vedura 
n is referred to in the Velanandu and Kona genealogies.] 

Rajahmundry Taluk. - 

Korukonda. 

Mr. Sewell mentions two inscriptions in this place, which are 
identical with 70 and 69. In the latter, however, he gives the wrong 
date of S. 1371. The local temple is said to have been built by a 
Nayadu in 1353. For the traditional account see Local Records, H,

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231 and XIX, 75 f- Godavari Gazetteer; pp. 242-3, where the 
inscriptions given by Mackenzie are summarized. 

69 . 43 of 1912. — (Srimukha in Telugu.) On a pillar set up ip 
front of the Rahgarajasvamin temple. Records in S. 1375, the 
^ift of lands at Kodukuluru and other villages, to the temple of 
Srirahgaraja, by two merchants who had constructed (or repaired) 
certain portions of it. 

70 . 44 of 1912. — (Sanskrit in Telugu.) On a pillar set up in 
the courtyard of the Lakshmi-Narpimhasvamin temple on the hill, 
in the same village. Records in S. 1275, a genealogical account of 
a-certain Mummadi-NSyaka, ruler of Korukonda, subduer of the 
kingdoms of Panara, Kona, etc., and refers to the foundation of the 
temple of Nrisimha by a courtesan (dasi). [Tradition is that his 
teacher Par^^ara Bhatta incarnated as the God at his death. See 
Ep, Repy 1912, p. 87, for ^details. This is confirmed by C.P. 21 of 
1906 at Sffiangam. The inscription is thus of great interest in the 
history of Srivaishnavism, See No. 71-A below.] 

71 . 45 (?/l9I2. — (Prabhava in Telugu.) On a slab set up in the 
same place. Records in S. 1370, a gift by a certain Lakkhas^ni 
of Rajamahendravaram, to the temple of Narasimha on the 
Para^ara-giri. (A damaged record.) 

71 -A. C.P. 2 of 1912-13^ or Akkalapundi grant of Singaya 
Nayaka, dated in S. 1290, Sravana, solar eclipse. It is a grant 
which belongs to the time of Mummudi Nayaka (referred to in 70 
above). The genealogy of his line is as follows : —

Records in 1742, that a certain 
Vehkataraya performed the tuldrohana ceremony at Rajamahen- 
drapattana and constructed three shrines of Vsnugopala, Nrisirhha, 
and Vghkate^vara. ^ * 

7 4 . 36 <9/1912. — (Telugu.) On a pillar lying near the godown 
in the Municipal Museum. Records in the time of the Velanadu 
king, Gokaraja of Vehgi, lord of the Shadsahasra country (GuntQr 
district) in S. ri02, a gift of 30 buffalo cows for a lamp to the temple 
of Virabhadre^vara-Mahadeva. [This Gokaraja, says Mr. Krishna 
Sastri, was either identical with Prithvl^vara of the Pithapuram in- 
scription or a feudatory of his ruling the l6,000 country of Gunthr.] 

. 75/17 (9/1912. — (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 

1117, a gift of 25 cows for a lamp to the same temple by a certain 
Teliki merchant of Penugonda. 

76 . 38^/1912. — ^(Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. Records in 

1065, a gift by a certain Rayanripa, to the temple of Vlrabha- 

dre^vara at PaftT^a. 

77. 39 of 1912. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar. 
Records in 1065, a gift of lamp to the salme temple. 

78 . 40 of 1912. — (Telugu.*) On the same pillar. Records in 
S. 1071, the gift of 25 cows for a lamp to the same temple by 
Dattanapeggada-SOmana, minister of Narayanadeva, who was 
the son of the Mahamandalika Boddana. ^The inscription also re- 
gisters gifts of lamps made by the same chief to different temples 
in the Telugu country, comprising the Godavari, Kistna and 
Guntur districts. See Mr. SewelTs Antiquities, I, pp. 48 and 56. 
Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that Boddana was probably a Mandalika 
subordinate to KulOttuhgachoda Gohka III who, in his turn, was a 
subordinate of KulOttuhgachoda II. 

79 . 41 of 1912. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) / (This is No. 8 in 
Mr. SewelTs local list.) ' On the same pillar. A record of the 
Eastern Chalukya king Sarvaloka^raya Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja 
in S. 1067 and twenty-fiist year, relating to a gift of 25 cows for a 
lamp by.a certain Proli-^etti, son of Madi-^etti of Penuhgonda, to the 
temple of Vlrabhadre^vara-Mahadeva of Pattisapu-nandu. [The 
king should have succeeded in A,D* H23-4. Mr. Krishna Sastri 
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thinks that, as his name is not found in the usual lists, he was pro- 
bably an ancestor of Mallappa III of the Pithapuram epigraph. See 
Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, p. 229.] 

80. 42 0 } 1912. — (Telugu.) On a granite stone in the house 
of the pujarin of the Markande 4 vara temple, in the same village. 
A record in S. 1098, mentioning a MahamandaleSvara who was 
“ the elevator of the Chalukya-Rajya ” and recording a gift of 
land to the potter Kamana by the trustees (Sthanadhipathi) and the 
worshippers in the temple of Vlrabhadr^yara Mahadeva- [The 
chief seems to be Velananti Prithvl^vara, one of whose ancestors, 
Gohka II, boasted of being the supporter of the Chalukyan dynasty. 
See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, p. 38.] 

81. C.P. 8 of 1912-13. — A record of a local chief Choda Anna- 
deva, recording the gift of the village of UttamagandachodaHna- 
devavaram in Vi^arinandu on the banks of the Gahga river at a 
spot called Pihnanisahga to Brahmans. [The plates disclose a line 
of local chiefs about whom no other records are available and who, 
says Mr. Krishna Sastri, evidently flourished after the Reddi kings 
of Rajahmundry. See Mad. Ep. Rep., 1912, p. 86, for details.] 

82. On the door of the local mosque. (Persian.) Records that 
it was erected by Sharif Salar Ulvi in the reign of Emperor Maho- 
med Toglak and in the time of Humayun Gajjar on the 20tli day 
of Ramzan, H. 724 > A.D. 1324 {Antiquities, I, p. 22). [See also 
Godavari Gazr., p. 244.] 

83. In the Markandeya temple. Records that the wife of 
Kataya Vema Reddi, minister of Kumaragiri, son of Anapota 
Reddi, made a grant to the temple. [Ibid., p. 22.] Kumaragiri 
Verna ruled from 1381 to 1395. See Gd. 17 above. 

84. An inscribed slab unearthed at the District Jail, A grant by 
a private person in S. 1350 and erection of a Kalyana-mantapam. 

8 4-A. In a slab in the Judge’s residence. A grant by Gapa- 
patideva to a temple in S. 1170 (A.D. 1248). [The donor evidently 
was the Kakatlya king of that name.] 

85-A— G. On stone fixed in front of the District Jail. Eight . 
inscrptions, dated S. IIJ 5 , UOO, 1100 (one undated), I060, 1050, 
III2 and 1067, all recording private grants. [Ibid., p. 22. The 
last of these belonged to the twenty-first year of a Vishnuvar- 
dhana.] 

Ramachandrapuram Taluk. 

Drakshardma. * 

The place has been so called because it was, according to the 
local tradition, the Dakshatapovana or Dakshavatika. It was in 
the Guddivadinandu, a subdivision of GaiigaikondachOlavalanadu, 
of which Proiunandu was a subdivision. The Pithapuram inscrip- 
tions refer to the local temple. Mr. Sewell gives 216 inscriptions 
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based on Elliott’s collection in this place but he himself acknowl- 
edges- that they are inaccurate. The department has copied 271 
inscriptions. Mackenzie’s collections are reproduced in Local 
Records, Vol. II, 27 f. See also Godavari Gazr., pp. 250— 2. 

86. 181 of 1893.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On one of eight 
slabs lying in the storehouse of the BhlmS^vara temple, A record 
of Vishnuvardhana-MahSraja (Kulottuhga I ?) in S. 1002 . Records 
the gift of a lamp toBhlmS^vara by Padmavati, wife of Rajendra, 
minister of Rajarajade#a (II, son of Kulottunga I) and Viceroy of 
Vehgi from 1077 to 1078. 

87 . 182 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the second of 
the same. Records in S. 987, the gifts to BhlmS^vara by 
Somajadevi, granddaughter of Rajamartanda (unidentified). 

88. 183 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the third of 

the same. A record of the Eastern Chalukya king Vishnuvardhan- 
Maharaja alias Rajarajadeva (I, 1022 — 63) in his twenty-sixth year 
and in 6. 969. • 

89 . 184 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the fourth of the same. A 
record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja in his twenty-third year. The 
gift of a lamp by a Tamila. 

90 . 185 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the fifth of the 
same. Records in the reign of the Western Chalukya king Trailok- 
yamallad^va (I) in 977, the gift of a lamp by Kupama, daughter 
of the minister. Narayana-Bhatta. 

91 . 1860/1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the sixth of tl^e 
same. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja in his.thirteenth 
year, in S. 995. Records the gift of a lamp by a queen of Kirtiraja 
of the Haihaya race. [As the king came to the throne in A.D. 
1060 we may identify him with Vijayaditya Vn, the, rival of Kulof- 
tunga I.] 

92 . 187 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the seventh of the same. 
A record of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja in his eighth year and in S. 
990, regarding the gift of a lamp by a merchant of Vi^akhavattana 
(Vizagapatam). See the above epigraph. 

93 . 188 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the eightl^ of 
the same. Records in the third year of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja, 
in S. 986, the gift of a lamp by the Brahmana Suppa-Nayaka. See 
No. 91 - 

94 . 189 of 1893. -(Telugu.) On a slab lying in the same 
temple., Records in S.960, some gifts to Bhlme^vara. 

95 . 190 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On a slab lying in the matha 
within the same temple. A record of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja 
in his fifteenth year and in S. 1006. Records gifts by the daughter 
of an officer of Kulbttunga-Chodadeva (I) Vishnuvardhana was 
probably Virachbda, Viceroy of Vehgi, from 1078 to 1084 and 1089 
to 1093. 
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96 . 191^/1893. — (Telugu.) On the east wall of the same 
temple, right wing, between the first and second pillars, fourth slab 
from bottom. Records the gift of a lamp by Madapalli-Nunkaya, 
son of Pittama. 

97 . 1920/1893. — (Telugu.) On the same slab. Records, in 
the sixth year of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja (unidentified) the gift 
of a lamp by a merchant. 

98 . 1930/1893. — On the same slab. A Telugu inscription of 
Rajadhirajadeva in his seventy-second year and in S. I2II. [So 
the king came to the throne in A.D. T217. See No. ill.] 

99 . 194 of 1893.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) In the same place, 
sixth slab. A record of the Chalukya-Chola king Rajakesarivar- 
man alias Saptama-Vishnuvardhana alias Kulottunga-Choladeva 
(I) in his forty-ninth year and in S. 1040. Endows gift of a lamp by 
Ntinkaya, son of Nelupuni-Bhimaraja. 

100 . 195 of 1893 - — (Telugu.) In the same place, third slab. 
Dated in the reign of the Chalukya-Chola king, Saptama-Vishnu- 
vardhana alias Kulottunga Chodadeva in his thirty-first year.

In the Kalyana Mantapa in the 
same temple. Records that Anadeva-Maharaja gave in S. ?, Tarana, 
some golden bulls and constructed a golden pinnacle.

Mantapa in the same temple. A record of the Reddi king, Vema- 
Reddi, son of Katama-Reddi, in S. 1336, /czya, relating the building 
of a mantapa for the merit of his father.

In the Navagraha Mantapa in 
the same temple. A record dated in S. 1355, Paridhavin, 
mentioning Allaya-Vema, Vlre^vara. Doddaya and Annaya of 
Rajahmundry. 

330 . 424 of 1893. (Telugu.) In the Navagraha Mantapa in the 
same temple. A record in S., 1359, Pingala, mentioning Allada- 

. Reddi and VSmareddi. See No. 359 below. 

331 . 425 of 1893. (Sanskrit.) In the Navagraha Mantapa in 
fhe same temple. ‘ Records in S. 1349, Plavanga, the building of 
a mantapa by Kuncha-Nayaka. 

332 . 426 of 1893. — (Telugu.) In the Navagraha Mantapa in 
the same temple. A record in Piiigala, mentioning Alladareddi- 
Vemarecjdi. See No. 359 below.

Records 
in S. 1366, Raktakshi, a gift by a minister. 

349 . 443 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in 
the Kalyana-Manfapa in front of the Manikyamba shrine in the

same temple. Records that Kadiyamu MachinSm, a servant of the 
Rajahmundry Reddi king Vema-reddi', son of Katama-reddi, built 
for the merit of his master, his queen, etc., a mantapa in 1328 ?, 
Durmukhi. [See No. 328 above and Ep- Ind., IV, pp. 328-9. The 
actual date (Monday, eleventh tithi of the bright fortnight of 
Chaittra) corresponds to 9th March A.D. 1416.

On a pillar at the entrance 
to the inner prakara of the same temple. A record of the 
Gahga king Rajaraja II, son of Aniyahka-Bhima, son of Chola-

Monkana. Rajaraja II seems to have ascended the throne about 
A.D. 1167. 

351 . 445 of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On other pillar 
in the same place. A record of the Rajahmundry Reddi king 
Allada-reddi in S. 1339, relating to the gift of a lamp held by a 
female figure. 

352.4464/1893. — (Telugu.) At the same entrance. •• A record 
of the Kondavidu Reddi king Ana-Vema in S. 1303, relating to 
the erection of some buildings. See Gd. 5 and Gd. 18. 

353 . 447 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On a pillar in the manfapa 
near the tank in the same temple. A record of the Reddi king 
Allaya-Vema of RajamahSndrapuri. See No. 329. 

354 . 448 of 1893. — (Sanskrit.) On the north wall of the outer 

prakara of the same temple. A record of the Reddi king Allaya- 
Vema. See No. 329 above. . ^ 

355 . 449 of 1893. — (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the outside of 
the west wall of the inner prakara -of the same temple. A record of 
the . Chajukya-Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Saptama-

forty-seventh year a gift apparently.

358 . On the north side of the door of the Gsvindsdvarasvami 
shrine. A grant dated S. 1045 in the twenty-fiftli year of the reign 
of Vijaya Raja. [Antiquities, I, 25.] 

Kondukuru. 

359 . C.P. grant of Allaya Dodda or Allareddi' Dodda or 
Dodda n of the Rajahmundry Reddi dynasty, dated in Ardhodaya, 
in the month of Pausha, S. 1352, Sadharana, which, according to 
Prof. Kielhom, corresponded to Sunday, 14th January A.D. 1431.^ 
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The object of the grant was the village of Gumpini or Allada 
Reddi Doddavaram (near DSvarapalli, Palivela, etc.). Mr. G. V. 
RamamOrti edits the plates in Ep. hid., Vol. V, pp. 53 — 70. He 
compares the genealogy of the Rajahmundry Reddis as given here 
with those of the Kasikhandam and Bhimakhandam of Poet Srinatha 
who was the contemporary of the last three Reddis. He also 
compares it with that of the Tottaramudi plates. The epigraph is 
thus of interest in throwing light on the history of an interesting 
line of chiefs whose services to literature were very great.

360 — 363 . Mr. Sewell gives (l) an undated record regarding 
the erection of the Mukhamantapam ; (2) three slokas from the 
Brahmandapurana, in prai§e of Kotiphalam and two records dated 
S. 1345 and S. 1348 regarding the erection of a manfapam and a 
pillar by private persons. See Antiquities, I, p. 32.

364 . A C.P. grant (Sanskrit and Telugu) of Vishnuvardhana 
Rajaraja ChOdagahga, the son of Kulottuhga Choda I, who 
ascended the throne of Vengi in S. 1006. The details of the 
date (Thursday, the fullmoon tithi of JyBshta, in the nakshatra 
Jyeshta, simhalagna), says Dr. Hultzsch, correspond to 22nd May, 
A.D. 1084. The grant confirms certain honorary privileges to the 
descendants of the Teliki family, who were divided into 1,000 
families (lO of which are mentioned by name) and who were the 
hereditary servants of the Eastern Chalukyan family. See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. VI, p. 334 ff. Dr. Hultzsch draws attention to the fact that the 
composer of the Teki plates was the same as Vidyabhatta, the 
composer of the ChellQr and Pithapuram plates of Virachcda, 
the predecessor- of Vikrama Chola as the Vengi Viceroy. The 
epigraph is of value for the light it throws on the different prince- 
viceroys of Vengi in the time of Kulottunga 1 . See Madr. Ep. Rep., 
1903, p. 5 ; also Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 571.

Chtkkulla. 

365 . A C.P. grant of the Vishnukundin king VikramSndra- 
varman II, the son of Indrabhattaraka, grandson of VikramSndra I 
and great-grandson of Madhava-varman, on the fifth day of the 
eighth fortnight of the summer of the tenth year of his reign. The 
object of the grant was a village on the Kistna to a Somagiri^- 
vara temple. The record has been attributed to the eighth 
gentury. The dynasty evidently ruled at Vinukonda and Danda- 
turu in Ellore taluk. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, p. 193 ff.

A 
record of Kulottuhga-Rajsndra-Choda (1163 — 80), son of Velananti- 
Gohka (II) and Sabbambika, in S. 1O94, in the twenty-sixth year of 
Rajaraja W ?). Records gifts of land to Vi^ve^vara on the southern 
bank of the Tuhgabhadra. See also Awtiquities, p. 81. [Gohka II, 
the son of Choda who was Viceroy of Vehgi under KulOttuhga- 
Chola I (T070 — 1118), raised the power of his dynasty to its greatest 
height and ruled from Kalahasti (North Arcot) to Ganjam. It is 
doubtful whether Rajaraja was the Ch5la who ruled from II46 to 
1178 or the son and successor of Anantavarman Chodagahga. 
See Gd. 350.] 

3 . 165 of 1897. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a black granite 
slab in front of the Vi^vS^vara temple, east face. A record of 
Rajgndra Choda, son of Velananti Gohka (II) and Sabbambika, in 
6. 1094. Records gift of gold {Birudu-gadyana) for a lamp and 
gift of land for a garden to Vi^ve^vara on the Tuhgabhadra by 
Navaya-Nayaka. Also a gift of land by a merchant and a gift 
of land by the king. See Antiquities, p. 81. 

Bdpatla, 

Mr. Sewell gives sixteen inscriptions in this place from Elliot’s 
collection and is not confident as to their accuracy. The depart- 
mental list being complete and accurate, I have not thought it 
necessary to compare them. 

3 . 166 of 1897. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the west wall of 
the Bhavanaray ana temple. A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
RajarajadSva in S. 1073, in his sixth year. Records gift of a lamp 
by the Pandit Ananta, who wrote a commentary on the Naraya- 
nlya, to the Bhavanarayana temple at Prempalli in Kammanandu 
[Who is this Ananta ? There was one Anantabhatta, the author 
of the Bharata champu ; and another Ananta Pandita, the author of 
the Vyahgyarthakaumudi, a commentary on the Alankara work 
Rasamanjari. We have no evidence to show whether they are the 
same. See No. I above for the identity of the king.]

On the west wall of the Bhava- 
narayana temple. Records in S- 1207, Parthiva, gift of cows for a 
lamp.

Records in S. 1071 gift of a lamp by a 
servant of the Mahamandale^vara Tribhuvanamallad6va-Ch5da- 
maharaja of the family of Karikala.

On the west wall 
of the Bhavanarayana temple. Records in 1073 gift of gold 
( Birudumada) for a lamp by a minister of Tribhuvanamalladeva

Inscriptions prove the greatness 
of the place.

[The epigraph is of great value as it shows the extent of Kakatlya 
power in the Telugu land and as it refers to taxes on articles of 
export and import at the harbour of Msttuppalli alias Ds^yOyyak- 
kondapatfana. The record is an abhayasasana to foreign traders 
whose vessels might be wrecked on the coast. While formerly the

An undated epigraph evidencing the 
digging of a well in the reign of KrishnadSvaraya. (Antiquities.)

170 to 172 . II5 to 1170/1893. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in 
front of the Vlrabhadra temple. Records dated in S. II63 to I196. 
The epigraph of S. II63 (Sarvari) records the pratishtha of RudrS^- 
vara and gift of land for the merit of KotaBsta Raja. See No. 180. 

17 3 . 118 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a stone built into the eastern 
enclosure of the same temple. A record in S. II91, expired, 6ukla. 
See Loc. Rec., Vol. 57, p. 257. It gives the details of date as 
Karttika^uddha, 5, Thursday. 

174 . 119 0/1893. — (Sanskrit, Telugu and Tamil.) On a stone 
built into the southern enclosure of the same temple. A record in 

1453, Nandana. Mentions Mallayya Chinna-Bommu Nayaka. 
[Mack. MSS., Bk. XVIH, p. 104 and Loc. Rec., Vol. 57, pp. 255-6. 
This says that Bommaya was a servant of Rayasam Ayyappayya, 
Governor of Kondavldu, and gives the details of date as Bhadra- 
pada^uddha 10, Monday.] 

175 to 177 . 120 to 122 of 1893.— (Telugu.) In the Ve^ugo- 
pala temple.* The first of these is said to be a record in S. 1190, 
Vibhava. The second continues the record of Ganapamba and 
describes her as the ruler of the 6,000 villages on the south bank of 
the Krishna. ‘It is dated in S. 1172. The third records the grant 
of the village of Chintapalli for her father’s merit. 

178 - 123 of 1893. — (Telugu.) On a ^ pillar in front of the 
Ramasvamin temple. A record dated in S. 1310, expired, Vibhava. 

179 . 124 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On a stone in the AnjanSya 
temple. A record in S. 1217, Jaya. [The Mack. MSS. say that

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the details of date are Pushya^uddha 8, Sunday, and that the people 
gave various paraphernalia, etc., to the deity.] 

180 . 125 t>/ 1 893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a stone in the 
Venugopala temple. A record of the daughter' of the Kakatlya 
king Ganapati, named Ganapamba who was married to Beta, the 
son of Rudra and grandson of Ksta, a chief of Dhanyakapura (i.e., 
Amaravati). The record says that after the death of her husband 
she performed a number of pious works, e.g., placing golden 
pinnacles on the shrine of Amarg^vara at Amaravati, building two 
other ^iva temples, named Bgtg^vara and Gapapgdvara in the same 
village. See, Kistna Manual, ■£). 13 and Ep. Ind., Vol. Ill, pp. 94 — 
103. Dr. Hultzsch edits it here. He also refers to the other 
Telugu inscriptions on the pillar. ^ See 175 to 177 above. The Mack. 
MSS. seem to attribute this to III3, Vai^akha^ukla, Monday, 
Giriduhitatithi. 

181 to 183 . An undated grant of 25 cows for a lamp to 
Betg^vara ; (2) Grant of a herd of sheep by a brother of Narapa 
Raja Mallayya to the same in S. 1 192, PramOda, Pushy a Buddha 13, 
Friday, Makara-Sahkranti ; (3) A grant of twenty-five buifalo-cows 
by Bemma Nayudu in 6. 1196, Bkava, A^vayuja, Sukla l, Sunday ; 
and (4) exemption of taxes on the temples and Brlhmanas in sixty 
villages connected with Yenumancjalasthala (i.e., Enumandala). 
See Ep. Ind., Vol. Ill, p. 96- Also Loc. Rec., Vol. 57, p. 252 ff., 
where these are given.

184 . 205 0/ 1899.— (Sanskrit.) On three faces of a pillar set 
up in the street, near the Siva temple. A damaged record of Nanni 
Choda and his two younger brothers in S. 1079. Contains a long 
genealogy of the king. See No. 196. 

185 . 206 of l8gg. — (Telugu.) On the fourth face of the same 
pillar. Records a gift of tolls to the temple of Chennakg^avadgva 
at Cheraktiru by Dochiraju-Ganapaya for the merit of the Kakatlya 
king Ganapati. 

Challagundld. 

186 . On a pillar in one of the temples of the village. A record 
in S. 1740 (A.D. l8l8).» Antiquities, p. 68. 

Chezarla. 

"With regard to the legend of the KapQtg^vara temple and the 
chief antiquities of the place see Mr. Sewell’s Antiquities, I, 68-69.

188 . 15s of 1899. — (Sanskrit.) On a slab set up in front of the 
central shrine in the same temple. A record in archaic characters ; 
much worn ; mentions the daughter of king Kandara of the Ananda 
gOtra. 

189 . 156 of 1899.— (Telugu.) On another slab in the same 
place. A record in S. 1169 mentions ChenjSrla and the god 
KapOts^vara who is surrounded by 4,444 lihgas- 

190 . 157 of 1899.— (Telugu.) On a slab set up near the east 
wall of the same temple. Records in S. I08s, Svabhanu, gift of a 
lamp by Ketireddi of the Manumakula. 

191 . 158 of 1899.— (Telugu.) On a slab close to the dvajas- 
tambha in the same temple. A damaged record in S. 1062, Raudri. 
Records the gift of a lamp. 

193 . 159 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On a slab near the Madhava- 
svamin shrine in the same temple. A record in S. IO87. 

193 . On a stone near the dvajastambha of Kapote^vara. A 
record of S. 1440. Antiquities, p. 68. 

194 . On a stone close to the Madhavasvami temple. A private 
grant in S. IS5I- 

195 . In the same temple. Another grant in S. 1168. Ibid. 

Degaramudi. 

196 . Inside the courtyard of the Mallikarjuna temple, on a 
Naga stone. A grant in 1002 by “ Sri Nanni Choda Maharaja,” 
son of “ Tribhuvana Mallidgva Choda.” [Nanni Choda belonged 
to the Konidena branch of the Telugu ChOdas and lived about 
6. 1070, 1073, etc.] Antiquities, p. 69. See No. 184 above. 

Govindapuram. 

Mr, Sewell notes tv?o inscriptions in this place, one dated in S. 
1092 and the other in 1082, recording a private grant. The 
■first of these is probably the same as No. 197 in the list, but it is 
impossible to say whether the second is a mistake for the next 
epigraph or a different one. 

197 . 112 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On a stone in front of the 
BhlmS^vara temple. A record of KulQttuhga-Rajendra-Choda in 
S. 1091. “Was Rajendra the 'Velananti chief who ruled from 1163 
to 1180? 

198 . 113 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On a stone in front of the 
Bhlme^vara temple. A record of Kulottuhga-Rajendra-Choda in 
S. 1087. See the above, epigraph. 

97 
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199 . 114 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On a stone in front of the 
BhImeSvara temple. Kulottuhga-Rajgndra-Choda mentioned. 

Ikkurru. 

200 . Close to the south-east wall of the temple on a stone. A 
private grant in 1038 in honour of Kulottuhga (I ?) Rajendra Chola. 

201 . In the same place. An epigraph of the same year 
relating grants to temple and Brahmans by the same sovereign. 

202 . In the Mallikarjuna temple. Records that in 6. 1048, 
A^vija, Suddha, Thursday, Mallinayaka gave a lamp for the merit 
of Mahamandalg^vara Kul 5 ttuhga Rajgndra. Mack. MSS., Bk. 
XVin, p. 21.' ' 

Irlapddu. 

203 - 204 . 109 awi no ti/ 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a 
pillar in front of SOmg^vara temple. A record in S. 1057, relating 
the building of the temple at IrralQru and the construction of a tank 
north of the village by MandAlIka Manda who belonged to the 
Durjaya family.. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VI, p. 276, and Gt. 276. 

205 . Ill of 1893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in front 
of the Somg^vara temple. A record of Chodaraju in S. 1057. 
Records gift of land and of a lamp to the Somg 4 vara temple at 
IrfalQru. [Choda is said to have belonged to the Durjaya family 
and to be a bee at the divine lotus-feet of Kulottuhga Choda dgva. 
Choda’s titles are enumerated. See Ep, Ind., Vol. VI, p. 276.] 

Jonnalagadda. 

206 . 5450/1909. — (Telugu.) On a slab setup in front of the 
Vgpugopalasvamin temple. A damaged record of the Kakatlya 
king Mahamandalgovara Prataparudradgva-Maharaja (1295 — 1323) 
in S. 1215, Nandana. Records gift of land to the temple of Gopi- 
na.tha at Jonnalagadda. The slab also bears a record, dated in 
S. 1241, Siddarthin, which appears to record a gift of land to the 
same temple. [For a local account see hoc. Rec., Vol. 56, p. 419 f.] 

Kondak&vuru. 

207 . Near a figure of Hanaman west of the village. Records 
an act of worship done by Timmarasa, Pfadhani of Krishnadgva 
Raya in 1313 (wrong), Bahudhanya. Antiquities, p. 70. [This 
epigraph is in Mach MSS., Bk. l8, pp. 27-8, and curiously enough it 
gives the same wrong date.] 


Kondavidu. 

The celebrated capital of the Reddis who ruled from 1328 to 
1427 (when they were overthrown by the Muhammadans. For the 
Mackenzie collections of the local inscriptions see Loc. Rec., 
Vol. 23, pp. 281—441. See also Vols. 18, 49 and 57. I have not 
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had time to examine these in detail and compare them with the 
departmental list. 

208 . 2^2 of 1892. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar. A 
record of Nadindla Gopa, the governor of Kondavidu, in the reign 
of the Vijayanagara king Krishnaraya in S. 1442, expired, Vikrama. 
See Ep, Ind,i VoL VI, pp. 230—39, where Dr. Luders edits it. The 
inscription has much in common with Nos. 144 and 148 above 
and grants, for the benefit of Saluvh Timma, ornaments, etc., to 
the Rama temple at Kondavidu. The inscription is of fiscal interest 
as it enumerates the taxes which were assigned to the temple for 
its expenses. These are said to be the mulavisas ip^ all parts of 
Kondavldu*country, where tolls were paid, viz., at vasanta garuvas^ 
water-sheds, salt-beds, market-towns, roads to towns of pilgrimage, 
at the rate of half padikamu on every bag of certain articles, one 
padikamu on every bag of certain other articles, one damma on every 
bag of some goods, two dammas^ three, four, six, etc., on still others. 
A double-bullock-Ioad of women’s garments had to pay a chdvela. 
Prof. Kielhorn calculates the date of the inscription to be Wednes- 
day, the 2nd May, A.D. 1520. G5pa was the brother of Nadendla 
Appa and author of the Chandrika, a commentary on the Prahodha- 
chandrddaya. 

209 — 212 . 243 to 246 of 1892. — (Telugu.) On four pillars in 
the mosque, A record in S. 1337, expired, Manmatha. Records 
private grants to the temple of Mailaradeva. [Mr. Sewell says 
that these were made in the reign of Komafi Venka Reddi (1395 — 

1423).] 

213 . 247 of 1892. — (Telugu.) Left of entrance to the north wall 
of a deserted temple in the front. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king RamarajuTirumalarajayya, vassal of Sada^ivadeva in i486, 
expired, Raktakshin. 

214 . 24^ of 1892. — (Telugu.) Right of entrance to the same 
wall. A record of the Vijayanagara king Sada^ivadSva in S. 1468, 
expired, Parabhava. 

215 . The Kondavidu plates of Rauta Raya or Ganadeva, the 
son of Guhideva and the grandson of Chandradeva, a descendant 
ofKapila Gajapati of Cataka (Cuttack) in S. 1377 . Yuva (A.D. 
1455), giving the village of Chavali (Repalli taluk) to a number of 
Brahmans. Kapilendra ruled, according to Hunter, from 1452—79. 
See Ep. Rep., Oct. 1890, p. 2. 

216 . 537 n/1909.— (Uriya.) On a pillar of a ruined temple on 
the top of the hill. Two short Telugu inscriptions on other pillars 
in the same temple refer to the building of a manfapa, and to the 
god Narasimhadeva and Lakshmipati. 

217 . 538 of 1909, — (Sanskrit.) On a pillar of a ruined manfapa 
called Varahalakottu on the same hill. A mutilated record of the 
Reddi king Peda-Komafi-Vgma in S. 1330. Records that the king's 
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treasurer (bhandari) Damana set up a pillar in the temple of 
Vi^vapati, for the merit of his maternal uncle Ranasahi surnamed 
Ripurayabandi-Choda. [Pedda Komati was the author of Srihgd- 
radipika, commentary on the AmarusataM.} 

21 8 . 539 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On a beam of the same mantapa. 
Records in 1327, Parthiva, that a certain Damalapati Chenna- 
manenimgaru presented" the stone beam in the gopura of the 
"Vi^ve^vara temple, for the merit of his spiritual teacher ^rlgiri- 
ayyaihgaru who was the grandson of Pandita Aradhyadgva. 

219 . 540 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On another beam of the same 
mantapa. A much damaged record in 1331, Sarvadhari. 
Twelve other short Telugu epigraphs not dated, on pillars and 
beams of the same ruined mantapa, record that these latter were 
presented to the temple of Vi^ve^vara by certain merchants and 
Reddis. 

220 . On a stone west of Vemalamma temple. A record of 
S. 1447, in the reign of KrishnadSva Raya. Ep. Rep., Oct. 1890, p. 2. 

221 . On a pillar of a mantapam in the Ramaliriga temple. A 
record of S. 1588, relating to its erection. Ibid. 

222 . Near a blackstone 500 yards north of the village. A 
record of S. 1460. Antiquities, p. 70. 

Konidena. 

223 . 1630/1899. — (Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat- 
form in front of the Saihkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, east 
face. Records in 6. 1072, that a subordinate of Kulottuhga-Choda- 
Goiika (n, 1133 — 57) built the temple of Balll^vara at KotyadOna. 

224 . 1640/1899. — (Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat- 
form in front of the Saihkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, west 
■face. A record of Kama-Chodamaharaja (of the Konidena branch 
of the Telugu-Choja line) in S. 1059. Records gift of land to the 
same temple. 

225 . 165 0/1899.— (Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat- 
form in front of the Saihkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, west 
face. Records in S. 1085, gift of land to the Kaml^vara temple by 
Srlyadevi, queen of Kama-Choda. For Kama-Choda, see No. 224. 

2 & 6 . 1660/1899. — (Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat- 
form in front of the Saihkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, south 
face. A record of Tribhuvanamalladsva-Chodamaharaja, in S. 
1069. Records gift of the village of GundiyapQndi to the Balll 4 - 
vara temple. [Tribhuvanamalla was the son of Kama-Choda 
mentioned in the previous epigraph.] 

227 . 1670/1899. — (Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat- 
form in front of the Saihkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, south 
face. Records in S. 1085, gift of land to the same temple by 
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Sriyadevi, the daughter-in-law of Ch5daballaya-ChO<Jamaliaraja, 
father of Kama. 

228 . i68<9/i 899. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in tjie same 
place, right of entrance, south face. A record of Tribhuvanamalla- 
d 6 va-Ch 5 damaharaja in S. 1070, Vibhava. Records gift of land to 
the temple of BhlmS^vara at Kotyadona for the merit of the king's 
father Pottapi-Kama-Chodamaharaja and his mother ^riyadevi.

On another jjillar in the same 
place, right of entrance, east face. Records in S. 1070, gift of two 
lamps to the same temple. 

231 . 171 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
place, right of entrance, north face. A record of Tribhuvana- 
inalladeva-Chodamaharaja in 1073. Records the building of a 
tank. See No, 226. 

232 . 172 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On a pillar set mp in the north 
prakara of the same temple, east face. Mentions Hemadridana- 
chakravartin Annareddi and ^rlgirireddi* 

233 . 173(7/1899. — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the north 
prakara of the same temple, east face. Records in S. 1067, gift of 
a lamp to the temple of Samkara-Mahadeva. 

234 . 174(7/1899, — ^(Telugu.) On a pillar set uj) in the north 
prakara of the same temple, east face. Records in S. II43, gift of 
a lamp to the same temple for the merit of Ganapatidevamaharaia. 

235 . 175 <7/1899, — (Sanskrit.) On a pillar set up in the north 
prakara of the same temple, north, west and south faces. The 
record gives an account of the ancestors of a certain Anna who 
was the minister of Nanni-Choda (son of Tribhuvanamalla of 
No. 226). 

236 . 176 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the north 
prakara of the Sarhkarasvamin temple at Konidena, south face. 
Records in S. 1185, RudhirOdgarin, gift of a lamp. 

237 . 177 <7/ 1899. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the« same 
prakara, east face. Records in I170, gift of land by the 
Gajasahani Bhaskaradeva. 

238 . 178(7/1899. — (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
prakara, west face. Records in 1184, gift of a lamp by relative 
of Bhaskaradeva, the Gajasahani of the KakatTya king Ganapati- 
deva. 

239 . 179(7/1899. — (Telugu.) On a third pillar set up in the 
same prakara. A record of Tribhuvanamalladeva-Pottapi-ChOda- 
maharaja in 1064, Dundubhi. Records gift of land to the temple, 
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of Samkara-MahadSva ; mentions the king’s father Pottapi-Kama 
and mother Srlyadevi. 

240 . l8o of 1899. — (Telugu.) On a broken pillar lying in the 
east prakara of the same temple. Records in S. 1080, Bahudhanya, 
gift of a lamp. 

241 . t8i 0/1899. — (Telugu.) On a slab built into the south 
wall of the central shrine of the same temple. A damaged record 
in the twenty-eighth year and S. 1095 of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva. Records gift of a lamp for the merit of KulOttuhga 
Rajgndra-Choda (apparently the Velananti chief). For Rajaraja, 
see No. I. 

242 . 1820/1899. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up in the south- 
east corner of the prakara of the same temple. Records in 6. 1067, 
gift of a lamp. ' 

243 . 183 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the east 
prakara of the same temple. A record of Opilisiddanad 5 va-Choda- 
maharaja ( 11 ) in S. 1156, Tarana. The inscription contains a long 
genealogy of the Telugu-Chcdas and records the gift of a village 
to the temple of SamkarS^vara for the merit of king Ganapati (the 
Kakatlya to whom the Telugu-Chodas were evidently subordinate). 

244 . 184 0/1899. — (Telugu.) On a slab in the street near the 
Vishnu temple at the same village. Records gift of land by 
ManumagandagOpala to a certain Baffu-Tikkaya. See No. 308 
below. 

245 . 185 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On a stone near the ruined 
, dvajastambha of the KeSavasvamin temple on the hill in the same 

village. A record in the fifteenth year and S. 1059 of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Chodadgva. Records 
gift by Tribhuvanamalladgva-Chodamaharaja to the temple of 
Tribhuvanamalla-^rl-Kg^avadeva at Kofyadona. 

246 . 186 of 1899. — (Telugijj) On a stone near the ruined 
dvajastamb^ia of the Kgiavasvamin temple on the hill in the same 
village. Records in 1208, Vyaya, gift of a lamp to the god 
Chennakg^avadgva. 

247 . 1870/ 181^9. — (Telugu.) On another stone in the same 
place- Records in S. 1184, gift of a lamp to the temple of Prasanna- 
kgSava at KotyadOna by a relative of BhSskara, the Gajasahani of 
the Kakatlya king Ganapati. 

248 . 1884/' 1899. — (Telugu.) On the south wall of the same 
temple, first tier. A record in the eighth year (of ?) and S. 1075. 
Built in at the beginning. Mentions the temple of Kg^avadgva and 
refers to Sriyamahadgvi, the mother of TribhuvanamalladSva- 
Chodamaharaja, and several other royal personages. See No; 227 
above. 

249 . 189 tj/l899. — (Telugu.) On the south wall of the Kg^ava- 
svamin temple on the hill at Konidena, first tier. A record in the 
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fifteenth year of the Ch 5 la king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulot- 
tunga-Chodadeva. Records a joint gift by Tribhuvanamalladeva- 
Chodamaharaja and Kulottunga-Choda-Gonkaraja (Gonka II, 
1133 — 57 ). 

350 . 190 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On the south wall of the 
Ke^ayasvamin temple, first tier. Records in S. 1073 gift of a lamp ' 
by a Nayaka. 

251 . 191 u/ 1899.— (Telugu.) On the south wall of the Ke^ava- 
svamin temple on the hill, second tier. A record of Tribhuvana- 
malladeva-Chodamaharaja in S. 1069. Mentions some fiscal terms. 

352 . 192 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On the south wall of the Kg^ava- 
svamin temple on the hill, second tier. A mutilated record in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king Kulottunga-Chodadgva. Mentions 
the temple of Tribhuvanamalla-Kg^avadgva at Kotyadsna in 
Kammanandu, the capital of Tribhuvanamalladeva-Chodamaha- 
raja. 

253 . 193 (j/1899. — (Telugu.) On the south wall of the Kg^ava- 
svamin temple on the hill, second tier. ^ A record of Tribhuvana- 
malladgva-Pottapi-ChOdamaharaja in S. 1069. Kammanandu is 
mentioned as the country ruled over by the king. Records a gift 
of money. 

354 . 194 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On the east wall of the same 
temple, first tier. A record of Churaballiraja in S. 1073, Pramoda. 
Records gift of land. The king has a string of birudas similar to 
those of Bana kings. 

255 . 195 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On the east wall of the same 
temple, first tier. Records in S. 1075, gift of a lamp. 

256 . 196 0/1899. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the east wall 
of the same temple, second tier. A mutilated record. Records gift 
of a lamp by the minister Anna mentioned in No. 235 above. 

257 . 197 of 1899.— (Telugu.) On the east wall of the same 
temple, second tier. A damaged record. Mentions an officer of 
Tribhuvanamalladgva-Pottapi-ChOdamaharaja. See No. 228 above. 

258 . 198 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On the north wall of the, same 
temple, first tier. A record of Tribhuvanamalla (of the solar race) 
in S. 1072. Records gift of a lamp. The king is said to have 
been ruling over Kamman&ndu, Gundikarru and Moffavadi. 

259 . 199 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On the north wall of the same 
temple, first tier. A record of Nanni-Chodamaharaja in I070. 
Records gift of land for the merit of the king’s father Tribhuvana- 
malla dgva-Chodamaharaja and mother Mabalamahadgvi. 

260 . 200 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On the north wall of the Kg^ava- 
svamin temple on the hill, second tier. Gift of land by Nanni- 
Chodamaharaja in S. 1073, PramOda. [Was he the author of the

Records that, during the year S. 1170, on the occasion of 
Uttarayana Sa-nkranti, Srlman, Mahamandale 4 vpa Chakra-Nara- 
yana Singaladeva Maharajulu’s minister gave to ^rimallinathadsva 
of Ongole for worship, enjoyment and daily offering three 
hundred of dry land in the west of the village.

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PALNAD Taluk. 

Readers of Mr. Sewell’s Antiquities should be acquainted with 
the famous Palnad heroes and the widespread cult which exists in 
the taluk in connection with them. The origin of this strange cult 
is obscure, but there are a number of epigraphs which show that it 
came to be in vogue in the time of the later Kakatlyas. See 
KargmpQdi, MachSrla and Gurizala inscriptions. None of these, 
however, show “when and on what particular occasion these heroes 
of Palnad so gloriously distinguished themselves as to justify the 
existence even today of a number of Madras of their following who 
almost deify them.”

Records in 1457, Parthiva (wrong), 
the digging of the well in front of the temple of Kale 4 vara.

On a pillar set up in front of 
the Dodda Mall6^vara temple in the same village. Recorcfe, jn

This place was the capital of the king who figures in the story 
of the Palnad heroes (see Antiquities, Appendix A). Mr. Sewell 
mentions the existence of an epigraph of Rajaraja Narendra 
in Virabhadra temple, but as he himself says, it is doubtful.

Records in S. 1699, Hevilambi, the 
reconsecration of the Ahjaneya temple at Juvvulakallu inBellam- 
konda-^Tma during the rule of Mallaraju Gundarayanihgaru and a 
gift of land to it for offerings. Another slab in the same place 
records that twelve years later the temples of Gopalasvamin and 
Bhlme^vara at Juvvulakallu were repaired and reconsecrated. 

On a slab set up in front of the 
Bhlmalihgg^varasvamin temple in the same village. Records in 
S. 1635, Nandana, gift of land by a certain Ambaraju to the temple 
of Mtilasthanam Bhimanatha^vamin at Jalakallu. 

514 . 548 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On another slab set up in the 

same place. A record of the Kakatlya king Mahamandale^vara 
Kumara-Rudradeva Maharaja (Prataparudra IT, 1291 — 1323) in

Rudradeva to the temple of Molasthanam-Bhlmanathadeva at 
Juvvulakallu.

Kdrempudi. 

This place figures largely in the chronicle of the Palnad heroes. 
Even now it is the seat of a Brahman Guru who presides over the 
Sfidra community which professes the hero-cult and the epigraphs 
which follow, though not informing as to the origin of the cult, 
yet concern it. The place is also architecturally very interesting. 
See Fergusson’s Ind. and B. Arch., p. 274. Mr. Sewell mentions 
fourteen inscriptions here. Of these twelve alone are definite. Of 
these twelve, six are noted by the department also. The other six 
I have given under Nos. 529 to 534. 
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519. 549 0/ 1909. — (Telugu.) On a pillar of the manfapa in 
front of the 6 ure 4 vara temple. A record of the Kakatijra king 
Mahamapdale^vara PratlparudradSva Maharaja (II) in S. 1225, 
Ssbhakrit. Records that a servant of Manchaya-Nayanihgaru (a 
prominent officer of Prataparudra II) repaired the temples of 
Sureivaradeva and Kg 4 ava-Perumal at KarempQndi for the merit 
of his master who bore the title Immadi-Ni^^ankavlra. Machaya 
was evidently connected with Gunda Nayaka referred to in 
Vappicherla inscriptions, and ruled till 6. 1233 (A.D. 1311). See 
also No. 486. 

520. 550 0/ 1909. — (Telugu.) On another pillar of the same 
mantapa. A^ record of JannigadSva-Maharaja (Rudramma’s 
minister) in S. 1186, Raktakshi. Records gift of land to the 
temple of SurS^varadeva by the king’s subordinate Gandapendara 
Meidevaraja. Also records the bhilding of the gopura and the 
prakara wall by a private individual. See No. 500 above. [The 
Kakatlya feudatories Gangaya and Janniga had a territory 'which 
extended from Pangal (Nalgondo district, Hyderabad) to Marjavada 
or Kaivara in the Chintamani taluk”of Kolar district, and which 
thus comprised the large area covered by Cuddapah, Kurnool, 
Bellary, Anantapur, Nellore and GuntUr districts. See also Anti- 
quities, I, 59, No. II.]

521. 551 of 1909. — (Telugu.) On the third pillar in the same 
place. A record of the Kakatlya king Mahamandale^vara 
Prataparudradeva-Maharaja (E) in_ S. 1239, Anala. Records gift 
of land to the same temple by Alavattam Peddaya. [See also 
Antiquities, I, p. 59, No. I2.] 

522. 552 of 1909- — (Telugu.) On a slab -set up in the court- 
yard of the Ankalamma temple in the same village. A record of 
the Velanandu king MahamandalS^vara Kulottuiiga-Choda- 
Gonkaraja (E, Iip— 57 ) in 6. 1076, Bhava. Records the building 
of the temple of ^Ore^vara by I^ana-Peggada, a minister (pradhani) 
of the king, at KarempQndi and a grant to it of 50 goats for a lamp, 
idana^akti and Kalyana^akti are mentioned as the sthanapatis of 
the temple.

On another slab set up in the 
same place. A mutilated record of the Haihaya king in

524. 554 <?/ 1909- (Telugu.) On a slab set up in, the court- 
yard of the Chennakg^avasvamin temple in the same village. 
Records in S. 1547, Raktakshin, that the temple of Chennakg^ava- 
svamin which was formerly built by the heroes (vlrulavaru) in 
the town of KarempQndi alias Uddandavira-Tirupati in Vilayati- 
kasuba? had become dilapidated and the image of the god 
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mutilated. A servant of Adsumballi Ramanayaningaru renovated 
the temple and the images, together with those of the Alvars and 
made grants of land for offerings. [The inscription is given

Records in S. 1318, Yuva, a decision of the Sri-Vaishnava 
teacher Nallan GOvindachakravarti Ayyahgaru, regarding certain 
sectarian rights and privileges bestowed on Badagulavaru of Pali- 
nadu. [The Badagulavaru represented themselves as natives of 
Pali-nadu and secured from the AchSrya the right to observe the 
hunkuma-vasanta like other classes, and on the protest of the 
natives of Pali-nadu, the teacher inquired into the dispute, withdrew 
the privileges granted on the ground that it was an innovation, and 
communicated the fact to the Sri-Vaishnavas of the eighteen 
countries. The Government Epigraphist * suggests that the 
Badagulavaru were probably northerners, who immigrated in the 
time of the Kakatlya Viceroys, to the dislike of the orthodox 
Vaishnavas of Palnad.]

On a slab set up in the Durga 
temple at Bappanad, a hamlet of the place. A damaged record 
of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa-Dgvaraya (I) in 6. 1333, 
Vikrita. 

93 . 82 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the south face of the manas- 
tambha in front of the Jaina basti. Records five verses, arranged 
in 25 squares and praising the Tirthamkaras. 

Paduvofanambur. 

94 . 84 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up at the entrance 
into the Bayilangadi-Melebasti. Records in S. 1464, Subhakrit, 
a gift of land. (Referred to by Mr. Sewell.) 

95 . 8S of 1901. — (Kanarese). On a slab set up in the Siva 
temple at the same village. Records in the reign of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Vira-Immadi DevarSya (II) in Pingala, a gift of land. 
(A damaged record.) 

Pavanja. 

96 . 83 of l90I.-^(Kanarese.) On a slab lying in front of the’ 
Mahalinge^vara temple. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara 
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king Vlra-Immadi-Dsvaraya ( 11 ) in S. 1340, Hgvilambin, a gift of 
land. Mentions Annapa-Odeya as governing the MahgalQru and 
BarakQra-tajya. Belugula in the Hoyisana-rajya is also referred 
to.

97 . 61 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) In a field near the house of 
Lokayya^etti. Records gift of paddy to the temple of Kante^vara 
in the time of Pandyachakravartin Pandyadeva. See No. 68 
■where a Pandyachakravarti’s date is given as S. 1183. 

Kantavara. 

98 . 56 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a pillar set up in the 
Vh.zXraSiXVL-niatha. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratapa-Devaraya (II) in 6. I 3 SS> Pramadin, gift of land to 
Rajaraje^varatlrtha of the Badagana-matha at Kantara. 

99 . 57 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up behind the 
kitchen in the Kante^vara temple at the same village. Records 
in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vira-Hariyappa-Odeya (!) 
in Sarvadharin, a gift of money. 

100 . 58 <7/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa- 
Kirishnaraya. (A damaged record ; the date is lost.) 

101 . 59 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a broken slab lying in the 
same place. A fragment of a record of the Vijayanagara king 

- Vira-Hariyappa-Odeya (II) in 1301, Siddartin. 

102 . 60 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up to the right 
of the entrance into the Kante^vara temple. Records in S. 1731, 
Vibhava, repairs to the temple made by a private person under 
orders from the “ company ” (Kampini). 

Mudabidre (MudaUdri). 

An excellent account of this highly important Jain centre is 
given by Dr. Hultzsch in his Bp. Rep., 1901, p. 3. It was called 
formerly Bidire or Vgnupura or Vamiapura and belonged to the 
province of Tulude^a. The earliest inscription in it belongs to 
the Alupa king Kula^ekhara, dated in A.D. 1205. The remaining 
belong to the Hoysala and the Vijayanagara dynasties. Dr. 
Hultzsch points out that it is the seat of the Jain priest Charuklrti 
Panditacharya and his matha, of sixteen Jaina shrines or hastis 
dedicated to Tirthamkaras, Yakshis, etc., the latest of which is 
dated A.D. 1429. For descriptions of these see Ep. Rep., 1901, p. 30. 
Ferguson’s Hist., Ind., B. Arch., pp. 270—8, and Buchanan, Vol. H, 
p. 254. The members of the local Jain dynasty called the 
Chautars even now receive pension, and have got a ruined palace. 
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103 . 28 of igoi, — (Kanarese.) On the north wall of the 
Gaddigemantapa in the Hosabasti, right of entrance. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Vira-Devaraya (II) in S. 1351, Sanmya.- 
Refers to Perumaldeva-Dannayaka and to Devaraja-Odeya of 
Nagamahgala, who was ruling the Mahgalura-rajya, and to the 
building of the basti, (This is the largest and finest in the place.) 
[Perumaldeva was a famous General of Devaraya IL For reference 
to him and his two sons as well as Devaraja Udaiyar see Mys. Arch 
Rep., 1908, p. 17J 

104 . 29 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the same wall. A record 
of the Vijayanagara king Praudha-Devaraya (II) in S. 1373. 
Prajapati. Mentions Ganappanna-Odeya and refers to the building 
of a mukhamantapa of the basti, called Bhaira dSvi manfapa. 
Dr. Hultzsch draws attention to sculptures round its base amongst 
which is a giraffe, 

105 . 30 ^>/l90l. — (Kanarese.) On the same wall. Records in 
the reign of the Vijayanagara king Virtipaksha in T394, Khara, 
a gift of land in the time of Vitthara^a. 

106 . 31 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the same wall. Records 
in S. 1409, Parabhaya, a gift of land. 

107 . 32 ^7/ 1901.;* “(Kanarese.) On the same wall. Records in 

1383, Vikrama, gift of money for offerings. 

108 . 33 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) In the same place, left of 
entrance. A record of the Vijayanagara king Devaraya (II) in 
S. 1351, Saumya. Mentions the building of the basti and contains 
a long genealogy of a chief named Bhaira va. 

109 . 34 of I901. — (Kanarese.) In the same place, left of 
entrance. Records in 1384, Vishu, gift of paddy in the time of 
Hiriya-Bhairavadeva-Odeya or Nagararajya. 

110 . 35 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) In the same place, left of 
entrance. Records a list of merchants who built the second storey 
of the basti, 

111 . 36 ^)/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) In the same place, left of entrance. 
Records the names of merchants who built the third storey of 
the basti, 

112 . 37 of 1901.— (Kanarese verses.) On the east, ’north and 
west faces of a pillar in the Bhairadevimantapa of the same 
basti. A record in praise of the Mahamandale^vara Salva-Malla. 
Incomplete, 

113 . 38 of 1901. — ‘(Kanarese.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. Records five verses in praise of the Tirthamkaras, 
arranged in 25 octagons ; see Ind, Antq,, Vol. V, p. 44 f. 

114 . 39 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab built into the wall 
of the Kshetrapala shrine in the HOsabasti. Ah inscription 
of the Vijayanagara king Virupakshar^ya (11, 1465 — ^86) in S. 1398, 
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Durmukhin. Mentions Singappa Dannayaka and Vittharasa- 
Odeya. A damaged record. 

115 . 400/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab leaning against the 
south wall of the inner enclosure of the same basti. Records in 
S. 1493, PrajOtpatti, a gift of land, and mentions the Chauta 
family which had its seat at Mudabidri. 

116 . 41 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up m the Guru- 
g^labasti at the same village. An epigraph of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Bukkaraya (II, 1399 — 1406), son of Hariharaya (II, 1377 — ■ 
1402), in 6. 1329, Vyaya. Mentions Bachappa-Odeya and a gift of 
land. 

117 . 42 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
Krishnaraya in 1437. Yuva, the gift of paddy, and mentions 
Ratnappa-Odeya who belonged to the family of Vaicha-Danda- 
dhipa. 

118 . 43 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the third slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Hoysala king Vlra- 
Ballala (HI), son of Vira-Narasimha (III), in Vishu, a gift. Mentions 
Devappa-Dannayaka. 

119 . 44 0/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a pillar in the Gaddigeman- 
tapa of the Gurugalabasti. A record of S. 1460, Bahudhanya 
(wrong), mentioning the building of the manfapa. 

120 . 45 of 19QI.— (Kanarese.) On a broken slab in front of 
the Nayibasti at the same village. Records the death of a Jaina 
teacher named Chandrakirti and the building of the manfapa 
(i.e., the Nayibasti) in his memory. See No. 128 below. [A 
Chandrakirti under date A.D. 1605 is mentioned as one of the 
teachers of the Sarasvati gachcha andBalatkaragana in the Jaina- 
Siddhanta Blidshara. See Epitome of Jainism, p. LX 3 GII,] 

121 -A — D. 46 to 49 a/1901. — (Kanarese.) On stones built into 
Jaina tombs at the same village; No details given. 

123 . 50 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in the court- 
yard of the Gauri temrjle at Prantya, a quarter of the same place. 
A damaged record in S. 1318, mentioning. Vlra-Pandyadevara^a. 

123 . 51 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On another slab lying in the 
same place. A damaged record of the Alupa king Kula^ekhara- 
AJupendra in Yuva. See the next epigraph. 

124 . 52 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On the third slab lying in the 
s_ame place. Records in the reign of the Alupa king Kula^gkhara 
Ajupgndra in S. 1127, KrOdhana, a gift of land. 

135 . 53 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the fourth slab lying in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Alupa king Kula^gkhara 
Alupgndra in Raktakshin a gift of land. 
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126 . 55 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) In a field one mile south-east 
from the travellers' bungalow. Records in the reign of the Vi jay a- 
nagara king Vira-Hariharaya (II) in S. 13 12, Sukla, a gift of land 
to the Gurugalabasti at Bidire. Mentions Mangarasa-Odeya as 
governor of Mangalura-rajya.

127 ’. 54 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of 
the SOmanatha temple. A record of the Vijayanagara ^ king 
Krishnaraya in 1434, Aiigirasa, mentioning the minister Salva- 
Timmayya, Ratnappa-Odeya and the Chauta chief Tirumalaraya. 

Venur* 

128 . 72 of 1901. — (Sanskrit.) On the right side of the colossal 
statue of Gummata on the hill. Records in S. 1525, ^Cbhakrit, the 
setting up of the image of Bhujabalin (i.e., Gommate^vara) by 
Timmaraja of the family of Chamunda, at the instance of the 
family teacher Charukirti of Belgola. [The inscription has been 
published by Rice in his Sravana Belgola inscriptions and by 
Dr. Hultzsch in Ep. Ind., Vol. VII, pp. I12-13. According to 
Prof. Kielhorn the date corresponds to Thursday, 1st March, 
A.D. 1604. Dr. Hultzsch points out that this inscription mentions 
Timma Raja's mother (Queen Pandyaka) and uncle Rayakuvara 
(i.e., Rayakumara) and not his father, and that it can be inferred 
from this that the family practised the aliyasantdna system. 
Charukirti was, like Lalitakirti, the Pontiff of Belgola and Muda- 
bidri, just as Devendrakirti was the Pontiff of Humcha. From a 
li^ in the Jaina Siddhanta hhdskara I find lio Charukirti under this 
date, but one in A.D. I207. See Nahar and Ghosh's Epitome of 
Jainism^ p. LXXII, in the appendix and Ind, Antq. XX and.XXL 
Chamundaraja was probably the great minister Chamundaraja 
who set up the colossal statue at Belgola.] 

129 . 73 of 1901, — (Kanarese verse.)^ On the left side of the 
same statue. Records in S. 1526, Sobhakrit, the same act. 
[See Ep. Ind., VII, pp. II2-13. The date is the same as in the 
previous inscription, but the current and not the expired year is 
given. See S. Kanara Manual, Vol. II, p. 259, for an account of the 
statue. 

130 . 74 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Akkangalabasti within the Gummatabasti. Records in S. 1526, 
Sobhakrit, that Pandyakadevi alias Vardhamanakkagalu and 
Mallidevi, two queens of Vira-Timmaraja-Odeya, built a Chaitya- 
laya of Chandranatha and granted land to it. See No. 128. 

131 . 75 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Binnanabasti within the Gummatabasti. Records in S. 1526, 
Sobhakrit, that Binnani, a queen of Vlra-Tiihmaraja-Odeya, built a 
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Chaityalaya of ^antl^vara and granted land to it. [An inaccurate 
translation of this is given in Ind, Antq,, Vol. V, p. 38.] 

132 . 76 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab built into the floor of 
the Mahalihge^vara temple at the same village. A record in 
S. 8 [90], Prabhava, in archaic characters. 

133 . 77 of 1901.— (Kanarese.) On the Nandi-pillar in front of 
the same temple. Records that a merchant set up the mdnastamhha^ 
a big monolithic column set up in front of the hastis. From the 
fact that almost all of them are known as Settardbastis it is inferred 
that the Jain merchants constructed them. See Ind. Antq,y Vol. V, 
pp. 38-9. 

134 . 78 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up close to the 
east wall of the Tirthankarabasti within the Santl^varabasti at 
the same village. Records in S. 1544, Durmati, the gift of land to 
the basti by Ramanatha ara^a, while Madhurakadevi was ruling 
over the Punjalikeyarajya. [This is also mentioned in 2 and 9 in 
the list.] 

135 . 79 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the south- 
east corner of the mantapa in front of the Santl^varabasti. 
Records in S. I459, H^malambin, the consecration of the 24 
Tirthamkaras in the basti. See 5 . Kanara Manual^ Vol. II, p. 260. 

136 . 80 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up to the right 
of the entrance into the same mantapa. A record dated in 1411, 
Saumya, mentioning a chief of Punjajiyarajya. [This is the 
earliest inscription in the Santi^varabasti.] 

Udipi Taluk. 

Bdrkur ( nine miles north of Udipi), 

This is the traditional capital of Tuluva, known formerly as 
Barahakanyapura. Formerly a seaport, now an inland town; 
tradition represents it as one of the seats of Brahman governors, 
when Brahmans were introduced Into Malabar, and later on as 
scene of a mosque erected by the royal convert Chjraman Perumal. 
Epigraphy furnishes us with a list of the early Alupa kings, the 
Hoysalas and then of the Vijayanagar rulers who had it as their 
provincial capital. Amongst the Aluva kings may be mentioned 
Kavi about A.D. 1150 (Nos. 189 and 194); Soyideva about 1315 
(No. 175). For the Hoysala inscription see No. 4. The rest are 
Vijayanagara ones. 

137 . 119 6?/* 1901, — (Kanarese.) On the first slab setup close 
to the west wall of the SOme^vara temple at Mudakeri near the 
same place.^ The Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa-DevarSya (II) 
records in S. 1353, Sadharana, the settlement of dispute among 
certain merchants of Baraktiru, while Chandar^sa-Odeya was 
ruling the BErakura-TQlu-rajya. For a previous Vijayanagar 
feudatory in the time of DevarEya I see next epigraph ; for another 
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in the reign of Harihara II see No. 144 ; and for still another in the 
time of Bukka I, No. 148. 

138 . 120 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the third slab setup in the 
same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Devaraya- 
Odeya (l), dated in S. 1335, Nandana. Mentions Saihkharadeva 
Odeya as governing the BarakQra-rajya and a gift of paddy. See 
No. 161. 

139 . 1210/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the fourth slab set in the 
same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa- 
Devaraya (II), dated in S. 1353 , VirOdhikrit, making gift of 
paddy. Mentions Chandra-Odeya as governor of the BarakQra- 
Ttilu-rajya. See No. 137. 

140 . 1220/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the seventh slab set up in 
the same place. Records in the reign of Hoysala king Vlra-Ballala 
(III) in S. 1258, Dhatri, gift of paddy. Mentions Vayichappa 
Dannayaka and the pradhani Ajjana-Sahani. [The record shows 
that the Alupas were overthrown by the Hoysalas in the Govern- 
ment of the district.] 

141 . 123 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the eighth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Gajabetegara-Devaraya ( 11 ) in S. 1362, Siddharthin, gift of paddy. 
(A damaged record.) 

14 S. 124 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the ninth slab set up in 
the same place. A damaged record mentioning Gagana-^iva- 
charya who belonged to the spiritual lineage of Durvasas and an 
Alva king. [Durvasa is generally supposed to be the founder of 
the earliest of the Saivite mathas, called the Aihartaka.] 

143 . 125 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the tenth slab set up in the 
saiiie place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Virapratapa-Mallikarjuna (I449 — 65), in 6. 1380, Bahudhanya, gift 
of money. Mentions Sidappa-Dannayaka. The record shows 
that the Vijayanagar hold over the west was strong even in the 
weak reigns following DSva-Raya 11 . See also Nos. 148 and 
162. 

144 . 126 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the eleventh slab set up in 
the same place. An epigraph of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
Hariyappa-Odeya (II) recording in 1301, Kalayukta, gift of 
paddy. Mentions Bommarasa-Odeya as the governor of the 
BarakQrarajya. See No. 153. 

145 . 127 (?/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the twelfth slab set up in 
the same place. Records a gift in the reign of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Harihara-Maharaya (II) in S. 1308, Kshaya. (Damaged.) 
See No- 151. 

146 . 128 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the thirteenth slab set up 
in the same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Gaja- 
betekara-Devaraya 11 recording in S. 1362, Siddharthin, gift of gold 
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to a Brahmana. Mentions Lakhanna-Dannayaka. [Was this the 
same as the chief governor of the south, the Lord of the southern 
ocean and the brother of Madaijna Nayaka ?] See No. l8l. 

147 . 129 0/1901. — (Kanarese.) On the fourteenth slab set up 

in the same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlra-Bukanna-Odeya (I) in 6. 1293, VirQdhikrit, gift of land. 
Mentions Goparasa-Odeya who was governing the Barakura-rSjya. 
See No. 150. ' 

148 . 130 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the fifteenth slab set up in 
the same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratapa-VirQpaksha-Maharaya-Odeya (II, 1465 — 86), in 

1387, Vyaya, a gift of paddy. See No. 143. 

149 . 1310/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the outside 
close to the west wall of the same temple. Records in the reign 
of the Vijayanagara king Vlraptatapa-Sada^ivaraya in S. 1507, 
Parthiva, gift of land. Mentions Ramarajanayaka, grandson of 
Sada^ivaraya Nayaka of Keladi. 

150 . 1320/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying near the tank 
at Mudakeri near the same temple. Records in the reign of the 
Vijayanagarg king, Vira-Bukanna-Odeya ( 1 ) in 1282, ^arvarin, 
the gift of paddy. Mentions Malleya-Dannayaka who was govern- 
ing the BarakQra-rajya. Malleya was evidently a predecessor of 
Goparasa mentioned in No. 147. The inscription shows that the 
Vijayanagar arms reached South Kanara as early as A.D. 1360. 
See No. 157 below. 

451 . in of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in the house 
of Subbanna adigal in the same village. A record of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Vlrapratapa-Harihara-Maharaya (II), dated in 1 324, 
Chitrabhanu, mentioning Basavanna-Odeya who was governing 
the Barakura-rajya. (Damaged.) See No. I45 for another feu- 
datory of Harihara 11 . 

152 . I34u/I90l.^ — (Kanarese.) Oh another slab lying the same 
house. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa- 
Harihara-Maharaya (n) in S. 1324, Chitrabhanu, gift of paddy^ 
Mentions Basavanna-Odeya who was governing the BarakQra- 
rajya. See the previous epigraph. 

153 . 1350/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying near the well 
in the Gopalakrishna temple at MQdakeri. Records in the reign of 
the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Harihara-Maharaya (n) in 1302, 
Raudra, gift of gold. Mentions Bommarsa-Odeya who was 
governing the BarakQra-rajya, and states that Kumara Madhava- 
svamin set up the image of Gopinatha in the BarakQra-matha. See 
No. 144 above. 

154 . 136 0/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a viragal set up to the left 
of the entrance Jnto the SOme^vara_ temple at the same village- 
A record of the Alupa king Bankiy-Alupendra. See No. 83 above. 
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155 . 137 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a vlragal set up to the left 
of the same entrance. A fragment of record of the Alupa king 
Bahkiy-Alupendra. See No. 83 above. 

156 . 138 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in ParamS^- 
varabhatta's house in the same village. Records in the reign of 
the Vijayanagai^a king Vira-Bukanna-Odeya (I), in S. 1282, 
Sarvarin, gift of paddy. Mentions Malleya-Dannayaka who was 
governing the Barakara-rajya. See No. 150 above. 

157 . 139 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab built into the wall 
of Padmanabhabhatta's house in the same village. The Vijaya- 
nagara king Vira-Bukanna-Odeya (I) records in S. 1281, Vikarin, 
gift of paddy. Mentions Malleya-Dannayaka who was governing 
the BarakQra-rEjya. See No. 1 50 above. 

158 . 140 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in Srldhara- 
^astri's house in the same village. Records in the reign of the 
Vijayanagara king Vrrapratapa-Sada^ivaraya in S. 1508, Sarvajit, 
gift of paddy. 

159 . 141 0/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab lying in Soma-^astrfs 
house in the same village. The Vijayanagara king Vira-Bukanna- 
Odeya (I) records in S. 1287, Vi^vavasu, gift of paddy. Mentions 
Malleya-Dannayaka who was governing the BarakQra-rajya. See 
No. 150 above. 

160 . 142(7/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up close to Siva- 
rama-Karanika*s house in the same village. Records in S. I470, 
Kllaka, a gift of land. 

161 . 143 0/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the Gana- 
pati temple at Chaulikere near the place. Dated in the reign of 
the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa-Devaraya (I). Records in S. 
1338, Manmatha, gift of paddy for feeding !l^ahmapas on the 
occasion of the anniversary (samdrddhana) of Ananda-Sarasvati. 
Mentions Sariikaradeva Odeya who was governing Jhe BarakQra- 
rajya. Mentions also Amrit6ndratlrtha, pupil of Ananda-Saras- 
vati, Amritaprajha and Narayanagiri, See No. 138 for the same 
feudatory and No. 165 for the same teachers. 

162 . 144(7/1901. — (Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same temple. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
VlrapratSpa-Immadi-Devaraya in S. 1380, Bahudhanya, gift of 
gold. Mentions Guruvappa-Odeya who was the governor of the 
Barakura-raj^a. Immadi Deva was the same as Mallikarjuna, 
1422—65. See No. 143 above. 

163 . 145 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the third slab set up in the 
same temple. Dated in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Immadi-DBvaraya. Records in S. 1372, Sukla, gift of money, and 
mentions Rayarasa-Odeya, as the governor of Baraktira-rajya, 
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164 . 146 of IQOI. — (Kanarese.) On the fourth slab set up in the 
same temple.

In 1316 Conjee- 
veram was taken by one of his generals. 

59 . 307 of 1892. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same office. A 
fragmentary record of the Chola king. 

60 . 308 of 1892. — (Sanskrit.) On a broken pillar in the same 
office. A record of the Gajapati king KapilS^vara in 1387. See 
Ind.

71 . 319 of 1892. (No, 6 of Mr, Sewell's local (Telugu.) 

On three faces of a pillar in front of the Malle^vara shrine in the 
same temple. A record in 1359, expired, Pihgala. A grant to 
the temple by a dancing girl. [See Mack, iW 55 ., Bk. XVI (15-3-4), 
p. 13, which however gives the date S. I 357 > Pihgala, SrSlvana- 
Bahula 5, Monday.] 

72 . 320 of 1892. (No, I in Mr, Sewell's local list,)— {Telugu,) 
On a pillar in the mantapa in front of the same shrine. Records in 
S. 1331, expired, Virodhin, the building of the mantapa.

A record of the Eastern Chalukyan Yuddha- 
malla. In very archaic characters. Mentions the king’s grand- 
father Mallaparaju. The king intended is evidently Yuddhamalla 
II, son of Tada or Tadapa and grandson of Yuddhamalla L]

1087. 

77 . 325 <9/1892. — (Tamil.) On the same pillar* A record in 
the forty-first year of the Chela king Kulottunga-Choladgva (I).

78 . 326 of 1892. {No. II of Mr. SewelVs local list.) — (Sanskrit 
and Telugu.) On a stone built into the roof of the VighnS^vara 
shrine in the same temple. An incomplete record of the son of 
Chedabhupa, a descendant of Buddhavarman. 

On a pillar in the mantapa in front 
of the MalMvara shrine dn the same temple. A record in Khara. 

80 . 328 of 1892. — (Telugu.) On a stone built into the roof of the 
same mantapa.

87 . 335 d?/i892. — (Sanskrit.) On a stone built into the roof of 
the mantapa in front of the Malle^vara shrine. An incomplete 
record in S. 1 1 19. 

88 - 89 . 336 and 337 of 1892. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
mantapa in front of the east entrance of the Malle^vara temple 
in the same place. Records dated in S. 1348 and 1475. Former is 
No. 2 of Mr. Sewell’s local list and latter No. 3 of ihid. The latter 
of these is given in Mach MSS.y Bk. XVI (l 5-3-4) in p. 12. It gives 
the details of the date as S. 1475, Paritapi, Phalguna Suddha 3, 
Wednesday, and records that the people of all lands from Konda- 
palli to Rajahmahendrapuram decided that the 5ii (?) maryada in 
a first marriage should be 21 chinnam of gold, that the bridegroom’s 
party should give 12% of silver and the bride’s party 20% of gold*

Monday, Sravana punyakala, the people of several villages repaired 
the gOpuram and mukhamantapam.

On a mutilated slab 
dug up in the courtyard of the Malle^varasvamin temple. A record 
of the Pallava king Mahamandaleivara Pallaketa. Registers some 
legends (See Ep. Ind.y 1910, for details) in connexion with the 
Malle^vara temple and refers to the chief as being born in the 
family of king Kaduvetti and being subordinate to the Chtlukya 
king of Vengide^a. The inscription refers to a certain Pandita- 
radhya who came to this place, and proclaimed the superiority of 
^ivabhaktas to Brahmans by holding live coal in China muslin 
with the tender twig of a 6ami tree.]

Records the building of a temple at Bezwada 
for the God Kumarasvami by a certain Nripadhamundu while king 
Rajasalki Raja^raya Satyatrinetra Yuddhamalla was ruling. 
Another part records the king’s building, for the merit of his 
grandfather Mallappa Raju, a mansion for the God. A third part 
says that, at the king’s coronation, a certain Mallandu, son of Tri- 
nayana, came to Bezwada, saw a manifestation of Kartikeya and 
raised a temple for Him. [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the 
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Kartikeya temple here referred to was the same as the ^iva temple 
that the transformation of it into the latter was perhaps the work 
of the Paiiditaradhya mentioned in 79 above. If so, the real 
builder of the Malle^vara temple was Mallandu. The epigraph 
has been attributed to the ninth century, and it is of great literary 
interest as it shows that Telugu literature flourished even before 
the time of Rajaraja I, the patron of Nannaya Bhatfa, at such a 
high stage of culture as to cause public records to be written in 
poetry.]

9 2-D. On a pillar in a neighbouring mantapa. (Telugu.) Re- 
cords that BhOgam NambOri Annasami’s daughter-in-law built the 
east gopura of the Mallikarjuna temple in 6. 13 13, Prajotpafti, 
Sravana Suddha 13, Tuesday. Ibid., pp. 11-12.

92-E — J. Mack. MSS. (Loc. Rec., Vol. Xn, p. 108). — Records 
dated in A.D. 1742, 1793. 1811, 1755 and 1788. 

Damalur, 

92-K. A record of Velanati Gonka, son of Chetana, son of 
Rajgndra Gonka. Records that he gave to the God Gohke^vara at 
Damalur in S. 1054, 3 puttis of land and 55 buffaloes.

Mr. Sewelf gives five inscriptions in this place of which three 
alone, identified with the following, are definite.

15, Sunday, corresponding to Novem- 
ber 27, A.D. 1726, that this is one of the Akkadevadulu pillars fixed 
by a certain ^eshadri Ramanappa and his elder brother, in the 
tank ■ constructed by them near Kavultlru. 
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94 . 155 of 1913* {1^0, 4 of Mr- SewelVs list.) — (Telugu.) On 
a stone lying in a palmyra tope, in the same village. Records in 

1305 (a mistake for 1310), Vibhava, Pushya, ba. di. 14, Sunday, 
corresponding to December 27, A.D. 1388, that a certain Poti- 
Nayundu of Intamukkula gotra, granted to the gods Chenna- 
Mallinatha and Vara dagOpinatha of Kauruni, a flower garden with 
fruit trees, for the merit of his parents. 

95 . 156 of 1913. {No. 2 of Mr. SewelVs list.) — (Telugu.) On a 
slab set up in a field to the north of the road leading to Kondapalli 
from the same village. A damaged record of the Gajapati king 
Pratapa Purushottamadeva, the date of which is doubtful. Men- 
tions Mogalraju-Mahapatra who was governing the country. 

On the boundary between Kavaluru, Kondapalle andlla- 
prOlu. An undated epigraph evidencing a grant to a temple by a 
Raja named Jagannatha Prasada, “ acting under the orders of Malla 
Mara Raja.”

On a boulder near the fort on the 
hill. No details given. 

101 . On an inscribed slab let into the wall of the first gateway 
of the lower fort. Records in S. 1358 the erection of a temple on 
the banks of the Kistna by private person.

102 . A C.P. grant in the village which “is dated in the reign 
of Ana Verna Reddi of Kondavidu, S. 1272 (A.D. 1350). It records 
a grant of a village to a Brahman.”

di. 2, Monday, corresponding to March 20, A.D. ISSI- States that 
Masanada Eli Kutumana-Malka-Odaya, a friend of the Sultan, 
reduced by his prowess Kondapalli and other hill fortresses and 
established a feeding-house (langara) at Kedarabada which he had 
founded near Peyyalagallu, south of Kondapalli, for the helpless, 
blind and cripple and for dervishes. For the maintenance of this 
(langara), he gave the two villages KavurQru and Kedarabada. 
See Antiquities, I, p. 50 - 

104 . 153 of 1913. — (Persian.) On another face of the same 
pillar. Records in 931 A.H. (= 1524-5 A.D.) that “ Malik Qutb- 
ul-Mulk set aside the income derived from certain villages for the 
maintenance of a langar, in memory of Khwaja Khizr.”

Horovitz.)

105 . 151 of 1913. — (Telugu archaic.) Near a rock-cut cell.

106 . On a stone in the Fakir Takya Mound. Records in 
1079 (A.D. 1157) a grant by PrOlammadevi, daughter of Maha- 
mandale^vara P 5 ta Raja.

10 T". On a stone near the deserted temple in the Vasanta- 
rayalagattu hill. A private grant dated in S. 1312 (A.D. 1390). 

Velagaleru. 

108 . 1490/ 1913. — (Telugu.) On a slab bearing the figure of 
Anjangya, near a well. Refers to the god Anumanta (HanQ- 
manta) near the well Venkatadri-konSru and to the gift of a lamp- 
stand by a certain Siiigadasiri of Reddipalle. 

109 . 150 0/ 1913.— (Telugu.) On a slab near a tank in the same 
village. Records that this is the charity-well of the son of Garigi- 
pati Venkanna. 

Yentkepadu. 

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell refers to all the following inscriiD- 
tions.

The latter 
included the worshippers, accountants, purohits, goldsmiths, dan- 
cing girls, painters, men who rang the bell, makers of garlands, 
watchmen, the blowers of the conch and torch-bearers. 

111 . 158(7/1913. — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the same 
place. A record of the Velanandu king KulOttunga-Rajendra- 
Chodayaraja, in S. 1093, Uttarayana-Sankranti. Registers that the 
king granted lands in the neighbourhood of Yenikepadu to the 
temple of Ke^avadeva at Bezwada. The grant was intended for 
providing oblations, offerings, perpetual lamps, dancing girls and 
other servants. 

112 . 159 ofigiz. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in a field of the same 
village. A mutilated record, the date of which is lost. Mentions 
the Mahamandale^vara Chagi-Dorayaraja.

116 . On a pillar in the Varadarajasvami temi^le. Records the 
building of aDurga shrine and its endowment in S. 1075 (A.D. II53)

Addresses 
the ryots, rashtrakotas of the twelve villages of the Pavunavara 
district (of which Prandoru, i.e., Vandram? was one) that he gave 
certain lands and villages to Kuppanamatya, grandson of TOrki 
Yajvan or TQrkayya referred to in the inscriptions of the period.

A record at the entrance to the 
shrine in the same temple. No details given.

134 . On a slab in the centre of the village. Records a grant 
by Balia Bhtipati in S. 1077 (A-D. IISS) to the Siva temple at Srlka- 
kulam. Antiquities y VoL I, p. 54. 

135 . Between this village and Pamarru. An undated epigraph 
recording a grant to the Siva temple at Bezwada. Ibid* 

Ganapesvaram (near Talagodadevi). 

136 . 131 ^/l893. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the west, south 
and east faces of a pillar in front of the Durgamba temple. A 
record of the time of the Kakatlya king Ganapati in 6. 1153, 
expired, Khara, tithi of Gauri,^ bright fortnight, Vai^akha, saying 
that his general Jaya built a Siva temple at Dirpa (Divi) dedicated 
to Ganape^vara named after his patron. The date corresponded, 
according to Dikshit, to Monday, the 7th April, A.D. 1231. The 
inscription gives the Kakatlya genealogy from Prola down to Gana- 
pati and that of his general Jaya from his great-grandfather Bhlma 
downward. In the Telugu portion it is recorded that every boat 
touching at Nanegadda should pay certain dues to the temple and 
that Jaya assigned the revenue of a number of villages to it. See Mr. 
SewelPs AntiquitieSy Vol. I, p. 54 (which is inaccurate), Mackenzie’s 
Kistna Manual p. 214 and Bp. Ind., Vol. Ill, pp. 82—93, where Dr, 
Hultzsch edits it. It is an inscription of fiscal and economic interest 
and says that the inhabitants of the eighteen districts on both sides 
of the Kistna gave at Nanjggadda a revenue of 2i fanam (chinna) on 
every boat. 

137 . 132 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On the east face of the same 
pillar. A record in S. 1693, expired, Kh^ra. 

138 — 40 . 133 to 13s of 1893. — (Telugu.) On the north face of 
the same pillar. Records dated in S. 1235, 1268 {Vyaya)y and 
S. 1605. The first of these records the grant of a lamp to God 
Ganapatl^vara in Peda-Divipura at the junction of the Kistna and 
the sea, and the third to the Linga called after Ganapati and “ set 
up by Choda Raja at the junction of the V^ni and the sea.” [Mr. 
Sewell notes all these inscriptions, but his dates are different.]

Srikakulam. 

Traditionally this place is important as the Brahmans are said 
to have been first settled here by TrilOchana Pallava, “perhaps as 
early as the third century A.D.,” but no inscription earlier than the 
eleventh century has been found. It may be noted that this was 
the native place of Anantamatya, the author of the Rasabharana 
or Bhojarajiyam, who lived about S. ISS^. See VlrS^alingam 
Pantulu’s Lives of the Telugu poets, p. 1 51 - In his Antiquities Mr.

I have not examined the originals, but have given references 
to their summary as given by Taylor in Ins., Ced.

My belief is that the originals 
contain too many repetitions of the same epigraphs and that the 
summary as given in Ins., Ced. Dts., is a fairly full one. I have to 
state that some of the records are not inscriptions in the strict 
sense of the term but grants in paper ; but as in the case of Ganjam, 
having once made the list, I have thought it better to retain them.

Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vira- 
pratapa Sada^ivadeva-Maharaya, in S. 1476, Ananda, the gift 
of the village of Nagulavaram (situated) on the bank of the 
Gumdakamma river and belonging to the Dupati-^Ima (district), 
to the same temple by Timmaraju, son of the Mahamandale^vara 
Ramaraju Konetayya. [Ins.y Ced. Dts., p. 223, No. 29.] See By. 347 
and 348. 

241 . 158 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Sada- 
^ivadeva-Maharaya, dated in S. 1481, Raudri. Mentions a 
Vaishnava sanyasin named Emberumanaru-Jiyyangaru and the 
Mahamandale^vara Siddhiraju Timmarajayya. [The Mack. MSS. 
{Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 224, No. 31) give S. 1482J 

242 . 159 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the east wall of the same 
mantapa, right of entrance. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Virapratapa Achyutadeva-Maharaya, dated in S. 1458, Durmukhi. 
Records gift of two villages (Bodicherla and Bondalapad) in the 
Tondamaregulla-^Ima (district) to the same temple on the occasion 
of a lunar eclipse. Mentions Bhtitanatha Ramabhatlu, ruler of 
Udayagiri. [See Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 221, No. 25 ; Cb. 325.] 

243 . 160 <9/1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) In the same place. 
A record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Sada^ivadeva- 
Maharaya, in S. 1466, ^obhakrit. Records gift of a village in the 
Kochcherlakota-^Ima (district) to the same temple^ by Aubalayya- 
deva-Maharaju, son of the Mahamandale^vara Sihgarayyadeva- 
Maharaju I of Nandyala. See Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 222, No. 26.

A record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa 
Sada 4 iva-deva-Maharaya, dated in S. 1476, Ananda. Mentions the 
Mahamandale^vara Madraju-Nagappadgva-Maharaju, son of Avu- 
balayya-deva-Maharaju, grandson of Mahamandale^vara Mad- 
raju-^ihgarayyadSva-Maharaju of the solar race and of the 
Ka 4 yapa-gotra, and nephew of the Mahamandale^vara Ramaraju- 
TirumalayyadSva-Maharaju (the Aravidu chief) of the lunar race 
and of the AtrSyagOtra. Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 223, No. 30. [See the 
genealogy of the Aravidu chiefs.] 

245 . 1620/1905. — (Telugu.) In the same plaqe. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa AchyutadSva-Maharaya in 

1455, Vijaya. Records gift of two villages by the Mahamanda- 
le^vara Salakaraju-Pina-Tirumalayyadeva-Maharaju for the God’s 
festival. The king is styled “ the establisher of the Yavana-rajya.” 
[See Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 221, No. 23.] See the genealogy of the 
Salakas. 

246 . 163 of I90S-— (Telugu.) On the east wall of the Lakshml- 
devi shrine in the ChennakS^avasvamin temple. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Sada^ivadsva-Maharaya. Records 
in S. 1489, Prabhava, a grant by Veiikatayyadgva-Maharaju 
(Venkata I ?), son of Tirumalarajayya-deva-Maharaju and grandson 
of Aravlti-Ramaraju-Srlrarigarajayyadeva-Maharaju of the Atreya- 
gOtra and Apastamba-stitra. Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 220, No. 22. It says 
that the donee was the Pauranist Parahku^an Lakshmapaiya. 

247 . 164 of 1905.— (Sanskrit and Telugu,) On the east wall 
of the Garuda-mantapa in the same temple. A damaged record 
containing a genealogy of the Karnata dynasty of Vijayanagara. 

248 . 165 o/i 905 - — (Telugu.) On a pillar of the same manfapa. 
Mentions the Mahamandaleivara Siddhiraju-Timmarajayya and 
refers to the building of a mantapa. See No. 241 above. 

249 . 166 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On another pillar of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Sada- 
'^ivadeva-Maharaya in S. 1491, Sukla. Records a gift by Chinna- 
panayaningaru, son of Komara-Timmanayaningaru and grandson 
of Velig 5 ti-Peda-Timmanayaningaru of the Racherla-gotra, a 
subordinate of the Mahamandale^vara Ramaraja-Tirumalarajayya- 
deva-Maharaju. [See Ins., S. Dts., p. 224, No. 32.] 

250 . 167 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On a slab set up near the plat- 
form in front of the same temple. A damaged record of the 
Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Sada^ivadeva-Maharaya, dated 
S. 1475 ) Pramadin. 

251 . A C.P., dated in 6. 1464, recording the grant of a village, 
for temple purposes, by Sada^ita Raya of Vijayanagar. [See 
Mr. Sewell’s Antiquities, I, p. 86.] 

252 . On a stone at Markapuram. Records that Virapratapa 
Devaraya Maharayalu granted some land to Dandamaha^iva at the 
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time of his installation at Vijayanagar, in 1329, Sarvajit. See 
Ins.y Ced, Dts,^ p. 213, No. 2. 

253 . On the wall of the kalyana mantapam in the pagoda. 
Records that Salaka Raja Pina Tirumalayya granted the villages of 
“ Carvepulla and Achyutarayapuram as free gift for the annual 
festival of the God in 1455, Vijaya, in the reign of Achyutadeva 
Maharaya. Ibid,, p. 221, No. 24. See No. 245 above. 

254 . On a stone west of the Garudastambham in the temple. 
Records that in S. 1474, Parltapi, in the reign of Sada^ivaraya. 
Padmanabha, Mallappa and other villagers granted to Chenna- 
ke^ava., the tax on betel-gardens. Ibid,, p. 222, No. 28. 

255 . On a stone pillar opposite to the kalyana mantapam. 
Records that Kamalanabhudu granted some land to the deity in 
S. 1567, Tarana. Ibid,, p. 224, No. 33 and Antiqiuties, p. 

256 . On a stone south of Markapuram. Records that one 
Aulumpanah gave three kuchalas of land to Tripurabhatta 

Mahajosya. Ibid,, No. 47, p. 229.

257 . 284 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up in the court- 
yard of the VenugOpalasvamin temple. Records in S. 1440, Bahu- 
dhanya, gift of the village of Kuneboyinipalle alias Avubalapuramu 
in the Kolahkula-slma (district), to the temple of Gopinathadeva at 
Milempalli by a certain Varadaraju. [Mr. Sewell says that there 
are “ two inscriptions in this place, dated in S. 1440 and recording 
private grants. The above epigraph is evidently one of the two. 
The present inscription is also given in Ins,, Ced, Dts,, p. 226, 
No. 40.]

258 . On a stone in the village. Records that Kamaraya Srl- 
Rahgaraya built the villages of SrI-Rahgarajapuram in the district 
of Dupoda (Dupad) in S. 1485, RudhirOdgari, and gave it to Kan- 
cherla Narasayya.

259 . On a stone in the Chennake^ava pagpda. Records that 
Kambala Vallabayya gave some land to the deity in S. 1499, Dhatu, 
in the reign of Velugoti Chinna Timmanayadu. Ibid,, p. 228, No. 46. 

260 . On a stone in a field of a Reddi. Records grant of two 
kuchalas in the village to Machareddi, a native of the place. Ibid,, 
p. 229, No. 48. 

Tripurdntakam, 

The Mack, MSS, {Ins,, Ced, Dts,, pp. 214 — 20, Nos. 4 — 20 and 
Nos. 41 and 49) mention nineteen inscriptions in this place, while 
the departmental list contains Ii6. I have therefore not thought it 
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desirable to compare the two lists. I have however given a C.P, 
found in the Mach MSS. 

361 . I68 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the TripurEntakS^vara temple. Ambadeva-Maharaja * 
records in 1194, ^rlmukha (A.D. 1272), gift of land to the 
priests who offer mantrapushpa (i.e., consecrated flowers) to the 
god Tripurantakadeva. Ambadeva who defeated several Telugu 
chiefs including a certain ^rlpati Ganapati Dgva and practically 
for a time usurped the Kskatlya dominion between RudrSmba and 
her grandson Prataparudra, was the greatest of the Turaga Sahini- 
kas who bore the titles mandalikas, Brahmardkshas and Genda-- 
pendera and were later on feudatories of Kakatiyas. He is said 
to have defeated Eruva Mallideva, K^^ava with SOmi deva and 
Alluganga, Mallikarjuna (who is called an enemy of Brahmans and 
Gods), Damodara, Kadavaraya, and established Manmaganda- 
gopala at Vikramasimhapura (Nellore) of which he had been 
deprived. He was also a friend of the king of D^vagiri. See No. 
266 below. 

363 . 169^/1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Kakatiya king Gapapati (1199 — 1260) in Ananda 
(i.e., S. 1177). Records that the central shrine {vimana) was built 
of stone, under 'the orders of the king by ^anta^ambhu, son of 
Vi^vg^acharya. See N.A. I 55 , 166, 190, 191 and 194 for a ^aivite 
teacher of this name. 

363 . 170 (9/1905. — (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the same wall. 
VikramOttuhga Rajendra records in S. 1214 (A.D. 1292), Nandana, 
gift of a golden trumpet to the temple of Tripurantaka. [He was 
evidently another feudatory ^ chief who took advantage of the 
Kakatiya weakness to establish his power.] 

364 . 171 of 1905. — (Sanskrit andGrantha.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Kakatiya king Ganapati. Records in Ananda 
(i.e., S. 1177) that the centra] shrine [vimana) was built of stone, 
under the orders of the king, by Santa^ambhu, son of Vi^vg^a- 
charya.. See No. 262 above. 

365 . 172 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A partly 
damaged record in S. 1215, Vijaya, mentioning the construction of 
two tanks. 

366 . 173 <?/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. An incom- 
plete record of Ambadeva-Maharaja, dated S. 1213, Khara. He is

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said to have taken the head of Eruva-Mallideva, to have captured 
the forces of Mallikarjuna, to have worsted Kadavaraya and to 
have been on friendly terms with the Pandya and Devagiri kings. 
For Kadavaraya see S.A. 124 and 223. 

267 . 1740/ 1905. — '(Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
Ambadgva-Maharaja, dated in S. 1212, Vikrita (A.D. 1290). Records 
that the king, who bore the titles Gandapendara and Mandallka- 
Brahmarakshasa, belonged to the Kayastha family. On the same 
stone is another damaged inscription — apparently of the same 
r king. See Nos. 261 and 266. 

268.1750/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Telugu Choda king Siddhayadgva-Choda Maharaja, dated in 
S. 1189, Prabhava. Records gift of fifty cows for a lamp by the 
king for the merit of his father, the Mahamandalg^vara Perumadi- 
dgva-Choda-Maharaja, and his mother Damaladgvi. (It will be seen 
that he does not recognize the sovereignty of Queen Rudramma.] 

269 . 176 0/ 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. Belongs to 
the reign of the Kakatlya king Ganapatidgva-Maharaja in S. II77, 
Rakshasa. Records that Gahgayya-Sahini, who belonged to the 
Kayastha family, bore the titles Gandapendara and Mandallka- 
Brahmarakshasa, and who claims to have defeated a certain DamO- 
dara of the west, granted, for the prosperity of the king and of 
himself, the village of Pulachervu in the district of Motfavadi on 
the ,day of a lunar eclipse'. 

270 . 177 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. Records in S. 1 190, Vibhava, gift of fifty cows for a lamp by 
a private individual on the day of a lunar eclipse. 

271 . 178 tf/ i905.-T-(Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1242, Raudri, in the reign of the Kakatlya king Pratapa-Rudra- 
dgva-Maharaja (II) gift of taxes from a garden of areca palms. 

272 . 179 <)/ 1905,— (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the time of the Kakatlya king Pratapa-Rudradgva Maharaja (II, 
grandson and successor of Rudramma), in S. 1216, Jaya. Records 
a gift by the general Adidamma, who bore the title misaraganda 
and who claims to have “ cut off the head of Manma-GandagOpala.” 
[Ambadgva of the Garigaya Sahini line claims to have established 
Manma Ganda at Nellore or Vikramasimhapura.] 

273 . 180 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record, dated S. 1244, Nandana, in which the Vlra- 
Balanjya (merchants) are mentioned with a long string of titles. 
They claim to belong to the Manumakula and to have immigrated 
from Ahichchatra. See No. 367 below. 

274 . 181 0/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the south wall of the man- 
tapa in front of the same shrine. A record of the Kakatlya king 
Ganapatideva Maharaja in 6. 1181, Siddharthin, sixty-first year. 
Records gift of fifty cows for a lamp by Kumara-Ganapatideva- 
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Maharaju of Natavadi. [The inscription shows that the king 
ascended the throne in 1199-1200 and that he ruled till 1260. See 
Nos. 289, 306 and 313. 

275 . 1820/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1214, Nandana, a gift by Ravinuntu-Timmapparaju. 

276 . 183 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the south wall of the manfapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Tripurantake^vara temple near 
Tripurantakam. Records in 1213, Khara, gift of fifty cows and a 
metallic lampstand by Mumraadi-Nayundu, who is called “ lord of 
the Ammanagallu city.” Mentions at the end the gift of two 
umbrellas called VlrarajSndra-ChOlagodagulu. At the end of the 
inscription the syllable sri is engraved in Telugu, Nagari and 
Grantha characters. 

277 . 1840/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 

1275, Vijaya, a gift for the merit of Rama-Nayaka by another 

Nayaka, who was the lord of the town of Alakuntala, and who 
claims to have captured the forts belonging to king Karikala-Chola 
and cut off the head of Manuma-^Mallideva. 

278 . 185 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the time of the Reddi king AnavOta-Reddi (the father of Kumara- 
giri), in 1278, Durmukhi. Records gift of a lamp by Adapa- 
VSmana. 

279.186^1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record, dated S. 1192, Pramoda. 

280 . 187 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record, the date of which is doubtful. Records gift of 
twenty-five cows for a lamp. Traces exist of, some birudas like 
Gandapenidara, which may connect the inscription with the 
Kayastha family to which Ambadsva Maharaja belonged. 

281 . 188 0/1905. — (Telugu and Sanskrit?) On the west wall of 
the same manfapa, right of entrance. A record of S. 1193, Praja- 
pati. Mentions a ■ Brahmapa resident of MadhurEntaka (per- 
haps MadhurEntakam in the Chingleput district), who bore the 
title Chodamandala-pratishthacharya, and a certain Srlkantha- 
^iva, probably a Saiva ascetic. Was he the author of the Brahma- 
mimamsdhhdshya ? See Hultzsch’s Sans. MSS., 1896, p. 46, No. 1229.] 

282 . 189 0/1905. — (Telugu.) -On the same wall, left of entrance. 
A damaged record, the date of which is doubtful. The king’s 
birudas are nearly the same as in the next epigraph. 

283 . 190 0/1905.— (Telugu.) In the same place. A record of 
a certain Eruva-Manumilidevaraja, in S. 1189, Prabhava. The 
king’s name is preceded by a list of birudas from which it appears 
that he belonged to the Ka^yapa g 5 tra and to the family of 
Karikala. He was also the lord of Orayur (Uraiyur near Trichino- 
poly). [He does not recognize the sovereignty of Rudramma.] 
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284 . 191^/ 1905* — (Telugu.) On the east wall of the same 
mantapa close to the blocked up doorway. An inscription 
of the Reddi king Vemaya Reddi. Mentions in S. 1268, Vyaya, 
Anavota-Reddi (Verna’s son and father of Kumaragiri). 

285 . I92^7/I905. — (Telugu.) In the same place. Records in 

1192, PraniUda, a private agreement among merchants. 

286 . 193^/1905* — (Telugu.) In the same place. A record of 
Parichchheda-Alladanathadevaraja and his younger brother Bhlma- 
raja, in Pramadin. Allada was a local chief called ^‘the lord of 
Vijayavatika (Bezwada)” and “the lord of the (district) called 
Shadsahasra (i.e., six thousand), situated to the south of the 
Krishnaveni (Krishna) river.’’ 

287 . 194 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall, right of 
entrance. A record of the KakatTya sovereign Rudradeva-Maha- 
raja (Rudramba), dated S. 1183, Durmati, second year. The temple 
at Tripurantakam is called the eastern gate of Srl^rvata (i.e., 
Sri^ailam). The donor was a Kakatlya general who served under 
king Ganapati and claimed to belong to the Chalukya family. 
He also fought battles on the banks of the Godavari and took the 
head of Gonturi-Nagadeva. 

288 . 195 61/1905. — (Telugu.) On the base of the south wall of 
the kitchen (called) vantamidde in front of the same mantapa. An 
unfinished record of the Kakatlya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja, 
dated S. 11/4, Paridhavin, fifty-fourth year. ^ The existing portion 
of the inscription mentions the hirudas of a Saiva teacher in charge 
of the Golagi-matha, whose influence extended over three lakhs of 
villages. See N.A. 201. 

289 . 196 6/ 1905.-““ (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the eastwall of 
the same kitchen. A record of the Kakatlya king Ganapatideva- 
Maharaja (1199 — 1260), dated in S. I182, Raudri, sixty-second year. 
Records gift of two villages, viz., Chetalapadu on the north bank 
of the river Gunderu (Gundlakamma) in the district of Kamma- 
nandu and Redumallapalli on the bank of the Mu^i in Puiigi- 
nandu. 

290 . 197 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Pallava king Sarvajhakhadgamalla, Ni^^ankamalla 
Maharajasimha. Venkayya identifies this king with Kopper- 
unjingadeva. 

291 . 1986/1905. — (Sanskrit and Grantha.) On the same wall. 
The record of the Pallava king Maharajasimha. Is almost identi- 
cal with No. 290. The king is said to be the son of^ Jlyamahipati 
by his wife Silavati. Jlya is Tamil Siya or Alagia Siya, and it "is 
found prefixed to Kopperunjingadeva in inscriptions. 

292 . 199 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Grantha.) On the base of the 
same wall. Partially damaged record. Seems to register the 
names of the god Siva, 
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293 . 200 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
kitchen. A damaged record. 

294 . 201 <?/ 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
Maharajadhiraja Narapati Rajendra-Chola (III). Refers in fifteenth 
year, Raudri (i.e., A.D. 1260-61) to a tank at Tripurantakam. The 
king claims to have taken the heads of two Pandy'an kings. His 
power in the Kurnool district shows that he perhaps extended his 
arms there about the time of the death of the Kakatlya Ganapati 
which took place in 1260. 

295 . 202 I?/ 1905. — (Sanskrit and Nagari.) On the same wall. 

A record of the Pallava king Maharajasimha. [The king claims 
to have destroyed the Hoysala king’s pride, been like a sun to 
the lotus-tank of the Chola line and to be the established Pandyan. 
His gifts to various shrines from Draksharama to Madura are 
then enumerated.] See No. 290 above and N.A. 444. 

296 . 'Ml of 1905. — (Telugu.) bn the top of the doorway in the 
same wall. Records in 6. 1179, Pingala, gift of a village on the 
bank of the Mu^i (river) by the Mahamandal 54 vara Vishnuvar- 
dhana (Bhlma)-raju-Siddhhayadgva-Maharaja who was a worship- 
per of the god Bhlme^vara of Draksharama and was the lord of the 
city of Vengi. 

297 . 204 0/1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On four faces of a 
pillar set up in front of the liriga on the north side of the kitchen 
(called vantamidde) in the Tripurantake^vara temple near Tripu- 
rantakam. A record of the Kakatlya king Ganapati, dated in 
I131, Sukla. Records that the king’s sister Melambika, who had 
married Vakkadimalla Rudra, second son of Natavadi Buddha, 
built and consecrated the temple called MSlambikS^vara near that 
of Tripurantaka. She granted some land below, the tank of the 
village called Tirtalu and also gave 25 goats for a lamp. [The 
marriages of the Natavadi chiefs with the princesses of the Kaka- 
tlya line explain the presence of their epigraphs at Tripurantakam. 
See Nos. 318, 320 and 321 below. 

298 . 2050/ 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the south wall 
of the dark room (called chikatimidde) in the same temple. An un- 
finished record giving an account of tfie Kondavidu Reddis. The 
first was Komati-PrSla. His wife was Anyamamba, daughter of 
Doddaya. Their sons were Macha, Vgma, Dodda, Anna. The 
epigraphist believes that Doddaya might be the same as Dodda 
Sainya-nayaka mentioned in the Telugu poem Harivamsdm. 

299 . 2060/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the west wall of the same 
room. Records in S. 1205, Chitrabhanu, gift of land by a private * 
individual. 

300 . 207 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1188, Kshaya, gift of 25 cows for a lamp by a servant of the 
minister of G.anapatid6va-Maharaja, 
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301 . 2080/1905. — (Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Kakatlya king GanapatidSva in n8i, Siddhar- 
thin.

The Kaka- 
tlya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja (1199 — 1260) records in S. ll8l, 
Siddharthin, sixty-first year, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp.

S. 1183, Durmukhi (for Durmati), gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp.

S. 1180, Kalayukti, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

309 . 2160/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same base. Records in 

1175, Pramadin, gift of cows for a lamp. 

310 . 217 0/1905. — ^(Telugu.) On the same base. Records that 
the Pallava king Immadi-Basaya^arhkara Allada-Pemmayadeva- 
Maharaja'^gave in S. I181, Siddhartin, twenty-five cows for a lamp. 
He was one of the numerous local chiefs of the period and called 
“the lord of Kanchipura ” and a devotee of Kamakotyambika (i.e., 
Kamakshi temple). 

On the north wall 
of the same room. A record of the Kota king Kota-Ganapatidgva- 
Maharaja (son of Keta HI), dated ^n S. 1185, Rudhirsdgarin. 
Records gift of 25 cows for a lamp by Machi-Nayudu, brother of 
queen Kornarambika. The king is said to have been the son of 
Bayyamambika. [The close relationship of the Kota chiefs to 
Kakatlya Ganapati explains the existence of their epigraphs at

■ tlya king Gaijapatideva-Maharaja records in 1172, Saumya, gift 
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of tax on salt payable by ryots manufacturing it in the village of 
Tripurantakam. 

315 . 222 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. An incom- 
plete record dated S. 1192, PraraOda. Records gift of a lamp by 
the Mahamandale^va,ra Ranarahgabhairava Parichchhsda Vada- 
mani (?) Kofadevaraju. [Did he belong to the Kofa or Parichcheda 
lines ?] 

316 . 223 (?/ 1905.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
Records in S. 11/4, Paridhavin, in the reign of the Kakatlya king 
Ganapatidgva-Maharaja, gift of gold by Vi 4 vs 4 vara 6 iva-de 6 ika, 
the pupil of DharmaSivacharya of the Golagi-matha. The 
inscription gives the names of eleven Siva shrines around the 
main temple. See N.A. 166, 190 and 194 ) etc., for a teacher of the 
same name in the Bhikshamatha.] 

317 . 224 <)/ 1905. — (Telugu-) On the base of the same wall, 
first tier. A fragment of record of the Kakatlya king Ganapati- 
dgva-Maharaja, dated in S. ii/S, Pramadin. Refers to the village 
of Vi^vanathapuram and to a tank, both of which were founded 
after clearing the forest. 

318 . 22^ of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same base, second tier. 
Records in S. I170, Kllaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by 
Rudradgva, son of Rudradgva-Maharaja of Natavadi and of the 
Kakgta princess Mailala-Mahadevi (i.e., Mglambika, Ganapati’s 
sister). See Nos. 297 and 329. 

319 . 2260/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in 
1172, Sadharana, gift of cows for a lamp by the Mahamandalg^vara 
Murari-Ganapadgva-Maharaja of the Kondapa 4 umati (family). 

320 . 227 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in 
S. 1170, Kllaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by Mahadeva- 
raju, son of Rudradeva-Maharaju of Natavadi and of the Kakgta 
princess Mailala-Mahadgvi. See No. 318 above. 

321 . 228 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in 

1170, Kllaka, a gift by Mummadi-Ganapadgva, another son of 

the same chief and queen. See No. 318 above. 

322 . 229 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the base of the north wall of 
the dark room {chikatimidde) in the Tripurantakg^vara temple near 
Tripurantakam, first tier. Records in 6. 1174, Paridhavin, gift of 
twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

323 . 230 of 1905.— (Telugu, verse and prose.) On the east wall 
of the same room. An incomplete and damaged record, dated 

1264, Chitrabhanu. Mentions some Telugu-Choda chiefs. The 
hill on which the temple is built is called Kumaradri. Records the 
putting up of a golden flagstaff. 

A record of 
the Kakatlya king Ganapatidgva-Maharaja (1199— 1260), ruling at 
Orugallu (Warangal), dated in 6.

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Garigayya-Sahipi, who had the title Gandapendfira and who claims 
to have defeated Damodara of the west and Rakkasa-Garigarasa.

5. 1170, Kllaka, gift of a lamp. 

326 . 233 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. An epigraph 
of the Kakatlya^ king Pratapa-Rudradeya-Maharaja, dated in 
Parldavin (i.e., S. 1235). Mentions the Saiva teacher Chandra- 
bhQshana^ivacharya. 

327.234 0/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
3 . 1168, Parabhava, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by the 
Mahamandale^vara Chagi-Ganapayaraju, who bore the title 
Narasimhavardhana. 

32 8 . 235 0/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 

6. 1168, Parabhava, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by the 
Mahamandale 4 vara Chagi-Muppalad 6 vi-Ammangaru, whose titles 
are the same as those of Ganapa in the above epigraph. 

329 . 236 0/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1164, ^ubhakrit, gift of cows for a lamp by the same queen whose 
titles, however, are not mentioned here. Below this is the beginning 
of an incomplete record, which mentions Vakkadimalla-Rudradgva- 
Maharaja of Natavadi and his queen Mailala-MahadSvi. See No. 
318 above. 

330 . 237 <7/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
Vyaya gift of cows for a lamp. 

331 . 238 £7/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1213, Khara, gift of fifty cows for a l|.mp’*by Annaladgva, son of 
the Mahapradhanin Gannayapregada of Imdaluru. 

332 . 239 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
Khara gift of one hundred and sixty-five cows for lamps by 
Manuma-Ganaya. 

333 . 240 <7/' 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
Records in I170, Kilaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by 
Dandenapeggada, a subordinate ? of Ponuiigoti Ganapaya. The

Dated in the 
reign of the Kakatlya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja, in 1167, 
Vi^vavasu. Records remission of tolls for the merit of the king, on 
the three hundred pack bullocks used for importing articles into 
the village of Tripurantakam, by Dachena-Preggada-Ganapaya. 

339 . 246 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the base of the same wall. 
A damaged record of the Kakatlya sovereign Mahamandale^vara- 
Rudrayyadeva-Maharaja, dated 6. 1 192 (1270 A.D.), Pramoda. 
Mentions Srlkantha^iva. The sovereign is the celebrated queen 
Rudramma who was given a male name by her father. See 
No. 281 above. 

340 . 247 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same wkll, left of 
entrance. Records in 1189, Prabhava, gift of cows for a laipp by 
Narapa, son of Siddhamaraju and pupil of Somacharya. 

341 . 248 of 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the door-post of 
the same room. Records in the reign of Gandapendara Tripurari- 
dgva-Maharaja (of the Gahgaya Sahini family) in S. II94, 
Ahgirasa, gift of gold ornaments and vessels to the temple of 
Tripurantaka by . the king. Ambadgva was Tripurari’s younger 
brother. 

342 . 249 0/ 1905.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar at the 
entrance into the same room, right side. Records in II71, 
Saumya, gift of fifty ^oats for a lamp by Jayasani, the wife of 
Choda-Boya, who was a senvant of the Velanandu chief Rajgndra- 
Choda (Prithvl^vara ?) 

343 . 250 tf/ 1905.— (Telugq.) On the same pillar. Records in 
S. 1269, Sarvajit, in the time of the Reddi king Annama-Reddi gift 
of one hundred cows for lamps in the temple of Tripurantakadgva 
and fifty cows for lamps in the temple of Tripura-Paramg^vari. 
The king bore the titles Jaganobbaganda and Koladiraya. 

344 . 251 ^>/ 1905.— (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 

1173, Virsdhikrit, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by a 

merchant. 

345 . 232 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
place, left side. Records in S. II 73 . Virodhikrit, gift of twenty-five 
cows for a lamp by a merchant. , 

346 . 253 of 1905.— (Telugu.) On a pillar at the entrance into 
the dark room ( chikatimidde) in the Tripurantakg^vara temple near 
Tripurantakam, left side. Records in 1169, Plavaiiga, that 
Dharma^ivacharya, pupil of Bhimaiadivacharya of Golagiri in 
Navalaksha-Dahala-Tripuri, built a matha for the temple treasury. 
This is probably the chikatimidde, where the temple treasury is" 
said to have been located. 
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347 . 254 of — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a slab set up to 
the east of the same dark room. Annadeva records in S. 13IO, 
Vibhava, gift of the village of Kanchanapalli. The King^s father 
is called Bhakte 4 a, which seems to be a Sanskrit translation of 
some Telugu name like Annadeva or Annaraja. 

On another slab set 
up in the same place. An epigraph of the time of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Vlra-Bukka (III). Records in S. 134S) Sobhakrit 
(A.D. 1423), gift of rice fields on the bank of the Gandhavati tank 
by Nagayamantriui son of Chaundapamatya of the Harlta-gOtra 
(who had been patroni2ed by Vlra Bhupati, son of Bukka II). 
Chaundapa was apparently. 

349 . 256 of 1905. — (Telugu verse.) On the third slab set up 
in the same place. Records in S.^ 1761, Vikarin, the setting up 
of a flagstaff by a chief named Seshanripa who belonged to the 
family of Sayapaneni. 

350 . 257 <?/ 1905.— (Telugu.) On the fourth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vira- 
Harihararaya in S. 1308, Kshaya, gift of land by the Mahkpra- 
dhanin-Bhavadura-Odeya, who purchased it for 200 Singa^a-mada, 
at Kesaripadu from 3 hikshavritti-Siddhayadeva. 

351 . 258 of 1905. — (Kanarese, prose and verse.) On the fifth 
slab set up in the same place. Belongs to the reign of the Western 
Chalukya king Tribhuvanamalladeva Vikramaditya VI, in Cha- 
lukya-Vikrama year 51 (A.D. 1126-27), Parabhava. Records that 
Govindara^a-Dandanayaka, who was ruling over the Kondapalli 
three hundred district and who was the nephew of the famous chief 
Anantapala, was the donor. Mentions the village of Chapala- 
maduge. Gcvindara^a claims to have burnt Behgipura, defeated a 
prince at Jananathapura and conquered Gonka (perhaps the 
Velan|ndu feudatory of the Eastern Chalukyas). For a reference to 
Govindara^a see Ep* Ind.^ VoJ. V, p. 215. [Evidently GovindaraSa 
re-established the Western Chslukyan power in II26 ‘after the 
temporary mastery of Vikraraachola between II23 and 1126.] 

352 . 259 (?/ 1905- — (Kanarese.) On three faces of a pillar set 
up in the same place. Dated in the reign of the Western Chalukya 
king Tribhuvanamalladeva (Vikramaditya VI). Records in Cha- 
lukya Vikrama year 47 (A.D. 1 122-23), Subhakrit, gift of 44 villages 
in the Mottavadinadu for the requirements of the temple of 
Tripurantakadeva, for feeding and clothing Vedic students, reli- 
gious teachers and ascetics, and 54 visitors ; for repairs and for 
oblations to be offered during the day in the Svayambhu-temples 
of the sacred place {tirtha)^ 

353 . 260 <7/1905. — (Telugu.) On the fourth face of the same 
pillar. A record of the Kakatlya Iftng Pratapa-Rudrad^va- 
Maharaja, dated in S. 1230, Kllaka. Mentions Vollaya-Reddi, 
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elder brother of the Sarvadhikarin Ellaya-Reddi, and refers to 
import of articles on pack bullocks. 

354 . 261 a/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On a Nandi-pillar set up in front 
of the same room. Records in S. 1257, Yuvan, a gift by two 
Reddis for the merit of Ambadevaraju and Lokanayanihgaru, sons 
of Chelinayuni-Komma-Nayudu. The latter was the champion of 
Rudra, the right arm of Tenuhgu-bhupala, lord of the town of 
RevanQru and worshipper of the feet of KalS^vara. 

355 . 2620/1905. — (Telugu.) On another Nandi-pillar set up in 
the same place, east face. Dated in the time of the Choja king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva (I). Records in 

5. 1033, Khara, forty-third year, gift of fifty buffalo-cows for a lamp 
by Bhimaya, the Peggada of Pottapi-Kamachoda-Maharaja (of the 
konidgna section ?). The priest of the temple was a Nanni- 
Dlkshita. 

» 356.2630/1905. — (Telugu.) Oh the same face. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Chodadgva (I) 
dated in S. 1033, Khara, forty-third year. Records gift of fifty 
buffalo-cows by Ramana, the dandanayaka of Kamadgva-Chsda- 
Maharaja. Ramana was the son of the dandanayaka Gundaya. 

357 . 2640/1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) . On the same pillar, 
west faqe. The Velanandu king Rajgndra.-Choda records in 
1095, gift of cows for a lamp. Rajgndra-Choda was the son of 
Velananti-Gohka and Sabbambika. 

357 -A. 2650/1905. — (Telugu.) On the same face. A record 
of the ChQla king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Chodadgva 
(I). Mentions in thirty-seventh year, Vyaya, the Mahamandale^vara 
Karikala-Chola-Maharaju and the Mottavada district. 

358 . 266 of 1905. — iTamil.) On the same pillar, north face. 
Mentions a certain Kirtinarayana-Vglan. 

359. 2670/ 1905. — (Telugu.) On the same face. Records in 

6. 1028, that the pillar was set up by Sridhara-Bhatta, the priest of 
Pottapi-Kamadgva-Choda-Maharaju (of konidgna ?). 

360 . 268 0/1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a slab set up to 
the north of the sanae room. Records that Gandapendara Amba- 
deva-Maharaja, in 1212, Vikrita (A.D. 1290), remitted all taxes 
in the villages owned by the temple on a representation made by a 
certain Nanda 4 iva. For this service Nanda^iva, in return, got from 
Tryambaka 4 ivacharya and other temple servants the village of 
Gahgavaramu, east of Penukonda. [Ambadeva, the younger 
brother of Tripurari Mahadgva, was the greatest of the Gahgaya 
Sahini line. 

361 . 269 (?/ 1905.— (Sanskrit.) On another slab set up to the 
north of the dark room ( chikatimidde ) in the Tripurantake^vara 
temple near Tripurantakaift. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Dgvaraya (U). Records in S. 1363, Durmati, that Mallanarya, a 
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Brahmana from Udayagiri, built a tank at the village of Mandana^ 
pati, and gave some land for a flower garden. 

362 . 270 1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the third slab 

set up in the same place. A damaged record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Harihararaya (II), dated S. 1307, Krodhana. Mentions 
Bhikshavritti-Siddhaya, the tank Gandhavati and the king^s son 
Vira-Devaraya (I), for whose merit the gift was made. 

363 . 271 (7/1905. — (Telugu.) On four faces of a pillar set up 
in the same place. Records in S. II34, Ahgirasa, gift of several 
villages by the Mahamandale^vara Manma-RamachandM, son of 
Gohka and grandson of Ramadevaraja. This chief calls himself 
^‘Lord of Oraytiru, the best of towns.^’ 

364 . 272 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab built into the south 
wall of the Ramadeva shrine in the prakara of the same temple. 
A record of Vijaya-Gandagopala in S. 1185, RudhirOdgarin 
(A,D. 1263): Records gift of land below the tank called Ganapa- 
samudram built at Abhinava-Ganapavaramu by Santa^iva, a 
disciple of the Rdjaguru presiding over the famous Golaki-matha 
whose spiritual influence^ extended over three lakhs of villages. 
The donor was a chief named Karumanikka-Perumadi-Nayaka. 
See No. 262, 

365 . 273 (7/1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab lying on the roof of a 
small mantapa in front of the same shrine. A record of the 
Kakatlya king Rudradeva-Maharaja (I), dated in S. II07, Vi^vavasu, 
gift of a village on the bank of the river Krishnavena in the 
district of Kondapalli-nandu for the temple of Tripurantakadeva 
at Kumaragiri, which was the head jewel of Sriparvata. 

366 . 274(7/1905. — (Telugu.) On a pillar in front of the Siva 
shrine north of the same shrine. Records in S. 1099, a gift by 
Vyasara^ipandita, the manager (sthanadhipaH) of the temple of 
Tripurantaka. 

367 . 275 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up close to the 
prakara on the right side of the blocked up western entrance into 
the same temple. Records in S. 1 309, Prabhava, gift of ura- 
mada and mula-vtsa by the guild of merchants, who followed the 
Vlra-Balanjya doctrine and who claimed to have inimigrated from 
Ahichchhatra. See No. 273 above. 

368 . 276(7/1905. — (Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. A record of the reign of the Western Chalukya king 
Tribhuvanamalladeva (Vikramaditya VIl, dated in Chalukya 
Vikrama year 5 U(A.D. 1126-27), Parabhava. Records gift of the 
village of Chapalamaduge in the Mottavadi-nadu by the Maha- 
pradhana Anantapala-Dandarasa. 

369 . 277 of 1905. — (Telugu.) On the third slab set u^ in the 
same place. The Velanadu king Gohkaraja records in S. 1028, 
Sarvajit, gift of the village of Chetalapacju in Kamma-nandu, on 
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the bank of the Gunderu. Gohka is called the chief supporter of 
the Ghaliikya kingdom and was ruling over the thousand-three- 
hundred (district).

On the fifth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in S. 1138, Dhatri, gift of twenty-five cows for 
a lamp.

S. I37I> Sukla, the setting up of the pillar- 

373 . 281 <7/1905. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the Nandi pillar 
set up by the side of the steps on the hill, leading to the same 
temple. A damaged record dated S. 1353, VirOdhikrit. Records 
the building of the steps. 

374 . 282 <7/1905. ---(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another Nandi 
pillar lying by the side of the same steps*^ A much damaged record, 
the date of which is doubtful. Seems to be a Kakatiya inscription 
recording the establishment of a Saiva matha near the temple of 
Tripurantaka. 

375 . 283 <7/1905. — (Telugu.) On a slab setup in the courtyard 
of the Mulabrahme^vara temple at the foot of the Tripur^ntakam 
hill. A record of the time of the Kakatiya king Ganapatideva- 
MahSraja in S. 1172, Sadharana. Records gift of a village in the 
Dupali-Kampana (district) to the temple of MulasthanadSva of 
Tripurantakam by Mahamandal6^vara Gandapendara-Gangaya 
Sahini (who conquered the army of Damodara of the west) for the 
merit of the king. 

376 . 45 of — On a slab in the courtyard of the Tripuram- 
ba temple in the bed of the tank. Records that in Kakatlya- 
Prataparudra’s reign, in S. I2l8, Durmukhi, the local merchants 
gave the tolls for the merit of the king, of Rudradeva, the com- 
mander of all forces, and Pochiraju Pittiraju, the prime minister,

377 . At the sluice of the local tank. A record of “ a local chief ” 
dated S. 1578 (A.D. 1656), concerning repairs made to it. [See 
Antiquities, Vol. I] See also J«5., Ced. Dts., p. 228, No. 45, where the 
donor is named Tiruvehgalayya, son of Kantamaraju. 

378 . Near the above. Records that in S. 1525, Subhakrit, 
Vatapartikonda, son of Basavanayudu, restored certain land to the 
Brahmans in the pagoda. Ibid., No. 44.

Dated in the reign of the Vijayanagara 
king Immadi-Narasa-Nayanihgaru (i.e., Vlra Narasimha Bhujabala- 
raya), son of Narasa-Nayanihgaru, the son of I^vara-Nayanihgaru. 
Records in 1428, Krodhana, Karttika, ba. di. 3, Thursday, Kanya- 
Brihaspati, corresponding to l6th October, A.D. 1505, gift of the 
village of Atukuru to the temple of Mallikarjuna on Sriparvata, for 
offerings. 

382 . A “private inscription, ’’ dated in S. 1474 (A.D. 1552), in the 
same temple, referred to by Mr. Sewell in his Antiquities, Vol. I, 
p. 87. [See also Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 456, No. 125. It records gift of 
5 turns of land by a Vira^aiva Siddha Bhikshavritti aiyavaru to one 
“ Curreveerana Udayalu.] 

383 . A C.P. grant, evidently a forgery, in the name of Chalu- 
kya Chakravarti, in the hands of a pujari. “ The particulars of its 
contents sent to .me are entirely untrustworthy, and the copy in my 
possession is not much better. It bears date S. 1275 (A.D. 1353) 
and professes to testify to the grant of a village by a king of the 
lunar race, Chalukya Chakravarti.’’ [Ibid.\ 

384 . On a stone on the bank of a well. Records that Besta 
Saddeboyadji dug up the well and built a goddu on its banks for 
watering the cattle in S. I2l6, Nandana. Ibid., p. 457, No, 130.

Records that 
the Vijai-^anagara king Virapratapa Vlra-Nara^ingaraya-Maha- 
raya visited the temple of MallikarjunadSva and paid homage 
to the god. 

447 . II of 1915- — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On two pillars in the 
southern porch of the mukha-manfapa of the same temple ; right 
and left of entrance. Records that Vijayanagara king Virapratapa 
Harihara-Maharaya (II) presented in Kali 4505 and S. 1326, Tarapa, 
Magha., ha. di. 14, Monday, Sivaratri, the mukhamantapa to the 
temple of Mallikarjuna.

3, Monday, corresponding to 
Monday, 6th March 1530 * Records that Chandra^^kharayya 
ruling the Srl 4 aila-rajya as the king^s representative (avasaram)y 
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built a mantapa in front of the bed-room of the god Mallikarjuna, 
presented golden images of Nandi^vara and Bhrihgisvara, set up 
standing stone figures of his master KrishnarSy a, his father-in-law 
Demarasa and of himself in that mantapa, and for meeting the 
expenses of worshipping the god in that mantapa, gave the village 
of Sivapura in Mosalimadugu^Ima which was included within 
his jurisdiction.

On stones built into the floor of 
the platform in the same porch; right of entrance. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Krishnadeva-Maharaya, dated 
dn S. 1438, Yuva, ^ravana, ^u. di. 1 5, Wednesday, lunar eclipse, 
stating that after his conquests Krishnaraya made gifts at Ama- 
resvara, came to SrTparvatam and had mantapas constructed in the 
car street. Prior to this in the year SrTmukha (Vai^akha, ^u. di. 
II, Thursday) he had made a gift of the villages of Porumanchala 
and Atukaru to the temple of Mallikarjuna. He also remitted 
tolls on kavadis, pack-horses, bullocks, asses and head-loads.

.nadeva Maharaya, dated in S. 1438, Yuva, Sravana, 6u. di. IS, Wed- 
nesday, lunar eclipse. An exact translation of the above. The 
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date corresponds to Wednesday, July 25, A.D. ISI5- Ced. Dts., 

p. 462, No. 146.] 

456. 20^)/I9I5. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the right and 
left pillars of the mantapa adjoining the Nandi-mantapa in 
the same temple. Records in the reign of the Reddi king Jaganob- 
baganda Anna-Vgma in 1299, Pihgala, Magha, 6u. di. 7, Wed- 
nesday (corresponding to January 6, A-D. 1378), the building of 
the Viramantapa for the merit of his father Annaya-Reddi. 
Supplies a genealogy of the Reddis of whom the first was Pola. 
It is stated that in this maptapa many heroes voluntarily cut off 
their heads and tongues. The two faces of-the right pillar which 
contain a long list of the birudas of Anna-Vgma give the date 
•S. 1298, Pingala, Magha, ^u. di. 7, Wednesday. Annaya was not 
the father but the uncle of Anna Vgma. He calls him father 
because of the affection he'bore him. Amongst Anna Vgma’s 
titles are mentioned “ the Lord of the eastern ocean ” ; the destroyer 
of Rajamahgndra, Niravadyapura and other sthaladurgus. He 
belonged to the Vellachgri gOtra. 

457. 21^/1915. — (Kanarese.) On the west face of the third 
pillar in the same mantapa. Mentions in 6. 1448, Sarvadhari, 
Magha, ba. di. 10 (a date which “ can be calculated but not verified)” 
Mallapanna of Alabaragi, a household servant of Krishnaraya. 

458. 220/1915. — (Kanarese.) On the south face of the same 
pillar. A record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Praudha- 
dgvaraya Maharaya recordingin S. 1379, Hvara, Magha, ba. di. 5, 
Thursday, that Demarasayya, a servant of the palace, purchased 
some land and presented it to the temple for providing one plateful 
of oblation to the god and feeding five jahgams every day. [The date 
corresponds to Saturday (not Thursday), 4th February, A.D. 1458. 
The inscription is also given in Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 462, No. 147.] 

459. 23 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On the fourth pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Achyuta- 
raya recording in S. 1452, Vikriti, Pushya, ba. di. II, Friday, 
corresponding to 19th August, A.D. 1530, that a certain Mallappa- 
Nayandu presented a bell to the temple of Mallikarjuna and a 
lace cloth to the goddess Bhramaramba, for the merit of the king 
and his brother (Krishnarajadgva-Maharaya). 

460. 24 of 1915. — (Kanarese.) On the west face of the fifth 

pillar in the same mantapa. Records in 8. 1381, Pramathin, 
Phalguna, 4u. di. 3, Monday, corresponding to February 25, A.D. 
y6o, a gift of land by purchase to the same temple by Lakhumaji- 
Ayi, wife of Pandya-Perumaldgva and daughter of Virapratapa 
Vijayaraya-Maharaya for feeding five jangams every day with 
one plateful of oblation, [The epigraph isu given in Ins., Ced. 
Dts., p. 463, No. 149.] . ■ 
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461 . 250/ 1915. — (Kanarese.) On the north face of tJie same 
pillar. A record of the Vijayanagara king VlrapratSpa Praudha- 
devarSya Maharaya (1449 — 65), dated in 1379. Records gift of 
land for the same purpose by a female servant of the palace. 
[This is evidently the same as Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 463, No. 148.] 

462 . 26 o/" 1915. — (Telugu.) On a broken slab set up in the 
eastern courtyard of the same temple. A record of the Saluva 
king Peda-Mallapparaju, son of Yaram-Kampayadeva-Maharaja in 
6. 1407, Vi^vavasu, Bhadrapada, ^u. di. 15, Thursday, lunar 
eclipse, corresponding to August 25, A.D. 1485, recording the gift 
of a tank (with lands below it) for providing offerings, to the same 
temple. [See Ct. 9-H. and Ct. I3, the Sirumallayyadeva of which 
was perhaps Peda Malla’s younger brother.] 

463 . 27 of igiS - — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the same 
courtyard. Records that in the reign of the Kakatlya king Prata- 
parudradSva-Maharaja (1295—1323), in S. 1234, Paridhavin, Phal- 
guna, ^u. di. 5, Thursday, corresponding to February 1, A-D. 1313, 
a gift of land, in Kani-nadu for providing midday offerings to the 
same temple was made by the chief minister (mahapradhani) 
Vepsti Kommayya. 

464 . 28^/1915. — (Telugu.) On a broken image lying in' the 
same courtyard. Records that this image of Bhairava was set up 
on the Srigiri hill by the gavare (merchant) Muddama-Setfi Gahga- 
Malli-Setti of RajamahSndravaramu. 

465 . 29(9/1915- — (Telugu.) On the image of Bhrihgi in the 
same courtyard. Records that this image of Bhrihginatha was 
set up by the same merchant, here stated to be the son of Gavare- 
Muddama-Setfi Malli-^etti. 

466 . 30 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab _set up in the same 
courtyard. Records in S. 1382, Vikrama, Ashadha, 4 u. di. 15, 
Thursday, lunar eclipse, corresponding to July 3, A.D. 1460, a 
long but incomplete eulogistic account evidently of certain kings. 
One-half of the slab from top to bottom is occupied by a Uriya 
record. 

467 . 31 0/ 1915.— (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the southern 
courtyard of the same temple. Records in Virodhin, Sravana, ba. 
di. 30, that a certain Mallasani Annapa Ayapa provided for daily 
oblations in the shrines of Mallikarjuna and Bhramaramba, built 
the mukhamantapa in front of Siddhg^vara, repaired the southern 
prakara wall, set up the iron pillars, and inscribed stones in their 
proper places and repaired the mantapa of the southern gQpura. 
The east face of the pillar contains the usual long prasasti of 
Krishparaya which breaks off with the verse Kirtya yasya samantdh, 
etc. [/«s., Ced. Dts., p. 465, No. 154 ?] 

468. 32 a/ 1915.— (Kanarese.) On the iron lamp-pillar set up 
in the same courtyard. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara 
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king YenkatapatirSya (1586 — 1616), in S. 1524, ^ubhakrit, Magha, 
ba. di. 5 (?), Sivaratri, the setting up of this iron lamp-pillar (with 
chains) for the merit of Mudiyapa-Nayaka by a certain Chikaiya, 
son of Doda-Halagaiya, a carpenter of Henjera in the Midugalla- 
^Tme where a golden shower is said to have fallen for the merit of 
the Chola king. ‘'The date can be calculated but not verified.^^ 
See Ins,, Ced. Dts,, p, 461, No. 141. 

469 . iS of 1915. — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another pillar in 
the same courtyard. Records that the Saluva king Mahaman- 
dale^vara Saluva Parvatayyadeva Maharaja provided, in 13891 
Sarvajit, Magha ba. di. 14, Monday, Sivaratri, corresponding to 
Februarj^ 22, A.D. 1468, for daily offerings in the temple by grant- 
ing wet lands below the tank called Gahgasamudra which he had 
built at Siddhapura. He also gave a garden near the Siddhasamu- 
dram tank on the ^ftparvata hill, milch-cows and two buildings 
for feeding 30 Brahmanas and 30 Jahgamayyas. See Ct. I2. 

470 . 34 <9/ 1915. — (Telugu.) On the fourth pillar in the same 
courtyard. Records in S. 1426, Raktakshi, Magha, ba. di. 14, 
Monday, corresponding to 3rd February 1505, the gilding, with 
gold plate, of the southern entrance into the mukha mantapa of 
the Mallikarjuna temple by a certain Vrrayya, son of Nagi^etti and 
LakkammS. 

471 . 35 of 1915* — (Telugu.) On the fifth pillar in the same 
courtyard. Records in S. 1452, VirOdhin, ^ravana, ^u. di. 15, 
Monday (which is wrong for Wednesday), corresponding to 2lst 
July 1529, that the sons of Yalikanfi Kamaraju, the stJidlakaranmn 
of Srrparvata, set up an image of Annapurna-Bhavani within the 
kitchen of the temple and a Nandi-pillar in the place intended for 
chandi. 

472 . 36 1915.— (Telugu.) On the sixth pillar in the same 
courtyard. Records that in the reign of the Kakatlya king Prata- 
parudradeva-Maharaja (II) in 1235, Pramadicha, Chaitra, ^u. 
di. I, Monday, corresponding to February 26, A.D. 1313, that 
Kvara^ivacharya of Arasa-matha and Aradhya-Preggada gave a 
deed of declaration in the presence of all the great Mahe^varas of 
6ri-Kailasa (i.e., SrT^aila) who had met together in the mukha- 
mantapa of the Virabhadra temple attached to the Gana-matha, 
for the purpose of managing the affairs in the temple of Mallikar- 
junadeva. Mentions seventy villages granted to the temple by 
emperors, Mahamandalg^varas and others, in former times, for 
worship and for feeding lay devotees and ascetics. Noticed 
vaguely by Mr. Sewell in his Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 91. See also Iris., 
Ced, Dts,, p. 465, No. 157. 

473 . 37 of igis* — (Telugu.) On the bali-plta in the northern 
courtyard of the same temple. Records that this balipita in the 
north-eastern corner of the temple was erected by Gaiiga-Malli 
Sefti of RajamahSndravaramu. 
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47 4 . 38 of 1915- — (Telugu.) On a hero stone in the same court- 
yard. Records that this figure represents the killing (in fight) of a 
tiger by Nagaraju-Timmana, a servant of Bandaru Viramaraju. 

475 . of 1915- — (Telugu.) On a stone set up in the plantain 
garden of the same temple. Records in S. 1384, Svabhanu, Bhadra- 
pada, 4 u. di. 15, Monday, gift of a flower garden to the temple by 
Vairagi Santayya for the merit of his wife Siddhama. An irregular 
date. See Ep. Rep., 1915, p. 84. 

476 . 40 <?/19lS. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up near the eastern 
gopura of the same temple. Records in S- 1370, Vibhava, Asha- 
dha, 6u. di. 15, Monday, gift of voluntary fees by the guild of 
merchants for conducting the Sivaratri festival in the temple of 
Mallikarjuna. [An irregular date as Monday is a mistake for 
Sunday.' The date would then correspond to l6th June, A.D. 1448. 
See also Ins., Ced. Dts-, p. 460, No. 159.] 

477 . 41 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab setup in front of the 
'V’lrabhadrasvamin temple on the same hill. Records in S- 1237 
Rakshasa, Sravana, ba. di. lO, Tuesday (?), that the Mahe^varas 
residing on the ^rl-Kailasa (i.e., Sil^aila) having met together in 
the mukha mantapa of the 'V’lrabhadra temple attached to Gapa- 
mafha, the presiding priests and the preggadas of Arasa-matha and 
Kalu-matha made a declaration (before them) that they would 
conduct worship and festivals in the temple of Mallikarjuna 
regularly. Mr. Swamikannu Filial says that the week day ought 
to be Sunday. 

478 . 42 of 1915. — ’(Sanskrit, Nagari.) On the lintel of the 
entrance into a small shrine in the Vlrabhadrasvami-mafha on the 
same hill. Records that this shrine of Ghanta-Siddhe^vara (was 
constructed) by the pupil of Mallikarjunacharya. 

479 . 43 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up near a tank 
west of the Mallikarjuna temple on the same hill. Records that 
in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Ramarajayya- 
deva-Maharaja, son of Vira-Tirumalayyadeva-Maharaya, in S- 
1499, Bhava, Vai 4 akha, ba. di. 30, Friday (an irregular date) 
that the bund across the stream BhOgavati on the west side of 
the temple, which was out of repair, was repaired by the king’s 
agent Dantikapti Lingappana. He caused the bund to be re- 
constructed and made a gift of it together with the tank for raising 
a flower garden to the temple of Mallikarjuna. Ramaraja is 
generally known as Rama 111 . The repair is said to have been 
made at the instance of the Vlra 4 aiva teacher Santabhiksha vritti 
Ayyavaru. 

480 . 44 0/1915. — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up in front of the 
Sara^ga-matha on the same hill. Records in S. 1507, Parthiva, 
A 4 vija, ba. di. 2, Thursday, corresponding to September 30, A.D. 
1585, an agreement (safnokhya) made among themselves, by the 
presiding priests of the five mafhas including Bala-Siddaya of the 
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Saranga-matha, the five houses and temples (on the Srisailam hill), 
such as those of Nandinatha, Bhringinatha, Virabhadra and others. 
The agreement evidently consisted in not allowing the successive 
priests of the Saranga-matha to have any attendants ( ancha-pancha- 
parivara ?). 

481 . 45 ^/■I9I5.— (Telugu.) _On a sandal-stone in the verandah 

of the same matha. Records in Ananda, Ashada, su. di. 2, Sunday, 
that this is the sandal-stone presented by ^ingayya, son of 

Puli Annama-Nayudu, to the temple of Mallikarjuna. 

482 . 46 of 1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up on the way 
leading to Patala-Gaiiga from the Mallikarjuna temple. Records 
in S. 1567, Svabhanu, Phalguna, ba. di. lo, that the chief Venkata- 
pati-Nayaniiigaru of the Madala-gotra remitted all taxes and tolls 
payable by metal-dealers (kanchara) who sold their wares in 
6rlgiri during festivals oi» other days. 

483 . 47 0/1915. — '(Sanskrit, Nagari.) On three sides of a pillar 
set up in front of a ruined shrine on the same way. Records in 
S- 1315 ) Srimukha, the construction of steps to the Patala-Gaiiga by 
the Kadamba princess Vitfhalamba, wife of Harihara (II ?), under 
orders given by god Mallikarjuna in a dream. [Ins., Ced. Dts., 
p. 467, No. i6l.] See No. 487. 

484 . 48 0/1915. — (Telugu.) On two faces of another stone set 
up on the same way. Records in Sarvajit, Phalguna, ^u. di. ll, 
Thursday, that a certain Davala Darama Sahibu and Timaji-Pantulu 
remitted, for the merit of Hajarati-Navabu, the fee (gandchara) on 
beggars who begged on the Sri^aila hill, as originally it had been 
remitted by Venkatapati-Nayudu, son of Sayapa-Nayudu. 

485 . 49 of 1915 ' — (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On four faces of a 
pillar set up on the same way. Records in 6. 1318, Srimukha, a 
copy of No. 483 above. 

486 . 50 0 /I 9 I 5 ' (Sanskrit, Grantha.) On four faces of another 
pillar set up on the same way. Records in 1315, Srimukha, a 
copy of No. 483 above. 

487 . 51 0/ 1915.— (Sanskrit, Nagari.) On a boulder by the side 

of the steps on the same way. Records in S. 1318 that VitthalEmba, 
the princess, consecrated an image of Vifthalg^vara near the flight 
of steps. See No. 483 above. ' 

488 . 52 o/'I 9 I 5 - — (Telugu.) On a pillar set up on the way to 
Peddacheruvu on the same hill. Records in 1344, Subhakrit 
Karttika, ^u. di. 5, Thursday, that a certain Udayagiri Appanayyam- 
garu, son of DSvanayyamgaru, built the steps from the Nandi- 
pillar at the southern main entrance (gavani) right up to the shrine 
of DurgidSvi. The week day should be Tuesday, and the date 
corresponds to October 20, A.D. 1422. 

489 . C.P. No. g6 of Mr. Sewell's /At.— Records the -settlement 
of a dispute between the Vai^yas and the two upper classes of the 
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Dvijas (Le., the Brahmans and Kshattriyas) in the local temple, 
whereby the former were granted certain religious privileges. 
Dated in S, 1387 (A.D. 1465), Parthiva. 

4 8 9 - A. On the gilt wall of the inner pagoda. Records that 
Chandrasekhara, the minister of KrishnadevarS.ya, re-established 
the pagoda with the halasams and set up the Garudastambham.

489 -B. North of the above. A gift by the same chief. Ibid,^ 
No. 133. 

489 -C. Near the .above. (Telugu.) Records that the same 
chief built the Virabhadra pagoda at Nagaluti.

489 -D. On the south gilt wall at the bottom of the Chatur- 
mukha Brahma in SriSailam. Records that ^ihgayya, son of 
^Sntalihgayya, built the mantapam in S. 1435, SrTmukha, in the 
reign of KrishnadSvaraya.

14, Monday, Sivaratri, corresponding to February 20, 
A.D. 1525, that a merchant built the mantapa called muhhabhadram 
at the southern entrance ipto the tank {gundamti) and the pillar 
surmounted by a bull, in the temple of Manandr^vara. 

541 -A. 173 of 1913. — (Telugu.) On an iron pillar near the 
western gate of the same temple. Records in 6. 1332, Vikriti, 
Magha, ba. di. 13, Friday, corresponding to February 20, A.D. 1410, 
that the great-grandmother (?) of Tipparaju, son of Pina-Tipparaju, 
son of VelugOfi-Gangalraju-Chenrajungaru, the hero of Krotta- 
cherlakota, set up this lamp-pillar before the shrine of Mahanan- 
di^vara. See Antiquities, I, 95 - [The record is important for the 
information it gives of three generations of VelugOti rulers not 
found elsewhere. They had the . titles of “ Born of the matchless 
ChOda race ” ; Lords of the city of Nandyala, worshippers of 
MahanandlSvara and the hero on the battle field of Krottacherla- 
k5ta (i.e., Kochcherlakota in Palnad).]

548 . 163 of 1913. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up in the court- 
yard of the Viranarayanasvamin temple. Dated in the reign of 
the Kakatlya king Prataparudradgva-Maharaya, ruling at Orun- 
gallu (i.e., Warangal), in 6. 1241, Siddhartbi, Magha, 4 u. di. 15, 
Monday, lunar eclipse. Records that the chief minister Mummadi 
Maftaya, ruling the southern country including Pedakallu, made a 
grant of some land on the south side of Panya. Certain fees ( mera) 
to be paid by the residents of Panem and a tiim of grain from the 
markets held in specified villages were also granted for the 
expenses of worship in the temple of 6rl Vlranarayanadsva of that 
village.

Records that 
Vakita Pedapa-Nayudu, son of Bokkasam Pedapa Nayudu, a servant 
of Kkishnadevaraya, granted the Kavalikatnam (police fee), for 
the enjoyment of the god Panike^vara of Papemu, a village included 
in Kandanavolu (i.e., Kurnool) on all the lands held by the temple 
in that village and in the agrahara villages of BOpalunipadu and 
Lingapuram.

15, Monday, corresponding to August 7, A.D. 1503, a grant of land 
for. the merit of himself an'd Narasa-Nayaningaru, in the village of 
Panem, included in Penugondachavadi, to four sthanikas of the 
PanikS^vara temple for building a village and conducting the 
services in the temple. [See Ibid., p. 428, No. 24, which gives the 
date 1424 but the year correctly and Antiquities, p. 96.] 

552. 167 of 1913.— (Telugu.) On a fourth slab setup in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Saluva king Nara- 
^irigaraya Maharaya in S. I425. Rudhirodgari, Sravana, iu. di- 
15, Monday, the grant registered in the above epigraph (with a 
few changes in the wording). Same date as that of the above 
inscription. 

553 . 168 of 1913.— (Kanarese, Telugu, Tamil and Nagari.) On 
a pillar in the courtyard of the same temple. The oldest, which is 
in Kanarese, records that a certain Pallapadiyaran obeyed the 
orders (bS-yinvelindon) of the god and the remaining three state that 
VibhQti Gauraya visited the temple. 

554. 169 of l9l3.--(Telugu, Sanskrit, Grantha and Nagari.) 
On a pillar in the mukha mantapa of the same temple. Records 
the visit of the same VibhOti Gauraya. It is stated that he was 
born at Machirajupalli near Orungallu, settled on the top of Srigiri 
and was the servant of Panditaradhya. Another record in Telugu 
on the same pillar states that a certain Akana paved with stone 
the Appalike (?) of the maptapa. 

555. 170 0/ 1913.— (Telugu.) On a slab lying in the Anjangp 
temple in the same village. Records in S. 1623, Vikrama A^vija, 
4 u. di. 15, that Komara-Timma-Nayudu, son of Narasimha-Nayudu 
and grandson of the Nayaiikacharya China-Veiikatappa-Nayudu 
granted land (l2 turns) to a certain Anumaboyi. The date can be 
calculated but not verified.”

15, a grant of 
land by purchase at Diguva Tirupati to the temple of Ahobalg^vara 
by Abbaraju, son of Abbaraju Tipparaju of Porumamilla.

A damaged record 
of the Vijayanagara kin^ Vlrapratapa Sada^ivadeva-Maharaya, 
dated 1478, Rakshasa, Sravana, ba. di. 7, Monday (mistake for 
Friday), corresponding to 9th August ISSS- Mentions a chief of 
the solar race who was the grandson of KrishpamarEju and son of 
Nan dir a ju. 

574 . 60 <?/ 1915.— (Telugu.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Vlra-Sada^ivadsva- 
Maharaya, dated 1468, Vi^vavasu. One slab missing in the 
middle. Seems to mention Ramabhatlayya, the son of BhQtanatha 
Brahma-Jyoyisalu, who was a minister of the king. Provision 
was evidently made for oblations in the temple.

vara Ramaraja Kdnefiraja of the lunar race. Stones out of order.

Museum Plates of Sadasiva Raya.]

II, the gift of 120 
varahas by Narasammahgaru, wife of the M^hamandale^vara 
GobQri Obayadeva-Maharaja of the Ka^yapa-gOtra for providing 
offerings to the god Ahobale^vara during festivals when he was 
installed in the vasanta-mantapa which she had constructed on 
the north side of the temple at Diguva-Tirupati. Date “ can be 
calculated but not verified.” 

578 . 640/1915. — (Telugu.) On a slab set up at the entrance 
into the Narasimhasvamin shrine in the same temple. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Vira-Krishnadgva-Maharaya, 
dated in S. 1438, Yuva, Pushya, 6u. di. 15, Friday, corresponding 
to December 21, A.D. 1515. Refers to conquests of Krishnarhya in 
the east and states that on his second campaign against Kaliiiga 
he visited Ahsbala and presented to the god a necklace, a pendant 
set with diamonds and an emerald, wristlets set with rubies, a 
golden plate and 1,000 varahas. His queen also gave one pendant 
to the god. The village MadQru in Cbangalamari-^Ima was also 
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granted for providing offerings to the god. See Ins., Ced, Dts., 
p. 439, No. 66. 

579 . 65 «'/ 1915* — (Telugu.) On a slab set up in the courtyard 
of the same temple. Dated in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
yirapratapa Vlra-Sada^ivadeva-Maharaya.

village of the temple (tiruvalayatu), the tank Kspasamudram, 
otherwise called Narayanasamudram.'

See Ep. Ind., IV, p. 4, for reference to Pedda Kondaraja. Paran- 
ku^a was th^ sixth of the apostolic line of the Ahobala matha 
founded by Adivan-^athakOpa who lived from A.D. 1379 to 1459. 
Shashta Paranku 4 a is said in the Satsampraddyamuhtdvali to he the 
contemporary of Sada^iva Raya but under the wrong date of 
1498 — 1511 for his spiritual headship. It further says that he 
healed the Raya’s daughter who had become possessed and that he 
received from Sada^iva the village of Bhashyapuram on the 
Pinakini. Parafikuia was the uncle of Panchamata-bhanjanam 
Tatacharya and the author of a number of works including Sid- 
dhdntamanidipam, Panchakdladipikd, Prapattiprayoga, and Nrisimha- 
stava. The tradition is that he disappeared in the great cave of 
Ahobalam shrine. 

580 . 66 <?/ 1915.— (Telugu.) On a second slab set up in the same 
place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa 
Vlra-Sada^ivadeva Maharaya, in S. 1477 ) Ananda, Margasira, ba. 

5, that the same Aubajaraja purchased from the same temple 
authorities one puUi of land at Alamtiru for raisin'g on it a sacred 
grove and flower garden for the benefit of the temple, himself enjoy- 
ing two-thirds of the produce.

581 . 67 of 19I5. — (Telugu.) On a slab setup to the right of 
the entrance into the Kanchugumha-gopura of the same temple.

1531, Saumya, Jyeshta, ba. di. 10, Friday, corresponding to June 16, 
A.D. 1609, a gift of seven gold gilt pinnacles (kalasa) for the big 
gOpura of the Vira-Narasimha temple at Diguva-Tirupati, and of 
two fly whisks and an umbrella of white_silk with a gilt halasa . 
over it, was made by some merchants of Aravidu, for the merit of 
150 headmen (nagarasvdmins) of their community. Gives some 
details about the guild of merchants who are called devotees of 
Vasavakanyaka, the followers of BhaskarEcharya and the progeny 
of the celestial cow born from its ears. 
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582 . 68(?/I9IS. — (Telugu.) On a second slab set up in the same 
place. A damaged record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa 
VehkatapatirayadSva-Maharaya, “ruling at Penugonda,” dated 

1512, Virodhin, Phalguna, ba. di. 30. Records a gift of land 
for offerings by a certain Rahgappa of the Maudgalya-gOtra to the 
god Vira-Narasimha of Ahobala at Diguva-Tirupati. The date 
“ can be calculated but not verified.” [Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 443, No. 81.] 

583 . 69^/1915. — (Telugu.) On the third slab set up in the same 
place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Vlra-Sada- 
iiva deva-Maharaya, in 1479, Dundubhi (wrong), Magha, ba» 
di. 5, Wednesday. Records that Ramanuja-Jlyyamgaru, the agent 
(mudrakarta) of Van-^athagopa-Jlyyamgaru, the trustee of the 
AhObala temple and the agent of the Mahamandalsivara Ramaraja 
Tirumalarajayyadeva-Maharaja sold five marutus of land to Obal- 
raju, son of Obalraju and grandson of the Mahamandale^vara 
Pochiraju Ramarajumgaru of the solar race and the Vi^vamitra- 
gotra. This chief gave it back to the temple and stipulated that the 
thirty putlu of paddy realized from the land each year was to be 
utilized for daily offerings in the shrine of Nammalvar situated in 
the Bhargava street near the shrine of Prahlada-Varada in the 
AhObale^vara temple at Diguva-Tirupati and that the offerings 
were to be distributed among twelve Sn-Vaishnavas. The date is 
an irregular one.

Records that in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vira- 
pratapa Vira-Rangarayadeva-Maharaya (1578 — 87) “ ruling at 
Penugopda,” in S. 1506, Tarana, Vai^akha, ^u, di. 14, Venkatraja- 
deva Choda-maharaja, son of Timmana of the solar race and the 
Ka^yapagOtra, came to receive certain privileges in the temple. The 
inscription says that, under orders of the king and at the request of 
Van Sathagopa-Jlyyamgaru, his grandfather Kondaraja-Venkat- 
raja-Timmaraja had expelled the Muhammadan chief Vibhuramu 
(Ibrahim 11 of Golconda), who had occupied the temple of Aho- 
balam for seven years in alliance with the Hapdevaru (chiefs).

628 . Near the above. Records that Sayud Khan “Turun” 
exempted the tax of the village in S. 1587, Krodhi, in reign of

629 . On a stone in the village near a well. Records that 
Nandyala Chinna Aubalaraja granted the village to Brahmans in 
free gift in S. 1469, Plavanga, in the reign of Sada 4 ivaraya. See

630 . West of the above. Records that Obala, the Dalavhy of 
Srl-Rangarhya (II), dug a tank at AlmQr in S. 1494, Angirasa. 
Ibid., No. 41.

631 . On a stone near the local Kvara pagoda. Records that 
Gundaraja erected the temple of MalamundidOva and granted lands 
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for daily worship in S. 1293, Sadharana, in the reign of Bukkaraya. 
Ins.y Ced. Dts,^ p. 431, No. 37. [Gunda was evidently the Saluva 
chief Gunda IL] 

632 . On a stone in the Rahgamantapam in front of the above. 
Records that Tippa Reddi and another repaired the temple and 
built a mantap'am in 1 590, Kllaka. lbid.y No. 38, 

633 , On a stone near the VehkatS^vara pagoda. Records 
that Chinna Aubalaraja gave the village to Brahmans in 1469, 
Plavaiiga, in the reign of Sada^ivaraya. Ihid.y p. 432, No. 39.

The following plates have not been assigned to particular 
districts. They are therefore given here with summaries of their 
contents : — 

176. C.P. No. 31 of Mr- Sewell’s List.— This is “an unimportant 
but rather curious document, drawn upbs'one of ‘three dismissed 
chieftains of Kanchivaram Kamakshi Ammal, Rani of the Akhanda 
Kaveri,’ who had settled down in VadamattQr. Their names as 
given in the Tamil are ' Vannikkan, Manitakkan, and Pulukkan 
The terminations appear to be the common Mussalraan title Khan. 
The document states that one of the three chiefs (name not men- 
tioned) decided a dispute between some thieves and some people 
who had settled at the village, and received some land for his 
services,” in S- 1525 (A.D. 1603), in the year/ayu. The boundaries 
of the land were scrutinized by the Kavundars, Ambalakaras, 
Kallas and ^ervaikkaras of the surrounding villages, and the whole 
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was then engraved in a copper-plate. [The inscription is interesting 
for the insight it gives into the movements and organization of the 
Kallas and other criminal castes. See Tam, and Sans, Ins,y pp. 62 — 5. 
Vadamattur is believed by some to be a village six miles north of 
the road leading to Kumbakonam, but it is evidently in South Arcot 
and the birth-place of Madai Tiruvehgada Aiya of Tamil literature.] 

177 . C,P, No, 174 of Mr, SewelVs List. — A grant by a certain 
Srikantha who does not bear royal titles, but who claims descent 
from Brahma and Karikala. Resembles Eastern Chalukyan grants 
of the tenth or eleventh century and later. After Karikala the 
names mentioned are Sundarananda, Navarama, Ereyamma, Vijaya 
Kama, Virarjuna, Aganipidugu, Kokili Mahgndravarma, ElajDla, 
Nripakama, Divakara and Srikantha. See Ep, Ind,, Vol. V, p. 123 ; 
Ep. Rep,, 1900, p. 21 and Kielhorn^s Southern List, No. 888, 

178. C,P, No. 175 of Mr, SewelVs List, — A grant in Sanskrit 
and Tamil (Vatteluttu of the eleventh century) of the Pandya king 
Jatilavarman, son of Maravarman, in his seventeenth year. No 
details oPdate. The record gives an account of the king Neduh- 
jadayan^s achievements. The agnapti or Dutaka of the grant was 
Mahlsamanta Dhlrataran MQrti Eyinan of the Vaidya community, 
chief of Vlramahgalam. See Ind. Antq,, Vol. XXII, p. 57 if. and 
Kielhorn^s Southern List, No. 937. 

179 . C,P, No, 176 of Mr. SewelVs List. — An Eastern Chalukyan 
grant in three plates. Records the grant of KQtalaparru in the 
Karmarashtra country by a donor whose name cannot be ascer- 
tained, but who appears to be Saktivarman Vijayaditya 
Bhattaraka. 5 - Ind, Palos., p. 21. 

180 . C.P. No. 181 of Mr, SewelVs List, — 'A grant of Bhaktiraja, 
a descendant of Karikala and son of Gahganrivara (Gahgadhara ?), 
who bore the titles Gandabendara and Rayavg^yabhujahga. Sent 
by the Nuzvid Zamindar. 

181 . C.P, No, 221 of Mr, SewelVs List, — Originally in the 
hands of the Collector and now in the museum- A Vijayanagar 
plate, modern in character, but professing to date from A.D. 1410 
and recording grant of the town of Adavani (Adoni) as an agraha- 
ram to a number of priests of the Vlrabhadra temple there by the 
Vijayanagar king Devaraya II. 

182 . C.P. No. ]II of Ju 7 ie 1891* PP, 5“6. — Originally with the 
Sub-Collector of Cuddapah and now in the museum. It is in very 
faulty Sanskrit and Nandinagari character. It gives a confused 
genealogy of the Vijayanagar dynasty and records a grant by 
Achyuta in S. 1203, which is absurd and which indicates the 
record to be a forged one. 

183 . C.P. No, I <9/1905 “From the Collector of Nellore and now 
in the museum. It is an ancient Pallava record, recording that 
Siihhavarman (II), the son of Yuvaraja VishnugOpa, gave from his 
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victorious camp at Menmatura, in the fifth year of his reign, the 
village of Pikira in the Muiidarashtra, to a Brahman named 
VilasaSamian. See Ep- Ind., Vol. VIII, pp. 159—63, and p. 989 below. 

184 . C.P. iVb. 100/1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in S. 1459, Hemalamba. Records 
gift of a village in Kundravardhanakotaka, a district of Tundira- 
mandala, which was a subdivision of the Chandragirirajya, to the 
Vishnu temple at' Venkatadripura, which was founded near Veda- 
ranyam on the bank of the Vedanadi river by a chief named Vara- 
nasi Varadappa. 

185 . C.P. No. II 0/1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in 1456, Jaya. Records gift of 
the villages of TengQru and Vallagulam in the same district by the 
king at the request of his minister Pedda Timma of the Salaka 
family. No. ll of 1905-06. 

186 . C.P. iVb. 12 0/1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Western Chalukyan king Vinayaditya SatyaSraya 520, Kala- 
yukti (wrong). 

187 . C.P. No. 1 $ 0/1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record 
of the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in , Vikari. Records gift 
of a village in Chandragirirajya to a Vishnu temple. 

188 . C.P. No. 15 of 1905-06. — (Sanskrit.) Records the grant 
i of the village of Tamara cheru in Varahavartini by the Eastern 

Ganga king Anantav'arma-Vajrahasta (HI), in S. 984 (20th June, 
A.D. 1061) to 500 Brahmans. See Ibid., Vol. IX, p. 94 ff. Also 
Gj. 14.3-A. _ . 

189 . C.P. Ao. 16 0/ 1905-06. — (Sanskrit in Grantha.) A record 
of the Vijayanagara king Devaraya (II) in S.1346, Krodhin, Utthana- 
dvadaSi. Records gift of a village (called Nlpatafaka) by the 
king’s brother Srigiri, who was governing Maratakanagara 
(Virinchiparam), to a learned doctor named Sampatkumara Pandita. 
The date corresponded to Friday Nov. 3, A.D. 1424. See Ibid., 
Vol. vm, p. 306 ff. 

190 . In possession of M.R.Ry. Seshachari, Madras. A record 
of the Vijayanagara king Venkatapatidgvaraya in S. 1527, Vi 4 va- 
vasu. Records gift of the village of Vlafigadu surnamed Kastori- 
rangapuram. 

191 . C.P. No. 2 of 1907-08. — This is the same as No. 66 in Mr. 
Sewell’s List. It is a Telugu grant of the village of Tiruvidu in S. 
1357 by DSvaraya Vodeya of Ka^yapa Gotra to the local temple of 
Ahobalgivara, for the merit of his father Parvata Raya, his mother 
Parvati Devi, etc. It was received by the priest PurushOttamayya 
of ParaSara gOtra. The chief was an ardent devotee of Sri 
Ramanuja, 

192 . C.P. No. 5 0/1907-08. — A Sanskrit grant of Mallikarjuna 
Immadi PraudhabhQpa in S. I 383 > Vrisha.

193 . C.P. No. 6 of 1907-08. — A grant of Sada 4 iva Raya in 

1470, Plavariga. 

194 . C.P. No. 4 of 1908-09. — A Ganjam plate. No details 
given. 

195 . C.P. No. 5 of 1908-09.— A C.P. grant of Tala H in 
Sanskrit. This is very interesting as it refers to a king of the 
Eastern Chalukyan family who does not belong to the regular line 
of accession. It gives the usual genealogy from Kubja Vishnu- 
vardhana to Amma I and then, after some unusual accessions, comes 
to Tala I, a younger brother of Chalukya Bhlma I. Tala’s son was 
Yuddhamalla II and his sons were Badaba and Vishnuvardhana 
Tala 11 , the donor of the present grant. He made a grant of a 
village in Velanandu vishaya to a certain Kuppanayya of the 
Pallavamalla family who was a grandson of Kalivarma. [Tala II 
was perhaps the Velanandu viceroy in Eastern Chalukyan times. 
For Kuppanayya see also Vandram plates of Amma II (Kt. 127). 
Ep. Rep., 1908-09, pp. 109-10. 

196 . C.P. No, 6 0/1908-09. — A grant of the village of Alapadi 
in Velanandu to a certain.Vi^vg^vara by Pedda Komati Verna in 
S. 1334, Nandana. The record is in Sanskrit. 

197 . C.P. No. 7 0/1908-09. — An incomplete Vijayanagara grant 
in Sanskrit, received from the Kistna Collector in 1902. No details 
given. 

198 . The Madras Museum Plates of Mahgi Yuvaraja, the 
Eastern Chalukyan king, the son of Vishnu Vardhana E. Records 
a grant in his twentieth year. See Ind. Antq., Vol. XX, p. 105, 
and Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 552. 

199 — 226 . There are about twenty-seven other copper-plates 
in the museum (of which five belong to 1917-18). The summaries 
of these I have not been able to get. They are, however, I under- 
stand, about to be published by Mr. Srinivasaraghava Ayyangar of 
the Madras Museum, to whom I am indebted for the knowledge 
that there are 226 inscriptions on the whole in the museum. 

227 . 290 of 1895.— (Tamil.) On a stone in the Government 
Central Museum, Madras. A record in the ninetieth year of the 
Chola king Ko-Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman alias Raja-Rajadgva (I). 
Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp. 

228 . 2910/1895. — (Tamil.) On the same stone. A record in 
the nineteenth year of the ChOla king Ko-Rajaraja-Rajakesarivar- 
man alias Rajaraja (I). Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp. 

229 . 292 of 1895. — (Kanarese.) On another stone in the same 
place. A damaged record of the KalachQrya king Ahavamalla in 
^arvarin (A.D. 1180-81). Vijaya Pandya is mentioned. Records a 
grant of land by a Nayaka on the day of a solar eclipse. 

230 . 294 of 1895. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place 
from Chingleput. A damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
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Vira-Venkatapatiraya (I, 1586 — 1616), dated in S, 1530, expired, 
Saumya. 

231 . 295 of 1895. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place. 
Records a grant of land to a Vaishnava temple in the time of 
Nilagahgaraiyan. See No. 312 below. 

232 . 296 1895. — (Vatteluttu.) On a stone in the same place. 

A mutilated record. The king's name is lost. 

233 . 297 <9/1895. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place from 
Chingleput. Records in the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Virarajendra-Choladeva (i.e., Kulottuhga III), 
gift of land by Nlla-Gahgaraiyan. See No. 312 below. 

234 . 298 of 1895. — (Persian.) On a stone in the same place. 
A record dated A.H. II04. 

235 . 299 of 1895. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the same place from 
Chingleput. A much damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
Achyutadevaniaharaya. 

236 — 269 . 536 — 569 of 1907. — On slabs recently removed 
from AmarSvati to the Madras Museum- These have been noticed 
already under Amaravati. 

270 . 35 <3/1912. — On a slab lying near a godown in the Museum. 
A Greek and Latin inscription, dated in A.D, 1727, forming 
an epitaph on the tombstone of a certain John Constantine, a native 
of Greece, born in Transylvania, who died on May 17th, A.D. 1727. 
It was erected by his brother. According to Mr. Cotton “ it is the 
only Greek tombstone found in South India and the most ancient 
Greek tombstone anywhere in India.” ^ 

271 — 282 . 473—483 of 1913. — (Pali.) On inscribed slabs from 
Amaravati preserved in an undergrounjd room of the Central 
Museum. One of these mentions the Andhra king Gotamiputa 
Araka Arhat Siri-yana-Satakani and another, the Upasaka Ura. 
For the last see Ep, Rep., July 1888, p. 3. 

283 . 484 of 1913. — (Telugu.) On another slab in the same 
room. A record of the Kota king Mahamandal^^vara Manma- 
Ketaraja in S. 1 1 57 , Thursday. Records gift of a lamp to the 
temple of Buddha. The king was evidently a grandson of Kota II, 
for whose inscription see Gt. 635. 

284 . 485 of 1913.— (Telugu.) On another slab in the same 
room. Records the nisidhi (tomb) of Chochi Setti, son of Honnisetti, 
a merchant of Penugonda. 

285 — 302 . 486—503 of 1913.— (P^li.) On another slab in the 
same room. One of the slabs mentions a Vakataka gahapati and 
another a certain Maha-Chadamukha. A third registers the gift of 
a rail bar (suchi) by Tuka. 

303 . 504 <7/ 1913.— (Telugu and Sanskrit). On another slab in 
the same room. Records that the temple Chalukya-Vishnugriha 
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was built for a certain Nandaputra, native of BOrikapura, by the 
learned artisan Jayakirti, son of AdQracharya. 

304 . 505 0/1913. — (Nagari and Sanskrit.) On another slab in 
the same room- Records that the image of Kirtinarayana was made 
for the same person, perhaps also by the same artisan, here men- 
tioned to be a brother-in-law (saluka) of the former. 

305 . 506 tf/ 1913.— (Nagari and Sanskrit.) On another slab in 
the same room. Appears to record the visit of a pilgrim named 
Padmavarichandra Ku^alakarin. 

306 . 507 of 1913. — (Telugu.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A damaged record in Akshaya, Sivaratri. 
Mentions the temple of Vi^ve^vara at Vi^vanathapura. 

307 . 508 of 1913. — (Kanarese.) On a slab in the grounds out- 
side the Museum building. A damaged record in . . . Sarvari, 
Ashadha, Amavasya, Monday, Solar eclipse. Seems to record 
grant of lands on this occasion to the temple of GopaladSva with 
the permission of the great men of Hosavadahgilu. which was an 
ancient agrahara of the time of Janamejaya. The temple is stated 
to have been founded by the Ekadandi-vrati Gopalapriyasvami. 
Refers at the beginning to Vijaya Pandyadeva who was ruling the 
Nonambavadi 32,000 country. Details of date “ not enough for 
calculation.” 

308 . 509 <?/'I 9 I 3 - — (Kanarese.) On a slab in the grounds out- 
side the Museum building. A record of the Western Chalukyan 
king TribhuvanamaUadeva Vikramaditya VI, in Chalukya Vikrama 
year 18, Srimukha, Ashadha, Amavasya, Vaddavara, Wednesday 
(wrong for Sunday), Dakshinayana Samkranti (= June 26, A.D. 
1093). Records that I,000 men of KukkanQr met together to make 
a grant of land to Vasudeva-Ghaidasa. 

309 . 510 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A mutilated record in the twenty-third 
year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman Rajarajadeva I. Men- 
tions K 5 vQr in Mahgadu-nadu and seems to record gift of a 
lamp. 

310 . 5110/1913. — (Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A mutilated record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vira-Kampana Udaiyar ( 11 ) in Kali 4472, S. 1293, VirOdhikrit, 
Mithuna, ba. di. 5, Wednesday, Dhanishtha, corresponding to 4th 
May, A.D. 1371. Seems to register the gift of the village Tijaik- 
karanai to Brahmanas, by a certain Timmaiya-Nayaka. 

311 . 512 of I 9 I 3 ‘ — (Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum buildings. A record in the nineteenth year of the 
Chola king Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman alias Rajarajadeva I. 
Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp to the temple of .' . . 
at Tanniyalattur in Surattur-nadu, a subdivision of PuliyQr- 
kOttam, by a meniber of the Ganatt&r who were administering 
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that village. Another record in continuation, of the same king 
and of the same date, provides also for a lamp, and a garden. 

312 . 513 of — (Tamil.) On a stone set up at the entrance 

into the Museum, A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Virarajendracholadeva (i.e., Kulottuhga-Chola III) in his 
fifth year, Rishabha, su. di. 3, Sunday, Punarvasu. Records gift 
of the village of TanniyalattOr in 6urattur~nadu, a district ofi 
PuliyQr-kOttam alias Kulottuiiga-^olavalanadu in Jayangonda^Ol.a~ 
mandalam, to the Ariyaviratam-kondan-matha of Tiruvannamalai. 
The order was issued by Pafichanadivanan Nrlagangaraiyan. 
Diwan Bahadur Swamikannu Pillai says that Rishabha is a mistake 
for Mithuna and Sunday fox Thursday, and then calculates the date 
to be 26th May, A.D. 1183. 

313 . 514 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On another stone in the same 
place. A much damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
Achyutadeva-Maharaya in S. 1452, Virodhin, Vrischika (mistake 
for Kumbha), ^u. di. 13, Monday, Pushya. Refers to the village 
Polichchalur of Tanniyalattur-^Irmal in Surattar-kottam, a district 
of Puliyur in Jayangonda^Ola-mandalam. 

314 . 515 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On a third stone in the same 
place. A much damaged record in the second year, Margali. 
Mentions the temple of Nirvanna Perumal at Tirunirmalai. 

315 . 516 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On a fourth stone in the same 
place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-VenkatapatirSya- 
deva Maharaya, in S. 1535, Saumya (wrong), Rishabha, Revati, 
II, Friday, presumably 19th May, A.D. 1609. Registers that a 
certain Kala Vaiyyappar having built a temple for Agare^vara- 
Udaiyar at Polichchalur in Surattur-nadu, a subdivision of 
Puliyur-kOttam in Jayangonda-Tondamandalam, Katti-Yellappa- 
Nayaka made a grant of land to the temple for the merit of king 
Veiikatapatiraya (I, 1586 — 1616). 

316 — 323 . 517 — 524 c?/ 1913.— (Pali.) On slabs in the Arch- 
aeological show room of the Madras Museum. (Will be forwarded 
to Dr. Luders for publication in the Epigraphia Indica) One of 
these mentions the thgra Mahadhamakathaka, 

324 . 525 (7/1913.— (Kanarese.) On the base of a Jaina image 
in the same place. This is the image of ^antinathadgva of the 
temple Yeraga Jinalaya, founded by the Mahapradhana Braha- 
devana, a lay disciple of Sakalabhadra Bhattaraka entitled Maha- 
mandalacharya and belonging to Mula&angha, Kundakundanvaya, 
KanQrgana and Tintrini-gachcha. 

325 . 526 of 1913.— (Kanarese and Sanskrit.) On the base of 
another Jaina image in the same place. Records that king Salva- 
deva, a great lover of Sahitya, got an image of ^anti^Jina made 
according to rule and set it up. 
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TRIPLICANE. 

An ancient temple. Its Chola and Pandya inscriptions were 
later on misplaced and scattered in the course of renovation in 
Vijayanagar times. There are fragments of tombstones in Roman 
characters near the garbhagriham, the presence of which is 
unaccountable. 

326 . 234 <?/I903. — (Tamil.) On a stone built into the floor at 
the entrance into the garbhagriha of the PSrthasarathisvamin 
temple. A record in the twelfth year of the Pallava king Danti- 
varma-Maharaja. Records that the temple priests mortgaged one 
of the fields of the temple, that the offerings to the God in conse- 
quence fell short and that a certain Pugulttunai-Vi^aiyaraiyan 
redeemed the field and arranged for the usual quantity of rice 
offerings every day. [The inscription corroborates the testimony 
of Tirumangai Alvar’s Periatirumoli which attributed the founda- 
tion of the temple to the Tonda king (i.e., Pallava).] See Ep. Ind-, 
Vol. VIII, pp. 290 — 6, where Venkayya edits it. 

327 . 235 «>/ 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vira-Venkatapatidgva-Maharaja (Venkata I) in 6. 1527, Vikarin. 
Refers to the king as seated on a jewelled throne at the city of 
Perungondai. 

328 . 236 of 1913. — '(Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Venkafapatideva- 
Maharaya ( 1 , 1586 — 1616), in S. 1525. ^Obhakrit. Refers to the king 
as seated on a jewelled throne at the city of Perungondai and to 
the consecration of an image of Tirumaii^ai-Alvar and a gift of 
twenty varahas to this shrine. 

329 . 237 0/1903. — (Telugu.) On the same base. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king RangarayadSva-Maharaya (I, 1578 — 86) in 
6. 1507, Tarana. Records the gift of the villages of Sembiyam 
and Nidambaram (Nadumbarai), besides a garden by Tirumala- 
Nayaningaru, the general of Ramaraja Venkatapatiraju (Venkata 
I?). The revenue from these two villages was 180 rekha chakra 
gadyana and from the garden 20 chakra gadyana- 

330 . 238 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
shrine. A mutilated record in the forty-ninth year of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
iekharadSva. Records a sale of land. Mentions God Telliya 4 inga 
Nayanar. 

331 . 239 0/ 1903.— (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Mahamandale^vara Virapratapa Sada^iva- 
deva-Maharaya in 6. i486, Raktakshln. Records that a private 
individual built certain portions of the temple (e.g., shrines of 
PoUikopdaperumal, Krishna, Vgdavalli Nachchiyar, the Tiruvay- 
moji maptapa, the kitchen and enclosure wall and set up a number 
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of images and granted three villages, Puduppakkam, Veppgri and 
Vesharupadi (Vyasarpadi). 

332 . 2400/1903. — (Tamil.) On the east and north bases of the 
mantapa in front of the same shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Virapratapa Vrra-Vehkatapatideva-Maharaya (I, 1586 — 1616), 
in Kredhin (i.e., 6. 1527). Built in. 

333. 241 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On a stone built into the floor of 
the same manfapa. A fragmentary record of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanaviradgva (Kulsttunga III), the date of which is lost. 
Mentions Tiruvamiyur (i.e., TiruvamQr near Mylapore) in Kottur- 
nadu. 

334 . 242 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On another stone built into the 
same place. A fragmentary record in the twenty-third year of the 
Chgla king Rajarajadeva. Four other similar fragments are built 
into this mantapa and a number of others in other portions of the 
temple. 

335 . 243 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south and east walls of the 
Alagiya 4 inga-Perumal shrine in the same temple. Retjords certain 
arrangements referring to temple servants made while Etiraja- 
nayakar was the manager. 

Supplementary note to No. 183 above. 

The Uruvapalli and Mahgalur grants. 

It may be pointed out that Yuvaraja Visnnugopa and his son 
Siihhavarman II are the respective sovereigns of the Uruvapalli 
and Mangalur plates. The former says that Yuvaraja VishnugSpa 
was the son of Skandavarman II, grandson of Viravarma and great- 
grandson of Skandavarman I. It records that VishnugOpa granted 
in the eleventh year of Siihhavarman I (evidently his elder 
brother and the then actual ruler) 200 nivarttanas of land to the 
temple of Kandukur founded by Sgnapati Vishpu^arma. It was 
issued from Palakkada. See Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 6 t 9 , and 
Ind. Antq., Vol. V, pp. 50— 3. TheMahgalar plates belong to the 
eighth year of Dharma Maharaja Siihhavarman II, and record the 
grant of the village of MahgalQr in Vehgirashtra to certain Brah- 
mans. The grant was issued from Da^anapura. See Southern 
List, No. 620, and Ind. Antq., Vol. V, pp. 154 — 7 . The exact places 
where these plates were discovered are not known.

Agaram. 

1 . 4 of 1894.— (Tamil.) On a stone. Dated in the reign of the 
Vijayanagara king Krishna deva-MaharSya, in S. I 444 > expired, 
Chitrabhanu. Records gift of two villages near Dadikkombu. 

Anaipatti. 

2 . C.P. No. 160 of Mr. Smell’s List.— a grant by Sinna 
Kadirappa Nayakka, a chief of the Kanniv&di estate near Dindigul, 
of some lands to some priests of the temple at Anaipatti, in A.D. 
1729. The grant was made to a Brahman for temple service. The 
genealogy of Sinna Kadir for nine generations is given. [Compare 
No. 33, the genealogy of which corresponds for five generations 
with that of the present one. Anaipatti is a village in Dindigul 
taluk.] 

Attur. 

3 . Mr. Sewell gives a C.P. grant in the possession of one 6iva 
Rama Avadhani, recording gifts of lands to the Dindigul 
choultry. 

Bhupalasamudra near Dindigul. 

3 - A. C.P. No. 33 of Mr. Sewell's LwL— Records grant and sale, 
made in 6. 1651 (A.D. 1729), Kaliyuga 4830, Saumya, by Sinna 
Kadirappa Nayakkan, a chief residing near Dindigul, of the 
village to a number of pandits ip Saundararajapuram, otherwise 
called Anaipatti. The grant was made during the reign of Vijaya 
Raiiga Chokkanatha (1705— -31) at Madura, and it states that he 
was governing the country as viceroy for the Vijayanagar 
sovereign Sri Rahga Raya. The grant gives lists of the ancestors 
of ^rl Rahga Raya, Vijaya Rahga Chokkanatha, and the grantor. 
Edited by Burgess and Natesa Sastri in Tam. and Sans. Ins-, 
No. 27, pp. 117— 121. The inscription enumerates the Vijayanagar 
kings and the Madura Naiks and the Poly gars of Kannivadi- 
The Polygar, in return for 300 Madura hilipanams, gave the village 
in proprietorship. The purchasers and donees were to enjoy the 
wet fields and had to pay, in case of new fields, one-fourth of the 
proceeds, one-third of the proceeds in the next crop, two-fifths of 
the third crop and one-fourth of the proceeds of sesamum, pulses 
and puvarasa trees. On the dry lands they had to pay eight pons 
for lands sowing one kalam of seeds. They were, however, to 
enjoy free the public paths and cowstalls. The palace had the 
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right to collect the tax with interest in case of failure. Otherwise 
they had all the eight characteristics of property. 

Bdlakrishna Mahaddnapuram, 

( Bdlakrishnapuram of Dindigul taluk}) 

4 . C.P. No, 19 of Mr, ^eweWs List, — (Telugu.) Records a grant 
of the village as an agraharam to certain Brahmans in S, 1622 
(A.D. 1700), in Vrisha, by “ 6rl Mahgamma, wife of Chokkanatha 
Nayudu, who was son of Muttu Virappa Nayudu, and grandson of 
Vi^vanatha Nayani Tirumala Nayudu of Madura.^' 

Dadikkombu, 

The departmental list gives one inscription in this place, and 
the Mack, MSS, ( Ins.^ S, Dts,^ p. Jo) give four more. I have given 
the latter under Nos. 5-A to 5-D. 

5 . 3 ^?/i 894. — (Tamil) On the south wall of the Garuda shrine 

in the Sundararaja-Perumal temple. An incomplete record of 
Ramadeva-Maharaya, dated S. 3551, expired, Sukla. See Ins,y 
S, Dts,^ p. 70, No. I. Rama IV ruled from 1620 to 1630. He came 
to the throne as a result of the victory over his opponents in the 
succession war which followed the death of Venkatapati 1 (1586 — - 
1616). The full details of these struggles, as based upon all avail- 
able authorities, are given by me in Ind, Antq,, 1916. * 

5 -A. On a stone in the Sundara Pandya mantapam. Records 
the performance of the marriage festival of God Alagar by 
one Ramanujachariar and a worshipper. Ibid,, No. 2. 

5 -B. On a stone in the west of the sixteen-pillared mantapam 
in the Mutyalamma temple. Records that Rayasam Kondamara- 
sayya granted twenty-four shares in a village and erected 
twenty-four houses in it and gave it to the people, in S. 1444, 
Chitrabhanu, in the reign of Krishnad6varaya. Ibid., No. 3. See 
Ap. 47. 

5 -C. On the eastern wall of the inner temple of Sundara- 
raja Perumal Records that one Sundare^vara appointed the 
priests and granted lands to them. Ibid., No. 4. 

5 -D. A CP. in the hands of “ Paryan mteedauyangar. ” 
(Tamil.) Records that in S. 1502, Vikrama, in the reign of 
PraudhadSva-Maharaya, his prime minister Chakrarayan granted 
to a Brahman Timmaiyangar ? thirty-three mas of land in Pudup- 
puram village, two mas in Alagar-Samudram, and an allowance 
of a pagoda. Ibid,, No. 5. [The record seems suspicious.] 

Dindigul, 

6. I fi/1894. — (Tamil) On the wall of a shrine in the fort. 
An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutadeva- 
Maharaya, dated S. 1460, expired. See Antiquities, Vol I, p. 289. 
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7 . 20/1894. — (Tamil.) On the wall of another shrine in the 
same place. A damaged record of KonerimaikondSn. 

7 -A. In the possession of a resident Gahgadhara Sastri. A 
C.P. grant relating to the hamlet of Ramayyanpatti. 

7 -B. A C.P. in the hands of GurumQrti Gurukkal in the temple 
of Padmagirlisvara. Records that Baruki Vehkataraya gave seven 
villages to the God and Goddess in 1665, Rudhirodgari. See 
Ins., S- Dts., p. 72, No. 8. 

7 -C. A C.P. in the hands of Ramakrishna Gurukkal. Records 
that Dalavay Narayanappayya re-established certain temple 
villages in 6. 1672, in the reign of Vijaya RahgachokkanEtha 
Nayakar. Ibid., p. 72, No. 9. [The date is inconsistent, as 
Vijayaranga was the Naik king of Madura from 1705 to 1731.] 

Ramanathapuram. 

8. 6900/ 1905. — (Tamil.) On a rock near Dindigul. Belongs 
to the reign of the Pandya king Maranjadaiyan. Records the 
building of a tank by ParantakapaUi-Velan alias Nakkambullan, 
who accompanied the Pandya king in his expedition against 
Idavai in the Chola country. [Venkayya identifies Idavai with 
the village of the same name in Manni-nadu, a subdivision of 
Rajendra-Simhavalanadu on the northern bank of the Kaveri. 
See S.I.L, Vol. II, p. 53. Maranjadaiyan was the Varaguna 
Maharaja who ascended the throne in A.D. 862. See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. IX, p. 84 ; Ibid., Vol. XI, p. 253 ; also the inscriptions at 
Ambasamudram, Trichinopoly, Tiruvellarai and Tillaisthanam.] 

MADURA Taluk. 

Anaimalai. 

9 . 63 of 1905. — (Vattejuttu.) On a rock to the left of the 
entrance into the central shrine of the rock-cut temple of Nara- 
4 inga-Perumal. Records in the thirty-third year of the Chola king 
Madiraikonda Parakesarivarman (i.e., Parantaka I (906 — 47) the 
digging of a tank called Kaliyangri, the donor being Arunidi 
Kaliyan, an officer of the king. Refers to Kll-Iraniyamuttam and 
the village of Nara^ingamangalam included in it ; also to the 
temple of Nara^inga-Permanadigal on the Tiruvanaimalai hill. 
[Iraniyamuttam is known in Tamil literature and included 
Perungunrur, the native place of Poet Perunkau^ikanar, the 
author of the Malaipadukadam.] 

10 . 64 (/1905. — (Tamil.) In the same place. Records in the 
twenty-first year of the Chola-Pandya king Jatavarman alias 
Udaiyar Sundara-Pandya-Sojadeva, Viceroy of Madura under 
Rajendra Chola I, gift of sheep for a lamp. Mentions Kll- 
Iraniyamuttam and Tiruvanaimalai. 

11 . 65 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the rock to the right of the en- 
trance into the central shrine of the same temple. A damaged 
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record of the Chola-Pandya Jatavarman alias' Udaiyar Sundara- 
Soia-Pandyadeva (the Viceroy under Rajarrdra ChOla I), dated 
twenty-first year. ^^Records gift of a lamp. The shrine is called 
after Narasimha Alvar on the Tiruvanaimalai in KTjf-Iraniya- 
muttam in Rajendrachola-Valanadu (a subdivision) of Rajaraja- 
Pandinadu. 

12 . 66 of 190S. — (Vatteluttu.) At the entrance into the 
mantapa of the cave near the same temple. A partly mutilated 
record. Mentions Somasiparivirajakar. 

13 — 20 . 671074. 0/1905. — (Vatteluttu and Tamil.) On a rock 
with sculptures overhanging a natural cave in the same village. 
Mentions Nara^ingamangalam, Ajjanandi, Ten-kalavajinadu 
Porkodu, Tinaikalattar, Venbaikudi-nadu. [For mention ot 
Ajjanandin see N.A. 710-D.] 

21 . 454 of 1906. — On the left side of the entrance into the 
central shrine. (Grantha.) Records that Madhurakavi, the son 
of Mara, resident of Karavandapura, and minister of the 
Pandya king Parantaka made this stone temple, gave away 
this rich agrahara to Brahmans and set up the image of the God in 

. K. 3871, on the day of the sun in the month of Karttika. Madhura- 
kavi is called a Vaidya. [See Ep. Ind.y VoL. VIII, pp. 317 — 20, 
where Mr. Venkoba Rao edits the inscription.] 

22 . 453 of 1906.— On the right side of the entrance. (Archaic, 
Vatteluttu and Grantha.) Records that Maran-Kari, the minister 
of the Pandyan king Sadaiyan (son of Maran), excavated the cave 
at Anamalai, but ascended heaven before consecrating it, and 
his younger brother Maran Eyinan Pandimangalavi^aiyaraiyan, 
who became prime minister made the mukha-mantapa and 
consecrated the image. [/&/d,, Mr. Venkoba Rao identifies 
Maran-Sadayan with a predecessor or probably grandfather 
of that Marafijadayan who was known as Varaguna and who, 
according to the Trichinopoly cave inscription (414 of 1904), 
ascended the throne in A.D. 862. Mr. Venkoba Rao further 
surmises that Nammalvar, the teacher of Madhurakavi, who 
was known as Kari-Maran, was probably the son of the minister 
Maran-Kari. This is however inconsistent with the Vaishnava 
Guruparampara which says that Kari-Maran, the Alvar, was a man 
of the fourth caste, while his elderly contemporary and disciple 
Madhurakavi was a Brahman. The names Maran, Kari and 
Madhurakavi seem however to show that by about A.D. 770 the 
Alvars Nammalyar and Madhurakavi were well known.] 

23 . 455 of 1906. — (Grantha.) On the west wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record of Krishnadeva Raya of 
Vijayanagar, dated S. 1441, Pramathin. Mentions Timmabhiipa as 
the king's door-keepbr and a certain Madhura-Ranianatha as his 
agent.

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24 . 456 of 1906. — On a stone built into the platform in front of 
the shrine of the goddess in the same temple. A record of the 
sixth year of SrlA^allabha Pandya. Mentions Kandadai Kala- 
meghabhattan of Apastamba sQtra. See No. 160 below. 

25 . 457 «>/ 1906.— (Pali.) At the entrance into the natural cave 
known as Panchapandavarpadukkai in the same village. In the 
Brahmi character. The cave and beds have been described in Ep. 
Rep., 1907, pp. 60-61. 

Gdripalaiyam. 

26 . 77 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On a pillar set up within the 
Muhammadan masjid. Records in the reign of the Nayaka king 
Krishnappa-Nayaka Virappa-Nayaka in 6. 1495, expired, Bhava, 
gift of land. Mentions a number of names of Vijayanagara kings 
and refers to KQna-Pandya. [The inscription records that a 
considerable area of land was presented by Kuna Pandya to 
Muhammadans and that it was confirmed by Virappa Naik in 
A.D. 1573 - Nelson translates it in his Madura Manual, p. 67.] 

Kalugumalai Hill ( Mdhgulam). 

27 — 32 . 460 to 465 <?/ 1906. — (Pali.) On four boulders. In the 
Brahmi characters. See for description of this place and similar 
antiquities in the neighbouring village of Arittapatti, Ep. Rep., 
1907, p. 61. The Epigraphist assigns the inscription which 
resembles the alphabets of the A^oka edicts to the end of the third 
and the beginning of the second century B.C. These are amongst 
the earliest lithic records of the Tamil country and the presence of 
Pali shows that it was understood in the Pandya country even in 
that early period. Its connection with the origin and development 
of the Tamil Vattejuttu is still to be ascertained. 

■ Kiladi. 

33 . 447 <?/I9o6. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Arjune^vara temple. Records in the twenty-third 
year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kula^SkharadSva (I, 1268 — 1308), “ who was pleased to take every 
country,” that Kupakaraya, the son of MaJavarEya, rebuilt the 
temple and gave different names to the God and his consort in 
order to secure merit for his parents. The temple is called 
Muchukunda TiruvirEml^varamudaiya-Nayanar at Srl-Kuntidgvi- 
chaturvgdimangalam, a brahmadgya to the east of the tank (kulakkil) 
at Vglur in MadhurOdaya-vaknadu. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IX, pp. 223. 

34 . 448 0/1906.— (Tamil.) On the north, west and south walls 
of the same shrine. A mutilated record. Seems to register a sale 
of land.

35 . 449^/1906. (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
thirty-first year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulaiekharadgva (I, 1268—1308), “ who was pleased 
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to take every country/' sale of land to Kattan Tennadan alias 
Tribhuvana^ingadeva of Kannantir in Malaimandalam by the 
sabha of SrT“Kuntidevi-chaturvedimahgalam, a brahmadeya to the 
east of the tank at VelQr in Madhurodaya Valanadu which was 
a dgvadana of (the temple of) Mudivalahgu-Pandya-ISvaramudaiya- 
Nayanar; refers to the executive committee (nirvaha sabhai) of the 
village and to the twenty-fourth year of the king's reign. See 
Ep, hid., Vol. IX, pp. 224, where it is pointed out that the date 
(Karkataka 8, Aparapaksha, Ekada.^i, Rohini) corresponded to 
Saturday, 5th July, A.D. 1298. 

36 . 450 of 1906. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On a stone set up near 
a channel in the same village. Records in the twenty-second year 
of the Pandya king Kula^ekhara the construction of the channel. 
This is the “ unreadable " inscription referred to by Mr. Sewell. 

37 . 451 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On another stone set up in the same 
place. A much damaged and mutilated record, the date and the 
king's name of which are lost. 

38 . 452 <5/1906. — (Tamil.) On a stone set up in a field, near 
the same village. In modern characters. [Referred to by Mr. 
Sewell.] 

Kilakkudi. 

In the natural cave called Settippodavu near this village are Jain 
images and beds described in detail in Ep. Rep., 1910, pp. 77~8. 
The sculptures are of great iconographical interest and Mr. Krishna 
Sastri believes that they are different from those sketched by Dr. 
Burgess in his article on Digambara Jain iconography in Ind^ Antq^., 
Vol. XXXII, p. 459 ff. The following Vatteluttu inscriptions have 
been copied. 

39 . 330 of 1908.— On the pedestal of one of the Jaina images. 
Records that the imhge was cut at the instance of Gunasenappe- 
riyadigal, the pupil of VarttamSnava Panditar who was the pupil 
of Gunasenadeva presiding over Kurandi-Tirikkattamballi Venbu- 
nadu. [No information is available about the teachers mentioned 
here. See N.A. 385 and 744 for teachers with similar names. The 
Jainasiddhantahhaskara gives two Gunasenas in the apostolic line 
of the Sena Gana, founded by Jinasena I about t6 B.C. These are 
the fifteenth and forty-fifth of the list. The same treatise gives a 
Gunasena as the fifty-fifth from MahavTra in the Kashtha Sangha 
line of teachers.] 

40 . 331 of 1908. — On the pedestal of another Jaina image on 
the hill. Records that the image was cut at the instance of a pupil 
of Gunasenadeva who was in charge of this pallL See the above 
epigraph. 

' 41 . 332 of 1908 —On the pedestal of a third Jaina image in the 

same place. A damaged record. Mentions Gunasenadeva who 
presided over this palli. See No. 39 above. 
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42 . 63 <?/I9I0. — Below the Jaina figure cut on the boulder outx 
side the cavern. Damaged in the beginning. Records that 
Abinandan Bhat^ra, a pupil of Arimandala Bhatara, who was the 
pupil of Abinandan BhatSra, who in turn was the pupil of Kanaka- 
nandi Bhatara, caused this image to be cut It also refers to 
Kurandi Tirukkattamballi. [I have not been able to get informa- 
tion about these in any of the Jain Pattavalis. Kanakanandi 
Bhatara is, I suppose, different from Kanakavira mentioned in NA.

43 . 16^7/1894. — (Vatteluttu.) On the north wall of the 6iva 
temple. An. incomplete record of the Pandya king “ who took the 
head of the Chola,’’ dated ninth year. 

Kodimangdlam. 

44 . On the front of the first jpillar, left side, of the maha- 
mantapa in the local Karttikasvami temple, over a figure. States 
that it is Annavipperumal Pillai. Tam. and Sans. Inscrns.y p. 2. 

45 — 49 . On similar pillars, over their respective figures. 
The names ^evandiyappa Pillai, Alagiri Naik, Piratani (Pradhani) 
Naiken, Annavipperuma] Pillai and Kuppayandi (son of Alagappa 
Pillai) are recorded. Ibid., pp. 2-3. 

50 . On a stone to the north of the village in front of the 
Kumarasvami temple. A record of K. 4774, Pramadicha, Puratta^i, 
making gifts of lands and revenues to God Kumara by the Karttds. 
Ibid., pp. 3 - 4 ‘

For a full notice of Madura see Antiquities, I, pp. 291-2, and the 
bibliography given there. Mr. Sewell gives two lists of inscrip- 
tions in this place, one of which numbers 49 and the other 13.

55 . 58 ^7/1905. — On the north wall of the west gopura. Tamil 
verse. Refers to Parakrama Pandya,

An incom- 
plete and mutilated record of the tenth year of Maravarman Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Sundara Pandya deva who was pleased to 
re-present the Chela country ” (l2l6 — 35). 

59 . 62 of 1905. — On the fifth pillar in the same place. A record 
of the second year of Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
^ekharadeva (1190 — 1217) making a gift of land. 

60-A. In the east gopuram. First inscription at the southern 
wall at the entrance. A record dated S. 1501, Pramathi (Puratta^i), 
granting exemption of tax to the Cedars of the province of Rama- 
nathapuram who brought the first betel-leaf and nut to the palace. 
Tamil and Sanskrit inserns.j No. 22, p. 109. 

60-B. In the east gopura, a Uttle before the south door-jamb. 
Records that in S. 1532, Saumya (Ani, pusarn) Vi^vanatha-Vlrappa 
Naiker exempted the Mudaliyar servants of the Chokkanatha 
temple at Anakkudi and other villages from the levying of 
brokerage. Ibid., No. 23, pp. 109-10. Virappa was the predecessor 
of Tirumal Naik and reigned from 1609 to 1623. See Ind. Antq^., 
1916, p. 132 f. 

60-C. On the east ^Opura on the north doqr-jamb. An inter- 
esting record dated in S. 1632, Khara, Paiiguni 20, Saturday, in the 
time of Vijaya Rahga Chokkanatha Naik (1705 — 3 l)- Refers to a 
temple servant’s falling down from the temple tower as a protest 
against undue collection of tax from some tax-free villages and the 
yielding of the State officials* See Tamil and Sa?isknt Inscrns., 
No. 24, pp. IIO-II. 

60 -D. 502 of 1907.— (Vatteluttu.) On a detached stone lying 
in the Madanagopalasvamin temple. A fragment of record, dated 
thirty-eighth year. The king’s name is lost. Mentions Tirutturuttr 
Mahadevar and Perumtir in Anda-nadu; seems to record the gift 
of a lamp. 

61 . 503 (?/l907.-"(Vatteluttu.) On another stone in the same 
place. A fragmentary record of KOchcha, the date of which is 
lost Seems to record the gift of a lamp. 
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62 . 504 of igo*/, — (Vatteluttii.) On a third stone in the same 
place. Records gift of a lamp by Kunrahjundari of Korravayir 
cheri in Vada-Madirai to the temple at Tirutturutti, a devadana in 
Anda-nadu. King's name and date lost. 

63 . 505 ofigo 7 . — (Vaj:j:eluttu.) On a fourth stone lying in the 
Madanagopalasvamin temple. A fragment. Seems to register gift 
of cows. 

64 . 5060/1907. — (Tamil.) On eight other stones in the same 
place. Fragment of a record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias 
Tribhuvana chakra vartin, dated twelfth ^ year. Mentions Para- 
krama-Pandyadeva and the Saivacharya Sivagochari-Mahadeva of 
the Bharadvaja-gOtra. 

65 . 507 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the thirteenth stone in the same 
place. A record of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vallabhadeva in his second year. Records a gift by the queen 
Ulagamulududaiyal. [Was he Maravarman Sri Vallabha who was 
apparently a predecessor of Jatavarman Kula^ekhara I (I190 — 1217) 
or the Jatavarman Srlvallabha who is mentioned in the third year 
of Maravarman Sundara Pandya I (1216 — 35) ?] 

66. 508 of 1^07 , — (Tamil.) On the fourteenth stone in the same 
place. The stone bears at the top the Pandya crest, i.e., two fish 
with a trisula between them. Records the gift of a flower garden 
by the queen Elulagumuludumudaiyal. 

67 . 509 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the fourteenth and sixteenth 
stones in the same place. A fragment of record. 

68 . 510 (7/1907. — (Grantha and Sanskrit.) On thirteen other 
stones in the same place. Purports to be the genealogy of the 
Mahamandale^vara Ramaraja-Tirumalaraya-Maharaja, dated 
Kaliyuga (mistake for 4647), S. 1468, Parabhava. 

69 . 500(7/1907. — (Tamil and Grantha.) On the west wall of 
same temple." An unfinished record dated S. 1 520, expired, Hevi- 
lambi. 

70 . 35(7/1908. — (Telugu.) On one of the pillars in the Kam- 
battadi-mantapa in the Sundare^vara temple. Records in the reign 
of the Nayaka king Virappa-Nayaka (1572 — 95), son of Vi^vanatha- 
Nayaka-Krishnappa-Nayaka, in 1505, expired, Subhanu, the con- 
struction of the mantapa. A Tamil copy of the document is added 
below the inscription. [See Ind. Antq,^ 1916, pp. 90 — % for an 
account of VXrappa's reign.] 

71 . 36 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On a stone set up in front of the 
Perumal temple in the same town. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king VlrajVenkata-Maharaya (I, 1586 — 1616). Mentions in S. 1523, 
expired, Subhakrit, the temple of MadanagOpala at Madura and 
Bhashyakara, i.e., SrI-Ramanujacharya. Venkata was, it is well 
known, a disciple of Kotikanyadanam Tatacharya and an ardent 
Vaishnavite. 
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72 . S 57 of 1911. — On the south wall of the mantapa in front of 
the Kudal-Al agar temple. Records that 'stones were supplied for 
the building of the Ardha-mantapa and the garbhagriha of the 
Kadal-Alagiya-Perumal temple, by Kandadai Konamman for the 
merit of Kandadai-Annan and states that the work was finished 
during the administration of Yellappa-Nayakkar. Mentions 
Ramaraja Vitthaladeva-Maharaja and his subordinate Timmappa- 
Nayakar, son of Vasavana-Nayakkar. Kandadai Annan was a 
descendant of Mudaliyandan, the uncle and contemporary of 
Ramanuja. It was this family that first broke the Acharyic 
tradition and embraced the creed* of the Prabandhic teacher 
Varavaramuni. The present Annan was probably the son or 
grandson of the disciple of Manavala-Mahamuni or a member of 
the same family. 

73 . 558 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On t^e north, west and south 
walls of the central shrine in the same temple. A damaged 
and unfinished record. Records gift of money and a house for 
offerings to the same temple by Vasavana-Nayakkar-Timmappa 
Nayakkar. 

74 . 559 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same walls. Dated in the 

reign of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa SadE^ivadeva-Maha- 
raya in S. 1473, Virodhikrit. Records gift of three villages for 
offerings and festivals to the temple of Kudal-Alagiya-PerumEl by 
Timmappa-Nayakkar, son of Vasavana-Nayakkar for the merit of 
REmaraja-Vitthaladeva-MaharEja. [He was the Viceroy of the 
south which he reconquered for Vijayanagar in IS4SJ 

75 . 560 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On a pillar set up in the Collector's 
bungalow in the village. A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kongrimelkondan in his fourteenth year. Records that a certain 
Jfianamurti deva of the Nandike^varadevar-santana in the Amunda- 
matha, built in the name of Annan Viluppadarajar of Vadagarai 
Varanava^i-pattinam in Malaikkudinadu, a matha called Manam- 
periyan-madam and endowed it with 10 7 na of land, which the king 
made tax-free ( iraiyili). 

76 . 4 ^?/i9l5. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the third gopura 
in the SundarSsvara temple. A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konerinmaikondan in his thirteenth year, three hundred and sixth 
day, describing gift of land for the maintenance of a flower garden 
and for feeding Mahe^varas in the Naralokasuryan-tirumadam. 
The land was situated in Paganur-kurram. Built in at the begin- 
ning. 

77 . 5 ^?/i9i5.~(Tamil.) @n the south wall of the first gopura 
in the same temple. A damaged record dated S. 1469, Kilaka, 
Dakshinayana, 12, Friday, Purva-Phalguni. Seems to record a gift 
of land for the matha presided over by Jhanaktittar alias SattijnE- 
naderi^anaigal. 
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78 . 6 of 1915. — (Tamil.) On a pillar in the same gOpura. 
Dated in the reign of the Nayaka king Vijayarahga-Chokkana- 
tha Nayaka (1705 — 31), son of Muttu-Virappa-Nayaka (1680 — 89). 
Records in 6. 1633, Khara, Pahguni, tenth day, ^u. di. ll, 
A^lesha, Sukarma-yOge, Bhadravakarana, Saturday, corre- 
sponding to March 8, A.D. 1712, remission of taxes on four 
villages granted to the bearers of the image of the god ^okka- 
nathasvamin. Mentions the commander-in-chief Kumara Dala- 
vay Kasthri Rarigayyan and the pradhani Veiikafakrishnayyan. 
See my Hist., Naik king. Madura in Lid. Antq., 1917, pp. 186 — 90. 

79 . 7 ofl<)ll . — (Tamil verse.) On the east wall of the third 
prakara of the Mlnakshi-Amman temple in the same village ; right 
of entrance. A much damaged recordT Two verses in praise of a 
Pandya king (valudi) who had the surname valal vali tiranddn. A 
second set of two verses evidently in praise of the same king who 
is here called Kodalar-koman, mentions the damming of the sea 
with his sword. 

80 . The Dalavai agraharam plates of Vehkatapati I (so 
called because it was obtained from one Anantacharya of the 
Dalavai Agrahararn, .Madura). A record of Vehkatapati I of 
Penukonda, dated S. 1508, Vyaya, Utthdndvadasi of the bright half 
of Karttika, recording the' gift of the village of Gahgavarappatti 
or VlrabhQpasamudram to a number of Brahmans at the request of 
VirabhQpa (Virappa Naik) of Madura (1572—95). the son of Krish- 
nappa (1563—73), and grandson of Vi^vanatha (I559~”63). See Ep. 
ind., Vol. Xn, pp. 159—87, where Mr. Gopinatha Rao edits the in- 
scription. The inscription mentions Tatacharya, the preceptor of 
Venkata I and Mr. Gopinatha Rao traces his connexion with the 
Vijayanagara dynasty on the basis of the Prapanndmruta. He also 
enumerates from the Tiruppanimdlai of the Madura temple, the 
holy works of Virappa Naik. 

80 -A. Dalavai agraharam plates of Varatuhga Rama Pandya. 
Records that on Wednesday, Magha Krishnapaksha chaturda^i, in 
Chitrabhanu, S. 1504, Varatuhga granted the village of MuruganSri 
to Chandrasekhara, son of Chokkappa Pandita, a doctor. Trav. 
Arch. Ser., Vol. I, pp. 1 1 7 — 25 - 

80 -B. Another C.P. from the same place. Records on 
Ashadha 30 of S. 1510, Sarvadharin^ that king Varatuhga Rama 
Vira Pandya granted the village of Silarippatti to Govindabhatfa, 
son of Udayambhatta. Ibid., pp. 126 — 33. 

81 '. C.P. No. 22 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — (Tamil.) In the District 
Court of Madura. Records a grant (Jf property in some lands to a 
Siva temple dedicated to the god ViSveSvara and the goddess 
AkhilandeSvari, in 6. 1691 (A.D. 1769) = Kaliyuga 4780, Virodhi, 
by Hiranyagarbha Ragunatha Setupati Kattar Avargal, lord of 
Tevainagara. The grant is said -to have been made when “the 
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A^vapati, Narapati, Gajapati and S6tupati kings were reigning over 
the countries of Cholamandalam, Tondamandalam, Yapanapatta- 
nam (Jaffna) and Yerumandalatn (Ceylon)/" 

82 . C,P. No. 22^ of Mr, SewelVs List, — (Tamil.) Records a grant 
of some lands by Muttu Kumara Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati, son 
of Kumara Muttu Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati, and son-in-law of 
Hiranyagarbhayaji Raghunatha Setupati Kattar, to a Brahman 
in 1658 {A.D. 1736), Nala. 

83 . C.P. No. 27 of Mr. SewelVs List. — (Modern TamiL) This is 
the same as No. 20 in Tam. and Sans. Inscrns,^ pp. 107-8. Records 
a private document drawn up between two brothers, after a dispute 
as to which was the elder. The younger, Sinna Vadavada Nayak- 
kar Tummi^i, having been declared in an assembly consisting of l8 
Kodahgi Naiks and Polygars, that he was junior, the elder, Rama 
Raya Tummi^i Nayakkar, granted him some lands. Rama Raya 
Tummi^i calls himself head of SillavErs and assumes great titles. 
The document is dated in S. 1455 (A.D. I 533 )> ^Obhakrit (wrong) 
in Makara, new moon day. [The record is of singular value as 
illustrating the nature of caste decisions and methods of decision.] 

84 . C.P. bio^ 59 of Mr. SewelVs List. — Records grant of lands for 
a charitable purpose, viz., for an Annadana matham, or place where 
food is cooked and distributed gratis, by the chief of Punnalpalai- 
nadu, Muttu Vaduganatha Periya Udaya Tevar, son of Vijaya 
Raghunatha Sevaran Periya IJdaya Tevar, in S. 1681 (A.D. 1759), 
Pramadi. 

85 . C.P. No. of ^ Mr. SewelVs List.— In the Collector's office. 
(TamiL) Records in K,A. 775, Sarvari (A.D. I 599 )> that the Sodra 
priests of a certain “Todukulai Mutta Raja," created one Kup- 
payandi Pillai Karanam of seven villages, and endowed, besides 
some lands for his and his descendants' maintenance, the right 
to collect two panams from each large family and one panam from 
each small family. See Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., No. 25, pp, II1-2, 

86 . C.P. No. 1.^7 of Mr. SewelVs List. — Records grant by Tiru- 
mala Nayakka (1623—59) of Madura to Sri Ranga Nayakka, lord of 
Yellikmchi (Vellikurichisimaikku Kartar), as a reward for his services 
in slaying tigers, in Jaya, which must have been A.D. 1654. 

87 . C.P. No. 198 of Mr. SewelVs List. — Records an order signed 
by Kodi Nagama Nayakka, commanding Muttumtivaraittevan, lord 
of Kodi Kulattukkottai and Ara&irippu in the province of Muduku, 
to pay tribute to the Karnata Samasthanam (the Carnatic). The date 
of the grant was in the reign of Tirumala Nayakka of Madura. 
The date is K.A. 821, Parthiva (A.D. 1645). A succession of Naiks 
is given, but these do not correspond to the Naiks of Madura. 

88 . C.P. No. 199 of Mr. SewelVs i/i:L,—Records a grant by 
Tirumala Nayakka of Madura to a private individual in the year 

126 
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Khara. “No other date is given, but the document must have 
been executed in A.D. 1651/^ 

89 . C.P. No. 62 of Mr. SewelVs (Modern Tamil.) Records 

a document drawn up by two people of the Kaundar caste conferring 
certain privileges on the watchmen of the village of AmandOr in 
Krodhana, Vaika 4 i 12 (but without any other guide to the period). 
One Pichchan of the Nattulckallar community was apiSointed by 
them as village watchman and he was entitled to the gift of a 
woman^s sadi (^elai), a duppaftiy a turban, and handful of gruel and 
of alms. See Tam. and Sans. Inscrns.y No. 33, p. 136. Mr. Sewell 
calls the village Amatur. 

89 -A. A CP. grant of Vijaya Rahga Chokkanatha (170S — 3l)of 
the Naik dynasty of Madura, in 1639, Karttika 21, recording gift 
of a mafha at Tirukkalukkunram in Chingleput district. The plate 
has been deposited in the Madras Museum. 

90 . C.P. No. H)8 of Mr. SewelVs List. — Records grant of some 
lands, by a private person in S. 1638^ Kaliyuga 4827, Plavahga 
(A.D. 1716), to the Ramagiri temple in the Tattainadu.^^ No 
sovereign is mentioned. [The dates are not consistent.] 

91 . C.P. No. 1^6 of Mr. SewelVs List. — (Nandinagari.) Records 
a grant of two villages in the Madura district, WEarudahgudi and 
Karupuram, otherwise called Madanagopalapuram, to several 
Vaishnava Brahmans in S. 1519 (A.D. IS 97 )> Hevilambi. The 
grant was issued by Vehkatapati of Chandragiri at the request 
of Krishnappa Naik of Madura who is styled Pandya Pdrthiva 
Krishna Nripati. 

93 . C.P. No. 211 of Mr. SewelVs List.--{Grdinih^, and Sanskrit.) 
Records that, at the request of Ramakrishnappa, “ sitting on the 
lion throne of Vallabha Narendra after 33 years have passed, and 
after S. 1517/^ King Ativira Rama Pandya granted the village of 
Nadikkudi or Ativlraramapuram to a number of Brahmans. The 
figure of a boar with a dagger standing on its nose is engraved 
at the end. See Trav. Arch. Ser.y Vol, I, pp. 133 — I46i This is the 
same as the third Dalavai agraharam plates. 

93 . C.P. No. I of 1911. — A record of Vijaya Ranga Chokka- 
natha of Madura, dated in S. 1643, Subhakrit, recording gift of 
land to a certain Narasapantulu, probably a physician, who “ was 
to enjoy lands rent free, by offering prayer to Dhanvantri.’^ 

94 . C.P. No. 3 ofl()ll. — A record of Rani Mangammal, dated 
S. 1623, Vrisha, while “Vlra VenkatadSva Maharaya was ruling 
at Ghanagiri (Penukonda). Records gift of land for a feeding 
institute to a certain Subbayya Bhagavata. The inscription gives 
an instance of the formal acceptance of Vijayanagara suzerainty 
long after it ceased to exist. 

94 -A. C.P. No. of igio-ll. — Originally in the hands of the 
District Judge of Madura and now in the museum. A Tamil 
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i^ecord dated in II05, Angirasa (wrong), but in modern charac- 
ters thereby showing that it is a forgery. Records gift of a matha, 
a flower garden and a well to a certain Nilakantha Pandarakkutj:! 
of Tondipatjianam by the Mudaliyandi Pannattar of Iravu^ari. 

95 . C,P. No. 9 of Appendix Mad. Ep. Rep., 1906, — Now 
preserved in the Madras Museum. This is a grant of the reign of 
Veiikatapati D6va Raya in S. 1531, Saumya, recording the gift of 
the village of NSganalluru surnamed Muttuvlramahlpalasamu- 
dram to BrShmanas by the king at the request of the Naik of 
Madura, Muttu Virappa. [The record shows that in 1609 the 
Naik kingdom acknowledged the supremacy of Chandragiri. See 
my Hist. Naik. king., Madura, in Ind. Antq., 1916, p. 104. 

Muttuppatti (hamlet of Vadapalangy). % 

96 — 98 . 58 — 60 ofigio, — (Brahmi.) On the pillow side of a 
stone-bed on the hill and on a boulder of the same hill. Unread. 
[For the description of the Jain images and beds see Madr. Ep. 
Rep., 1910, p. 77.] 

99 . 61 of 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) On the same boulder below a 
Jain figure. Records that Kanakavira Periadigal, a disciple of 
Gunasenadeva who was a disciple of Kurandi Atta-upavasi-Bhatara 
of Venbu-nadu, caused this image to be cut in the name of the 
inhabitants of Kuyirkudi. (Modern Kilakkudi.) See No. 42 above. 

100 . 62 of 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that Maganandi, a disciple of Kurandi Ashta-upavasi, caused this 
image to be cut in the name of the inhabitants of the district. 

Pasumalai. 

100-A. With Rev. Mr. Jones of this place. A Tamil C.P. 
grant of the fifteenth year of Konerinmaikondan, Records gift 
of land to a Vaishnavamatha at TirumalirunjOlai (Alagarmalai), 
and to Vikrama Pandya Vinnahar Alvar at Kilaikodumalur. 

Pechchi-pallam. 

The findings in this place are akin to those at Kongar-Puliyan- 
gulam, Kilakkudi, etc. Foundations of ruined buildings and Jain 
relics are still to be seen here. The Government Epigraphist points 
out in his Mad. Ep. Rep., 1910, p. 78, that there is a large courtyard 
in front of a rock which “ bears a row of Jaina sculptures all facing 
east. Five of these are standing naked figures with a canopy of 
five serpent-hoods spreading overhead and attendant deities pn 
the sides. They are undoubtedly representations of the seventh 
Tirthankara Supar^va."’ The following inscriptions have been 
copied : — 

101 . 64 of 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) Below a Jaina figure. Records 
that Gunamatiyar, mother of Ajjanandi, caused this image to be 
cut. See N.A. 710-D. 
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102 . 65 of 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was caused to be cut on behalf of a certain 
Achchan ^rlpalan, tiephew of Anattavan Ma^gnan, a disciple of 
Gunasgnadeva who was in charge of this Pallu See No. 39 above. 

103 . 66 of 1910. — (Vattejuttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was cut by Kandan Porpattan of ^irukadaippuram, 
a pupil of Gunasenadeva who was in charge of this PallL See No. 
39 above. 

104 . 67 of 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was cut on behalf of Vel^n Sadaiyan, a shepherd 
of Parur in Milalai-kOrram, by his wife. 

105 . 68 of 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the in^ge was caused to be cut by Kanakanandi, a servant of 
Tirukkurandi of Venbunadu. See No. 42 above. 

106 . 69 of 1910. — Records that this im^ge was caused to be 
made on behalf of his younger brother by Araiyahgavidi, pupil 
of Gunasenadeva, who was in charge of this PallL 

Tirumogur,^ 

107 . 75 6>/ 1905. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
of the Kalamegha-Perumal temple. Records in S. 1473, expired, 
Virodhikrit, gift of land by Basavana-Nayaka Timmappa-Nayaka. 
See No. 72 above. 

108 . 76 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
connected with the above epigraph and dated in S. 1473, expired, 
Virodhikrit. 

Tiruparahkunram, 

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives a list of eleven inscriptions in 
this place, but with no details. 

109 . C.P. No, 61 of Mr, SewelVs List, — (Tamil.) Records that 
Virasimha Taittu, a descendant of Mahgammal (presented some- 
thing ?) in 1765 (A.D. 1843), Bahudhanya, to The Subrahmanya 
temple, four miles south of Madura. The dates are inconsistent 
and the first part of the inscription is in old Tamil while the latter 
part is in quite modern Tamil. 

110 . 49 1890. — On the , east wall of the rock-cut cave, now 
called Umaiyandan kOyil, on the south side of the local rock. A 
record of the seventh year of the Pandya king Ko-Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara Pandya deva (I, 12 16 — 35), 


♦ In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell says : An ancient Siva temple with many inscrip- 
tions, copies of two of which have been sent me. One is dated S. I473 (A.D. 1551) 
and records a private gift of lands to the temple. The other records repairs carried out 
by Dalavai Sempati in 6. 1622 (A.D. 1700).” . The first of these is evidently the same 
as No. 107 in the above list. 
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who boasts of having burnt Tanjore and Uraiyur and presented 
the Chola country to a favourite of his (evidently Rajaraja III). 
[Edited by S. M. Natesa Sastri in Tam* and Sans. Ins., Arch. Sur., 
S. Ind., VoL IV, pp. 43 — 55. The inscription refers to Mac^kkulakkiJ 
Madurai of the Madhurodaya valanadu and says that the king 
gave, at the instance of Malavarayar, the village of Sundara 
PaiidyapuranGL or Pulinkunruru, situated to the east of the tank of 
Viranarayanakkulam, for temple worship, service, etc., to the 
Sthanapatis, Siva-Brahmanas, etc., of the temple of 6ri Sundara 
Pancjya ‘Kvaramudaiyar. Nelson gives a summary of the 
inscription in his Madura Manual. See also Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 
29s, for Mr. SewelPs remarks which are of course antiquated. 

111 . On the inner gopuram of the Subrahmanya temple. A 
record of S. 1714, Paritapi, Pahguni 4, Wednesday, ^uklapaksha 
dvitlya, Revati, saying that when “ Asata Kepila Napapu was 
ruling and “ Amir Katar Sayapu ” was local Governor, and Raja- 
gDpal Rayar was diwan, a regiment of Europeans came to Madura, 
destroyed the temple, seized the town and were advancing 
further, when at the instance of the temple managers and local 
people, a certain Kutti, son of Vairavi Muttukkaruppan, threw 
himself down, in order to stop the enemy from further progress, 
from the tower and that the grateful people gave his descendants 
some lands and shares in temple food offerings as a reward, 
themselves undertaking to pay the tax on the endowed lands. 
See No. 60-C above. Tam. and Sans. Ins., No. 28, pp* 41 — 43. 

Ill- A. On the north^side of the tower. A record dated 1593 
(A.D. 1671). {Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 295.) 

111 -B. 37 of i908."-(Vatteluttu.) On one of the pillars in the 
rock-cut cave. A record of the Pandya king Marahjadaiyan, dated 
sixth year. See Ind^ Antq., VoL XXII, p. 67 ff. The king has not 
been identified. He might be the same as the sovereign who 
figures in Md. 21 and 22 above. 

— On the pillow side of the Pafichapandava 
beds on the eastern slope of the hill. Records in Brahmi charac- 
ters. Unread.

On a rock overhanging the 
Panchapandavar-padukkai. See Bp. Rep., 1908, p. 58. 

114 . 39 of 1908. — (Tamil.) Near the same rock. Records in 
the reign of the Saluva king Immadi-Nara^ihga-Maharaya a gift 
for the merit of Narasana-Nayaka by the governor of Madurai- 
mandalam, to the temple of Virabhadra-Nayinar at Varuchchiyur. 
Immadi Narasimha was the son of the usurper Saluva Nara^ihga, 
to be ultimately overthrown by the Tuluva Narasana Nayaka.

114-A. On the ardhamantapa of the Siva temple. A private 
gift of lands to the temple in S. 1400 (A.D. 1478). Antiquities, 
Vol. I, p. 295.

115. C.P. No. 164 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Records a document 
belraging to the Alagarkovil temple, professing to be executed 
in S. 1311 (A.D. 1389), Saumya. [The inconsistency of the dates 
and the nature of the inscription have made Mr. Sewell think that 
it is a modern forgery.] 

116. C.P. No. 165 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Records another grant 
belonging to the same temple, and the same remarks as No. 164 
apply to it. As it stands, it professes to have been executed in 
6. 1135 (A.D. 1213), Ananda. 

117. C.P. No. 166 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Another document, 
precisely similar in its rough, clumsy execution to the above. It 
comes from the same temple. It professes to have been executed 
in 1394 (A-D. 1472), Virodhi, during the (imaginary) reign of 
“ Mallikai Rayar,’ Arjuha Rayar, Virupakshi Rayar, Srirahga Rayar, 
^iva 4 ahku Rayar, Sapa^iva (? Sadaiiva) Rayar, Gopala Rayar 
and Ramadeva Rayar. ” 

117-A. Tamil and Sanskrit Inscriptions, No, 26. — A C.P. grant, 
dated K. 4707, Ananda, Tai 15, saying that an assembly of the 
Naiks, Ambalakaras, Kavundas, etc., met, inquired mto a suit 
between two cousins who were employed as watchmen in the 
Alagar temple, and divided the income® incumbent upon their 
offices equally. The inscription is very interesting for the method 
’ of administering justice in those days. It refers to a father’s killing 
his son for suspicion of theft. See pp. I12—II7. The inscription 
is said to be in the Collector’s office, Madura. 

118. 334 ^7/1908. — On the pillow-side of one of the beds in the 
huge cavern known as Pahchapandava-beds on the hill. A record 
in Brahmi characters. 

119. 80 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On a pillar of a mantapa in the 
temple of Sundararaja-PerumSl. A damaged record of the Choja 
king Rajarajake^arivarman alias ^rl-Rajarajadeva I, dated twenty- 
second year. Seems to register a gift of land. 

120 — 129. 70—79 of 1910. — (Brahmi.) On the roof of the 
cavern called Pahchapandavar-padukkai. ^‘The inscriptions,” 
says Mr. Krishna Sastri, are difficult of interpretation, being 
neither Pali nor Dravidian.” The numerous Jaina figures and beds 
and the Brahmi records “ existing in one and the same cavern, raise 
the suspicion that these caverns, once occupied by the Buddhists, 
were in a subsequent period appropriated by the Jaina ascetics.’^ 
{Mad. Ep. Rep.y 1910, p. 80.) .

“ this image ( tirumeni) was caused to he made by the glorious 
Ajjanandi*^^ See Nos. 13 — 20 above. 

132 . 563 of 1911. — (Vatteluttu verse.) On one of the stone 
beds in a second cavern on the same hill. Registers the several 
acts performed by a certain Pallidaraiyan, while he was in the 
service of the Pandya king (Valudi, Mlnavan). Amongst his 
services were the building of a bright vimdna, stopping the sea, 
protecting sacrifices at Tiruppodiyil by the power, s of his scholar- 
ship, asceticism and saintliness. [The Government Epigraphist 
says that there is an apparent reference here to Agastya and the 
Podiya mountain, but no information about the age of the Pandya 
and Pallidaraiyan mentioned here is available. “ The Vatteluttu 
characters however suggest a period approximating to the ninth 
century. A.D.^^ 

133 . In a Muhammadan tomb (^'the tomb of Chandasa ”), on 
another :part of the same hill. A much damaged Tamil record of

pandavamalai near MelQr. Records that a certain Sarigaran 
^irivallavan caused an image to be cut on the rock and gave thirty 
sheep for a lamp and an endowment for daily offerings. [A 
description of the Jain images of the place is given in Ep^ Rep>^ 
1910, p. 78* They are, in the Government Epigraphist’s opinion, 
remnants of a Jain temple or hermitage as at Settippodavu and 
Pechchippallam.] 

135 . 13s of 1903. — A Brahmi inscription. Unread.

140 . 134 of 1903. — On another rock in the same place. (Tamil.) 
A private record, dated VirOdhikrit, in modern characters. 

141 . 13s of 1903. — On a boulder in the same place. In archaic 
characters.

141 -A. In front of one of the two local choultries. Records that 
it was erected in S. 1703 (A.D. 1781). 

141 -B. A CP. grant in the “ Appar choultry ” recording gift of 
lands.

142 . 564 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On a rock near the AyyanSr 
temple. An unfinished and’ damaged record of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^ekharadeva (I, 
1268 — 1308), “who was pleased to take every country,” dated 
thirty-eighth year. Seems to record the gift of the village ^ihgan- 
kulam to PuliyQr-udaiya-Nayanar by the residents of Padirikkudi, 
in Tenparappuna(Ju.

Ancient Sulivaraganda. Besides the inscriptions given below 
Mr. Sewell gives two modern inscriptions, dated A.D. 1782, in the 
temple. 

143 . 122 of 1903. — (Taijiil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the local Agastye^vara temple. A record of the sixth 
year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara Papdya who conquered 
the Chola country. (Was it Maravarman, who ruled from 1216 to

■ 144 . 123 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the eleventh year of Sundara Pandya, making a gift of land. 

145 . 124 of 1903.— (Tamil.) In the same place. A record of 
the ninth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^ekharadeva record- 
ing gift of land. 

146 . 125 of 1903.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of- the same 
shrine. An incomplete epigraph of the fourteenth year of Jatavar- 
man Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara Pandya “ who conquered 
every country,” regarding a gift of land. [Mentions a certain 
Vaidyadhiraja. This king ruled from 1251 to 1264.] 

147 . 126 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the second year of Maravarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara 
Pandya (I, 1216—35), making a gift of land, 
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148 . 127 (?/ 1903 " — (Tamil.) At the entrance into the 

griha of the same shrineJ An incomplete inscription of the seventh 
year of ParSkrama Pandya recording gift of paddy for offerings to 
a shrine of Gapapati. 

149 . 128 (?/ 1903. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the manfapa 
in front of the same shrine. An epigraph of the eleventh year of 
Sundara Pandyadeva about a gift of land.^ Mentions a Samanta 
named Vlra,^ihgad 5 va, and a village called Sujivaraganda in Suravi 
nadu. 

150 . 129 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A similar 
record as the' above. 

151 . 130 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the fourth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara Pan(lyad 5 va. Mentions the thirteenth year of Kula- 
iekharadeva. 

152 . 131 of 1903. — On the same wall. Dated in the twenty- 
seventh year of Tribhuvanachakravartin KulaSekharadeva 
(Jatavarman, 1190 — 1217). A gift of land mentions Tiruvarapati 
nadu. Date corresponds to Wednesday, 29th March 1217. See 
Ef fnd., Vol. VIII, p. 275. 

153 . 132 0/1903. — On the front of the same temple. A record 
of the thirteenth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kuladekharadeva 
(Jatavarman, I190 — 1217), corresponding to Thursday, 6th October 
1216. Gift of land. Ibid.

154 . 136 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up at TiruvadavQr. 
A damaged record of the sixteenth year of Maravarman Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sundara Pandya ( 1 , 1216—35), who took the Chola 
country and performed the anointment of heroes and victors at 
Mudikonda^Olapuram. 

^ 155 . 137 of 1903.— (Tamil.) On a slab lying in the big tank 
in the same place. A damaged record of Vi^vanatha Naik, record- 
ing gift for the merit of Muttu Virappa Naiker Aiyan.

156 -A. C.P. No. 163 of Mr. Sewell’s List. — Records grant of a 
choultry in the village in 1 1571. K. 4750, VirOdhi (A.D. 1649). 
Mr. Sewell doubts its genuineness. 

156 -B. On a stone in front of the choultry. Rdcords grant of 
lands in S. 1571 by Muttulihga, son of 'Tondilihga Nayaka.

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who reigned from A.D. 1660 to 1682. The grant was made in the 
year in which Alakadri was in power in the place of his brother. 
[For the circumstances under which this happened see Madura 
Manual, Taylor’s O.H. MSS. and my Hist., Ndik King, Madura, in Ind. 
Antq^ Alakadri recognizes the nominal suzerainty of SiT 
Virapratapa Sri Rahga Raya Maharaja.

158 '. 3180/1908. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Chitrarathavallahha-Perumal temple. Records in 
the eleventh year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Srivallabhadevathat a native of Mahgadu, a village in 
Marigadu-nadu in Puliyar-kottam, a district of Tondai-mandalam, 
made a gift of a number of lands collectively named Kula^gkhara- 
mahgalam to the temple of Tiruchchakkarattalvar at Sojantaka- 
chaturvSdimahgalam in Pagandr-kQrram and registers an order of 
the king regarding certain changes to be made in these lands. 
Mentions Parakkiramapdndiyan-kallanai. 

159 . 319 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the twenty-second year the confirmation of a previous grant made 
to the ^rl-Vaishpavas of the temple, by order of Kalihgarayan. 
[The throne of Maravarman Kula^ekhara I was named after 
Kalihgarayan.]" 

160 . 320 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the twenty-second year (of ?) confirms a previous grant made to the 
Srl-Vaishnavas of the temple, by order of Kalihgarayan. 

161 . 321 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Dated in the 
seventh year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin ^rlvallabhadeva. Records gift of gold by a mer- 
chant of Keralantakapuram in Nerkkuppai-nadu, for offerings to 
the image of Uyyakkondalvar set ' up by him in the temple of 
“ Paramasvamin who was pleased to stand ” at Tiruchchakk^a- 
tlrtham in PaganQr-kurram. [Srivallabha was a contemporary of 
Maravarman Sundara Pandya 1 , 1216 — 35.] 

163 . ^22 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. Dated in the 
reign of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Srivallabhad 5 va. Records in his twenty-second year that 
the grant mentioned in No. 159 above was issued while the king 
was seated on his throne in his palace at Madura on the eastern 
side of Madakkulam. 

163 . 323 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. Records in the second ye^ of the Pandya king Jata- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin SrIvallabhadSva gift of 
money for a lamp to the temple of the god (emberumdn) at 
Tiruchchakkaratirtha. [This inscription apparently is the one 
referred to in Burgess and Natesa Sastri’s Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., 
No. 16, pp. 8-9.]

Records in the sixteenth year of the Pandya 
king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin ^rlvallabhadeva 
that further changes were made in the lands granted under the 
name Kula^ekharaniahgalam by a native of Mahgadu (see No. 158 
above), on account of a mistake committed by the ryots, which 
was reported by the assembly of Solantaka-chaturvedimahgalam. 

On the south wall of 
the same shrine. Registers the lease to a Brahmana of a specified 
temple land in Parakkiramapandiyan-kattalai, situated to the east 
of Parakkiramapandiyan kallanai.

Refers in his ninth year to the 
same lease which is here stated to have been made at the instance 
of Kalingaraya. See No. l6l above. 

167 . 327 of 1908. — (Tamil and Grantha.) On the south and 
east walls of the mantapa in front of the same shrine. A damaged 
record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kula^ekharadeva (I, 1 II90 — 1217), dated fifteenth year. 
Refers to the construction of . a mantapa and a mdligai named 
after the king. The„workis said to have been undertaken at the 
instance of a native of Tirunelveli alias Kula^ekharachaturvedi- 
mangalam in Kllyembanadu. See Tam, and Sans, Inscrns,^ No. 13, 
pp. 6-7. 

168 . 328 of 1908. — (Tamil, verse.) At the entrance into the 
kitchen of the same temple. A record of the Pandya king Para- 
krama-Pandya in his ninth year. Mentions Srlvallava-Vinnagar. 
Below the inscription is engraved an incomplete introduction 
beginning with the words tirumagal jayamagal, etc. 

169 . 329 of 1908.“— (Tamil, verse.) On a pillar lying in the 
courtyard of the same temple. Records that the pillar was the 
gift of Sirrambalamudaiyan Pandarangi-Vanan. 

16 9 -A. On the south side door-jamb of the mani-mantapam. A 
record of Sundara Pandya Brahmadhi alias Somayaji Srivallabha 
of Tirunilaikal-Punnamangalam.

A fragmentary record 
of the ninth year of Tennava Parakrama Pandya, Sirivana-vanji- 
vallava, etc. Ibid,, No. 15, p. 8.

170 . 44 6>/I9o 8. — (Tamil.) On the north, south and east walls 
of the temple, on the hill, Records in S. 1410, expired, Kilaka, a 
gift by Timmachchi-Nayakar Tirumalaiyan of Toiidai-mandalam, 
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a feudatory of Mahabali-Vanadhiraja. The hill is called Siddha- 
malai. Mahabali Vanadhiraja was not improbably the son of that 
Mahabali Vana who embraced the creed of Prabandhic Vaishna- 
vism as taught by Sri Manavala Mahamuni.] 

171 . 45 of 1908. — (Brahmi.) On the beds in the Pancha- 
pandavar-padukkai in a cavern on the same hill. Unread. 

172 . 460/ 1908. — (Tamil.) In the same cavern. Contains the 
name Tripuradeviyar with the syllable ,§n prefixed to it. [The 
name might have been cut at the instance of the Tantric Teacher 
referred to in the next epigraph.] 

173 . 47 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the rock near the sandals 
engraved close to the same cavern. Records that a native of 
Vikramacholapuram named Selvaghanasambandar got the sandals 
engraved of Sahajanandanatha. _The latter was “ author of the 
Mandrama, a commentary on the Anandalahari.” In the colophon 
of this work he is described as the pupil of the ascetic Sachchi- 
danandanatha, who, according to the Catalogus Catalagorum, was 
also the teacher of Vidyanandanatha, author of the Tantric work 
SauhhSgya-ratnakara. As Vidyanandanatha is said to have been a 
native of the Tamil country ( Dravidavishaya) at the end of the 
Saulhdgya-ratndkara (Dr. Hultzsch’s Rep,, Sans. MSS., Ill, p. 59 ) it 
is not unlikely that his fellow-disciple Sahajanandanatha also 
belonged to Southern India.”

174 . 118 of 1910. — (Vattejuttu.) On a slab set up on the plat- 
form of the railway station. An epigraph of the fourteenth year 
of the Pandya king Sadaiyamaran. Records gift of 25 cows for a 
lamp, to the “big temple” at Tirumaygnanam which was a 
brahmadeya in PaganQr-kQrram, by the wife of Tennavan Aiiuk- 
kapperaraiyan alias Panaiyan Manikkan who was a native of 
Perum-PaganUr. [He was an early chief, but the materials are 
not sufficient to identify him with any in the ^Velvikudi list. He 
might be either Jatilavarman who was the donor of the Vejvikudi 
grant or his grandfather.] 

17 5 . 78 of 1905. On the west wall of the central shrine in 
the Janakanarayana temple.

177 . 80 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the second year of Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
dara Pandyadeva (I or II ?) remitting certain taxes on the occasion 
of his coronation. 
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178 . 81 ofigos. — (Tamil.) In the same place. Records in the 
second year of Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^ekhara- 
deva (I ?, 1190 — 1217) a fresh settlement of the assessment in certain 
lands. 

179 . 82 of 1905. — (Grantha and Tamil.) In the same place. 
A record of the second year of Maravarman Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Sundara Pandya, Registers a grant similar to the above 
epigraph and refers to the twenty-seventh year (apparently of 
the king^s predecessor).

Kula^ekharadeva. Records gift of gold by a chief from southern 
Kohgu. [Was the king the sovereign who ruled from II90 to 1217 ?] 

184 . 9^/1894. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Pandya king Ko-MSravarman alias Parakrama- 
Pandya-deva. [Is this identical with the inscription of nine lines 
beginning with Parakrama Vikrama Pandya which Burgess and 
Natesa Sastri refer to ?] 

185 . 10 of 1894. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
fourth year of the Pandya king Ko-Jatavarman alias Sn-Vallabhay 
dpva gift of a lamp. See No. I8l above. 

186 . II 6?/* 1894. — (Tamil.) On the inside of the north wall 
of the second prakara of the same temple. An incomplete record 
of the Pandya king Ko-Jatavarman alias Vikrama-Pandyadeva, 
dated fourth year. [There was a king of this name who was the 
contemporary of Virachampa and who lived about A.D. 1315.] 

187 . 12 of 1894. — (Tamil.) On the same side of the same wall. 
A damaged record of the Pandya king Ko-Maravarman alias 
Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, I2l6 — 35), “who distributed the Chola 
country (among Brahmanas),” dated ninth year. 

188 . I3<?/i 894. — (Tamil.) On the inside of the south wall of 
the same prakara. Records in the second year the Pandya king 
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Ko-JatSvarman alias Kula^Skharadgva gift of land. See No. 183 
above. 

189 . 14 of 1894. — (Tamil.) On the same side of the same wall. 
Records in the third year of the Pandya Ko-Jatavarman alias 
Kula^ekharadgva gift of land. See No. 183 above. 

190 . On a stone on the western side of the garbhagriham. 
Burgess and Natesa Sastri give the beginning alone of an inscrip- 
tion of 46 lines and this shows that it is dated in 1551, Paritapi 
(date is inconsistent). See Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., p. 5, No. II. 

191 . On the south side wall of the garbhagriham. A frag- 
ment at the end of an inscription written by Tiruvitipillai alias 
Vldividaiigan Maninayakan and testified to by " Sgndappiran, 
the barber attached to this temple.” Ibid., p. S, No. lO. [This may 
be the end of one of the inscriptions above.] 

193 . 121 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara in the Mfilasthang^vara temple. Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kongrmaikondan records in his fourth year gift of land to the 
ascetics in the Vananayakan-miJ/Afl situated south of the temple of 
Mtllasthanam Udaiyar in Ten-Kallaga-nadu, by certain residents 
of ^slakylantaka-chaturvgdimangalam in PaganQrkflrram. 

193 . 122 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
dara-Pandyadgva ( 1 , 1216 — 35), “who was pleased to take the Chola 
country ” recording in his fourth year a gift of land to the same 
mafha. 

194 . 123 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged and incomplete record of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^gkharadgva 
(1268-1308) “ who was pleased to take all countries,” dated twenty- 
third year.

Gift ^f Eravamangalam village 
to the God Yellaya Tamburanar for worship. 

On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the twenty-second year of the Pandya king 
Ko-Jatavarman alias Vira-Pandyadeva.

Records that KonSrinmaikondan granted the 
village Avanivgndanellar for the offering of food and worship to 
the God Pillaiyar Avanivandar and Sthanattar.

273 -B. Below the above. Records that Vira-Pandyadgva 
granted some land in the village of Pajani during the eighth year 
of his reign to the God Pillayar. Ibid., No. 12. 

273 -C. In the Dandayudhapani temple. Records that Rama- 
r^ar and Navakumbavandan granted 612 mas of land in the 
village of Sundara PandyanellQr to the God Dandayudhasvami 
in the reign of Kongrinmaikondan. .Ibid., No. 14. 

273 -D. On the east of vimanam in the temple. Records that 
the inhabitants of Amarapandyanellllr granted the village - of 
Sundara-PandyanellQr to the God Nayanar in the twenty-sixth 
year of the reign of Vlrapandyadgva. Ibid., No. 1 5. 

2 7 3 -E. On the west of the inner temple of Lakshmlnarayapap.- 
perumal at Pajani village. Records a grant of the land of

Records that Kongrinmaikondan 
granted five mas of land to God Subrahmanya. Ibid., No. 21. 

373 - 1 . North of the inner temple. A damaged record of the 
fourth year of Rajarajadgva.

273 -J. On a stone at the foot of the Palani mountain near a 
canal. A damaged grant of Kumarachinnappanayaka to God 
Velayudhasvami in Ananda. Ibid., p. 85, No. 48. 

374 . C.P. 24 of Mr. SewelVs List. — (Tamil.) Records the erection 
of a chattram by a pilgrim named Verna Reddi,on the Palani hills. 
The epigraph is engraved by his descendant Rahga Reddi in 
1728 (A.I). 1806), Akshaydy “ in the reign of Mahgammal and under 
the management of Immadi, Kumara Chinnoba Naik of Palani.^^ 
The Reddis give an agreement that for the maintenance of the 
charity and for worship they will pay a tax of two panams by the 
bridegroom and two by the bride in every marriage, etc. The first 
portion of the grant contains a great eulogy of Subrahmanya.

276 . A C.P. grant belonging to the Palani temple (No. 31 of 
Burgess and Natesa Sastri^s Tam. and Sans, hts., pp. 125 — 31). 
Records that in the reign of Chinnoba Naik (whose genealogy is 
given) of the Vaikapuri province (who was a polygar under the 
Madura Naiks who are enumerated down to.Tirumal Naik), the 
Viramudivalars of the four countries of Chera, Chola, Pandya and* 
Tonda, undertook to maintain the charity of feeding six persons 
every new moon and twelve persons every Monday in the Matham 
of the Siva temple. One Chidambaramudaiyar Sivan was ordered. 
inK. 4584 (A.D. 1483), Tai. 15, Monday to conductthe charity; 
The charity was to be maintained by contributions of the Vira- 
mudivalars throughout the country at the rate of two panams for 
every family, one panam for every bridegroom, one for the 
bride and half pa^iam for every Pillayar pujai feast. The inscrip- 
tion is full of fulsome praises of the polygar and gives an 
imaginary list of -Vijayanagar and Madura rulers.

On the north wall of the 
Periya UdaiySr temple near Pajani. A record of the Kerala king 
Viranarana Virakeraja. Mentions in his eleventh year the village 
of Iravimahgalam. This and the following epigraphs show that 
the Kerala dynasty owned possessions which extended as far as 
Pajani. The identification of this chief is for the present 
impossible. See Cb. 106. 

278.707 0/1905. — (Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A partly 
damaged record of the Kerala king Viranaranar Virakerala, dated 
in his eighth year. Mentions Kedaimangalam and Amarabhujamga. 
See Cb. 106. Vira Kerala was a title assumed by various kings, and 
it is impossible to exactly identify the present king. [Was he a 
contemporary of Viranarayana Parantaka Chela (906 — 47) ?] 

A mutilated 
record of the Kerala king Viranarana Ati^aya^Ojadeva, dated thirty- 
first year.

Records 
in the twenty-ninth year the Kerala king Viranarana Virakerala 
gift of a gold ornament.

A muti- 
lated record of the Kerala king Virakerala Viranarana, dated sixth 
year. Mentions Ve^alippadi. See No. 277 above. 

287 . 7160/ 1905.— (Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record of the Kerala king Virakerala Amarabhujam- 
gavarman, the date of which is lost. See Cb. Nos. 121 and 120 
where Ravivarma and AmarabhQjauga are implied to be the same, 
[Were Virakerala and Kokkandan Ravi the same ?] 
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^ 88 . 717 <?/ 1905 ' — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Choja (?) king ParakSsarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Perumal ViracholadSva, “ who reigned over the two 
Kohgus together,” the date of which is lost. Mentions the temple 
of Parame^uramudaiyar of Iravarur in Vaigavi-nadu. 

A mutilat- 
ed record of Viranarana Ati^aya^Ojadeva, the date of which is lost. 

A much- 
damaged record of Vlranarapa Ati^aya 4 ol.adgva, the date of which 
is lost. See No. 279. 

391 . 720 of 1905. — (Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record of Viranarana Ati^aya^Ojadeva, the date of which 
is lost. Next to this is a much-damaged Chola inscription in Tamil 
characters.

On the west wall of the Periya- 
vudaiyar temple. Records in the twenty-eighth year of Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Konerinmaikondan gift of land. Mentions Kodai- 
mangalam alias Ella^Oja-chaturvedimarigalam in Vaigavtir-nadu. 
The temple is called Iruviral-Paramg^varam-Udaiya-Nayanar. 
Refers to the goddesses set up by Vikrama-Pandya-Gahganara- 
yana-Chakravartin.

Records in 
his twentieth year the gift of the door-post by a native of 
Pulariyur in Andanadu. [It seems that the king might be the 
Kohgu chief who ruled from 1004 to 1045.]

Dated in the eighteenth year of Chola (?) king Virarajendradeva- 
Records the gift of the door-post by a native of Pulariyilr in 
PohgalQr Kananadu (Pohgalukka-nadu). 

395 . 457 of 1907. — (Tamil.) (Noticed by Mr. Sewell in his Anti- 
quities, I, p. 288.) On the north wall of the same shrine. A fragment 
of record of the Chola king Vikrama-Choladeva, dated twenty- 
second year. Close to this is another fragment belonging to the 
ninth year of the reign of a Pandya king whose name is lost 

396 . 458 of 1907.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A fragment of record of Raj ake sari varman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin, the date of which is lost. Records the gift of a 
lamp to the shrine of Nachchinarkiniyar. Another fragment refers 
itself to the reign of a Papdya king whose name is lost. A third 
one is dated in the eleventh year of some king. Nachchinarkini* 
yar reminds us of the Tamil commentator. See Cb. Nq. 23.

On the south wall of the Briha- 
damba shrine in the same temple. An incomplete record of Tri~ 
bhuvanachakravartin KonSrkondan. Refers to a disturbance in 
the ninth year of the king’s reign. 

299 . 461 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Briha- 
damba shrine in the Choli^vara temple. Records in the reign 
of Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin kl-Vlrarajen- 
dradeva gift of money for a lamp to the shrine of Chande^vara- 
Pillaiyar. The date of the record is lost. The king referred to 
was apparently not the Ch 5 la but the Kohgu one. See No. 302. 

Records in 
the eighth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva 
gift of money for a lamp to the shrine of Tiruppandi^varamudaiyar.

An incomplete 
record of Tribhuvanachakravartin KOnerimaikondan, dated 
thirteenth year.

Records in the reign of 
Kula^ekhara-Perumal, in S. 159I) expired and K. A. 844, Kllaka, gift 
of land in GQdalUr by the king to Nedumakkal-Panikkar in order to 
provide for worship at the following temples. Mahgaladsvi- 
Aminan, Alagar, Vanmikanathasvamin, Periyarru-^asta, Punai- 
yarru-Sasta and Nadaikkal Bhagavati.

A record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman seeming to record the gift of a flower 
garden. The historical iiitroduction begins pumaruviyd tirumadan- 
dai. End built in. 

321 . 143 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine, - Records in the nineteenth year of the Pandya king Mara- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Papcjyadgva, “ who

On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Nllakanthe^vara temple 
in the same village. Records in the nineteenth year of the 
Pandya king Sundara-Pandyadeva gift of land for conducting 
festivals, etc., in the temples of Tirumarudanduraiyudaiya Naya- 
nar, and Rajaraja-Kvaramudaiya Nayanar at KudalUr alias Raja- 
chudamani-chaturvedimahgalam in Ala-nadu.

The temple is 
called Rajendra-ChaMvaramudaiya-Nayinar at Periyakulam in 
Neduhgula-nadu. Built in Viradhikrit at the end. 

330 . 411 0/1907. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Subrah- 
manya shrine in the same temple. A fragment of record of the 
Pandya king -Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara 
PandyadSva (I or II ?), dated fifteenth year. 

331 . 412 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A fragment of record of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadsva, dated fifteenth 
year. [It is difficult to say, whether the king is identical with 
the one who came to the throne in 1216 or 1239 — probably the 
former.] 

332 . 413 0/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On a stone built into the floor of 
the ardha-mantapa of the same shrine. A fragment of record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin “ who 
was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes,” dated ninth 
year. [The king, it is certain, was the first of the name and ruled 
from 1216 to 1235.] 

333 . 414 <7/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On stones built into the floor of 
the courtyard of the same temple. A fragment of record of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadgva (I, 1216—35), “ who was pleased to perform the anoint- 
ment of heroes.” Date uncertain. 

334 . 415 <7/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On a stone built into the west wall 
of the Kailasanatha temple on the hill near the same village. 
Records the gift of the stone. 

335 . 416 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the west, south and north 
bases of the same temple. Records in the nineteenth year of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva (I, 1216 — 35), “who took the Chola country and was 
pleased to perform the anointment of heroes at Mudigondachola- 
puram,” gift of land to the temple of Tirumalaiyil-Nayanar at 
Vglakularama-nallQr in Msneduhgalanadu. 

336 . 417 0/ 1907. — (Grantha.) On the rock to the west of the 
same temple. Mentions Sundararaja Alagiya-Perumal in Tamil. 

337 . 418 of 1907.— (Grantha.) On the same rock. Mentions 
Sundararaja Alagiya-Perumal in Tamil. A damaged record. 

338 . 419 0/ 1907.— (Tamil.) On a slab set up in a field near 
the same village. Dated in ^arvarin. On the same slab is another 
Tamil record, dated in the Parthiva year.

339 . 428 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the south waif of the central 
shrine in the Rajasimhe 4 vara temple. Records in the third or 
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thirtieth yeg,r of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kula^ekharadsva ( 1 , 1268 — 1 308) “ who was pleased 
to take every country ” a sale of land. Mentions the temple of 
Rajasimhe^varamudaiya-Nayanar in Sn Arikesari-nallur, a hrah- 
madeya in Ala-nadu. [See Ep. Ind., Vol. X, p. 140, where it is 
pointed out that the date (Rishabha, PQrvapaksha, Chaturthi, 
Thursday, Punarvasu) corresponded either to May 14th, A.D. T271 
or May isth, A.D. 1298.] 

340 . 429 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kula^gkharadeva ( 1 , 1268 — 1308) “who was pleased to take 
every country,” dated forty-first year. Refers to the tenth year of 
Sri-Sundara-Pandyadeva. 

341 . 430 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
twenty-sixth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vlra-Pandyad 5 va gift of the proceeds of contributions 
on the sale of certain articles of merchandise. Mentions Pillai- 
Kula^ekhara-Mahabali Vanarayar, also the temple of Vikrama- 
Pandl^varamudaiya-Nayanar at Sivallavanpadaividu. The Gov- 
ernment Epigraphist points out that the name Kulaiekhara 
Vanarayar was perhaps taken from either the son or father ofVlra 
Pandya and that as Maravarman Kula^Skhara I was preceded by 
a Jatavarman Vira Pandya, we have to identify the ruling king of 
this epigraph with him. 

343 . 431 0/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. An unfinished record of the Papdya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^gkharadSva (I, 1268 — 1308), 
“ who was pleased to take every country, ” dated fqrty-first year. 
The temple is called Udaiyar TiruppQlandurai Uraiudaiyar alias 
Rajasimha-ChOlI^varamudaiyar at Arikgsari-nallQr. See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. X, p. 141, where it is pointed out that the details of the date (Ani, 
14, Purvapaksha I, Monday, Punarvasu) corresponded to Monday, 
9th June, A.D. 1309. Mr. R. Sewell remarks that this is the latest 
date of the king thus far available ; and that the present epigraph 
further proves “that the king’s reign could not have begun before 
the lOth June 1268, and gives us as the limit of possible accession 
the period June lOth to 27th, 1268 A.D.” 

343 . 432 <7/ 1907.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
igkharadgva “who was pleased to take every country,” in his 
twenty-sixth year, Records gift of land b;^ the mahasabha, the 
pannaiseyvargal and the veliseyvdrgal of ^rI-A.rikgsari-nallur, a 
brahmadeya in Ala-nadu.

Records in the sixth year 
of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin

certain articles of merchandise. 

345 . 434 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. ’ Records in 
the seventh year of the Pandya king Jafavarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadgva gift of- certain contribu- 
tions on exports for maintaining a flower garden. Mentions the 
temple referred to in No. 341. See Ep. hid., Vol. X, p. 144, where 
Mr. Sewell points out that the details of the date (Makara, PQrva 3, 
Friday, Mrigadirsha) correspond to no regular date either in 
the reign of Jatavarman I (1251—64) or Jatavarman (1276 — 90), 
called the second by Mr. Sewell and third by Mr. Swamikannu 
Pillai. 

346 . 435 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the shrine of 
the goddess Sivakami in the same temple. A damaged record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
dekharadsva (I, 1268 — 1309), “ who was pleased to take every 
countfy,” dated third year. Seems to record a gift of land. 

347 . 436^/1907. — (Tamil.) On stones built into the mantapa 
in front of the same temple. ' A record of the Pandya king Mara- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-PandyadSva (I? 
1216 — 3S), “who was pleased to present the Ch 5 la country,” in his 
tenth year. The stones are out of order. 

348 . 437 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Lakshmi- 
narayana-Perumal temple in the same village. Records in the 
fifteenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Parakrama-Pandyadsva gift of money for a lamp. 

349 . 438(7/1907. — ^(Vattejuttu.) On the same wall. Records 
gift of lamp to the temple of TirunaduvQr-Pattalagar in Ari- 
kesarinallQr. Mentions VadavQr in Ten-Parappu-nadu. 

350 . 439 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Chola king ParakSsarivarman alias irl- 
Rajgndra-ChOla dgva (I, 1012 — 43) in his fifth year. Sale of land for 
a lamp to the shrine of Durga-Paramg 4 variyar by the assemblies of 
three villages, viz., ArikgsarinallQr, Arapadaiekharamaiigalam and 
Mandaragauravamaiigalam. It seems that the price of one maMni 
of land was fifteen kdsus. 

351 . 4^0 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the forty-sixth year of the Pandya king Sadaiyamaran an 
agreement referring to a channel called Srikandavaykkal. [It is 
not improbable that the king was the same as the donor of the 
Velvikudi grant who lived about A.D. 770.) See also Md. 22. 

353 . 441 of 1907. — (Vattejuttu.) On the same wall. Records 
in the tenth year of the Pandya king Saciaiyamaran gift of gold 
fo5 a lamp to the temple of Tirunaduvu-Paftalagar in Arikgsari- 
nallQr, a brahmadeya in AJa-nadu. [Was hg the son of the king 
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of the above epigraph agid the father of Varagunavarman who 
ascended the throne in A.D. 862 ?] ^ 

353 . 442 0/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the ninth year of the Papdya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kula^ekharadeva gift of fifty sheep for a lamp to the NaduvilkOyil 
at Tirupputtur (a hamlet of) Arikesarinallur, a bralimadeya in 
Ala-nadu. 

354 . 443 £>/I907. — (Vatteluttu.) On the north wall of the same 

temple. An incomplete record of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman, dated thirty-sixth year. Records gift of a lamp. Mentions 
Arikesarinallar. ' ^ 

355 . 444 1907.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A fragment of 

record, dated second year (of a certain king). 

356 . 445 of 1907. — (I'amil.) On the same wall. A fragment of 

record of the Pandya king Jata varman Tribhuvanachakravar- 

tin Kula^ekharadev^ (I ?), dated thirty-first year* 

357 . 446 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the eleventh year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kula^ekharadSva gift of a lamp.

358 . 447 of 1907. — (Vatteluttu.) On the north wall of the 
Lakshminarayana-Perumal temple. Records in the ninth year of 
the Pandya king Sadaiyamaran gift of fifty sheep for a lamp by a 
certain Nagan Vikkiramadichchan.

359 . 4486)/ 1907 — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin KuJa^ekharadeva 
recording in his ninth year gift of fifty sheep for a lamp. 

360 . 449 £>/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, 1216 — 35), ‘ who was pleased to 
present the Chola country,’ dated eleventh year. 

361 . 450 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the second year of the Pandya king Jatavaram alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kula^ekharadeva (I or II ?) a grant of land. 

362 . 451 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On the north, west and south 
walls of the same temple. A record of the Pandya king Jatavar- 
man alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^ekharadSva (I or II?) in 
his thirteenth year. The stones are out of order. One of them 
mentions the twenty-first year of some king, 

363 . 452 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a stone built into the wall 
of the kitchen in the same temple. A damaged record of the 
Chola king Rajendra-CholadOva, dated fourth year. Mentions the 
assemblies of Arikesarinallur, Mandiragauravamaiigalam and 
Tirupputtur, which was apparently a hamlet of the other three.

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. 364 . 453 ofl^T. — (Vattejuttu.) On a stone lying in front of 
the same temple. A fragmentary record. 

365 . 454 0/1907. — (Vatteluttu.) On a pillar lying'in the same 
place. A fragment of record. Seems to mention TirupputtQr. 

366 . C.P. No. 13 0/1907. — A record of the Pandyaking (whose 
name is lost) in his eighteenth year. It is in Sanskrit and Tamil. 
Opens with two verses in Sanskrit, of which the first contains an 
invocation to Vishnu and the second a prayer for the prosperity of 
the Pandya kings. Then follows a Tamil passage in the Vattejuttu 
alphabet describing in general terms the achievements of Pandyan 
kings. The first historical person is Jayanta Varman. His son 

■ was Arikesarin Maravarman, a friend of the Brahmans, performer 
of tulahhara, etc. His son (name missing), who is called the 
remover of the Kali, age, fought a battle at MarudQr. The last 
plate shows that the object granted was land and the executor was 
one Tayan Singan, the Uttaramantrin of Kun 4 llr in KundUr Kiirjram 
in Andanadu. 

367 . C.P, No. 14 u/ 1907. — “The larger Chinnamanur plates.” 
Four plates in Sanskrit and three in Tamil. The historical part 
gives the genealogy of the early Pandyan dynasty from Arikesarin 
to Rajasimha 11, Abhimanameru Maravarman. In his eighteenth 
year he gave, while encamped in the village of Chulal in Rajasim- 
hakulakll, the village of Narcheygai PuttQr in Alanadu to a Brah- 
man of the Kaudikagotra. The Tamil portion gives more details of 
the same line of kings. See Ep. Rep., 1907, pp. 64—69, for a detailed 
discussion of the value and importance of this and the previous 
epigraph. See the Pandyan genealogy.

368 . 7220/1905.— (Vattejuttu.) Above the first three images 
first row, on the Karuppannasami rock. A damaged record of the 
Pandya king Sadaiyamaran, dated twentieth year. The Govern- 
ment Epigraphist points out that there is no clue as to the time in 
which he lived, whether he was earlier or later than Varguna 
Pandya. See No. 352 and ^uchlndram. Cape Comorin, Tiruppa- 
daimarudOr and Kudumiyamalai inscriptions. 

377 , 723 to 0/1905. (Vattejuttu.) Below the same 
images. Mention Venbaikudi-nadu (No. .723), ArattanSmipperiyar, 
pupil of Attopavasigal (No. 725), Sengudi-nadu (Nos. 728 and 731) 
and Ajjanandi (No. 729). 

378 . - 732 of 1905.— (Vatteluttu.) On a boulder near the same 
rock. Records a gift of money by Anantavira-Adigal for a lamp 
to the shrine of Tirukkunagiridgva. 

379 , 733 of 1905. (Tamil.) On a slab set up at the main 
entrance into the Kalahastl^vara temple in the same village. The 
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Nayaka queen Mangammal (1689 — 1705) records in Kaliyriga 4794, 

1615, SrTmukha, gift of land, [Mr. Sewell evidently misreads 
the date as S. 1415 or A.D. 1493.]

380 . 422 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a stone lying near the Kanni^- 
vara temple. A record of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravar- 
tin Sundara-Pandyadeva. Mentions in his thirteenth year one of 
the sons_or disciples of Aghoradeva of the Nandike^vara santana 
and the Amundamadam. See Cd. 72. 

381 . 423 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a second stone in the same 
place. A record of the Pandya king Vikkira-Pandyadeva in his 
fifth year. Mentions the temple of Kannudai-Ichcharamudaiya- 
Nayanar, 

382 . 424 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a third stone in the same 
place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Krishnadeva-Maharaya 
in S. 1451, Sarvadharin. The temple is called Udaiyar KannT^ura- 
mudaiya-Nayanar at Pullai-nallur alias Vlra-Pandya-nallur. 

383 . 425 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a fourth stone in the same 
place. A fragment of record of the Pandya king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vikrama-Pandyadeva, dated sixth year. Mentions 
Pullinallur in Ala-nadu. 

384 . 426 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a fifth stone in the same place, 
A record of the Pandya king Vikrama-Pandyad6va in his seventh 
year. Mentions the temple of Udaiyar Kannudai-Ichcharamu- 
daiya-Nayanar at Pullainallur in Ala-nadu. 

385 . 427 of 1907. — (Tamil.) On a sixth stone in the same 
place. Records in the thirteenth year of the Pandya king Sundara- 
Pandyadeva “ who was pleased to present the Chola country 
the construction of the doorway of the ardhamantapa in the temple 
of Kannudai-Ichcharamudaiya-Nayanar at Pullainallur iii Ala- 
nadu, a subdivision of Pandi-mandalam.

386 -A. A C.P. grant in the 6iva temple (Tamil) recording gift

On the Anaimalai hill close to the 
Vedanarayana-PerumSl temple. Records in the thirty-fifth year of 
the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kula^ekharadeva (I, 1268— 1309), " who was pleased to take every 
country,” sale of land to the God Sgnapati-Ajyar in the Kalameghan 
(temple). 

388 . 459 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On a stone set up in a field near 
the same temple. Records that the temple is called Nayanar 
Anjada-Perumal alias Vedanathar on the bank of the tank called 
Brahmatirtha in the middle of the Tungavanam forest. The forest 
belonged to the district of Vslaiigal parru on the eastern side of 
the Tiruvanaimalai hill to the north of TirumbgQr in Ten-Parappu- 
nadu. 


Kongar-Puliyangulam. 

The Epigraphical Department at first wrongly included under 
this village the inscriptions 39 — 42 above.

On rock near the Jaina 
images- on the hill. A much damaged record, referring to the 
cutting of the images.

(A.D. 1656) Tirumala Nayakka of Madura proceeded on a tour 
round his territories, and, being hospitably entertained by a man 
of the Kaundan caste in the village, made him a grant of lands as 
a reward for his loyalty.

395 . 395 of 1914.— (Tamil.) On ajtone set up near the Siva 
temple. Records in S. 1565, Pramadi, Ani, sixteenth day, gift of 
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the village of Tirumalasamudram to the temple of ^okkanatha- 
svamin for conducting certain festivals in the months of Tar, 
Vaiya^i and Ani for the merit of Tirumalai-Nayakkar (1623 — 59), 
son of Vi^vanatha-Nayakkar. 

Sinduppatti, 

396 . On a stone in front of the Verikatachalapati temple. 
(Tamil.) Records that, in Tai 2 of year Bhava, the inhabitants 
of the country of Tidiyan gave to God Tiruvehkatanathaof Sindup- 
patti all the lands fit for ploughing in the village of Era-pappana- 
patti, a part of Tummakkundu (a village in the Tirumangalam 
taluk). This is No, 27 of Burgess and Natesa Sastri’s Tarnil and 
Sanskrit Inscrns,, p. 40.

397 . On the south wall of the Kailasanathasvami temple. 
(Tamil.) A donation, for the purpose of conducting the *'Rudra- 
parayana,'’ by two Naiks in S. 651 (mistake for 1568), Vyaya, Tai, 
TrayOda^i, Sravana, Sivaratri.

On the inside of the north wall of 
the enclosure of the temple. A record of the Pandya king 
K0“Jatavarman alias Sundara-Pandyadeva (I or II ?), dated in his 
ninth year. [See Ibid.^ p. 10, where a description of the temple is 
given.] 

399 . On the back wall of the prakaram of the temple. (Old 
Tamil.) A record of the twenty-third year of Jat^varman Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Kula^ekharadeva (I,,?

[It is difficult to say who this 
Kodai Ravi was. A chief of this name figures in the Cochin Jews’ 
Deed attributed by Burnell to the eighth century A.D,]

5. 12 of 1901.— (Vatteluttu.) On a slab in the courtyard. 

Records grant of land.

6. 10^1/1901. — (Vatteluttu.) On a slab set up in the courtyard 
of the Karipura temple.

7. 2 of 1901. — (Vatteluttu.) On a stone set up in the Madilagat- 
tambalam. Appears to record a grant of land. King’s name 
illegible.

Vatteluttu record. 

11 . On a granite rock in the hamlet of Nerambil. A Vattejuttu 
and Malayalam record. The latter gives the word adiyodi.

12 . In the village of Chunda, on the south side of the Kuruvu 
Karu temple. No details given. 

Kayardla. 

13 . In the local temple, on a slab. A Devanagari epigraph. 

Kuttiyattur. 

14 . In the gate of the temple, on a stone. In “unknown" 
characters. 

Madai (Madayi). 

This place is supposed to be the ancient Mazare. For the 
description of the fort constructed by Eli Perumal, the Jews’ Tank 
(which suggests an early Jewish colony), the mosque and other 
antiquities see Malabar Gazr-, pp. 397 - 8 . 

15 . In the local mosque. An Arabic inscription commemorating 
its foundation in H. 518 (A.D. I124). 

16 . In the same village. A record stating that a tank was 
constructed by a Hindu.

17 . On a slab in the building on the temple tank. A record 
dated K.A. 700 (A.D. 1524), saying that the bathing-house was 
finished in that year.

An 
epigraph, dated in K.A. 954 (A.D. 1778). Ibid., p. 399.

K.A. 825 (A.D. 1649). 

Mdnjeri. 

30 . In the east wall of the Mnttrukunna (Durga) temple. A 
record dated K.A. 827 (A.D. 1651) stating that a certain Mana 
Vikratoa built it. Antiquities, I, 248, and Malcd>ar Gazi'., p. 418. 

31. Near a well to the north. A record dated KA. 833 (A.D. 
1657) recording its excavation by the same person, the victorious 
Vikrama Tirumalpad. 


Mannur-Ambalam. 

33.2170/1895. — (Malayalam.) On the base of the north wall 
of the kitchen of the same temple. Mentions in K.A. 734 the 
Siva temple of Manntir. 

33 . 218 of 1895. — (Vatteluttu.) To the right of the entrance 
into the Siva shrine in the same temple. Records gift to the god 
of TirumannQr. 

Nilambur. 

34 - A C.P. grant (Sanskrit) of the fifth year of the reign 
of the Dharma-maharaja Ravivarman of the Kadamba family. 
While at Vaijayanti (Banavasi), on the full moon tithi of Karttika, 
he gave the two pallis (hamlets) of Multagi and Majkavu to a 
Brahman named Govindasvamin of Ka^yapa gotra and Yajur veda- 
[See Ep. Ind., Vol. VIII, pp. 146 — 9, where Messrs. T. A. Gopinatha 
Rao and G. Venkoba Rao edit the plates. They identify the 
villages granted with hamlets near Talakkad. They further point 
out the palseographical resemblance of the epigraph to the 
Kudgere plates of Vijaya Siva Mandhatrivarman {Bp. Ltd., Vol. VI, 
p. 12), to the plates of Vijaya Sri Mrige^avarman {Ind. Antq., 
Vol. VII, p. 37) and Halsi plates of Harivarman and Ravivarman 
{Ibid., Vol. VI, pp. 25—32).] 

35 . On a block of gneiss rock in the Cherupura river. An 
epigraph (visible only in dry weather) consisting “ of only about 
five letters, each a foot high.” Antiquities, I, 248, and Malabar Gazr., 
p. 418.

36 . In the mosque in the hamlet of Chaliyam, on a marble slab 
in the south wall. Arabic inscription to the memory of one ’Ali 
Abdu’lla who died in H. 720, K.A. 478, A.D. 1302. [Antiquities, 
Vol. I, p. 246.' The place was th& scene of a fight between the 
Portuguese who built a fort here in 1531 and the Zamorin (who was 
assisted by the Moors). See Malabar Gazr., p. 4 I 4 > for details.] 
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Tirukkalangdd. 

37 . On a gfanite slab at the edge of a wall. A Vatteluttu 
record. See Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 224, for a short history of the 
place.

28 . On a slab in the Tiruvgngadar or TirukanyQr shrine. A 
record in an “ unknown character.” This is the well-known “ Brass 
Pagoda,” so called because of the copper sheeting of its roof. See

29 . 9 of 1901.-— (Vatteluttu.) On the base of the balipitha in 
front of the Tiruvahgatt-ambalam. • Records the constructipn of 
the baliplfha by a Brahmana woman.

30 . 8 of 1901. — (Vatteluttu.) On a stone near the balipitha. 
Records gift of a lamp. 


Kinalur. 

31 . 14 of 1901. — On a slab in front of the KinalQr temple. 
Gift of two lamps. 

Kollam. 

32 . 3 of 1901. — (Vatteluttu.) On three stones built into the 
floor near the washing tank of the Jamatpalli. Three fragments. 
This is evidently the inscription dated K.A. 684, referred to by 
Mr. Sewell in his Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 245. For an account of the 
mosque which was founded by Malik Ibn Dinar, see Malabar Gazr., 
I, p. 436. 

. 33 . 4 q/ 1901. — (Vatteluttu.) On two stones built into the 
platform in front of the Taliyil-ambalam (Talayil). A damaged 
record. 

34 . 5 <7/1901. — (Vatteluttu.) On a stone built into the floor of 
the courtyard of the MaralQr-ambalam. A mutilated record. 
Mentions Maralur and four illams. 

35 . 6 <7/1901. — (Vatteluttu.) On a stone set up in the court- 
yard of the Pandalayini-ambalam at K 5 yilan<li. The record men- 
tions Pandalayini. The name of the king is cioubtful. 

Tiruvehgayiir (Tiruvahgur). 

36 . 15 <7/ 1901. — (Vatteluttu.) On a rock south of the temple. 
A damaged record. Name of the king illegible. 
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VelUkulangara-Atnbalam. 

37 . 7 of 1901. — (Sanskrit in Malayalam characters.) On a stone 
lying close to the balipitha in front. Records under the auspices 
of Udayavarma, the sea of courage and the gem of the royal line, 
descended from GhafOt-kacha (Bhinia's son), in KoIlam-QOS (A.D. 
1730), the setting up of a pinnacle by a Brahmana. Malabar 
Gazr., p, 4378.

38 . 205 of 1895. — (Vatteluttu.) On a stone set up in front of the 
Vi^vanatha temple. Mr. Sewell says that it was dated in K.A. 640

(A.D. 1425) and records that it was built by Itti Kombi Raja of 
Palghat who endowed it with land sowing over 4,000 paras of 
paddy.

39 . 561 0/1908. — (Vattejuttu.) On a slab from the Kavu temple 
(now in the Deputy Tahsildar’s office at AlattQr). 

PorangStri-desam. 

40 . II (7/1901. — (Vatteluttu.) On a slab in the Subramapya- 
svami temple. A damaged record. Records an agreement. Name 
of the king is lost.

Annabarai. ^ 

41 . 212 (7^ 1895. — (Malayalam). On the base of a lamp pillar in 
front of the Siva temple. Records the erection of the lamp pillar. 

42 . 213 (7/1895. — (Vatteluttu.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine of the same. Records in K.A. 858 that the temple was 
covered with copper. 


Chdvakkdd. 

43 . 734 of 1905.— (Vatteluttu.) On a slab placed under a tree 
in the Deputy Tahsildar’s office. A damaged record in the middle. 
Mentions Valluva-nadu in line 5 and PalaiyOr in line 14. [This 
is evidently the inscription in “ Roman characters ” referred to by 
Mr. Sewell in his Antiquities, I, 250.] For an excellent account of 
the tradition concerning the arrival and exploits of St. Thomas in 
this place and PalaiyQr, see Malabar Gazr., I, pp. 450-I. 
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Guruvayur. 

The following inscriptions are in Malabar Gazr., I, 453 - 

43 -A. On one of the slabs in the porch of the local two-storeyed 
gopuram.

44 . 214 pf 1895. — (Vatteluttu.) On a stone lying to the right of 
the north entrance into the Vishnu (VarahamQrti) temple. Records 
gift by the villagers of PanriyQr. [This place figures in the Syrian 
deed but still formed an important Brahman centre. For an 
account of the local Vishnu temple see Malabar Gazr., p. 454. 

45 . 215 of 1895. — (Vatteluttu.) On the base of the Kundil- 
Varahasvamin shrine in the same temple. Seems to record in 
K.A. 669 the building of the shrine. 

46 . 216 of 1895. — (Malayalam.) On a stone lying near the well 
in the ^iva temple. 

Sefnbaravattam. 

47". 206 of l89^^(Malayalam.) On the base of a lamp pillar 
in front of the Aiyappan temple. Records in K.A. I0'8 the 
erection of the lamp pillar.

48 . 2080/1895. — (Vatteluttu.) On a stone lying in the north 
verandah of the DakshinamQrti temple. Records a gift of a lamp 
to the temple at Sogiram.

50 . 210 of 1895. — (Vatteluttu.) On the base of the first pillar of 
the same. 

51 . 211 0/ 1895.— (Vatteluttu.) On a stone built into the pave- 
ment of the courtyard of the same temple. Records gift of land 
and of a lamp.

56 . On the Nalapat-Chala Kunnu hill. (OldTamiL) Notread. 

57 . On the dipastambha of the Ganapati temple. No details 
given. 

58 . On a stone in the northern court of the Mariyamma temple. 
No details given. 

Putdti, 

59 . On the east wall of the mantapa in the Arimula Ayyappan 
temple. An inscription, dated K.A. 922 (A.D. 1746) in a mixture 
of four languages.” 

60 . In the Patiri temple formerly and “now in the possession 
of Patiri Nanjaya Gaundan.” A Kanarese record. 

Sultards Battery, 

This place is the same as Ganapati-vattam, but came to be so- 
called as Tippu had a fort here (on the site of the present police 
station). See Malabar Gasr., p. 477. 
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61 — 64 . 120 to 123 of 1897. — (Cave characters.) In a cave near 
the same place. The first of these refers to the propagator of the 
family of a householder named ^rl Vishnuvarman. Dr. Hultzsch 
translates it as “ the writing of the glorious Vishnu Varma, the 
propagator of the kutumbiya family.” He is said to be the earliest 
king known by epigraphic research in Malabar. It has been 
suggested that he might be a Kadamba king, but it is doubtful- 
“The inscription is in Sanskrit and therefore probably not earlier 
than the fifth century A.D.” See Malabar Gazr., p. 34. The rest 
are unintelligible. 

65 . 1240/1897. — (Kanarese.; In the same place. Begins with

66. C.P. grant of king Bhttskara Ravivarman, “a sovereign 
whose name appears also in the deed of the Cochin Jews, which has 
engaged the attention of most Dravidian scholars and is considered 
by them as the oldest historical record of Malabar.” The present 
epigraph which is in Tamil and Vaftejuttu contains an order regu- 
lating the management of the temple of Tirunelli and issued by 
Sankara Kodavarman of Puraikija-nadu, who was apparently a 
vassal of the king.

On a stone near the sluice of the 
tank between Manchalapalli and Mustafapuram. Dated in S. 1550, 
Vai^akha Sukla-Tritlya (the day of Akshayatritlya), year Vibhava, 
on Wednesday, in the reign of Sri • Virapratapa Sri Vira deva 
Maharaja. Records that when Vehkatapati Nayanihgaru of the 
race of Padmanayaka and of the Recharla gotra, the son of Kumara 
Timmanayanihgaru and the grandson of Veligoti Peda Tondama- 
nayanigaru, was ruling over the Simas of RapQr, Nelluru, Porur, 
Kalahasti, Vehkatagiri, etc., which had been granted as amaram by 
Ramadgva ‘Raya, his mother (Raghupati Ammagaru, daughter of 
Muchintala Rahgappa Nayanivaru) strengthened the tank bund of 
the Muddala tank in the Anantaragara agrahara which had fallen 
into disrepair. Ibid. No. 3. See No. 36 below. 

4 . On a boundary stone in the tank bed to the north. Ibid. 
No. 4. The name Kondaroarasayya carved in Telugu. 

5 . In the tank bed. To the same effect as No. 2 above. Ibid,

A record of Krishna Deva Raya of Vijayanagar, dated in S. 1444, 
Vikrama, Jyeshta, Sukla 15, Thursday, saying that Maharaja Sri 
Rayasam Kondamarasayya, the Karyakarta { 3 .g&n\) ol the Raya, 
constructed a tank at Anantasagaram for the religious merit of his 
mother Saiikayamma and his father Timmarasayya Garu, a temple 
in their name, and an agrahara to Brahmans. Ibid. No. ‘6. 

Annamasamudram. 

. . 7 . On a stone in the tank bed of the village. (Telugu.) A 
record of ^rlman Mahama^dale^vara Allu Tirukalatideva Maharaja, 
133 
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dated on Friday, ^ukla ll, of Bhadrapada in Parthiva corre- 
sponding to 1168. It says that while he was ruling at Kanchi he 
consecrated Danava Murari Perumananda Deva at Sn AtukQru 
(Atmakur) for the religious merit of his father-in-law Tirukaladeva 
Maharaja and a temple for the increase of his own life, health and 
wealth. He further made a gift of four pattus of land out of 
prabhumdnyam, measured by the twenty-span-rod of this village ; 
twenty patfus of dry Government land, measured by the twenty-six 
span pole. At the rate of a mada for two patfus of koru land and a 
rnddapoT pattu on dry land, one Rama Reddi undertook to pay 
every year in the month of Vaidakha one hundred and thirty madas 
to the temple.

8. In a mosque. (Persian.) A small epigraph, comparing this 
mosque with “the famous mosque of the Prophet of Medina” and 
invoking the praise of God on him and his descendants.

9 . In a mosque. (Persian.) Dated in A.D. 1762-63. The four 
Kalifs referred to, Haidar's naijie representing that of 'Ali. Ibid. 
No. 9, pp. 21 1-2. 

10 . On a stone near the mosque. (Arabic.) Four lines 
addressed to one Ayesha, to the effect that death is preferable to 
long illness. 

Atmakur. 

11 . In the Alaganathasvami temple. (Telugu.) Records that 
in S. 1201, Karttika Kr. 13, Friday, one B^hava (?) Maharaja 
constructed a temple to AJahapurapatideva of AtukOr (AtmakQr). 
The kapus and (karanams*?) of Jillgri are also referred to. Ibid. 
No. 11, pp. 213-4.1 

13 . From the same temple. (Telugu.)^ Records the worship of 
Alaganathasvami by a karanam of the AtmakQr village, the son 
of Tirumalayya, on 6ukla 2 of ashadha in Bhava. Ibid, 
‘No. 12, p. 214. 

13 . From the same temple. (Telugu.) Dated in S. I199, 
‘l 4 vara, Phalguna, 6ukla 13, Sunday. Records that one AtukQri 
Vamana Prichudevadu gave to Nambi Upuredi SQraya, the temple 
servant, certain gifts. Ibid. No. 13, pp. 214-5. 

■ 14 . From the same temple. (Tamil.) Dated in 1198, Bhava, 
One Karaikkijan Bhattan gave (some lands) free of tax to God 
Alagapperumal. Ibid. No. 14, p. 215. 

15 . From the tank bund. (Telugu.) The name of Velidandu 
Koneru Manapati Timmarasu given. He is called the worshipper 
of 6rl Vehkatg^varasvami. 

16 . From the same place. (Telugu.) Says that the tank was 
constructed by Ksneti Timmarajayya in 1471, Nala (•?), Pushya, 

13, Thursday, No, 16. .. , , 
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Bhaffepddu. 

IT. On a well to the south of the village. (Telugu.) Dated in ^ 
S. 1471, Kllaka, BhSdrapada, su. S, Wednesday ; records that on the 
orders of VlrapratSpa Sri Sada^iva Maharayar of Vijayanagar, 
Sriman Mahamapdale^vara Ramaraja Timmayyadeva Maharaja, 
issued an edict exempting the barbers of Battepadu in Udayagiri 
Rajya from the Kulasiddhayalu (?), marriage fees, presents, and vetti 
tax.

fines levied for breaking rules of caste.] 

18 * On a stone opposite to the Siva temple. (Tamil.) Dated 
in the thirty-fifth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga 
Cho}a (I). Seems to record a gift of MadhurSntaka Pottappichola 
alias Nalla^ittiyara^an of NellQr. Ibid.^ Atmakur No. l8, 

pp. 21^-20,

19 . North of the village. (Telugu.) A fragmentary record, 
mentioning the gift of some fields by a certain Gontappa Nayadu 
to a deity. [Ibid. 19, pp. 220-1,]

20. " To the west of the village.” (Telugu.) A fragmentary 
inscription referring to the tank of Bommavaram in Udayagiri 
Sima which is said to have been granted as an ajnaram by

21 . On three sides of a stone, in the road to the west of the 
village. A record similar to the above and giving the same 
information.

“On Friday, 
the thirtieth of the dark fortnight ” of I^vara, 6. 1609 (which does 
not correspond), on a solar eclipse, Srimat (Davu Suratrana ?) Mara- 
dattam Garu gave to God Chennake^ava of Chezerla and to 
Naganatham Timmavojihalu of the Yajus Sakha and Kaundinya- 
gotra, a village with its eight species of enjoyment and eight 
species of ownership. [Ibid. No. 23, pp. 228 30.] 

2 3-A. C.P. No. 87 of Mr. Sewell’s List and C.P. No. 18 of Nellore 
(Sanskrit in Nandiha^ari script.) A record of Pratapa 
Deva Raya (II), dated on the Sivaratri day of the month of Mdghd 
in the year Kilaka in S. 135 1 (A.D. 1429). The grant was made 
in the temple of VirOpaksha, at the request of Panta Mai- 
lara, great-grandson of SQra, grandson of Pota and the son. of-

. 25 . On the west wall of the ChandramauMvara temple. — 
(TeluguO On Thursday, the thirteenth of the bright fortnight of 
Bhadrapada, 6. 1207, in the kingdom of ^nman Mahamandaledvara 
Vijayaganda-Gopala Maharaja, two Naik chiefs of GollapUndi, 
gave ioMT puttis oi paddy 'field to dancing girls for dancing in the 
temple of Chirumana Mallikarjuna.

A damaged record in the fourteenth year, Dhanus, k\i. di. 3, 
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Wednesday, Srava^a, of the Psndya king . . . varman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyad6va (I, I2l6 — 35) “ who, 
having taken the Chola country, was pleased to perform the anoint- 
ment of heroes at Mudigondacholapuram.” Records gift of land for 
offerings by Alagan Arulalapperumal alias Ulaganarayanachakra- 
vartin at the service of Ulaganarayanan-^andi called afterthe donor. 
[Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that there is no date suiting the week 
day in the fourteenth year, but there is a regular one in the fourth 
year, viz., December II, A.D. 1219.] 

8. 409 of I 9 I 4 ' — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 

eleventh year, Margali, fifth day of the Pandya^ king Sundara- 
Pandyadeva (unidentified). Quotes an order of Solagangadevan. 
Records gift of land for offerings to the images of Inakkunalla 
perumal (set up in the name of Solagangan), the (stone) goddess 
and the goddess which is taken out in procession through the 
streets. “ It is stated that, while the right of cultivating these lands 
(Mranmai) belonged to certain persons who were donors, the taxes 
accruing on them were paid to the temple. The rate at which the 
taxes were paid was fixed at 3 on each ma oi land or one-

Pandyadeva (I, I2l6— 35) “ who distributed the Chola country ” in 
the fourteenth year, Mithuna, ba. di. 13, Monday, Rohini (corre- 
sponding to Monday, loth June, A.D. 1230). Records a gift of land 
to the temple of Vinayaka-Pillaiyar called Eduttaduvaliya-Pillai- 
yar at Idattuval.i. Refers to sale of land by temple authorities to a 
person who was thereby entitled to receive payments in paddy and 
tiramand (i.e., dramma). See Bp. Rep., 1909, p. 80, and ibid., 1910,

12 . 413 of 1914.— (Tamil verse.) On the east wall of the central 

shrine in the Valavanda-Amma temple in the same village. 
Records in S. 1090 the setting up of the God Alagiya-AJyar by

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13 . 414 of 1914.^ — •(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fifteenth year of the Pandya kings Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kula^ekharadeva. Records gift of paddy to the 
temple of Alagiya-AJvar in Sengaftirukkai Idattuvafi in Venbula- 
nadu, a subdivision of MadhurOdaya valanadu which was a district 
of Pandi-mandalam. 

14 . 415 of 1914. — (Tamil verse.) On a stone of the well opposite 
to the choultry in the same village. Records in S. 1154, the con- 
struction of the well. 

15 . 416 0/ 1914.— (Tamil.) On a slab set up in a field two miles 
east of the same village. Records in Dundubhi (A.D. 1664) gift of 
land in the village of BommakOttai for the daily worship of Valavan- 
dal-ammai at Aruppukkottai hy an agent (Tambi Udaiya Tevar) 
of Tirumalai Setupati Katta Raghunathadsva for the merit of the 
latter. The Government Epigraphist apparently thinks that the 
Tambi referred to in this epigraph was the opponent of Dalavai 
Setupati, for whose sake Ramappaiya, the General of Tirumal 
Naik, led his celebrated campaign against Rame^varam. But as 
a matter of fact the Tambi of the present epigraph was, it seems 
to me, a later man.

On the west and south bases of the 
same temple. A record in the forty-eighth year of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (I ?). Re- 
cords that a golden vimdna with a mantapa to Mukkudaiyar was 
constructed by 25 Jains at KumbanQr in Sengaftirukkai, a sub- 
division of Venbu-valanadu. Two copper images of “ the god of 
the three umbrellas ” and Yakshi were also presented. It is also 
stated that land for a temple site and a watershed for the use of 
Jain devotees were given. The Government Epigraphist notes the 
unique literary style of the inscription and considers that some of 
the donors should have been well versed in the Tamil language.

Records gift of a cow for 
a lamp to the same temple. 

20 . 400 of l9l4.--(Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the twenty-seventh year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kula^ekharadeva. Records gift of money for a lamp. 

21 . 401 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
thirteenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kula^gkharadSva. Records gift of a falahgasu (old hdsti) and two 
drammas for a lamp. See No. II above for the mention of drammas 
and Cg. 217. 


Pallimadam. 

This place, called in inscriptions Tiruchchuliyal Pallimadai, 
was a devaddna village in Paruttikkudinadu. The temple was 
named after a certain Sundara Pandya, apparently a close relation 
of the Vira Pandya who is referred to in the inscriptions below. 

22 . 420 of 1914. — (Tamil, VatteJ.uttu.) On the south base of 
the Kalanathasvamin temple. A record in the seventh year of the 
Pandya king Vlra-Pandya, “who took the head of the Chola. ” 
Pecords gift of 75 sheep for a lamp to the Bhatarar of the temple 
of Sundara-Pandya-i 4 varam at Tiruchchuliyal Pallimadai, a 
devadana_ in Parittikkudi-nadu, by Solantakap-Pallavaraiyan alias 
Maran Adichchan of PoliyQr. [The Government Epigraphist 
identifies this Vlra_Pandya with the opponent of Sundara Chola 
Parantaka II and Adiya Karikala II. The latter is said to have 
beheaded him, but as Vira-Pandya also boasts of having beheaded 
a Chola we have to infer that “ before he wr s beheaded by Aditya 
n he would probably have killed a C(hola.” 

23 . 421 of 1914- — (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. A 
record in the seventh year of the Pandya king Vira- Pandya, “ who 
took the head of the Chola.” Records gift of 25 sheep for a lamp 
to the same temple. Mentions Vepbu-nadu. See No. 22. 

24 . 422 of 1914.— -(Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the north base of the 
same temple. An incomplete record in the twenty-sixth year of 
an unknown king. 

25 . 423 0/1^4.— (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. A 
record in the eleventh year of the Pandya king Vira-Pandya “ who 
took the head of the Chola.” Records gift of twenty sheep for a 
lamp to a matha of the Mahavratins. Mentions the liquid measure 
called Solantakan-najj. See No. 22. The Government Epigraphist 
suggests that Soiantaka might have been a surname of Vira- 
Pandya in consequence of his victory over the Cholas. For another 
reference to the mahavratins or Kapalikas see Cg. 965 and 1037. 

26 . 424 1914.— (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. An 

incomplete record of the Papdya king Vira-Pandya, “ who took 
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the head of the Chola,” in his ninth year. Records gift of sheep 
for a lamp. See note to 22 above. 

27 . 425 '(?/ 1914. — (Tamil. Vatteluttu). On the same base. A 
damaged and unfinished record of the Pandya king SadaiyainSran 
in the second year. Seems to provide for a lamp. Mentions 
V^navanmadevi, a hrahmadeya in Venbunadu, named evidently 
after the queen of king Vira Nsrayana Sadayan. [The king might 
be the father of Jatilavarman of the Velvikudi grant] 

28 . 426 of 1914. — (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. A 
record in the thirteenth year of the Pandyaking Vira-Pandya, “ who 
took the head of the Chola.” Records gift of lOO sheep for two 
lamps to the same temple by Poliyur-nattu Muvendavejan alias 
Arangam Pudi, a native of Suduvur in Poliyujc-nadu. 

29 . 427 0/1914. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A damaged 

fragmentary record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva in . . . . ^u. di. II, 

Monday, Rohini. 

30 . 428 of 1914. — (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. 
Records gift of fifty sheep by Sattangari for a lamp to the temple 
of Tirukkattamballideva at Kurandi in Venbunadu. Kurandi was 
evidently a very important Jain centre in the south of the penin- 
sula. See Md. 99, lOO and 105. 

31 . 429^/1914. — (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. An 
incomplete record in the ninth year of the Pandya king Vira 
Pandya, '' who took the head of the Chola.^’ See No. 22 above. 

32 . 430^/ 1914. — (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the parapet stone 
of the entrance into the same temple, right side. A record in the 
twenty-sixth year of the Pandya king Maranjadaiyan. Built in at 
the right end. Records gift of 100 sheep for a lamp by a native of 
KunnQr in Nilakkudi-nadu. Mentions Kurandi Tirukkattamballi 
in Venbunadu. [Was Maranjadayan the donor of the Velvikudi 
grant or his grandfather ?] 

33 . 431 1914. — (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) In the same place, left 
side. A record in the thirty-fifth year of the Pandya king Maran- 
jadaiyan. Built in at the bottom. Mentions Kurandi Tirukkattam- 
balli in Venbu-nadu. See the above epigraph. 

34 . C.P. No. S ti/iqil. — A record of the time of Tirumal Naik 
of Madura, dated in Vikriti{KX). 1650-51). Mentions that the king 
and Miitturamalingatorai met at Pallimadam, when they gave a 
C.P. charter to Paluttandi Kuppachchi Ambalakaran. See Ind. 
Antq.y December 1916, p. 201-2. 

35 . C.P. No. 6 of 1911. — (Tamil.) A record of the same king 
under the same circumstances, making a similar gift to the same 
person. 
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36 . 417 of 1914. — (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the north wall of 
the prakara of the Sahayavalli shrine in the TirumQlanathasvamin 
temple. A fragment of record in the tenth year of the Chola king 
Rajakesarivarman (Rajaraja I). Records gift of a lamp. 

37 . 418 of 1914. — (Tamil, Vatfeluttu.) On the same wall. A 
fragment of record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Raja- 
kesarivarman (985 — 1013), “who destroyed the ships at Kandaltir.^^ 

38 . 419 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the door post of the Pralaya- 
yitahkar shrine in the same temple. An unfinished record of

[Was this king 
the same as Jatavarman Vira Pandya who came to the throne in 
1253 and who was known as the conqueror of Ilam, Kohgu and 
^Ojamandalam and anointer of victors at PerumbarrappuliyQr ?] 

50 . 403 t>/i907. — (Tamil.) On the west and south walls of the 
Paftabhiramasvamin temple in the same village. Registers in S. 
1480, expired, Siddharthin, the gift of the village of Sirugudi alias 
Tiruvalanallur in Peruhgarunaipparru to the temple of Nayinar 
P eruhgarun ai-P erumal. 

51 . 404 r?/ 1907. — (Grantha.) On the doorpost of the mantapa 
in front of the Varadaraja-Perumal temple in the same village, 
right of entrance. A fragment of record inManmatha (S. 1513). 
Mentions Krishnabhupa, son of VirabhQpa (i.e., Kumara 
Krishnappa n, son of Peria Virappa, 1572 — IS 95 )- See my article 
on the Ndik kingdom of Madura in Ind. Antq., June 1916, p. 100. 

53. 405 of 1907. — (Grantha.) In the same place, left of 
entrance. A record of Sundare 4 a (Sundara-Pandya). Records 
gift of land in Kali|ekhara-mahgalam to Brahmanas. 

53 . 406 <?/ 1907.— (Tamil-) On a stone built into the base of 
the gOpura of the same temple, right of entrance. A fragmentary 
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irecord in the second year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kula^ekharadeva (unidentifiable). Seems to record a gift 
of land. 

54 . 407 ofig07- — (Tamil.) On a second stone built into the 
same base, left of entrance. A fragmentary record in the third 
year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva. To the right of this is another much worn fragment 
belonging apparently to Maravarman Sundara-Pandya I (1216 — 
1235 ).

56 . 393 £>/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the Amman 
shrine in the same temple. A fragmentary record of the sixth 
year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, 1216 — 39) “who was pleased to 
take the Chola country.” 

57 . 3940/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On a stone lying near the same 
temple. A mutilated record of the Pandya king . . . alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula 4 ekharadSva, “ who was pleased to 
take every country, ” the date of which is lost. Mentions Mattiyur 
§ivapuri in Kerala 4 inga-valanadu.

On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Tilake 4 vara temple. A record in the fourth year of 
the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vikrama-Pandyadeya. Records gift of taxes levied within the 
four boundaries of Sivallavapattanam. 

59 . 1180/1903. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. A record in the fourth year of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. 

60 . 119 of 1903- (Tamil.) On the east wall of the manfapa in 
front of the same shrine. A mutilated record in the third year of 
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the Paijdya king . . . alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
^gkharadgva, “ who conquered every country.” 

— (Tamil) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the thirteenth year of the PSndya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva.

Registers in S. 1453, 
expired, Vikrita, an agreement by which half a fanam was to be 
given on every 100 pearls sold in Kilakkarai and the proceeds to 
be utilized for worship and repairs to the temple of Ninaittadumu- 
ditta-Pillaiyar. 

64 . 397 of 1907. — (Tamil) On a slab set up in the same 
temple. A damaged record of the Setupati king Tirumalai- 
Setupati-Maharaja. Mentions Kodaimahgalam alias Ninait- 
tadumuditta-VinEyagar-pattanam. 

65 . 398 of 1907. — (Tamil) On a second slab in the Sokka- 
nathasvamin temple. Mentions in S. 146... Achyutaraya and 
Tummu^i-Nayakkar. 

66. A C.P. No. I of 1912. A Muvaraivgndan grant of Abhi- 
rama Ativira Rama (II), the son of Ativira Rama Pandya, who is 
said to have resembled his father both in character and in name.

^ refer to a woman who died a martyr for some cause.

76 . No. 6 ibid. — A small inscription in the same place, over 
a cow. “ The Kamadhenu and the Kalpaka tree.”

Records that in Kalayukti the ruined 
prakara was repaired by Ramanatha, the princ.e of sages, who is 
versed in all the rites and dgamas of the Saiva systdm.

[This 
is a very interesting document which enumerates the various 
sources of revenue granted to the deities of Rame^varam.]

S. 1637, 'Manmaiha, Ma^i 2, Monday, giving the details of an agree- 
ment between Ramanatha Pandaram and Vitthala Nayakar, son of

to be presented to the temple in interest for money borrowed. 
[The inscription is interesting for the rate of interest and price of 
oils etc., given therein.]

Pramadicha), recording the grant of the village of KulattQr to God

expired, Ananda, Karttigai, Aparapaksha TrayOda^i, Monday, 
Svati.

Raghunatha Setupati Katta Tgvar, to God Velayudhasvami of 
Pajni.

A damaged 
and incomplete record in the fifth year of the Pandya king Mara- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I) ?

Records an order of a certain Aryachakravartin. 

129 . Ill <7/1903. — (Tamil.) In the same place. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Vira-Kampana-Udai'yar (II) in 6. 1293, VirO- 
dhin. Records gift of land. Built in. See No. 124. 

130 : 112 <7/1903 (iV<7. 2 of Mr. Sewell’s Local List.) — (Tamil.) In 
the same place. A damaged record in the fifth year of Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin KOnerinmaikondan. Records gift of land. 

131 . 113 <7/1903. — (Tamil.) In the same place. _ A damaged 
record of Mahabali-Vanadaraya-Nayakar in S. 1440, livara. [This 
seems to be No. 4 of Mr. Sewell’s Local List] See No. 127 above. 

132 . 1 14 of 1903 {No. 5 of Mr. Sewell’s Local List). — (Tamil.). 
In the same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king

the entrance of the first gopura of the same temple. A record in 
the eighth year of the Panciya king Maravarman a/ms Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara Panelyadgva (I ?). Records gift of land. 

Tiruttarakosamangai. 

This important seat of Saivite worship is traditionally famous 
as the place where Siva appeared before Manikkava^aga in the 
guise of his teacher. 

135 . 83 of 1905 {No. 4 of Mr. Sewell’s Local List). — (Tamil.) .On 
the south wall of the mantapa of the Mangajg^vara temple. 
Records in S. 1393, expired, Khara, a private gift to the temple. 

On 
the same wall. A record in 6. 1505, expired, Chittrabhanu, of the 
Nayaka king Sevvappa-Nayaka-Achyutappa-Nayaka. Records 
the gift at Ramasetu by the king of a village in the Chola^ country 
to the temple at TiruvuttarakO^amaiigai in ^rlde^am, a sulsdivision 
of 6 embi-na( 3 u. See Tanj. Gazr., pp. 38 — 9 - 

137 . 85 of 1905 {No. 6 of Mr. Sewell's Local List). — (Tanyh) 
On the same wall. Records in S. 1425, expired, Dundubhi, gift of 
money. The village is described as in the above record. 

138 . 86 (7/1905. — (Tamil.) (This is No. 5 of Mr. Sewell’s Local 
List, but date misread as 1305.) On the same wall. A record in 
6. 1355 and twelfth year of the Papdya king Maravarman alias 
.Tribhuvanachakravartin Vira-Panciyadeva. Records gift of land. 
Mentions Mutttirru-kilrram- [So this king came to the throne in 
A.D. 1421.] 

139 . 87 of 1905 {No. I of Mr. Sewell’s Local List). — (Tamil.) On 
the east wall of the kitchen of the same temple. Records in S. 1530, 

. expired, Kllaka, gift of money for celebrating certain festivals for 
the iherit of Muttuvirappa-Nayaka (1609 — 23). 

140 . 88 (7/1905 {No. 2 of Mr. Sewell’s Local List). — (Tamil.) On 
the same wall, A record in the twenty-seventh year of the Pandya 
king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kon&rimelkondan 
SrI-Kaliyugaraman Tirunelveli-Perumal Vlra-Panclyadeva. Re- 
cords gift of land. Mr. Sewell misreads the date as the twenty - 
fifth year. [This king was the joint ruler with the celebrated 
Arikesari Ponnum-Perumal Parakrama Panciya Jatilavarman, the 

, founder of the TenkaM temple, who ruled from 1422 to 1464.] 
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Sattur Taluk.

14 T. 474^/1909. — (Vatteluttu.) On a rock close to the ^unai- 
Kanthe^vara temple. A damaged record in the nineteenth year of 
the Pandya king Vlra-Pai?dya, “ who took the head of the Chola.” 
Mentions Venbaikkudi-nadu and appears to record a gift of sheep 
for a lamp. [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that Vira Pandya's con- 
quest of the Ch 5 la should have earned for him the title Cholantaka ; 
for No. 65 of 1896 at ^uchlndram which refers to this Vlra Pandya 
refers to a signatory ^Olantaka Brahmamaraya. Later on the 
epithet was adopted by Jatavarman Srivallabha.] 

142 . 475 <9/1909. — (Vatteluttu.) On the sameirock. A record in 
the thirteenth year of the Pandya king Sadaiyamaran. (Evidently 
one of the early kings referred to in the Velvikkudi grant.)

On the west wall of the same 
temple. A much damaged record of the Chola king Rajaraja- 
kesarivarman alias ... In continuation of this is a fragment 
of a Pandya inscription in Tamil characters. 

On the horth wall of the same 
temple. A damaged record of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman 
(i.e., Rajaraja I), the date of which is lost. Begins with the his- 
torical introduction tirxmagal, etc. Mentions Narayana-Vinnagar- 
tevar. [The existence of Vatteluttu in Rajaraja’s inscriptions 
shows that it was not yet replaced by Tamil in the Pandyan country 
in this period.] 

146 . 479 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up to the east of the 
same village. A damaged and unfinished record in the ninth year 
of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land to the temple of 
Kulanagaikkavatevaramudaiya-Nayanar at Pullanaikkuruchchi, a * 
devaddna village of ' Vikramapandr^varamudaiya-nayanar at 
Venbaikkudi in Venbaikkudi-nadu. [It is not known which of 
the kings of this name is referred to.]

147 . On a copper plate fixed to the eastern wall of the temple. 
Records the British proclamation (like that at Ettiyapuram) in A.D. 
1799 in the course of the great Panjalamkuruchchi war. 
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148 . 480 <?/ 1909. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the ruined 
6iva temple. A damaged and incomplete record in the eighteenth 
year. Appears to record a gift of land to the shrine of the goddess 
in the temple of Sundarapandl^varamudaiya-Nayanar. 

149 . 481 0/ 1909. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
temple. A record in the twelfth year of the Pandya king Vlra- 
Pandyadeva. Records gift of land for offerings to the temple 
of Sundarapandl^varamudaiya-Nayanar at Maramahgalam alias 
SundarapandyanallQr in Karunilakkudi-nadu.

150 . On a stone in front of the temple of Anantaraja Svami, 
Records the grant of a tank to the temple in S. 1583 (A.D. 1661) in 
honour of Chokkalinga Nayakkar of Madura and others. For an 
account of the reign of Chokkanatha Naik see Ind. Antq., 1917 
(February — April). 

151 . On a stone north of the PerumaJ temple. Records a grant 
in honour of Chokkalinga Nayakka “and others ” in S. 1587 (A.D. 
1665).

152 . 5750/1902. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the KaM- 
vara temple. A record in the twelfth year of the Pandya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva 
( 11 , 1276 — 90), corresponding to Wednesday, August 27, A.D. 1287. 
Records gift of land to the temple of KanappSr by Aghsra^iva 
Mudaliyar alias Vaidyachakravartin. Mentions also a certain 
Pushpavana^iva. Ep. Ind., Vol. VIII, p. 279. [Saivite legends say 
that Kanapper or Kalaiyar Kovil was one of the fifteen Saivite 
holy places in the Pandyan land.

-On the east wall of the 100 pillared 
manfapa in the same temple. An incomplete record in the fortieth 
year of the Papdya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kula^ekharadeva (I, 1268—1308), “who conquered every 
country.” 

155 . 578 0/1902. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the kitchen 
in the same templ^. A record in the fourteenth year of the Pandya 
king Maravarman Tribhuvanachakravartin VTra-Pandyad6va, 
corresponding to Sunday, i6th January 1457. Records gift of land. 
See Ep, Jnd^ Vpl, Vm, p. 283. 
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156 . 579 of 1902. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
kitchen. A much damaged record of the Pandya king Maravar- 
man alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^ekharadeva “who con- 
quered every country ”, the date of which is doubtful. See No. 140 
above. 

15 Z. 580 0/1902. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king Jafavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
dara-Pandyadeva, the date of which is doubtful. Records gift of 
land. Mentions Aghora^iva and Pushpavanadiva. See No. 152 
above. 

158 . 581 (a) 0/ 1902. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the 
Saundaryanayaki shrine in the same temple. A record in the 
eleventh year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. 

159 . 581(6)0/1902. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
in the tenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. 

160 . 5820/1902. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king Kula^gkharadgva, the date of which is doubtful. 
Mentions gifts by Vikrama-Pandyadeva and Vira-Pandyadgva. 

161 . 583 of 1902. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Sundara-Pandyadeva, the date of which is lost. [The king 
is not identifiable.] 

162 . 584 0/1902. — (Tamil.) On the same wall, A record in 
the tenth year of the Papdya king Jatavarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. [It is 
not known which of the kings of this name is referred to.] 

163 . 585 of 1902. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
shrine. ‘A record of Sundarattol-Udaiyar Mavali-Vanadarayar in 

1452, Manmatha (wrong). Records gift of land. See No. 127 
above. 

On the south wall of the same 
shrine, right of entrance. A record in the twenty-fourth year 
of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vira-Pandyadeva-

A record of Mavali-Vanadarayar in I 454 > Hsvilambin (wrong)* 
Records gift of land. See No.‘ 127 above. 

Kondagai ( Kuntipura). 

166 . No. 21 of Satiskrit and Tam. Insci'ns,, pp. IO8-9. — An 
inscription of the time of Sada^iva Raya of Vijayanagar, dated on 
Thursday in the month of Dhanus in Vi^vavasu, S. 1467 (expired). 
Records that, in the presence of Vi^vanatha Naiker, Dimmappa 
Naiker, the agent of Sada^iva Raya, settled some disputes between

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the two sections of the inhabitants of Kondakai. [The great Pra- 
bandhic teacher Srl^aile^a or Tiruvaymolipillai, the preceptor of 
the celebrated Manavala Mahamuni, was according to the Guru-- 
parampara, born at Kuntlnagara, and we can be sure that this is 
the place referred to. For Sri^aile^a^s career and teachings see 
my article on the History of Sri Vaishnavism from the death of VedUnta 
Desika to the present day in Mythic Society Journaly 1917.]

167 . C.P, No. 28 of Mr. SeweWs List — Dated in 1706 (A.D. 
1784), K. 488^, Sobliakrity Chitrai 5. By this document the then 
Zamindar oTSivagahga makes over certain lands m sarvamanyam 
(freehold) to a Muhammadan named Mottai Fakir Saheb of Siva- 
gahga. The Zamindar^s name is given as Muttu Vaduganatha 
Tevar, son of Vijaya Raghunatha ^ivanna Periya Udaya Tevar.” 
[The dates are not quite consistent This is the same as C.P. 19 
in Tam. and Sans. Inscrns.y pp. 105 — 7.]

168 . 88 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On, the north, west and south bases 
of the ruined Gane^a temple. Stones out of order. Seems to 
contain portions of the historical introduction of Maravarman 
Sundara Pandya (I, I2l6 — 35), which begins pu-maruviyay etc. 

168 -A. On the steps of the south gate of the Vikrama 
Pandye^vara temple. Records that KonerinmaikondSn granted to 
the deity, in his fifth year, a village which he purchased for 
1,000 panams. Ins., S. Dts., p. 278, No. 49. 

168 -B. On a stone in the north side of the same temple. 
Records grant of one md of land and the appointment of a 
superintendent of the temple by Kula^ekhara deva Ativlra Rama, 
in his thirteenth year, in S. 1483* Durmati. Ibid., No. 50. [This 
ruler should have been different from Sri Vallabha Ativlra Rama 
w|iose coronation was in 1562.] 

168 -C. In the same place. A damaged grant of Parakrama 
Pandya in 1409, SrXmukha, in his second year. Ibid., No. 5.

[One of fifteen ^aiviteholy places of the Pandyan kingdom.] 

169 . 17 of 1894. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the mantapa in 
front of the Pushpavane^vara shrine. A record in the eighth year 
of KonSrinmaikondan. Records gift of land. 

170 . A copper-plate grant (Sanskrit and Tamil) in the pos- 
session of the temple authorities, recording a gift of lands to 1,080 
Brahmans well versed in Vedas, etc., by Sri Kochchadaivarman 
Tribhuvanachakravartigal Kiila^ekhara Deva Rajagambhlra- 
deva il. T190— 1217) in the twenty-fifth year of his reign. The plate 
'was first published by Caldwell in Ind. Antq., Vol. VT, 142 ff., but 
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only facsimiles oi five out of the ten plates were given. Burgess and 
Natesa Sastri have published the whole together with the transla- 
tion in their Tamil and Sanskrit Inscrns., pp. 21 — 36 (No. 23). See also 
Mad. Ep- Rep., 1899, pp. 14-15, where it is summarized; hid. Antq., 
XX, p. 288, and Ep. Ind., VI, p. 301, where Dr. Kielhorn points out 
that the date (Svati, Saturday, eleventh of the second fortnight 
and Dhanus fourth) was Saturday, 29th December, A.D. 1214. 

171 . Another copper-plate grant of the same temple (Tamil) 
recording an order issued by " KOnOnalaikondaii ” to the assembly 
of Rajagambhlrachaturvedimangalam to the effect that the 
twenty-five kasus which were the share of the temple from three 
villages were to be paid half in paddy and half in coin. Certain 
men bind themselves to carry out the order and give ah agreement 
to that effect to the assembly. This plate was also published first 
by Caldwell in Ind. Antq., VI, and then by Burgess and Natesa 
Sastri in Tamil and Sanskrit Inscrns., No. 24, pp. 37-8 ; see also Mad. 
Ep. Rep., 1899, p. 15. [The king’s name Sundara Pandya “ who 
presented the Chola country ” occurs incidentally in the inscription. 
He is said to have conquered the Chola country and then given 
it back to the Chola who prostrated himself at his feet.] Venkayya 
points out that both this and No. 170 are closely connected, and 
were evidently written during the reign of Sundara Pandya, the 
former being perhaps a little earlier in time. From the fact that 
a minister, Ranian Pallavarayar by name, is simply referred to in 
the earlier grant but signs the later, Venkayya concludes that both 
were issued during the lifetime of the same man and that Maravar- 
man- Sundara Pandya I, 1216 — 35, was in all probability the 
successor of Kula^ekhara. [See Mad. Ep. Rep., 1899, p; 15.] His 
Chola opponent should have been Rajaraja III who ruled from I2l6 
to 1248.

172 . 120 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On a stone set up in the bed of the 
tank. Records in 6. 1562, Vishu (Vrisha), a gift for the merit of 
Tirumalai-Nayakkarayyan (A.D. 1623 — 59).

Pudukkoftai. 

173 . No. 7 of Appendix A, Ep. Rep., 1906.— This is a copper- 
plate grant (Sanskrit and Grantha) of Sri Vallabha and Varatuiiga 
Rama Pandya in S. 15OS, Subhanu, which “ gives a short account of 
the later Pandyas and records the gift of the village of Pudukkottai 
by a certain Tirumala Nayaka^ with the approval of Virapa 
Nayaka” of Madura. The date S. 1505 is said to be the twenty- 
fitst year after the coronation of ^rl Vallabha Ativira Rama 
Pandya and thereby shows that his coronation took place, ip

1562 — 63. The whole grant is excellently summarized by Ventayya 
in Ep. Rep., 1906, pp. 71-2. He refers to the various kings of the 
line as given in the grant, the previous epigraphical references 
to them, Dr. Caldwell's description of them, and above all to the 
literary works of Ativira Rama and Varatuhga Rama. The 
inscription has also been edited by Mr. Gopinatha Rao in his 
'Travancore Archceological Series, Vol. I, pp. 61 — 89, together with the 
plates. Mr. Gopinatha Rao differs from Mr. Venkayya in regard 
to the relation between Ativira Rama and Srivallabha and holds 
that the latter was the younger brother of the former. Mr. Ven- 
kayya, on the other hand, believes them to be identical. The 
whole is referred to in detail in my History of the Ndik Kingdom of 
Madura, Ind.^ Antq., 1915 - The inscription is thus of the greatest 
value in regard to the political and literary history of South India 
in the sixteenth centmy. 


Puduppslaiyam. 

174 . 503 . of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the 
Parannahgattaruliyasvamin temple. A much damaged record of 
the Pandya king Srlvalladeva^ dated in his sixth year. Appears 
to record a gift of money for a lamp. 

175 . 504 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
temple. Dated in the eleventh year of the Pandya king Mara- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva whom 
the Government Epigraphist identifies with^Maravarman Sundara 
Pandya I who ruled from I2l6 to 1235. Refers to his palace at 
Madakkulakkil-Madurai and to the seat called Malavardyan, and 
seems to register a gift of land for feeding the ascetic Eanadgva 
and his pupils who were residing at Nalla perumal-madam at 
Karungajam alias Sadavachakanallur and had emigrated from 
Krishna-Golaki matha atTiruvarur. [SeeE/>. Rep., 1909, p. 104, for 
another matha called the AchcLramalagidva. the same place.] 

176 . 505 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the lintel of the entrance 
into the same temple. ^ Records that the door posts and the step 
stone were the gift of Srivala-Pandyadgva (Ativira Rama ?). 

Srivilliputtur. 

See Mr. Sewell's Antiquities, I, 305, for a short description of this 
important place. It is celebrated as the birth-place of Periajvar 
and Goda and is therefore one of the most sacred places of 
Vaishnavism. For its religious structures and its figure in later 
history see my Hist. Ndik Kingdom of Madura, in Ind. Antq., 1916 
(September and October). Mr- Sewell gives three inscriptions here, 
bftt the Mack. MSS. contain as many as forty-six inscriptions. 
These are summarized in Ins., S. Dts., pp. 268 — 78, and though they 
ere very meagre I have included them here.

Records that Vira-Pandyadgva gave 
in his second year the village of Vayur to the Goddess. Ibid.,

. 178 -F. On the altar near the temple. Records that Kula- 
^ekharadSva granted in Nandana a village. Ibid., No. 6. 

178 -G. On a stone near the Ssnamudaliar shrine. A damaged 
grant of Kongrinmaikondan. Ibid., No. 7 - 

178 -H. In the same place. Kuladekharadgva granted in 
1456, Jaya, twenty-one turns of rice and loO palams of curry a 
month to the Goddess for food. Ibid., No. 8. 

178 - 1 . On a stone near Sgnamudaliar shrine. Records that 
Kula^gkharadgva gave some grant in rice for the Goddess and 
worshippers in his second year. Ibid., No. 9, p. 270. 

178 -J. In the same place. A damaged grant in the second 
year of Vlra-Pandya. Ibid., No. lO. 

178 -K. In the same place. A grant dated in 1504. No 
details. Ibid., No. II. 

178 -L. In the same place. Records that Sada^ivarSya gave 
the village of Puliyahgulam to the Goddess in S. 14/2, Sadharana. 
Ibid., No. 12, 

178 -M. On a stone north of the Nachchiyar temple. Records 
that Sada^va-Raya gave in the same year the village of “ Pattar- 
ungull.” Ibid., No. I3- 

17 , 8 -N. In the same place. Records that Sundara^Oladgva 
gave in S. 1398, Durmufchi, the village of Sundaranallur and a 
golden chair to the Goddess. Ibid., No. 14. ■

Kunnakkudi. 

This village is noted for its cave temples adjoining the 
modern temple of Tenarrl^vara at the foot of the hill. The icono- 
graphical features of the place have been described by Mr. Krishna 
Sastri in Bp. Rep., 1910, p. 79. Of the five inscriptions which 
Mr- Sewell mentions in this place, three have been identified, but 
not the two others which are attributed to the twentieth year of 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vira-Pandya and 1442 (A.D. 1550). 

On a pillar of a rock-cut cave in 
the hill. An unfinished record in the forty-eighth year of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulotturiga-Choladsva. Mentions 
the temple of Tirumalai-udaiya-Mahadeva at Tirukkunrakkudi, 
one of the villages irrigated by the river Tenaru in Rajgndra^Oja- 
valanadu in Rajaraja-Pandinadu. 

182 . 25 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On a second pillar in the same 
cave. A record in the sixth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vikrama-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land for 
offerings to the temple of Tirumalai-udaiya Tenarru-Nayakkar at 
Tirukkunrakkudi in AdalaiyQr-nadu, a subdivision of Keraja^inga- 
valanadu. This is No. 3 of Mr. Sewell’s list. 

183 . 26 of 1909- — (Tamil.) On the same pillar in the same 
place. A record in the sixth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vikrama-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land to the 
same temple by Uyyavandan Gandan alias GafigSyan alias Tyaga- 
mlgaman. This is No. 4 of Mr. Sewell’s list. 

184 . 27 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the third pillar in the same 
place. A damaged record in the fourth year of the Pandya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Srivallabhadeva. Seems 
to record a gift of land to the temple of Molasthanamudaiya- 
Nayanar on the hill in the same village. 

185 . 28 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the fourth pillar in the same 
place. A record in the fortieth year of the Chela king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin KulGttunga-ChOladeva.

An unfinished record in the fourth year of the Pandya 
king Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Srivallabhadeva. Regis- 
ters a gift to the temple mentioned in No. 184 by Adalaiyur- 
nadajvan Mummudi-^Cjan Viraiekharan. [Was the king the con- 
temporary of Maravarman Sundara Pandya I ?] 

188 . 31 0/1909. — (Tamil.) In the verandah of the same cave, 
north side. A much damaged record of the Pandya king SrTvalla- 
bhadeva, the date of which is doubtful. Records gift of land for a 
lamp to the temple of Tirumalai-udaiya-Nayanar. 

189.320/1909. — (Tamil.) In the same place. Arecordinthe 
forty-ninth year of the ChOk king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulotturiga-Choladeva (I). Records gift of taxes for offerings to 
the temple of Tirumalai-udaiya-Nayanar by Vlra^Skharan alias 
Adalaiyur-Nadalyan. 

190.330/1909. — (Tamil.) In the same verandah, south side. 
An unfinished record of the Chola king Chakravartin-Kulottuhga- 
Choladgva (I), in his fortieth year. Refers to the residents of Idaik- 
kudi alias RavikulamanikkanallOr and other villages irrigated by 
the river Tgnaru, in Rajendra^Ola-valanadu, a subdivision of 
Rajaraja-Pandinadu. At the bottom is an inscription in modem 
characters dated in the cyclic year Ahgirasa. 

191 . 34 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On a pillar of another rock-cut 
cave in the same hill. A record in the twenty-second year of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva. 
Records gift of land to the temple of Tirumalai-udaiya-Mahadeva 
by the villagers of Kunrakkudi ^z/mjTenpugallQr. 

193 . 35 <?/■ 1909.— (Tamil.) On the second pillar in the same cave. 
A record in the fortieth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kulottuiiga-Choladgva (I). Records that Vlra^gkharan alias 
Virudarajabhayamkara AdalaiyQr-Nadalvan granted a remission 
of taxes on all the devadana lands belonging to the same temple. 

193 . 36 a/ 1909.— (Tamil.) On the second and third pillars in 
the same place. A damaged record of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, 1216 — 35 ). 
“ who was pleased to distribute the Chola country.” The record 
gives a long historical introduction. [This may be No. I of Mr. 
Sewell’s list, where it is attributed to the eighth year of the reign. 

194 . 37 a/ 1909.— (Vatteluttu.) On the third pillar in the same 
place. The record bears the single word Masilichchuram. 

195 . 38(7/1909.— (Tamil.) On the fourth pillar in the same place. 
A record in the eighth year of the Pantlya king Jatavarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Srl-vallabhadeva. Records gift of land for 
the maintenance of a garden to the temple of Tgnarru Nsyakar by 
Katti-ara^a, a resident of Tirukkunrakku 4 i. See No. 187 above. 
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196.390/1909. — (Tamil.) In the verandah of the same cave, 
below two images. A much damaged record in the seventh year of 
the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadgva, 
“who was pleased to distribute the Chola Country." Seems to record 
a gift of land to Aludaiya-Pill.aiyar. The king was most probably 
Maravarman Sundara Pandya I, 1216-— 35 - 

197 . 40 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On a wall in front of the same cave. 
A. much damaged record in the sixteenth year of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadgva 
(I, 1216—35), “ who took the Chola country and was pleased to 
perform the anointment of heroes and the anointment of victors at 
Mudigonda^Olapuram.” Seems to record a gift of land for offerings 
to the temple of Tgnarru-Nayakar. 

198 . 41 0/1909. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the Agastyg^- 
vara shrine at the foot of the hill in the same village. An incom- 
plete record in the twenty-second year of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^gkharadgva 
(1, 1268 — 1308), “ who has pleased to take every country.” Mentions 
the temple of Tgnarru-Nayakar. 

199 . 42 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajan 
Sundara-Pandyadgva. Built in at the end and damaged. [The 
king has not been identified.] 

200 . 43 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the Madhuna- 
dl^vara shrine at the foot of the hill. A damaged record in the 
seventeenth year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadgva (I, 1216 — 35), “ who took 
the Chola country and was pleased to perform the anointment of 
heroes at Mudigonda^olapuram.” Records gift of land to a private 
person, Mentions Niyamam “ irrigated by the river Tgnaru ” in 
Kgralafeihgavalanadu. 

201 . 44 of 1909. — On the roof of a natural cavern called 
Jnaniyarmadam on the same hill. In Brahmi characters. [The 
huge boulder here is similar to that at Panchapandavamalai near 
Kllavalavu and “must have contained below it a number of the 
usual stone beds. The whole space under the boulder is, however, 
now converted into a building with several compartments and is 
occupied by mendicant beggars who call it GndniSr-madam. In 
the madam they have placed figures of a naga, a HanQman and a 
seated image which they call Gnaniar.” (Mad. Ep. Rep., 1910, 
p. 80.) 

Pirdnmalai. 

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives ten inscriptions in this place 
of which Nos. 2, 3, 5 and 6 have been identified with 203, 204, 
205 and 212 of the following list, The other inscriptions of 
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Mr. Sewell are not identifiable. Two of them are attributed to the 
thirteenth and tenth years . of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^e- 
khara and the other four are given under Nos. 220 to 223 below. 

202 . 138 <?/ 1903. — (Tamil.) On the rock in the central shrine 
of the Mahgainatha temple. An incomplete record in the thirty- 
fifth year of the Ghola king Chakravartin Kulcttunga-Choladeva 

(I?). 

203 . 139 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the kitchen 
belonging to the Mahgainatha temple. A mutilated record of the 
^aluva king Immadi-Narasimharaya (son of Nara^inga), in S. 1422, 
Raudri. Appears to record a gift for the merit of Tipparasar 
Ayyan. Mentions Eppuli-Nayakar and Kerala^inga-valanadu and 
the district of Piramalai-^Imai, 

204 . 140 0/ 1903. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same. A 
record in the thirty-eighth year of the Pandya king Maravarman 
ahas Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^ekharadeva (I, 1268 — 1308), 
“ who conquered every country.'' Records gift of cows to the 
temple of Kodungunramudaiya-Nayanar. 

205 . 141 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the Sundara- 
Pandyan mantapa in front of the central shrine of the same 
temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-pratapa Devaraya 
(n, 1422 — 49) in S. 1360, Kalayukta. Records gift for the merit 
of Madana Udaiyar, younger brother of the minister Lakshmana 
Dannayaka, who calls himself ^‘the lord of the southern ocean." 

On the north wall of the 
Lakshmi mantapa close to the same shrine. A record in the third 
year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, 1216 — 35), “who took the Chola 
country." Records gift of sheep for a lamp. 

207 . 142 (&)<?/ 1903. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva 
(I, I2t6 — 3S), “who took the Chola country," the date of which 
is doubtful. Records gift of sheep for a lamp. 

208 . 143 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-seventh of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kula^ekharadeva. Records gift of a lamp stand. Mentions 
Karavandapuram. 

209 . 144 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the six- 
pillared mantapa in front of the same shrine. A record in the 
third year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Vira-Pandyadeva. Records gift of money for offerings. 
Tirukkodungunru was situated in Tirumalai-nadu. Mention is 
made of Alagapuri alias, Seliyanarayanapuram in Kerala^ihgavala- 
nadu. [According to Saivite legends Tirukkoduhgunram or 
Piranmalai was one of the fifteen Saivite centres in the Pandyan 
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kingdom and renowned as the place where Mahodara Rishi 
performed worship.] 

210 . 145 ^1/1903. — (Tamil.) On the base of the samemantapa. 
A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kon6rinmaikondan. Records 
gift of land. Mentions Tuvarapati-Velar and BhupHla-Puramdara. 
The latter was probably a title of the king. Contains also a 
fragment of an inscription of Sundara-Psndya “ who performed 
the anointment of heroes at NellGr,” Jatavarman Sundara 
Pandya I who ruled from 1251 to 1264.] 

211 . 146 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the Vi^va- 
natha shrine in the same temple. An incomplete record of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Krishnadeva Maharaya “who 
conquered II am and every country and witnessed the elephant 
hunt,” in S. I440, Chitrabhanu (wrong) ; Venkayya points out that 
this inscription is “ a unique ” record among the Tamil inscriptions 
of the Emperor in claiming the conquest of Ilam for Krishnaraya. 

212 . 147 of 1903. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. Mentions Tuvarapati-Velar and Bhupala Puramdara. 
Records in the thirty-fourth year gift of land. [This is evidently 
inscription No. 2 in Mr. SewelPs list assigned to the thirty-fourth 
year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^ekhara.] 

213 . 148 of 1903- — (Tamil.) On the north and west walls of the 
same shrine. A record in the sixteenth year of the Pandya king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva. Built in at the 
end. Records gift of land. Contains the Sanskrit introduction 
beginning with Samastafagadadhara^ etc. 

214 . 149 <9/1903. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the steps lead- 
ing to the Mahgainatha shrine. An incomplete record. Records 
an order of Malavachakravartti. 

215 . 150 ^/I903. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same. A 
record in the tenth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Parakrama-Pandyadeva. Records a sale 
of land. [Was he the king who came to the throne in 1334 ?] 

On the west wall of the steps 
leading to the Mahgainatha shrine in the same temple. A record 
of the Saluva king Immadi Nara^ihgaraya (son of Nara^ihga, the 
usurper) in S. 1422, Raudra.

Records gift of land to a native of Tirupputtar 
by Sihgama-Nayaka for the merit of Vira-Narasimharaya-Nayaka 
alias “ the lord and the prosperous Sellappa.^^ This chief figured 
afterwards as a rebel.

Records assignment of certain^ taxes in 
Ati^ayapandiyanallOr alias Kottakkudi for the recitation of the 
Tiruppadiyan hymns, etc., in the temple of Tiruttaliyanda Nayanar 
by Gandan Uyyavandan alias Garigayan of Niyamam. The 
village was originally a gift to the temple of Nafaraja (Kuttadu- 
devar) by Varagunapperumal.

A record in 
the fifteenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulaiekharadeva. Records gift of money for a lamp by a native 
of Niyamam, irrigated by the river Tenaru. 

241 . 103 0/ 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
^ekharadeva. Records that some lands belonging to the temple of 
Kailasamudaiya-Nayanar were made rent-free for money received 
by the sabha of TirupputtQr in order to provide for offerings on a 
festival in the same temple. Mentions samvatsara-variyam.

A record in the twenty-eighth year of the Chola king 
RajarajakSsarivarman alias Rajarajadeva (I, 9^5 lOiS)* Begins 
with the usual historical introduction. Mentions the meeting of the 
sabha at the oi Urangappuli. An incomplete and damaged 
record. 

244 . 106 1908 —(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 

the fourteenth year of the Pandya king • • • ma Pandyadeva. 
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Built in at the beginning. Records gift of money for a lamp by a 
Brahma ni. 

A record in 
the twentieth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Parakrama-PandyadSva. Records gift of gold for offerings to the 
goddess Tiruppalliarai-Nachchiyar by the same Brahmani. 

A record in 
the twentieth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Srivallabhadeva.

A record in 
the twentieth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Srivallabhadeva.

A record of the Chela king Rajakesarivarman alias Udaiyar Srl-

reference is made to ayyar (father) Rajendra-Chola “who took 
Gahgai, PQrvadgSam and Kidaram.

Records gift 
of money for offerings to the shrine of Aludaiya-Pillaiyar in the 
temple of Kailasamudaiya-Nayanar at Tirupputtur. The money 
;«7as deposited in the, treasury of Tiruttaliyanda-Nayandr. 

On the same wall A record in 
the twentieth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Srlvallabhad6va. Records that the kitchen'was built by the queen 
lilagamulududaiyar.

Records sale of the 
right of Kdranmai by a temple tenant in favour of the goddess Tiruk- 
kamakkottamudaiya-Nachchiyar who was set up by Kandiyadevar.

On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the KamSivara temple. An incomplete record of the 
Vijayana^ara king Kumara Vira-Narasimha Bhujabala Vasanta- 
raya in S. 1430, Viihava, Kumbha, su. di. 7 , Friday, Subhayoga, 
corresponding to Friday, January 26, A.p. 1509. Registers that 
Eramanchi Timmaya-Nay aka’s son Tulukkana-Nayaka, provided 
a car which had not existed since the time of the Eandya king to 
the temple of Tirukkaml^varam-udaiya-Tambiranar at AragalQr in 
Arrur-k-Qrram, a subdivision of Magada mandalam in Maladu alias 
Janahatha-valanadu. [Bhujabala was Nuniz’s Busbal Rao and the 
elder brother of KrishnadSva Raya. His title Viravasanta is met 
for the first time in this epigrjiph. The Kdyilolugu refers to 
Eramanchi Timma Nayaka and says that Uttamanambi, the 
mahager of the ^rlrangam shrine, received in S. 1409 as. many 
as 20 villages from him. He is styled the inspirer of fear in the 
Chera, Chola, Papdya and Vallala kings, the establisher of 
Yadavaraya and enemy of Sambuvaraya.]

Registers that Pakkambacli, a village in Tenkarai 
NaraiyQr-kurram, a district of Magadai-man(ialam in Maladu alias 
Jananathavalana(iu, was for a long time a devadana of the temple 
and that subsequently taxes (rajagaram Mnikkai) were collected - 
from it ; Eramaiichi Tulukkana-Nayaka restored the village to the 
temple with all its income for worship and repairs.

the temple of Tirukkaml^varam-uclaiya-Nayanar. 

7 . 414(7/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
thirteenth year, Tai, of the Hoysala king Ramanathadeva. Regis- 
ters an or(der of Rahuttarayan that the village Nattamangalam in 
Sgla-nadu which was given to him as afivita by the king, was now 
granted with all its income as a rent-free devadana to the temple of 
Tirukkaml 4 varam-u(laiya-Nayanar at AragalQr, for maintaining 
worship and repairs. 

8 . 415 (7/1913. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa in 
front of the same shrine. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin RajarSjadeva (III) in his fourteenth year Rishabha, ba, 
di. 7 , Monday, Dhanishtha (corresponding, according to Mr. Swami- 
kannu Pillai, to Monday, 6th May, A.D. 1230). Records .grant of 
15,000 kdsu by a certain Nachchi for maintaining worship, sacred 
bath, garlands, cloths, - lamps, oil, offerings and festivals in the 
shrine of Kariyana-i 4 varamu<laiya-Nayanar set up in the north- 
west comer of the first enclosure in the temple of Tirukkaml^- 
varam-u(laiya-Nayanar. The donation was accepted by the 
servants of the temple. 

9 . 416 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottun- 
ga-Ch5la(lSva (III). Registers that the village of Ilattipaeli which 
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had been purchased from Malaiyanudai-^ambai by the trustees, 
was made tax-free in favour of the same temple, for maintain- 
ing worship, festivals and repairs by the trustees of that temple. 
The document is attested by the officers VSnakOvaraiyan and 
Villavarayan. 

10 . 417 0/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulot- 
tuhga-ChOladgva (III). Records sale of Ilattipadi to the trustees of 
the temple by Malaiyanudaiyan Sambaiyalvan, for 135 pon. 

11 . 418 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-CholadOva (IE) in 
his twenty-ninth year, Konya, su. di. 2, Wednesday, Hasta 
(corresponding to September 6, A.D. 1206). Records gift of 5,000 
kaiu for maintaining the sacred bath, twilight lamps, garlands, 
cloths and offerings to the three saints ( emberumakkal) (i.e., Appar, 
Sundarar and Sambandar)^ set up in the temple of Tirukkamld- 
varam-udaiya-NayanSr at Aragalur. [The date in reality refers to 
Tuesday, September 5 and not September 6. See Ep. Rep., 1914, 
p. 64.] 

12 . 419 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
mantapa. A record in the fifteenth year of the Pandya king 

' Jatav’arman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadgva 
(I, ? 1251 — 64). Registers a giQ of 1, 000 kuH of land, made rent- 
free in the thirteenth year of the king, for the maintenance of two 
Brahmanas who recited the Vgdas in the temple, by the chief 
Sgdirayan. Also at the command of the king, the nattar inhabit- 
ing the districts included between the rivers Vgmbararu and 
Pennai were required to assign certain specified taxes to the 
temple for the health of the king. The natfdr, having, however, 
collected the kanikkai-panam in the fifteenth year of the king, they 
were ordered to return the collections immediately to the temple. 

13 . 420 of 1913- — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Saluva king Tamaraya Immadi-Narasa Nayaka (son of Nara- 
^ihga) in S. 1427, Krodhana, Mdkara, su. di. 3, Sunday, Dhanishtha, 
Maha-Samkranti day. I^egisters that Allalanatha Ilaiya-Nayaka 
and the inhabitants of Arrur-nadu and Mulaipparu-nadu, having 
met together, provided for supplying oil to burn perpetual lamps 
and twilight lamps in the temple for the health of Eramanchi- 
Tulukkana Nayaka. [Mr. Swamikannu PElai points out that in 
January II, A.D. 1506, the intended date, the wee]^ day is correct, 
but not Krittika or Dhanishfha. Nor was it Sahkranti of any kind.] 

14 . 421 of 1913.- (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in 
his seventh year that the chiefs VanakOvaraiyan and Villavarai- 
yan granted annually ten of their bull-calves as vrishabhas to the 
l 3 gm.ple and assigned the remainder for work in connexion with 
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temple repairs including that of the enclosure wall called Pon- 
parappina Penimahtirumadil, 

15 . 422 of 1913* — (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in 
Plava, Ma^i, tenth day, a pledge ( adai-dlai) granted by Tyagana- 
Nayaka to the inhabitants of the districts (ndttar) of Magadai- 
mandalam who had left the country owing to much oppression. 
Mentions svami Kvara-Nayaka. 

16 . 423 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. Built in at the 
beginning. Fixes the details of adanderram to be observed by the 
inhabitants of Magadai-mandalam. 

17 . 424 ^?/l9l3. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the 13th year and 319th day of Tribhuvanachakravartin KCnerin- 
melkondan. Registers the grant of the village Alambalam in 
Magadai-mandalam with all its income for instituting a service 
in the temple called Kodandaraman ^andi, after the king, for 
celebrating a festival on his birthday every year and for repairs. 
Attested by Kalihgaraya. 

18 . 425 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva in his tenth year Mina, 
^u. di. 13, Thursday, Makha. Registers that the king granted 
vHi of land at Ponparappi aliaj Rajanarayananallur as a devadana 
to the shrines of Kula^Skhara Avudaiyar and Valvitta MangaiySr 
which Kandiyadeva had founded in the same temple in the name 
of the king's elder brother (annalvi). Attested by Adichchan 
Ganapati Alyan alias Kaduvetti of KappalOr in MutturrukO^am, 
a subdivision of Pandi- mandalam. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai points 
out that two dates are possible, viz., Thursday, February 26, A.D. 
1260 or Thursday, February 27, 1287. The latter would be the 
eleventh year (not the tenth) of that Jatavarman Sundara Pandya 
who ruled from 1276 to 1290 and the former would be in the ninth 
(but very near the tenth) year of his namesake who ruled from 
1251 to 1264. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai considers the latter to be 
more probable as the king has the title Samastajagadadhara, 

19.426^/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva (I, ? 1251—64) in his ninth year, Adi, Records gift of 
3,000 kiiU of wet land below the tank Kula^ekharan-Periyeri at 
Aragalur, to the shrine of Kula^ekhara-Avudaiyar mentioned above, 
for offerings. [The mention of a Kulasekhara as the elder brother 
of the, king shows that he had a co-regent or predecessor in him. 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai postulates from astronomical details the 
accession of a Kulasekhara in 1237 (see Ind, Antq,, Vol, 42) and 
this might be the person intended.] 

20 . 427 ^?/l9I3. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Krishnaraya (A.D. 1509 — 30) in S. 1430, Sukla, 
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Mina, ^u. di. 7, Thursday, Vi^akha. The king receives Saluva 
titles. Registers that Eramahchi Tulukkana-Nayaka built a car 
for the temple which had not been in existence subsequent to the 
rule of the Pandya kings, instituted a festival called after Sivili- 
Nayaka and appointed a private individual providing him with 
maintenance, for carrying the god in processions (sri-patam tahgi)* 
[The date is an irregular one.] 

21 . 428 (7/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Vijayanagara king KrishnadSva-Maharaya in S, 
1436, Yuyan, Mithuna, 6u. di 5, Monday, A^vini. The king 
receives Saluva titles. Records that Akki-Timmaya Nayaka of 
Eramahchi and the temple authorities together, granted to a private 
individual, 250 kuli of land as uramaL [This is also an irregular 
date. See Ep. Rep., 1914, p. 68.] 

22 . 429 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year, Ma^i, nineteenth day of the Pandya king Jatavarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin* Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, 1251 — 64), 

who took every country.^^ Records gift of 2,000 kiili of wet land 
below the tank Kula^ekharan Periyeri for a garden, by the king. 
Attested by Achchan Ganapati Alyan alias Kaduvetti, native of 
Kappalur, alias Ulagalanda^Olanallhr in Mutturru-kurram, a sub- 
division of Phndi-mandalam. 

23 . 430 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king Viruppanna Udaiyar 
(Virupaksha I), son of Vlra-Ariyana-Udaiyar (Harihara II), in S. 
1306, Raktakshi, Mesha, ^u. di. (Paurnami), Wednesday, Svati, 
(corresponding to Wednesday, April 6, A.D. 1384). Registers the 
sale of the right (kani) of worship by three priests of the temple of 
Tirukkaml^varamudaiya-Nayanar at Aragalhr to a priest of the 
temple of Tiruvalafijiram Udaiya-Nayanar at Valanjiramin Panur- 
khrm^n? ^ subdivision of Maladu alias Jananatha-Valanadu, in 
Magadai-mandalam. 

24 . 431 (7/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Vira-Kampanna-Udaiyar, son of Vlra-Buk- 
kanna-Udaiyar II, in S. 1297, Rakshasa, Vrischika, iu. di. II, Friday, 
Rohini. The servants of the temple, viz., the sri-riidras, sri-mahes.^ 
varas and temple accountants having assembled together, gave 
to a certain Ennudaiya Nayanar, son of AghOra^iva-^Mudaliyar, 
the work of supervising the different services in the temple and a 
house for his living. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that the week 
day and solar month are wrong, and Rakshasa, ^u. II, Rohini, fell 
on Thursday, 3rd January 1376. 

25 . 432 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of the 
Pandya king Jafavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva in (1276—90), in his thirteenth year, Mithuna, in. di. 
13, Friday, Anuradha, corresponding to Friday, June 3, A,D. 1289, 
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Refers to a dispute between the oil-merchants (Vdniya-nagar attar) 
and the seUis in which the latter permitted the former to manage 
the business of the temple. The management continued to be in 
the hands of the oil-merchants for sometime. This having failed, 
the district people (nattavar) granted the village of Talaivay for 
conducting permanently the festivals in the temple. [The inscrip- 
tion is of social interest, and shows how caste disputes in regard 
to the management of temples existed in those days.] 

26 . 433 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A damaged 
record of the Vi jay anagara king Achyutadeva-Maharaya (1530 — 42) 
in S. 1461, Vikarin, Kanya, ^u. di. 7, Friday, Mula (corresponding 
to Friday, September 19, A.D. 1539). Seems to. record a grant of 
land, and the fnathdpatya to a private individual for doing the duties 
of the temple (kdyil-uliyam), 

27 . 434^/1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in the 
thirteenth year, Pahguni, that the temples of Tirukkaml^uram- 
udaiya-Nayanar, Tayilunalla-^olisuram-udaiya-Nayanar and Pon- 
parappina-^ 5 lI^uram-udaiya-Nayanar were granted as Mni to a 
certain SerarnSnar. Also 200 hili of wet land and 2,000 kuli of 
dry land were given to this same person in the villages of 
Kurukkaipadi, Pakkanpacli, Ilattipadi and Vi^alur. 

28 . 435 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
mantapa ; right of entrance^ A record in the thirty-fifth year of the 
ChOla king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva (III). 
Registers a political compact between Sehgeni Ammaiyappan 
Alagiya^Olan alias Edirili^olachchambuvarayan and the chiefs 
Ponparappina-V^nakovaraiyar, Kulottuhga^O}.a Vanakovaraiyar, 
and brother-in-law ( maiclichundndr ) KadavarSyar. The latter 
three chiefs bind themselves not to be enemies of the first and give 
no shelter to offenders against him, and he in turn vows to do 
the same. If he acted against this he would be “ the bearer of 
shoes and betel-bags both to his kinsmen and to his enemies and 
not the son of his father 1 See No. 33 below. 

29 . 436 ^/I9I3. — (Tamil.) On the wall behind the dvarapala 
image in the same mantapa ; right of entrance. A record of the 
Choja king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva (III) in (date is 
lost) Tula, ba. di. 4, Monday. Built in at the end. Records gift of 
2,000 kdsii for one lamp and of 49 cows for seven other lamps to be 
burnt in the temple of Tirukkamlivaram-udaiya-Nayanar and 
subordinate shrines. 

30 . 437 <9/1913. — (Tamil.) In the same place; left of entrance. 
A record in the twelfth year of the ChOla king Rajarajadeva._ Built 
in at the beginning. Records gift of land for offerings by Achchi 
who has been mentioned in No. 8 above. 

31 . 438 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the second 
prakara of the same temple. Records in the tenth year an order 
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from the king to the managers of the temple, stating that the 
weavers settled by them '.outside the northern gate of AragalOr 
were to be cultivators (kudimdkkc^) of the devadana lands belong- 
ing to the shrine of Kula^Skhara-Aludaiyar_ founded in this temple 
by the chief KandiyadSvar. Attested by A.dittan Ganapati-Alvan 
alias Kaduvetti of KappalQr. 

32 . 439 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
prakara. A record of the Pandya king . . . alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara -Pandyadsva (I?) in his twelfth year, Mgsha. 
&u. di, Parnai, Thursday, Svati. The right of worship for days 
of a month in the temple which had been owned by a certain lady 
was ordered to be sold evidently on account of the defalcation of 
temple jewels by her and her accomplices. The lady was arrested 
by the temple mahesvaras and officers who then met in a mantapa 
and decided that 250 panam (=25,000 soliya kasu) was to be paid 
by the other worshippers of the temple for distributing among 
themselves the privileges that were under sale. [The inscription is 
of value in illustrating the method of temple management. In dis- 
cussing the date of the inscription Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that 
it might be taken to be either Thursday, April 6, A.D. 1262, in the 
eleventh (very near the twelfth) year of JatSvarman Sundara 
Pancjya I (1251 — 1264), or Thursday, April 23, A.D. 1282 in the 
twelfth year of a king of the same name who, according to his 
own researches, ascended the throne in 1273 . See Ind. Antq., Vo) . 
42, June and Aug. I 9 I 3 -] 

33 . 440 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
prakara ; right of entrance. A record in the thirteenth year (of an 
unknown king). Stones out of order. Refers to the terms of a 
political compact between the two chiefs Rajarajadevan Pon- 
parappinar alias KulQttunga 4 ol.a-VanakOvaraiyar and Kllybr 
Malaiyaman of TirukkbvalQr. They fix the boundaries of their 
dominions, bind themselves not to oppose each other, combine in 
serving the king and defend each other against external enemies. 
[See No. 28. The Government Epigraphist sees in these political 
compacts the decline of the Choja central government.] 

34 . 441 of 191% — (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Records in the thirteenth year, Pilrattadi, gift of 3,000 kuli of wet land 
reclaimed from forest in the village of Deviyakuruchchi in ArrQr- 
nadu for worship and repairs in the shrines of Kula4gkhara- 
Aludaiyar and Valyitta-Mjingaiyar in the temple of Timkkaml 4 - 
varam-udaiya-Nayanar at AragalQr. Attested by Kaduvetti, chief 
of Kappalflr. 

35 . 442 fl/ 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Records in the eleventh year, Avani, gift of land, tax free, for the 
maintenance of the gardeners of a flower-garden belonging to the 
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temple of Tirukkami^varam-udaiya-Naypnar. Attested by the same 
person. 

36 . 443 <?/i9l3. — (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Registers an order of the king to the managers of the temple 
stating that the service Ulagamulududaiyal-^andi founded in his 
name was to be maintained from the 8,500 hili of land granted at 
Alambalam in NaraiyOr-kurram, a subdivision of Miladu alias 
Jananatha-valanadu. 

37 . 444 of 1913* — (Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Records in the eleventh year, Adi, gift of four velis of wet land 
in Arrur for feeding ten persons in the temple. Attested by 
Kaduvetti. 

38 . 445 of 1913* — (Tamil.) On the north base of the central 
shrine in the Karivaradaraja-Perumal temple in the same village. 
A record of the Saluvaking Dharmaraya (i.e., Immadi Narasiriiha), 
son of ^aluva Nara^ihgaraya in S. 1444, Durmati, Simha, 4 u. di. lo, 
Monday, Hasta. The third figure of the Saka year must be two. 
Records that a certain Ammana-Nayakka gave to the temple of 
Karivarada-Perutrial at Aragalur, the fee called adimai-kdsu col- 
lected from the Kaikkolas and a female servant ( adiydl) providing 
for her maintenance in order that svSmi Narasa-Nayaka may be 
victorious in his digvijaya. See No. 43. [Shows that Tuluva Narasa 
was de facto king while Immadi Narasiriiha was ruling. The date is 
declared by Mr. Swamikannu Pillai to be irregular as Sukla 10 
and Hasta can join in Rishabha and not Sirhha.] 

39 . 446 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. Registers in the fourth year, Pahguni, twelfth day, an order 
of Vanakovaraiyan that v/et and dry lands in different villages 
were to be purchased as Vtramdgadapperiivilai, the former at 6 
kdsu per hili and the latter one at 2 Msu per kulf and granted as 
tirundniatUikkdni to the temple of Kariya-Perumal at Aragalur. 

40 . 447 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records that 
the Srivimdna (i.e., central shrine) of this Kariya-Perumal temple 
called also Rajaraja-Vinnagar was built of stone by Punyavatiyar, 
wife of Rajaraja-Vanakovaraiyan. She was the daughter of 
Iranan Kovalarayan. 

41 . 448 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the east base of the same shrine. 
Records in the thirteenth year (of an unknown king), Purattadi, 
an eclipse (not specified), gift of 1,000 hili of wet land below the 
tank at Ponparappi alias Rajanarayananallur for oblations and 
repairs to the shrine of Singa (i.e., Nrisimha) in the temple of 
Kariya-Perumal in order to secure happiness to_the king’s elder 
brother (a?indlvi) Sundara-PSndya. Attested by Adittan Ganapati- 
Alvan of Kappalur who was surnamed Vanadarayan. 

42 - 449 ^>/I9I3- — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Krishnadeva Maharaya (1509 — 30) in S. 1441 > 
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Pramathin, Mithuna, ^u. di. 13, Friday, Anuradha. Registers that 
three sthanikas of the teihple of Perumal-Kariyavar went on a 
deputation to the king, to Vijayanagara and complained of the 
injustice done by the authorities ( rajagaram) stationed at Dsviya- 
kuruchchi, a village belonging to the temple. The chief Amaram 
Timmarasa introduced them to the king, got their grievance 
redressed, presented them each with a garland, a head dress, a 
horse and an umbrella, and granted 900 kuli of wet land at 
Ponparappi and at Dsviyakuruchchi, as sarvamSnya gift. [The 
date has been verified to be Friday, June 10, A.D. 1519.] 

43 . 450 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
shrine. A record of the Sajuva king Tammayyaraya, son of ^aluva- 
Nara^ingaraya (the founder of the ^aluva dynasty) in 1424, 
RudhirOdgarin (wrong), Simha, 4 u. di. 10, Friday, Svati. A certain 
Tammayya-Nayaka in the name of his master Kumarasvami- 
Ammana-Nayaka granted land at Sirreri, a hamlet of Aragalur, 
to three worshippers in the temple of Perumal-Kariyavar who 
were in the enjoyment of the privilege called archanavibhava-kani 
for the victory of Narasa Nayaka. The Government Epigraphist 
points out that this as well as No. 38 refer to the latter part of 
the year in which Narasa Nayaka died and was succeeded by his 
son Vira Narasimha. [The date is irregular.] 

44 . 451 0/ 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south base of mantapa in 
front of the same shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Krishnadeva-Maharaya (1509— 30) in S. 1446, Tarana, Makara 
II, Revati, Friday, Samkramana-punyakala. The record gives 
a genealogy of the king from Tammayyaraya. Registers a grant 
of eight Emberuman-adiyar for service in the temple of Kafiya- 
Perumal and a provision of 1,000 liuli of land for their mainten- 
ance, by a certain Mrityunjaya-Nayaka for the merit of his master 
Tirupialai-Nayaka. The date is declared by Mr. Swamikannu 
Pillai to be irregular as 6ukla ii andRgvati can join in Vrischika, 
not in Makara. 

45 . 452 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king AchyutadSva- 
Maharaya, “ who levied tribute from all countries ”, in S. 1454, 
Nandana, Kumbha, 6u. di. 3, Monday, Uttara-Bhadrapada, corre- 
sponding to Monday, January 27, A.D. 1533. (But Uttara Bhadra- 
pada is wrong for purva Bhadrapada.) The epigraph is to the 
effect that Kannan, a kaikkola of KuhaiyOr, having instituted a 
car festival in the temple, the managers met together in the 
Sopana-mantapa and decided to grant him and his descendants a 
house, a loom, a piece of land and some privileges in the temple.' 

46 . 453 ff/ 1913.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Kamala- 
mangai shrine in the same temple. A record in the eighteenth year 
of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
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Sundara-Pandyadeva (l, ? 1251—64). Records gift of l,ooo luU of 
land below thetank at ToluvQr for worship and repairs in the 
temple of Vairavana-I^varam-udaiya-Nayanar at AragalQr. 

47 . 454(7/1913. — (Tamil.) On the south base of the Cholg^- 
vara' temple in the same village. Records in the ninth year (of?), 
Pahguni, eighth day, gift of the village Kurukkaipacli for worship 
and repairs jn the temple of Tayilumnalla-Chole^varam-udaiya- 
Nayanar at AragalQr. Attested by Vanakovaraiyan and Vilup- 
padarayan and order communicated to Vila(iaraya, and the 
accountants ( puravariydr). 

48 . 455 of I 9 I 3 - — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. Records in the seventh year (of an unknown king) gift of 
land at Kll.-Magarur to the same temple. Attested and communi- 
cated as before.

49 . 403(7/1913. — (Tamil.) On the south base of t he Kaya- 
nirmale^vara temple. A reccard of the Vijayanagara king Krishna- 
raya (1509 — 30) in 6.1435, 6rlmukha, Sittirai, thirteenth day, 3, 
Friday, Rohini, Saubhagyayoga (which corresponded, according to 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai, to Friday, 8th April, A.D. 1513). Registers 
that the chief Akki-Timmayya-Nayaka who was ruling Malaclu 
alias Jananatha-valana(iu in Magadai-mantlalam, gave the village 
called Villavarayanattam on the northern bank of the river Niva, 
in the district of Arrur-kQrram in ArrQr-na( 3 u, to a certain 6rlrahga- 
raja-bhatta, son of Arunagiri-natha, a native of Iraivanaraiyur. 
The granted village received the surname Akk'i-Timmaya-Nayaka- 
chaturvedimahgalam, after the donor. See No. 52 below. 

50 . 404 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the west base of the same 
temple. An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapra- 
tapa Krishnaraya-Maharaya in S. 1449, VirOdhi (wrong), Simha, 
^u. di. II, Sunday, Pushya. Seems to record the grant of a village 
for the merit of the king. The date corresponded to March 1st, 
A.D. 1528. 

51 . 405 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in. the 
thirty-second year the order of Vannenja-Perumal that the gift of 
200 kuli of wet land granted to the temple of TirmSltali-udaiya- 
Nayanar at ArrQr for maintaining lamps, was to be demarcated by 
tri-siila stones and the transaction engraved on stone. 

52 . 406(7/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. A damaged, record in S. 143I, Sukla, Aipa^i, twenty- 
second day. Seems to refer to the gift of Kallinattam near Arrur 
in Arrur-nadu, a subdivision of Magadai-man( 3 alam, under the 
nameMayittay-agaram by a certain Tulukkana-Nayaka, to Parpa- 
nabha-Bhatta, son of Arunagirinatha of Iraivanaraiyur. The 
document was engraved on the Itumudappadai in the temple of 
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Tiriimenittelivudaiya-Tambiranar at Arrtir. Arunagirinatha is 
referred to in No. 49 and ought not to be confounded with the great 
Tamil poet and devotee of that name who was the contemporary of 
Devaraya II. 

5 3 . 407 0/ 1913.— (Tamil.) On a slab set up in the same temple. 
A record in the fourteenth year of Chola king Parakesarivarman. 
Records gift of paddy to the temple of Tirumerrali-Ncayakkar (or 
Alvar) at Malaiyamanaru, a hrahmadeya in ArrQr-kurjram, which 
was a subdivision of Miladu, by three servants of that temple. 

Etappur (Btfappur). 

54 . Mr. Sewell gives a copper-plate inscription " in the town, 
dated S. 1636 (A.D. 1714), recording a deed of sale in the reign of 
Dodda Krishna Udaiyar of Maisur.” [Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 201 and 
Salem Manual, p. 87.]

55. In front of the temple on the hill. Le Fanu in his Salem 
Manual, p. 80, gives a translation of this epigraph. See Supplement. 

Taddvur, 

56 . 456(7/1913. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Ekamra- 
nathasvamin temple. Records in the ninth year (of a king not 
given) gift of land at Vlra^olanallur, to the temple Tiruvggambam- 
Udaiya-Nayanar at Tadavur. Attested by Tayilunalla-Perumal 
and Vijuppadarayan and communicated to Viladaraya and the 
accountants ( puravariyar). 

57 . 457 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
tenth year of the Chslaking Vijayarajgndradeva (Kulottuiiga in). 
Records gift of land for worship and repairs to the temples of 
Tiruvegambam-udaiya-Nayanar and Kunramerinda-Perumal. 

58 . 4580/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-seventh year of the Ch 5 la king Tirubhuvanachakravar- 
tin Kulottuhga-Choladeva III, “ who was pleased to take Madurai 
(Madura) and the crowned head of the Pandya.” Registers that the 
temple of Tiruvggambam-uciaiya-Nayanar at Melgahgapa<ii alias 
Tadavur in ArrQr-kQrram a subdivision of Miladu alias Jana- 
nathavalanadu, was built of stone, the cost being met from gold 
already in possession of the temple and from what was presented 
now by the king ancithe youngest of the queens. 

59 . 459 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
temple. Records in the seventeenth year (of ?), Vaika^i, gift of land 
which had been lying waste for many years as a devadana to the 
^me' temple for worship, repairs and festivals. Attested by 
Adittan Gaqapati-Alvqn alias Vanadarayan of Kappalur. 
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60 . 460 of 1913- — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the twentieth year and fifty-seventh day, Avani, gift of 500 kuli of 
land at Tadavur as kdni to a certain Perukkalaparaiyan Pakkam- 
alagiyan by Magade^an Ularhgakatta Vanakovaraiyan. 

61 . 461 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Knlottunga-Choladeva (III). 
Records gift of land to the temple of Tiruvegambam Uclaiya- 
Nayanar at TadavQr in Mel-Gangapadi-nadu, a subdivision of 
Arrtir-ktrirram in Maladu alias* Jananatha-valanadu, for worship, 
repairs and festivals, by Kulottuhga^Ola Vanakovaraiyan. 

62 . 462 ^?/l9l3. — (Tamil.) On the same wall, A record in the 
ninth year of the ChOla king Vijayarajendra-Choladeva (i.e., 
Kulottunga-Chola III). Records gift of land to the same temple 
by the same chief. 

63 . 463 ^/I9I3. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
seventh year gift of the village of PuttQr alias M^l-Gangapadi- 
nadu. Attested by Tayilunalla-Perumal and Viluppadarayan 
and communicated to Viladarayar and the accountants of the 
temple. 

64 . 464 ^/I9I3. — (Tamil.) On the stone through for the sacred 
tirtha in the same temple. Registers that this nirmalya trough 
was the gift of a certain Vaniyan Kavan Kuttandan.

AdhamankoUcii- 

65 . 200 ^>/l9l0, — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Aiikalamma temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Immadi- 
Achyutadeva-Maharaya in S. 1452,' Vikriti, Records gift of taxes 
{dlti and adikdsu) collected from the people and stalls in an old 
market revived at the place to the temple of Bhairavadeva by a 
certain Kamiyappa-Nayaka, son of Madde Bommaiyappa Nayaka, 
son of Bappa Nayaka. 

66. 201 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north and west bases of the 
Bhairava temple in the same village. A record of the Hoysala king 
Vira-Narasimhadeva in Kaliyuga 4336, S. IIS7, and in his seven- 
teenth year (i.e., A.D. 1235). Records that Paramaya Sahani, the 
minister of the Mahapradhani Paramavi^vasi Madhava-Dannakkar, 
built and consecrated the temple of Parame^varam Udaiyar at 
Mahendramangalam and granted lands to Vidugadar, the priest 
of that temple who was residing at Nandimangalam. [From the 
Dindagur plates Kielhorn fixes Vlra Narasirhha's accession on 
Thursday, the l6th April, A.D. 1220. See Bp. Ind.^^ol. V, Appendix 
II, p. 14. The Government Epigraphist infers from the present 
epigraph that his accession — ‘perhaps as a crown prince — should 
have been one or two years earlier. He further points out that 
Vira Narasiihha was the first to interfere in the south ; that he 
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rescued the Chola king from the Kadava king Kopperuniihgadeva 
(see S.A. 329) and that it was on his return perhaps from that 
campaign that these gifts were made by his general.] 

67 . 202 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Hoysala king Ramanathadgva in S. 1182, 
and in his sixth year. Records gift of money for a lamp by a 
native of Mahgalam to the temple of Mayindl^uram-Udaiyar. [The 
inscription proves that Ramanatha came to the throne in 1255 . appa- 
rently at the lifetime of his father. (See Ep. Ind., Vol. Ill, p. lo).] 

68. 203 c/ 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record. Records gift of land to the temple of Parame^uram 
Udaiyar at the eastern entrance into the village of Maylndira- 
mangalam for the merit of Vlra-S5m6^varadgva and Somaya- 
Dannakkar. Mentions Singaya Dannakkar who was, perhaps, a 
son of Somaya. For SSmaya see next' inscription and also those 

• at Ratnagiri (103 of 1892) and TirumalavSdi (73 of 1895). A servant 
of Somg^vara for a long time, he was honoured with the title 
Ku maragandardkova. 

69 . 204 <?/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same temple. A record of the Hoysala king 
S 0 mg 4 varadgva (A.D.- 1233 — 54) in 6. II/I) Sadharana, and in his 
seventeenth year. Records gift of land below the tank of KulattOr 
to the temple of Mayindl^uramudaiya-Nayanar by Somaya- 
Dandanayaka for the health of the king. [The inscription shows 
that the first years of Vira Somg^vara overlapped the last years of 
his father Vira Narasimha II. Nj. 36 shows that he was at Kanna- 
ndf (taken by his father about 1224) in 1228. He helped his father 
against Kadavaraya and the Pandya in 6. 1156. See Ep. Carna., 
V, Ak. 123. Later on, he was in cordial terms with Maravarman 
Sundara Pandya II (see Tirumayyam and Tinnevelly inscriptions). 
With Jatavarman Sundara Pandya I (1251 — 64), on the contrary, he 
was not friendly. See ^rlrangam inscription in Ep. Ind., Vol. HI, 
p. 7 ff.] 

70 - 205 0/T910. — (Tamil.) On a slab lying in front of the 
Somgdvara temple in the same village! A damaged record in the 
fifteenth year of the Hoysala king SOme^varadgva. Records 
remission of certain taxes on temples in Tagadainadu and Pura- 
malai-nadu by the residents of the seventy-nine districts, for the 
health of the king and of Somaya-Dannakkar. See No. 68 above*. 

71 . 206 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. A much damaged record in the nineteenth year of the 
Chola king KulOttunga-CholadOva. 

72 . 207 of 1910.— (Tamil.) On the same base. A much 
damaged record in the twenty-fifth year of the Chola Hng 
Kulottunga-ChOladOva. Seems to record gift of paddy by a 
native of Ariyambakkam to the temple of Mayindl^iram Udaiyar., 
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73 ^ 208 of IQJtO. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadevalllin S. II63, 
and in his twenty-sixth year. Records gift of gold for a lamp to the 
temple of Mayindlj^varam-Udaiyar by a Vaniyan of Arumbakkam. 
[The inscription is interesting for its mentioning a Saka date for a 
Chola king.] 

DharmapurL 

Known in the ninth century as Tagadar this place played a 
prominent part in early South Indian history. It was a famous 
city with rich temples, ^‘pleasure-gardens of kings and high 
enclosure walls,’’ a centre of Jainism and , Saivitism. The still 
attractive temple of Mallikarjuna, the Jain sculptures in the 
Ramakka tank and Adhamankottai (not far from it) and the 
archaic epigraphs show its importance in antiquity in the age of 
the Chera kings. Subsequent to the Chera epoch and till about 
A.D. 931 it was the capital of the Nolambas. (See Nos. 82 and 83.) 

74 . 304 ^?/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) On the four faces of a pillar 
built into the floor of the mantapa in front of the Mallikarjuna 
temple. A record of king Mahendradhiraja-Nolamba in S. 815^ 
Paridhavin. Records a grant to a Jaina basadi by a certain 
Nidhiyanna and Chandiyanna. The former received from the 
king the village of Mfllappalli which he made over to Kanaka- 
sena Siddhanta Bhatara, pupil of Vinayasena Siddhanta Bhatara of 
the PogarTyagana with the Sendmaya, Mulasahga^ etc., for the 
repairs to the hasti. The witnesses of the transaction were the four 
Samayins, the N diunagar a-narasdsana officers, etc. See Ep, Ind,, 
Vol. X, pp. 54--70. 

75 . 305 of 1901. — (Kanarese.) At the bottom of the four faces 
of the same pillar. A record of the Pallava king Ayyappadeva, 
son of Mahendra-Nolamba. Records a grant of the village of 
Buduguru perhaps to the same basadi (for Nidhiyanna is mention- 
ed) by a certain Lokayya. [See Ep* Ind-^ X, where Mr. Krishna 
Sastri gives an excellent history of the Nolamba-Pallavas. See 
also Fleet’s Dyn,y Kan, Dts,, p. 332 and Ep, Carna., Vol. IV, p. 10 f.j 

76 . 306(7/1901. — (Kanarese.) On a broken piece of another 
pillar in the same temple. A fragment of record of a Pallava 
king, the date of which is lost. Begins with the same passage as 
No. 74 above. ' 

77 . 307 (/1901. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Kamakshi 
shrine in the same temple. A record in the tenth year of Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva. Mentions 
two temples, viz., Tiruvelall^vara and Irayarayi^vara. 

78 . 308 of 1901.— (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Tribhuva- 
nachakravartin Kulottuiiga-Choladeva. Records repairs made for 
the merit of Adiyaman (i.e., the king of Adigai). 
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T 9 . 309 0/ 1901. — (Kanarese verse.) On a slab set up on the 
tank bund in the same village. Mentions the preceptor Viddera 4 i 
(Vidyara^i) of TagadQru. 

80 . 347 0/ 1901. — (Tamil.) On a slab built into the floor of the 
mantapa in front of the Mallikarjuna temple. A much damaged 
record of Kulottunga CholadSva. 

81 . 348 0/ 1901. — (Kanarese.) On four sides of a broken pillar 
lying in the Mariyamman temple in the fort. A record of the 
Pallava MahSndra Nolamba, dated in 800, Vilambin, apparently 
making grant to a Jaina temple. [It was this MahSndra who con- 
quered Mahabali Bana Raya about A.D. 890 and gave his name 
Mahendramangalam to Adhamankottai.] 

81 - A. In a slab in the street of Virupakshipuram. A record 
making the grant of a village by a local chief in the reign of 
6rr Raiiga of Vijayanagar in 6. 1541 (A.D. 1619) the king having 
his capital at Penukonda. {Salem Manual, p. 223.] 

83 . 198 of 1910.— (Kanarese.) On a granite pillar lying in the 
quarter known as VirQpakshipuram. A record of the Nojambha 
king Irula, son of Anniga, in S. 853, Virddhi. The record gives a 
list of the Nolamba kings and their queens. The last face which 
usually records the grant is damaged. This is an important inscrip- 
tion giving the Nolamba-Pallava genealogy from Pallavadhiraja to 
Irula and showing that the Tagadur nadu was under the Nojambas 
even after the conquest of the neighbouring Bana territory by 
Parantaka I. 

83 . 199 of 1910.— (Kanarese.) On the fragment of a pillar 
lying in the house of I^varayya in the same village. A record of a 
Nolamba king, whose name and date are lost. Appears to have 
contained a genealogy of the Nolambas. Mentions, among the 
boundaries, the roads to Puramale-nadu and Piribellole. [The 
inscription gives the details of the actions of the individual kings 
of the line.] 

84 . TagadQr spurious Sanskrit and Kanarese plates of the W. 
Gahga king Harivarma Maharaja issued from Talavanapura. See 
Ep. Carna., Vol. HI, p. 202, No. 122 and Kielhorn’s Southern List, 
p. 20, No. 109. The date of the grant (^. 188, Vibhava, da^ami, 
Guruvara, Punarvasu) is irregular. 

Hanumantapuram. 

85 - 86 . 16 and 17 of 1900.— (Vatteluttu.) On a slab in a 
field. A record in the seventeenth year of “ Ganga-Pallava king ” 
Vijaya-i^varavarman. Record the death of two heroes in battle in 
the service of Katfirai. [Dr. Hultzsch believes the latter to be 
identical with Kadava or Pallava. He is not, however, the chief 
conquered by the Hoysala Narasiihha II but evidently I^varavarman 
hiihself. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VII, pp. 23-4.] 
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Indur ( near Dliarmapuri), 

87 . 13 of 1900. — (Kanarese.) On a slab in the Prasanna- 
VehkatS^a-Perumal temple. A much damaged record of the 
Vijayanagara king Krishnaraya (1509 — 30). 

Kadagattur. 

88 . 193 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Chole^- 
vara temple. An unfinished record of the Vijayanagara king 
Virapratapa Devaraya-Mahar^ya (1422—49) in S. 1352, Ssdharana. 
Mentions Kadaikkottur alias De^i-Uyyakonda^Olapattanam in 
Tagada-Nadu, a subdivision of Ganga-nadu, which was a district 
of Nigarili^Ola-mandalam. 

89 . 194 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records gift 
of taxes on looms within the premises (tirumadaimlagam) of Mudi- 
gonda-Cholr^varamudaiya-Nayanar temple, by the nagarattar of 
the village, for maintaining a lamp in the temple. 

90 . 195 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north and west walls of the 
same temple. A record in S. 1398, Durmukhi, of the Vijayanagara 
king Mallikarjunaraya, son of Pratapadevaraya (II), ^‘who received 
tribute from all countries and from Ceylon and witnessed the 
elephant hunt.’^ Records gift of land in favour of the dancing 
women of the same temple. 

91 . 196 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa Deva- 
raya-Maharaya (II) in S. 1362, Durmati, Records gift of the taxes 
Nddutalavdrikkai (police rate ?), SetHydrmagamaiy collected on 
either side (ubhayamdrga) of the roads, the alldyamdnyam and 
adikasu on each shop opened in the village of Varagfir, a devaddna 
of the temple of Mudigonda-ChOli^varamudaiya-Nayanar, by the 
Telugu chief Malla-Rahutta, son of Vidamitta-Rahutta of Mula- 
vaychchavadi, while the Pradhani Madana-Dannayakkar of 
Mulvay was governing the country. [See inscription No. 141 of 
1903 at Piranmalai in Ramnad district. In S. 1356 Madanna gave, 
under the king^s orders, charge of the Tekal country to Saluva 
Goparaja, nephew of Deva Raya II.] 

Kdrimaiigalam, 

91 '-A. 5 of 1900. — (Kanarese.) On a rock in front of the Vlra- 
bhadrasvamin temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Sada- 
^ivad^va (1542 — 65) in S. 1478. Mentions the Mahamandale^vara 
Aliy a-Ramara j a. 

^ Kolagattur (near Kadagaitur), 

93 . 197 of 1910.— (Telugu.) On a slab lying on the tank 
bund. A record in Dundubhi. Stipulates that the cultivators of 
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lands below the tanks in the Kadagatthf country must give 
sarivdram^ i.e., equal share of the produce to the owner and pay a 
specified fee for strengthening the tank bunds with stone and 
earth. This was done for the merit of the chief Kumara Jagadeva. 
This was evidently the chief of Channapattana in Bangalore 
district conquered by the rising Mysore chiefs about 1635. [See 
Mys. Gazr.y II, p. 62.] 


Modur, 

93 . 209 ^?/l9lo. — (Tamil.) A damaged record in Sarvadharin. 
Refers to an officer “ who possessed the strength and powers of the 
Hoysala king Vishnuvardhana and to the remission of the 
marriage tax in Tagada-nadu. 

94 . 210 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On a boulder in front of the temple 
of Nelapperumal in the same village. A record in the third year, 
Angiras, of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Tribhuvanavira-Choladeva. Records gift of the 
village of Modur in Tagada-nadu, a district of Nigarilichola- 
mandalam (E. Gahga country), to the temple of Singapperumal . 
which was attached to the temple of Durgaiyar in Padi-nadu, a 
district of Mel-mandala. [Mr. Krishna Sastri identifies Padinadu 
in Mslmandala with Hadinadu in Mysore and Durgaiyar with the 
famous Chamundi of that place, a proof of which he sees in the 
existence of a field named Chamundi Ammanandu. As regards the 
identity of the king he believes that he might be the same as the 
king of the Tiruvannamalai record whose accession Dr. Hultzsch 
attributes to A.D. 1341^*2 and whose third year fell in Angiras, 
See Ep. Ind., Vol. VIH, p. 7 ff.] 


Penndgaram, 

95 . 14 of 1900. — (Kanarese.) On a slab set up near the 
dhvajastambha in the NarasiriihasvSmin temple at Halspuram near 
Pennagaram. A damaged record in Vijaya. 

96 . 15 of 1900. (Tamil.) On a slab set up at KQttappadi hear 
Pennagaram. A much damaged record. 

97 . 46 0/ 1898.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Brahme^- 
vara temple. Records the building of the temple and its mantapa 
for the merit of the Pallava king Nandivarman. 

98 . 4; 0/1898.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the Brahme 4 - 
vara temple. Records in the fourth year of the Pandya king Ravi- 
varman alias Vlra-PandyadSva gift of money for six lamps. 

99.48^1898. (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
twenty-fifth year of the ChQ}a king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadeva gift of gold for four lamps. 
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HosCr taluk. 

Budimatlu. • ; ' 

100. 210 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On a slab set up in a field to the 
south of the village. Records in Krodhin the gift of one big 
Tiondaga of land by Kannigamipdan Vidukadan, chief of Eyi-nadu, 
to a certain Sriramabhatta of Podamuttal in Virivi-nadu, for the 
merit of the lord of the east (PQrvadhiraya). ^rlramabhafta 
reminds us of the Vaishnava sage, the brother of Para^ara Bhatta, 
the successor (according to the prabandhic school) of Ramanuja ; 
but the identity is impossible. 

Devar-kundant, 

The ruined fortifications, temples and residences of this place 
show its antiquity. Mr. Richards, I.C.S., suggested it might be the 
capital of the Hoysalas in this region. The inscriptions, however, 
point out Mr. Krishna Sastri do not call it a Rajadhani but a 
village in Virivinadu in Nigarili^olamandalam (the Chsla name to 
the district between Anantapur and Salem, i.e., Kolar and Barama- 
,hal.) Mr. Sewell attributes the local hill fort to a “ Polegar.” 

101 . 20 I(?/I 9 ii. — (Tamil.), On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Kuntl^vara temple. Records 
in 1200, Bahudhanya, gift of the village of Kalakkimuttal alias 
Kakkunayakkanallur in Pudupparru, to the temple of Tiruvggam- 
bamudaiya-Nayanar, “ lord of the east.” Mentions a number of 
items under which the income from a village was generally 
calculated. 

102 . 202 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 

5. 1190, Vibhava, gift of land below the tank DSvasamudram in 
Ma^andi-nadu, to the temple of Kailasamudaiya-Nayanar in Dgva- 
samudram-Kundani, by a native of Marudur in Malai-nadu. 

103 . 203 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. An unfinished record of the Vijayanagara king Malli- 
karjuna-Maharaya, son of Praudhapratapa-Devaraya (H) in 

6. 1385, Svabhanu. Seems to record the gift of two villages in 
Virivi-nadu to the temple of Kailasamudaiya-Nayinar at Kundani, 
a village in the same nadu, by the Mahasamantadhipati Chikka- 
Vlrabhadra-Nayaka, son of Peria Timma Nayaka, son of Varada 
Nayaka, who was again the son of Sennaiya Nayaka of Ptimali. „ 

104 . 2040/1911. — ^(Tamil.) On two detached slabs built into 
the gOpura of the Kundani-Amman temple in the same village, 
left side. A record of the Hoysala king Vlra-Vi^vanathadevarasa 
(son of Vira Ramanatha); “the establisher of the Chola kingdom,’’ 
in Kali. 439. Refers to a temple which was located at the 
southern entrance into Kundani in Virivi-nadu, a subdivision of 
Nigarili^Ola-maridalam. 
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105 . 205(7/1911. — (Tamil.) On four other detached slabs in 
the same place. A record of the Hoysala king in 1219, Hevi- 
lambi, and in his third year. Refers very probably to the temple 
mentioned in No. 104 and calls it Udaiyar Somanathadevar at

[The cyclic year is wrong by six years. The reigning Ballaja king 
was Vira Narasimha, and he was succeeded by Vlra Ballala in n88, 
i.e., 22 years after the date of this epigraph.

A damaged record in the seventh year of 
the Pandya king Jafavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara-Pandyadeva (I. ? 1251 — 64). Seems to record a gift of land. 

191 . 645 0/1905.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Ardhanarl^vara temple on the same hill. An 
incomplete record. Records a gift by Pemmarasa-Udaiyar, the 
agent of Narasimharaja-Udaiyar, to the temples of Ardhanarl^vara 
and Subrahmanya on the hill at Tiruchchehgsdu in Kllkarai- 
Pundurai-nadu, a district of Kohgu alias Vlra^oja-mandalam. 

192.6460/1905. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the manfapa 
in front of the same shrine. Records in S. 1521, Sarvari, the 
building of the mantapa. [This is perhaps the inscription No. 3 of 
Mr. Sewell’s List which is dated S. 1522.] 

193 . 6470/ 1905.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
mantapa. Registers in I549» Vibhava, tbe building operations 
of a native of Morur in Kllkarai-Pondurai-nadu. [This is perhaps 
the inscription No. 4 of Mr. Sewell’s List, which is dated S. 1551.] 

194 . 648 0/1905 {No. I of Mr. Sewell’s List), — (Tamil.) On the 
north wall of the mantapa in front of the Subrahmanya shrine in 
the same temple. A record in S. 1541, Siddharthin. Similar to 
the above. 

195 . 649 <7/ 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
S. 1588, Kllaka (wrong), of the Nayaka king Chokkanatha- 
Nayaka (1560 — 82). Records gift of land. The king was the 
son of Vi^vanatha-NayakaTirumala-Nayaka Muttuvirappa-Nayaka 
(1559 A.D.). See Ind. Antq., February-May 1917. where I have 
given a detailed account of his reign. 

196 . 650 of 1905 {No- 2 of Mr. Sewell’s List). — (Tamil.) On the 
north wall of the mantapa in front of the Subrahmanya shrine 
in the Ardhanarl^vara temple on the hill. A record in S. 1581 
Vilambi, of the Nayaka king Vi^vanatha-Tirumala-Nayaka, 
(1623—59). Records gift of the village of Kolahgandai in Parittip- 
palli-nadu for the merit of Kumara-Muttu-Tirumala-Nayaka. For 
Kumara Muttu’s career see Ind. Antq., T917, pp. 37-8. 

197 . 651 0/1905. — (Tamil.) On the base of the same mantapa. 
An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa 
Krishnadeva-Maharaya (1509— 30) in Kaliyuga-Saka 1444, Chitra- 
bhanu. Records the gift of the market tolls for celebrating certain 
festivals. Mentions KunrattQr-durgam in Kohgu alias Vifa^ola- 
mandalam.

198 . 652 of 1905. — (Tamil.) Above the east wall of the Nritta 
mantapa in the Kaila^anathasvamin temple in the same village. 
Records in RudhirOdgarin the building of the maptapa. A Telugu 
version of this inscription in engraved close to it. 

199 . 653 of 190$. — (Tamil.) Oh the north wall of the Subrah- 
manya shrine in the same temple._ Records in Kalayukti the 
building of the shrine by a native of AndiyOr in Vadagarai-nadu. 

200 . 654 of 1905. — (Mentioned by Mr. Sewell also.) (Tamil, 
prose and verse-) On the ceiling of the gopura in the same temple. 
A record of the Nayaka king Vi^van^atha-Chokkaliriga-Nayaka 
(1660 — 1682) in S- 1585, 6obhana. Records the building of the 
gOpura and of the temple of Ka^i-Vi^ve^vara on the hill. See 
No. 195 above. 

201 . Above the goddess, on the ceiling of the garbhagriha. 
Undated. Records gift of lands to temple by the agent of Nara- 
siihha Udaiyar. Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 203. 

202 . A C.P. grant (“ in the possession of Sivarama Panditar ”), 
dated in 6. 1656 (A.D. 1 / 34 ). Records grant of land to temple on 
the hill by Krishpa Raja Udaiyar of Maisur. Ibid. 

202 -A. C.P. No. 10 of 1914-15. — (In the possession of one 
Muttusami KOnar.) A record in Tamil of the Chola king Rajaraja 
I in his tenth year. Records that a certain Malavarayan alias Kolli- 
malavan Piridigandan Sundara^Ojan fixed the taxes and fines due 
from the merchants of DQ^iyQr and evidently granted these in 
favour of the local ParamS 4 vara temple, on the occasion when he 
constructed a stone well to appease the spirit of his father who 
died at ijam. 

202 -B. C.P. No. II of 1915- — A record of the fifth year of 
Rajaraja I. The same individual (here also called OrriyQran) gave 
to the temple of TirumQlasthana Udaiyar at DoMyQr, some lands, 
a tank and the village of GanapatinallQr alias Amankudi. The 
temple transferred it to the drummers (uvaclichars) who made the 
five great sounds in the temple.

Nayaka (the founder of the Tuluva dynasty) and his agent Tippa- 
ra^a-Udaiyar are mentioned ; also Kundanichchimai. 

, Kallavi. 

204 . 213 of 1910. — (Kanarese.) On a boujder near the 157th 
wile stone on tho railway line. Records that this is the /mga- 
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mudre (stone) in the garden land of the (Liiigayat) matha built 
by Paravata-mudeya for Karibasappadeva of Hiratta-matha. 

Kanibayanallur. 

205 . 8 of 1900. — (Tamil verse.) On the south wall of the 
central shrine of the De^inathe^vara temple. A record in the 
twenty-second year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottuhga-Choladeva (III ?). Mentions Vidukadalagiyaperumal 
(Vydmuktasravandjvala), son of Rajaraja Adiga, the Lord of 
Tagadur. See Ep, Ind.y VoL VI, pp. 332-3. For the political 
activities of this chief in the weak times of Kulottuhga III see N.A. 
393-4, 422 and 414. 

206 . 9^?/i900. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
second year of the Hoysala king Vira-Visvanathadeva. Records 
gift of the village of KadambarpalH in Puramalainadu, a sub- 
division of Tagadai-nadu, by Madhurantaka Viranulamban Raja- 
narayana-Bhairavan for the merit of the king and for his own 
merit. 

207 . 100/ 1900. — (Tamil.) On the north and west walls of the 
same shrine. A record in the second year of the Hoysala king 
Vlra-Vi^vanathadeva. Records gift to the temple of Ds^inayakar 
at Nagaiyanpalli alias Kalihgaraya-chaturvgdimahgalam by 
Uttama-Sola-Gahgadirayan. 

208 . II of 1900. — (Tamil.) On the west and south walls of the 
same shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara king Immadi-Bukka- 
raya (i.e., Bukka II, 1399 — 1406), son of Harihararaya (II), in 
Kshaya. Mentions Bukkana-Udaiyar, i.e., Bukka I. 

209 . 12 of 1900. — (Tamil.) On a slab at the sluice of the tank 
in the same village. A record in the thirteenth year of the Chola 
king Vikrama-Choladeva (1118 — 35). 

Mallapuram. 

210 . of 1900. — (Tamil.) On a slab at the sluice of the 
tanlc. A mutilated record in the fourteenth year of the Chola king 
Rajarajadeva. Mentions TagadOr-nadu in Gahga-nadu, a sub- 
division of Nigarili-Sojamandalam. 

Oddappatti. 

211 . 2II of 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) On a slab set up near a well. • 
A record in the twenty-seventh year of the Western Gahga king 
^rlpuru^aparumar (Srlpurushavarman). Records that Erumaiya 
Nakkanar, a servant of Teliniyyar, fell while the latter captured 
Yeruvayil. See note to No. 212. 

212 . 2120/ 1910. — (Vatteluttu.) On another slab close to the 
same. A record in the seventh year of the Western Gahga king 
Srlpuru^ar (Sripurusha). Records that a certain Erumai-Eruvadi 
and a certain Ktinarundai-Vadugan fell, perhaps in connection 
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with a deer hunt ( man-vettai). [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that 
the king referred to was the W. Gahga ^ripurusha Muttara^a 
(765 — 805 according to Fleet) and Teliniyar was a form of Elini or 
Yavanika, a title of the Adiyamans of Tagadur (i.e., Dharmapuri), 
who had a territory which bordered the Gahga territory and who 
were therefore engaged in frequent raids. He thinks that the 
capture of Yeruvayil (“ somewhere near Oddapatti by Teliniyar 
must have referred to one of these raids. For the epigraphical 
evidence to prove that the Adiyamans had the title of Elini see 
Ep, Ind.y Vol. *VI, p. 331. Erumai is evidently Erumainadu of 
Tamil literature and Erumarainadu of the Hoysala records (See 
Ep. Carna. X, Cu. 20). For the detailed history of the Adiyamans 
see Ep, Rep,, 1911, pp. 58-9 and Ihid,, 1906, p. 74. 

213 * “In the possession of a resident of the village is an 
undated copper-plate grant recording a gift of lands to the 
Brahmans.” Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 202.

On the rock near the ruined Siva 
temple. A record in the twenty-fifth year of the Chola king Raja- 
rajakesarivarman alias ^ri-Rajarajadeva (I). Records gift of land 
to the temple of Mahadeva at Nelv^y by Nanni-gamnndan, son of 
Erumaiya-nalgamundan alias Vlra^Ola-gSmundan of AriyQr in 
Puramalainadu, while Panchavan-Brahmadhirayan was ruling 
Tagadur-nSdu, which was grantedto him for maintenance (jivitam) 
by the king. [Tagadur-nadu was included in Gangavadi which 
was conquered by Rajaraja in or before the fourteenth year of 
his reign. The inscription shows that it was conferred as a jaghir 
to Brahmadhiraja, who was a perundaram of the king.

11 malai-nadu surrounding the hill (name not clear) on the southern 
bank of the Pennai river in Nigarili-^Olamandalam. 

216 . 659(7/1905. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
Vljayaraya-Udaiyar (1409—22), son of Vira-Devaraya-Maharaja 
(I) in S. 1333, Khara, Mentions Tittamalai. 

217 . 660 of 1905* — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the eighth year of the 
Chbia king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raj arajadeva (III ?), Records 
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gift of ornaments. Mentions a chief of Kudal in Puramalai-nadu, 
who bore the title Mudigonda-Chola-Karkatamarayan. 

218 . 66i 1905. (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 

the thirty-fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kulottuhga-ChOladeva. Records gift of cows and a lamp- 
stand for a lamp to ‘the temple at Tittamalai by a native of 
MiniyQr in Tayal-nadu. 

219 . 662^/1905. (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Western Gah_ga (?) king Mallideva-MahEraja. Records gift of 
the village of Alambadi in Adaiyur-nadu. The inscription is 
preceded by the words svasti sri'-Kuvalalapuraparmesvara Ganga-^ 
hilotta in characters which appear to be somewhat older. 

220 . 663 of 1905. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva, the 
date of which is doubtful. Records gift of sixteen cows for a 
lamp.

the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Bukkana-Udaiyar (11, 1399—1406), 
son of Hariyappa-Udaiyar (Harihara II), in S. 1321, Pramathin. 
Records gift of land. Mentions Bukkarayanpettai and Avani- 
vendaramanallur. 

222 . 665(9/1905. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king 
Devaraya I in S. 1325, Subhanu. Built in. 

223 . 666(7/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 

record of the Vijayanagara king Vira-Devaraya-Udaiyar (II) in 
Plavahga (i.e., 1350). Mentions the Mahapradhana-Lakkanna- 

Udaiyar. 

224 . 667(9/1905. — (Telugu.) On the south wall of the 6ilai- 
Nayadu mantapa in the same temple. A record in S. 1620, K. 4799, 
Bahudhanya. Refers to the building of the central shrine and to 
the setting up of the image of Ka^i-Vi^vanatha in it 

225 . 668 of 1905. — (Vatteluttu.) On a slab placed near the 
central shrine of the same temple. A damaged record. 

226 . 669(7/1905. — (Tamil.) On the rock to the west of the 
same shrine. A record in the twenty-ninth year of the Chola 
king Parakesarivarman alias Udaiyar Rajendra-Choladeva (I). 
Mentions Karkadai-Maharaya. 

227 . 6700/1905. — (Tamil) On the same rock. A record in 
the twenty-ninth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Udaiyar Rajendra-Choladeva (I, loil — 43). Records gift of three 
villages by Uttama-Sola-Puramalainadalvan, who seems to have 
been , the chief of Rajendra-^ola-Viriyur-nadu. ^,The donor 
repaired the temple and constructed the mukha-mantapa.

Mummucji-Chola, 
son of Uttamachcholapuramalai Nadajvan, was the builder. 

229 . 6720/1905* — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of gold for a lamp. 

230 . 673 0/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of gold for a lamp. Mentions the queen of Mummudi-Chola-Kudal- 
alvar in this and in the above epigraph. 

231 . 6740/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KulOttuhga-Choladeva. Records gift of thirty-two cows for a lamp. 

232 . 6750/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the twelfth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottuhga-Choladeva. Records gift of land for offerings. 

233 . 6760/1905. — (Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the tenth year of the Chola king Kulottuhga-Choladeva. Records 
the appointment of a pujari at the temple of Tirttamalai in 
Tagadar-nattu-Puramalai-nadu, which was a district of Nigarili- 
^Ola-mandalattu-Gahganadu. 

Supplementary Note. 

55 . The inscription purports to prove the origin of the local 
Malayan settlers a.nd says : ''These hills are assigned by Venuva- 
rayan, the ruler who owned a lakh of horses of each different 
colour, as a gift for the celebration of the car and other festivals in 
propitiation of Karia Perumal and other deities in the nads of 
Chinnakalvirayan and Periakalvirayan. The people of the seven 
nads are herein concerned, and are bound to give effect to the 
wishes of the donor.^’

shrine in the fort. A record in the third year of Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin KonSrinmaikondan. Records gift of land. 

Ponpetti. 

Venkayya identifies this place with Ponparri, the birthplace 
of Buddhamitra, the author of the Virasoliyam which he composed 
in honour of his patron, the Chela king Virarajendra I (1063— 70). 
See Ep. Rep., 1899, pp. 18-19. 

3 . 617 of 1902, — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the Virrirunda 
Perumal temple. A record in S. 1294, Paridhavin, of the 
Vijayanagara king Kampana Udaiyar 11 (son of Bukka I). Records 
gift of taxes by the king. 


Tiruppunavasal. 

3 . 612 <?/ 1902. — (Tamil.) On a stone set up near the southern 
prakara of the Vriddhapurl^vara temple. A record of the Pandya 
king Kengrinmaikopdan Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Pandya- 
deva, in his seventeenth year, S. 1339, corresponding to Wednes- 
day, I2th January 1418. Provides for the repairs of the temple. 
See Ep. Ind., Vol. VIII, 281. The king came to the throne betwee.n 
13th January and 27th July, A.D. 1401. 

4 . 613 «?/l902. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the rnantapa in 
front of the same temple. A record in the seventeenth year of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Vira-Pandyadeva. Records gift of 
land. [Was he the king who ascended the throne in 1253 ?] 

5 . 614 <7/1902.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourteenth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vira-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. [See note 
to the above epigraph.] 

6. 615 of 1902. — (Tamil and Vatfeluttu.) On the inner side 
of the north wall of the same rnantapa. A record in the thirteenth 
year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Sundara-Pandyadgva. 
Mentions Vira-Pandyadgva and quotes the fifth year of Kula^e- 
kharadeva. [It is impossible to say whether the king is Sundara 
Pandya I (1251—64) or Sundara Papdya II (1270 — ?) discovered 
by biwan Bahadur Swamikannu Pillai or Sundra Pandya III 
(1276—90).] 

A record in the 
seventeenth year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhu- 
vana chakra vartin Sundara-Pandyadeva, who conquered every 
country. Records sale of land. [The king Referred to is appa- 
rently the second of that name, who ascended the throne between 
June 15, A.D, 1238 and January 18, A.D. 1239.]

Records 
gift of land (1,300 kuljs) for offerings to the temple of Tirupputtur- 
udaiya-Paramasvamin at Paradayakudi, a hrahmadeya in Tiruna- 
raiyar-nadu. . Refers to the building of the central shrine with 
stone. 

A damaged 
record in the twenty-eighth year of the Chola king Rajarajakesari- 
varman alias Rajarajadeva (I). Records gift of lamps. 

On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the seventh year of the Chola king Vikrama- 
Choladeva (1118 — 35). Records gift of money for a lamp to the 
temple of Alagiyadeva of Tirupputtur. On the same tier is an 
unfinished inscription with the usual historical introduction of 
Vikrama-Chola beginning with the words pu-madupunara^ etc. 

A mutilated 
record. Seems to record a gift of a lamp. Mentions Alagar-

shrine. A damaged record in the twenty-second year of the 
Chola king Rajarajakesarivarman alias Rajarajadeva (I). Records 
gift of land (3 mas) for a lamp to the temple of Tirupputtur 
MahadOva in Paradayakudi, a hrahmadeya^ in TirunaraiyUr-nadu, 
a subdivision of Kshatriya^ikhamani-valanadu. 

7-F. 288 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KulOttuhga-CholadOva (I), the date of which is "lost. Records gift 
of land for offerings. 

7-G. 289 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the east and south walls of the 
same shrine. A record in the fourth year of the Chola king 
Parakesarivarman Rajendra-Choladeva (I). Records sale of 
land (6 mas for 30 Msns) for offerings to the shrine of Suryadeva, 
constructed in the temple by a native of KallQr in Mel-V$mba- 
hSldu, a subdivision of Pandi-nSdu alias Rajarajamandalam. 
Mentions KurugHrmadam at the north bank of the tank where the 
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sabha met Ulagalanda-kole mentioned [There is a village of the 
name of KallQr in this taluk.] 

DdrdsuramJ*' 

The architectural merits of the two shrines here are far greater 
than those of the KumbhakOnam shrines. See Fergusson^s Ind, 
and East. Arch, pp. 367—9. 

8. 2 of 1915. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the verandah 
round the AirSvate^vara temple. Consists of 108 sections, each 
containing the name and surname of the Saivacharya whose image 
is sculptured below. See No. 10. 

9 . 3 <7/1915. — (Tamil.) On a pillar of the mantapa in front of 
the central shrine of the Some^varasvamin temple in the same 
taluk. A damaged record in the fifth year of the Chola king Raja- 
raj akesarivarman (Rajaraja 1 ). Records gift of land for sacred 
bath, offerings and srhbali to the AJvar of Tirusomi^varam at 
Tirukkudamukku (i.e., KumbhakOnam), a devadana of Vadagarai- 
Pambura-nadu. 

10 . 16 ^/I9o 8. — (Tamil.) On the walls of the central shrine in 
the Airavate^vara temple. Contains the names of Saiva devotees, 
with sculptures representing the principal events of their lives. A 
very interesting epigraph illustrative of the establishment of 
Saivite saint worship by the tenth century. 

11 . 17 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the first prakara of 
the same temple. A damaged record in the twenty-first year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin ^rl-Rajarajadeva (II .?). The 
temple is called Rajarajesvaramudaiyar. Arrangements are made' 
for the disposal of fruits grown on the temple garden. [This seems 
to be the same as Ins., S. Dts., No. 1 19, p. 248.] 

12 . 18(7/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A fragmentary 
record of the Chola king Rajadhiraja II (1171 — II86), containing a 
portion of the historical introduction beginning with the words 
kadalsulnda. 

13 . 196/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the twelfth year of the Chola king RajakOsarivarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin ^rl-RajadhirajadOva ( 11 ?). [This 
seems to be the same as No. 124 in Ins., S. Dts., p. 249 ; but the 
regnal year reads thirteenth.] 

14 . 20 6/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
eighth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sri-Kulottunga-Choladeva. The temple is called 


* The Mack. MSS. (as summarized in Ins., S. Dts., pp. 248 — 50, Nos. 118 — 128) 
give eleven inscriptions. Of these three have been noted against the corresponding 
numbers in the departmental list.

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Rajaraja livaramudaiyar. [The king referred is evidently Kulot- 
tuiiga ni, 1178—1216.] 

15. 21 1908.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same pra- 
kSra. A record in the third year of the Pandya king Maravarman 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vira-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land 
for repairs to the temple of Udaiylr Rajaraja-I^varamudaiyar*' 
Nayanar at Rajarajapuram. [Was this king one of the mediaeval 
Pandyas or identical with Maravarman Vira Pandya Abhiraman 
Viramaran Seliyan Kaliyugaraman Tirunelvelipperumal who as- 
cended the throne between March and July 1443 and who was 
joint ruler with Arikesari, 1422—64? See Ins., S. Dts., p. 248, 
No. II8.] 

16 . 22 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the inner gopura of the same 
temple, right of entrance. Records in 1408, expired, Krcdhann, 
gift of land for providing the requirements of worship in the 
temple of Irara^uram (also Rara^uram). 

17. 23 of 1908. — (Tamil.) In the same place, A record of the 
Pandya king Maravarman Tribhuvanachakravartin ^rl-Vallabha- 
deva, the date of which is doubtful. Registers provision made for 
repairs and for celebrating festivals in the temple of Irara^uram- 
udaiya-Nayanar. [Was the king the predecessor of the mediae- 
val Pandya Jatavarnian Kula^ekhara I or identical with the later 
Irandakalamedutta ^nvallabha or the great Ativlrarama ? It is 
evidently the former.] 

18. 24(7/1908. — (Tamil.) Below the image of a dvarapalaka 
set up cl(0se to the same gOpura, left of entrance. A record of 
Udaiyar Srl-Vijayarajgndradgva. Records that the image was 
brought from Kalyanapuram by the king after his capture of the 
place. [The king was evidently Rajadhiraja (I), Jayaiikondachola 
(1018 — 52), the anointer of heroes at Kalyanapura.] 

19. 25 (7/1908. — (Tamil.) On the walls of the outer gOpura of 
the same temple. These are small labels containing the names of 
gods, whose images have, in most cases, since disappeared or have 
been mutilated. 

20. 26 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On two stones lying in the courtyard 
of the same temple. Each of them contains a portion of the his- 
torical introduction of Kulottuhga (I). 

21 . 27 (7/1908. — (Tamil.) On a third stone in the same place. 
The gOpura is called Igaimtivendiraiyar-tirukkopuram. 

The following inscriptions have been taken from the Maclt. 
MSS. Their exact places in the temple are not given. 

21-A. A grant of half panam by each inhabitant of the village 
to the God in the tenth year of Vallabha Raya Mahadgva. 

21-B. Grant of 2 mas and 3^ kani of land for the God by 
Rajarajadeva in his thirty-first year* 
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Sl-C. A grant of 3^^ velis of land by the same king in his 
second year at “ Vayeghanelloor.” 

31 -D. A grant of 2^/2 velis of land at “Auyenvama Raja 
Poorum ” by PratapadSvaraya in S. 1268, Krodhi. The date is 
wrong. 

21 -B. A grant of 133^ velis of land at “Taramala Varatadi 
Colla ” by Rajarajad 6 va in his twenty-second year. 

21 -F. A grant of 3 velis and 8 mas of land in “ Paninaralliyoor ” 
to the Vrishabavshana festival by Rahgapati Udaiyan in the 
thirty-third year of Rajarajadeva. 

21 -G. A record dated in 1199, Bahudhanya, in the reign of 
Virapratapa-Devaraya. Records the erection of a mantapam and 
tank at Pattl^varam and grant of 4 mas and 3 kanis of land to 
Pattl^vara-Nayanar. Ins.^ S. Dts., p. 250, No. 127. Date wrong. 

21 -H. A record of Viradeva Maliaraya in SS. 1 1 37, Dhatu. 
Records the erection of a pagoda of God Pattl^vara and grant of. 
95 ^ velis of land at “ Chundole Poorum for the repair of the 
temple. Ibid., No. 128. Date wrong^ 

Kdvalkudam. 

31 - 1 . 298 1911. — (Tamil.) On a stone in the Kankudutta 
Vinayaka temple. A much damaged record. Mentions the Maha- 
mandal0svara AchyutappaNayakkar Aiyan (evidently the Tanjore 
Naik king who ruled from 1572 to 1614). 

Ktimbhdkdnam. 

The antiquity of KumbhakOnam is well recognized, its God 
Sarahgapani or Aravamuda having been sung in the Prabandhas 
in the eighth century, but no epi graphical evidences are available 
to show its antiquity. It has twelve ^aivite and four Vaishnavite 
shrines, besides a Brahma temple. The temples are comparatively 
modern (being the works of the Naik kings) in outer parts, but 
ancient, going back to the Chola period at least in inner parts. 
The Nage^vara shrine is famous for the adoration of its deity by 
the sun and the Chakrapani shrine for the statue of a Tanjore king 
holding a lamp for the God. The Sankardcharya mafha is one of 
the most important historical institutions. 

32 . 13 <?/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the shrine of 
the goddess in the Nage^vara temple. A record in the eighth year 
of the Pandya king Maranjadaiyan. Records gift of 138 cows for 
milk and 100 kdsu for two lamps by the king to the temple of 
Tirukkllkkottattu Bhatara at Tirukkudamukku, [The exact identity 
of Maranjadaiyan is not known. Tirukkudandai KilkkOttam is 
famous in Saivite tradition as the place where the sun worshipped 
^iva and got back the splendour which he had lost owing to 
Visvakarma’s curse.] 
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33 . 14 of igo8.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the SOrya- 
narayana shrine in the Na^givara temple. A record of the Chola 
king Rajakgsarin Udaiyar Srl-Vijayarajgndradgva (Rajadhiraja I), 
in his thirty-sixth year, Makha, Apara, Wednesday, Ayilyam. 
Records sale of land for 498 Manju and lands made rent-free. 
[See Ep. Ind., Vol. X, p. I2I, where Mr. R. Sewell points out that 
the date corresponds to December 29, A.D. lOSS-] 

24 . 15 a/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same shrine. 
An unfinished record in the eighth year of the Chola king Para- 
kesarivarman alias Srl-Rajendra-Choladgva ( 1 ). Seems to provide 
for offerings to the shrine of Chandraiekharadeva. 

25 . 223 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 

shrine in the Nagg^vara temple. A record in the sixth year of the 
Chola king . . . sarivarman. Built in at the beginning. 

Records gift of 96 sheep for a lamp to the temple of TirukkllkOttattu- 
Paramasvami at Tirukkudamtlkku in Var^agarai Pambur-nadu, 
by Irigala-Madgvan Kodai Maran, a native of Ingal-nadu. 

26 . 224 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the second year of the Chola king Parakgsarivarman. Records 
sale of land to a certain Kadan Achchan for 25 kalanju which he 
had deposited in the same temple, for maintaining a perpetual 
lamp. [Mr. Krishna Sastri surmises that the king referred to 
might be Aditya Karikala II.] 

27 . 225 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Parakgsarivarman (Aditya II ?), 
“ who took the head of the Pandya.” Records sale of land by the 
assembly of Tirukkudamukku, a devadana in Vadagarai-PanibQr- 
nadu, tothe palace woman (pendatfi) Periyan Tribhuvana-sundari 
(a resident) of Palaiya-vglam at Tanjavur in Tanjavtir-kurram, 
for 85 kalanju of gold which she had deposited, for feeding a 
^ivayOgin.in the temple of TirukkI].kOttattu-Paramasvami. The 
land given by Kadan Achchan (see the above epigraph) formed 
one of the boundaries of this land. 

28 . 226 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall._ A record in the 
fourth year of the Chola king Parakgsarivarman (Aditya II ?) “ who 
took the head of the Pandya.” Records gift of ninety sheep for a 
lamp to the temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Paramg^vara by Pendatfi 
Dgvayan Pulalakkan alias Avani^ikhamani (a resident) of Kllai- 
vglam (quarter) at Tafijavur, called after Udaiyapirattiyar 
Kllanadigal, the mother of Anaimgrrunjinar [i.e., Rajaditya who 
was killed by BhOtuga 11 while seated in his elephant and whose 
mother was Kokkilanadigal, the queen of ParEntaka I. See Leyden 
Grant in Tam. and Sans. Ins., p. 204 ff. ; the AtakQr inscription as 
interpreted by R. Narasimhachar in J.fi.A.S., April 1909; and Mys. 
Arch. Rep., igUt P- 38.1 
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^9.22/ofigiI. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
third year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Records sale of 
land by the assembly of TirukkudamQkkil, to Arayan Kalahgamalai, 
a Vellala of TanjEvur, for feeding a Sivayogin in the temple of 
T irukkIlkottattu-Paramas vami . 

30.228(7/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
third year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman (Ganclaraditya ?). 
Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by Kumaran Tuduvan, one 
of the Kaikkdlas of Vlra^Olatterinja-KaikkOlar and a resident of 
Tanjavur. [Vira Chola was a surname of Parantakal and the 
Kaikkolars evidently got the title from him. For similar epithets 
see Tj. 1397 and 1398. 

31 . 229 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the eighth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. 
Records gift of ninety-six sheep for a lamp. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai 
calculates the date to be Thursday, the 30th January, A.D. 979, 
and so the king must have been MadhurSntaka Uttama Chola who 
came to the throne in A.D. 09 -/ 0 . 

32 . 230 0/ 1911. — (Tamil.) Onthe same wall._ A record in the 
third year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman (Aditya II ?) “ who 
took the head of the Pan(lya.” Records sale of land by the assem- 
bly of Srl-ku(iandai to Koilmayilai alias Parantaka-MQvendavOlan 
of ^irrihgan in Ihgana(flu, for feeding twenty (I/wt-dzms versed in the 
Vedas and five Sivayogins in the temple f srikdil) of Tirukkilkottattu 
Perumal. [Kuclandai is the name of KumbhakOnam by which 
orthodox Vaishnavites even now call it] See No. 35. 

33 . 231 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Arecordinthe 
fourth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman, “ who took the 
head of the Panclya.” Records gift of land by the same person for 
feeding fifty Brahmanas. See Nos. 26, 27 anci 28 above. 

34 . 232 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king Madiraikonda Parakesari- 
varman (Parantaka I). Built in at the end. An inscription to the 
left of this on the same wall has its beginning built in and records 
a gift of land for feeding a SivayOgin and maintaining a lamp in the 
temple of Tirukkilkottattu-Perumanadigal. 

35 . 233 (7/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
third year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman, “ who took the head 
of the Pandya.” Records sale of land to Koyilmayilai alias Paran- 
taka MQvendavelan by the assembly of Tirukku(damukku, which he 
presented as a bhattavritti to those who expounded Prdbliakaram 
in the temple. [Mr. Krishna Sastri identifies the Chola king with 
Aditya Karikala II, but it seems that Parantaka II is more probable. 
PrdbhSkara matha is one of the famous schools of Mimamsa, founded 
by Pfabhakara, a contemporary of Kumarila in the eighth century.] 
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36.234(7/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
eighth year of the Chola king ParakSsarivarman. Records gift of 
ninety-six sheep for a lamp. Mentions Srl-Uttama^sia-Nambiratti- 
yar. [Evidently refers to Madhurantaka Uttamacholadgva.] 

37 . 235 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the .same 
shrine. A record in the fortieth year of the Chola king ParakSsari- 
varman (i.e., Parantaka I, 906 — ^47) “who took Madirai (Madura) 
and ilam (Ceylon).” Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp. 

38 . 236 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fifth year of the Chola king RajakSsarivarman. 
Quotes the third year of . . . kesarivarman and seems to 
record a gift of seventy llakkusu, for offerings. [i][akka 4 u = the 
coin of Ceylon.] 

39 . 237 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 

damaged record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman, the date of 
which is doubtful. Records gift of eighty kalanju of gold for 
feeding Brahmanas. * 

40 . 238 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 

damaged record of the Chola king Madiraikoncla Parakesarivar- 

man (906- -47), the date of which is lost. Records gift of ninety-six 
sheep for a lamp to the temple of TirukkIJ.kOttattu-Mahadeva, by a 
certain Kari-Viiupparaiyan. 

41 . 239 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 

damaged record of the Chela king Rajakesarivarman, the date 
of which is lost. Records gift of ninety-six sheep for a lamp. 

42 . 240 of 1911. — (Tamil-) On same wall. A much damaged 
record in the thirteenth year of the Choja king Parakesarivarman. 
Records gift of land by VlranErayaniyar, daughter of , . . 
and queen ( nambirattiyar) of Sn-Uttama 4 olar, for providing gar- 
lands of flowers to the temple of Tirukkilkottattu-Perumal. 
[According to Mr. Swamikannu Pillai the date corresponds to 
Friday, the 9th June A.D. 982 and so the king referred to is Madhu- 
rSntaica Uttamachola, whose date of accession was A.D. 969-70.] 

43 . 241 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records gift 
of gold for lamps by two private individuals. 

44 . 242 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the west and south walls of the 
same shrine. A record in the second year of the Chola king Para- 
kesarivarinan. Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by a 
Kaikkolan named Dsvan Rajadittan. 

45 . 243 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same walls. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of sheep for lamps. 

46 . 244 4/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same walls. A record in 
'the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of ninety-seven sheep for a lamp by a certain DSvan Nakkan, 
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47 . 245 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same walls. A much 
damaged record in the fourth year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman. Records sale of land by the assembly of TirukkudamQkku 
for maintaining a lamp in the temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Parama- 
svamin in the name of Kari Kolamban, a Kaikkolan. [According 
to Mr. Swamikannu Pillai the date corresponded to Thursday, the 
22nd April, A.D. 975, and so the king referred to is evidently 
Madhurantaka Uttamachola whose accession was in A.D. 969-70.] 

48 . 246^7/1911. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the same walls. 
A record in the twenty-eighth year of the Chola king ParakSsari- 
varman. Records gift of money for a lamp by Tanavadi Arangan 
alias Panchavan, a native of KaruvQr in Milalai-kQrram, to the 
temple of Tirukkrlkottattu-Bhatfaraka. 

49 . 247 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. An incomplete record in the fourth year of the Chola king 
Parakesarivarman. Records gift of land for feeding a Brahmana 
by a merchant of Nandipuram. 

50 . 248 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king ParakSsarivarman. Records gift 
of 25 kalanju of gold for a lamp, by PQvan Kannan of Nedum- 
puraiyQr in Malai-nadu. 

51 . 249 <7/1911. — (Tamil.) -On the same wall. A record of the 
Chola king Madiraikonda Parakesarivarman (Parantaka I), the 
date of which is lost. Built in at the end and damaged. Records 
sale of land by the assembly of TirukkudamQkku for feeding two 
persons in the temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Perumanadigal. Men- 
tions Ayirattali in Kijlar-kurram, a subdivision of Tehkarainadu. 

52 . 250 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirty-eighth year of the Chola king Madiraikonda Parakesarivar- 
man. Records gift of ninety-six sheep for a lamp by a certain 
Mainjan Kavaiyan, a native of Aiyyaru in TirunaraiyQr-nadu. 

53 . 251 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift of 
ninety sheep for a lamp by Kadigavan Kalian, one of Udaiyar- 
Virasolatterinja-Kaikkolar. See No. 30 above. 

54 . 252 <7/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Records gift 
of a lamp by Kalayan Manikkam, to the temple of TirukkIl.kottattu- 
Perumanacligal. 

55 . 253 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall.- A damaged 
record in the fortieth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman 
(90s — 47 )> "who took Madirai (Madura) and Ilam (Ceylon), Records 
gift of land for providing a lamp and burning incense ( Hdari) in 
the temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Perumanadigal and for maintaining 
two lamps in the shrine of Suryadevar. 
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56 . 254 of 191T. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Ghola king Madiraikonda-Parakesarivarman (906 — 47), 
the date of which is lost. Records gift of 105 pieces of gold 
( tulnipon) by Villavan Peraraiyan alias Sidupayam Pandan, a native 
of Kavalur which was a devaddna of Ayirattali in Kilar-kurram a 
subdivision of Tenkarainadu, for conducting festivals in the same 
temple. 

57 . 255 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the third year of the Chola king Rljakesarivarman 
(GandarSditya). Records sale of land in Ari^altlrby the assembly 
of Tirukkudamtikku to the temple of TirukkilkOttattu-Parama- 
svSLmi, for 500 kalanju of gold, in order to pay a part of 3,000 
kalanju levied upon them as an impost ( dandam) by Madiraikonda- 
UdaiySr (i.e., ParSntaka I) in his thirty-eighth year. Mentions the 
army of the Pandya (Pandi-padai) and the temple of Jala^ayana. 
[In Ep, Rep,, 1907, p. 73, Venkayya describes the three invasions of 
Parantaka I against the Pandya, in the last of which he conquered 
Ham also. Inscriptions show that this took place in his thirty- 
seventh year. The present inscription corroborates it The 
Pandipadayar has been interpreted to be the army which conquered 
the Pandya country.] 

58 . 256 of 191I. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record in the sixth year of the Chola king ParakOsari- 
varman alias Rsjendra-Choladeva (I). Records gift of land for 
providing offerings to the image of Selvappiran in the Srlvimana 
(central shrine) of the temple of Tirukkllkottam-Udaiyar, by the 
assembly of Tirukkudamukku in Pambur-nadu, a subjdivision of 
Uyy akkondar-valan adu. 

59 . 257 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the twenty-second year 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records 
gift of land by a Brahmana lady, for maintaining certain festivals 
in the shrine of Madandaipaga-Nayanar, situated in the temple of 
Tirukkllkottam-Udaiyar at TirukkudamQkkil in PambQr-nadu, a 
subdivision of Uyyakondar-valanadu. [This inscription is evi- 
dently the same as Ins,, S. Dts,, p. 19S, No. lo. But the donors are 
given as Narayana Ambalattan and ‘‘ Pramanavooyavundan.’’] 

60 . 258(7/ 1911 ^ — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twentieth year (Chitra, Mina, first lunar fortnight) of the Choja 
king RajakOsarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
deva. Begins with a new historical introduction sir-manni^iru^ 
ndngu-disai, etc. Records gift of land for repairs ^ and jewels to

the same shrine by a certain Kuttadum Tirughanasambandar 
Madandaipagan. A gift of land by Kattadum Tirugnanasambandar 
Manikkava^agan, to the shrine of Kuttadum Tirughanasamban- 
de^varam-Udaiyar built by himself in the temple of Tirukkll- 
kOttam-Udaiyar, is recorded below the above. [Mr. Swamikannu 
Pillai calculates the year of the insfcription to be I235'”36, and 
so the king should have been Rajaraja III (l2l6-’48). I have 
traced this inscription in the Mach Lists to Ins.^ S. Dts.y p. 195, 
No. II.] 

61 . 259 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
Mahamandale^vara Pattukkattari Kpnerideva-Maharaja, “lord of 
Kahchlpura, the best of towns/^ in S. 14x2, Sadharana. Registers 
that Timmanan (surnamed) Madandaipaga-Kohgarayan, son of 
^ediraya-Manikkam, was granted food, house and land by the 
authorities managing the temple of Madandaipaga-Nayanar at 
Tirukkudanuikku, a brahmadeya in Pamburattu-nadu, a subdivision 
of Uyyakkondar^ola-valanadu, for the services rendered by him 
to the temple. [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the king might 
be the same as he who is referred to in the Kbyilolugu as the 
successor of Saluva Tirumal Raja in the Government of the 
Trichinopoly country, who was an anti-Vaishnavite. This in- 
scription is given in Ins., S. Dts., p. 194, No. 8, also.] 

62 . 2600 / 1911 . — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the thirty-fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Tribhuvanaviradeva (Kulottuhga III) “ who being 
pleased to take Madurai (Madura), Dam (Ceylon), Karuvur and 
the crowned head of the Pandya, was pleased to perforin the 
anointment of victors and heroes.” Records that a certain Alvar 
Tiruppurambiyam-Udaiyan alias Sembiyan Pallavaraiyan of Velur 
had set up an image called Tiruppurambiyam-Udaiyar in the 
eastern enclosure of the temple of TirukkrlkOttani-Udaiyar and 
presented 17,000 kasu for offerings and lamps to that image and 
for a 7 nakara-tdrana to Tirukkilkottam-Udaiyar. [This inscription 
is given in Ins., S. Dts., p. I 94 j No. 9.] 

62 -A. C.P. No. 4 of 1915* — A Telugu record of the Penugonda 
king Virapratapa Vehkatadeva Maharaja, dated S. 1630, Vikriti, 
Karttigai, sti. di. 1 5, Monday, Rohini. Records grant of land by the 
Madura Naik king Vijaya Raiiga Chokkanatha for the mainten- 
ance of worship, feeding of Brahmans, etc., in the Sankaracharya 
matha at Jambuke^varam. For a full account of Vijaya Ranga 
Chokkanatha see Ind. Antq., August and September 1917. 

62 -B. C.P. No. 5 of 1915.— Records an agreement in the reign 
of Srlrangadeva Maharaya in S, 1663, Dundubhi, Tai IS? which the 
servants of Vijaya Raghunatha Raya Tondaiman with one Bhavani 
Venkatakrishnaiya of Conjeeveram regarding the fee (?) due to 
him from them. 
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62 -C. C.P, No. 6 of 1915. — A Telugu record in S. 1608, Pra- 
bhava, Vai^Skha, su. du 15, Saturday, lunar eclipse. Registers 
that Mahadevendra Sarasvati, pupil of Chandrasekhara Sarasvati, 
of the ^ahkaracharya-Sarada matha at Kahchi, gave to one Rama- 
Sastrilu of the Hoysana-Kannadi sect land in the village of 
Melpaka, an annuity of two varahas in the mafha, and certain 
collections in the Jaghir of Chingleput given to the matha by 
Akkanna and Madanna of Golconda. [These were the celebrated 
ministers of Abdulla Kutb Shah and Abul Hassan of Golconda. 
For a brief account of them as based on the Dutch journalist 
Havart see Ep.Rep., 1915, p. II8. MahadOvendra Sarasvati was 
apparently the Acharya who presided over the matha from 1703 to 
1746 and in whose time the mafha was removed from Conjeeveram 
first to Udaiyarpalaiyam and then, at the instance of Pratapa Singh 
of Tanjore and of his minister Dabhir Pant, to KumbhakOnam.] 

62 -D. C.P. No. 7 of 1915. — A record of KrishnadOva Raya in 
S. 1450, Virodhin Vai^akha, Paurnami, in Sanskrit. Registers the 
gift of the village of Udayambakkam in Chingleput 6lma, Kalattar- 
kottam to Sada^iva Sarasvati, a disciple of Chandra-Sekhara 
Sarasvati. [In a list of Sahkaracharyas of the Kamakotipitha of 
Conjeeveram, later on removed to KumbhakOnam, published by 
^e talented scholar T. S. Narayana Sastri, I find that the fifty-fifth 
Acharya was called Chandrachudendra and that he presided over 
the matha from 1506 to 1512 and that the fifty-sixth was Sada- 
^ivendra, who was in^ charge of the matha from 1512 to 1538. 
These are the two Acharyas apparently referred to in this 
epigraph.] 

62 -E. C.P. No. 8 of 1915. — Registers a grant by Krishnadeva 
Raya in S. 1444, Svabhanu, Marga^rsha, su. di. 12, of the village of 
Podavuru or Krishnarayapuram jn Sengad Kurram, Nlrvaltir Nadu 
in Chandragiri Rajya to Chandrachuda Sarasvati of Conjeeveram, 
disciple of Mahadeva Sarasvati. See the above epigraph. 

SjindarapperumaXkdyit 

The following inscriptions are taken from Mack. MSS. (Jns.^ S. 
Dts.y pp. 247-48, Nos. IIS— 17) 

62 -F. On the steps of the spire of Sundararajapperumal 
temple. Records that in 6. I193, Visvavasu, Pratapa Rayadeva 
granted two velis of land for the God. (The date is evidently 
incorrect.) 

62 -G. In the same place. Records that in S. 1299, Nala, 
Viriipakshadevaraya gave twelve velis of land to the God. (Here 
also the date is evidently a mistake.) 

62 -H. In the same place. Records that Rajarajadeva gave 
4 and 3% kanis of land for a festival of the God in the 
twenty-first year of his reign. 
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Svdmimalai. 

The Subrahmanya shrine of this place, famous as the place 
where the God instructed His own father in religion and therefore 
a centre of pilgrimage and vows, has got two inscriptions of the 
sixteenth century. It has a choultry founded by a Principal Sadr 
Amiii who was cured of a disease by taking a vow in the temple ; 
it has, however, no epigraph in it. 

63 . 496 ^/I907. — (Grantha and Tamil) On the first gopura of 
the Subrahmanyasvami temple, right of entrance. A damaged 
record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Krishnadeva Maha- 
raya in S. 14361 expired, Bhava, The trisula and a peacock are 
engraved on the top of the inscription. 

64 . 497 0/1907 . — (Grantha and Tamil.) In the same place. A 
record of the-Nayaka king Sevappa Nayaka (1549 — 72) in 6. 1495, 
expired . . . Refers to the son of Timmappa-Nayakkar of 
the chaturtha gotra, who was a native of Nedungunram in Tonda- 
mandalam. 


TandantoUam (near Kmnbhakdnam). 

65 . C.P. No. 7 of 1912. — (Sanskrit and Tamil.) An incom- 
plete record of Ko-Vijaya. Nandivikramavarman, the son of 
Hiranyavarman, making the gift of the village of Dayamukha- 
mangalam (named after the donor Dayamukha) to 308 Brahmans 
learned in the Vedas and Smritis, in the fifty-eighth year of 
his reign. The village granted was over the forest and uncul- 
tivated waste west of Tandantottam. The record ends with the 
obligations imposed on the tenants and the exemptions (pari- 
haras) as well. [The identity of Nandi Vikramavarman is a 
question of controversy. The Government Epigraphist believes 
that it is the so-called Ganga Pallava king Nandivarman III. He 
further points out that amongst the achievements of Nandivar- 
man is mentioned his conquest of a Ganga king, and that this 
king might be Sivamara II attributed by Dr. Fleet to A.D. 805 — 
810. He cites in proof of this fact the Manne grant of Sivamaran 
\l which says that “ his forehead was adorned by a fillet by the 
‘‘two ornaments of the Rashfrakuta and Pallava lineages named 
Govindaraja (i.e., Govinda III) and Nandivarman.'' But Prof. 
Dubreuil of Pondicherry is of opinion that the donor of the grant 
was not Nandivarman III, but Nandivarman II or Pallavamalla. 
He bases this on the ground of palaeography and on the fact that 
we are aware of only one Hiranayavarman, viz., the father of 
Nandivarman II. Nandivarman III, he further argues, must have 
ruled only for a period of twenty-four years. See his Pallavasy 1917, 
pp. 62-3, for details. It seems to me that the arguments of Prof. 
Dubreuil are unanswerable and ought to be acc epted.]

On a stone built into the tank in 
front of the Saranatha-Perumal temple. A mutilated record in the 
tenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records ^ift of 
sheep for a lamp to the temple at Ssrrilr, a devadana in Sej-rUr- 
kQrram, by a native of Klramahgalam which belonged to Poyyil- 
kQrram. 

67 . 613 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On another stone in the same 
place. A fragmentary record of the Chola king Rajendra-ChOla 1 . 
Contains a portion of the historical introduction which begins with 
tirumanni, 

68. 614^/1909. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. Records in 6. 1566, Tsrana, gift of 
lj.nd to the temple of Saranathasvamin and to the shrine of 
Alvar, by a certain GCvindadasa for the merit of king Vijaya- 
Raghava. [Was the donor the celebrated Govinda Dlkshita? 
minister of Achyutappa Nayaka (1572 — 1614) ? ] 

69 . 615 <7/1909. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Sara-ParameSvara temple at 
Udaiyarkoyil, a hamlet of the same village. A record in the 
seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
d6va. Records gift of money for a lamp to the temple of Tiruch- 
chenneri-Udaiyar at Tiruchchirai- 

70 . 616 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the first year of the Ch6la king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Rajarajadeva., Records gift of money for a lamp to the temple 
at Tiruchchirai alias Rajasundari-chaturvgdimahgalam, by a native 
of Karivedu in Damar-kOttam of Jayarigonda-Cholamandalam. 

71 . 617 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the fifth year of the Chola king Vikrama- 
Chojadeva (1118 — 35).. Built in, at the bottom. Records gift of 
land to the shrine of the goddess. 

72 . 618 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama- 
Choladeva (1118 — 35). Records gift of land to the temple of Tiruch- 
chennSri Udaiyar at Tiruchchirai by the assembly of Vl^alur. 

7 3 . 619 of l909.~(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vikrama-ChOladeva (1118 — ^35). Built in, at the bottom. Records 
gift of land by the same assembly. 

74 . .620 of 1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
forty-seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottuhga-CholadOva (b? 1070— 1118). Records sale of land to

the temple of Tiruchchenneri Udaiyar at Rajasundari-chaturvedi- 
mahgalam, a brahmadeya in SerrQr-kurram, which was a sub- 
division of Kulottuiiga-Cholavalanadu. Another inscription below 
this is dated in the ninth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikranial 
Choladeva and records also a sale of land, [The inscription is of 
fiscal interest. It says that, in accordance with the king’s Srimu'kha, 
the lands of those who were in two years’ arrears of the royal 
dues during the forty-seventh year of the reign should be sold, and 
that the lands of certain Brahmana tenants who had been unable to 
pay the taxes and left the village were sold to the local temple. 
See inscriptions at Konerirajapuram, Tirumalam, Kuvam and Ukkal 
for similar examples.] 

75 . 621 (7/1909. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifth year of the Chbla king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama- 
Choladeva (lil 8 '““ 3 S). Records gift of land to the shrine of the 
goddess by a certain Ulaguyyavandan, who purchased it from the 
assembly of Rajasundari-chaturvedimangalam, a brahmadeya in 
the same district. 

Tiriihuvanam, 

The Government Epigraphist surmises that the village was 
founded by Kulottunga ChOla III who had the title Tribhuvana- 
vlradeva. 

76 . 159^7/ 1911. — (Tamil.) On the south base of the Rahga- 
natha-Perumal temple. A damaged record in the tenth year of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Parakrama- 
Pandyadeva. Registers a contract between the residents of “the 
city” of Trubhuvanavirapura and those of Kulamangala-nadu who 
owned the ur-kaval of that village. [The ur-kdval men take an oath 
not to be unjust or injure the people in any way and they receive, 
in return for their duty, a selai (cloth) on each marriage among the 
Kallar-makkah They were to demand no Mai on other marriages 
than the first.] 

77 . 160 <7/1911. — (Tamil) On the north and west bases of the 
same temple. A mutilated record in the tenth year of the Pandya 
king Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Parakrama-Pandyadeva. 
Refers to a contract similar to that registered in the above epigraph 
and mentions the chief Udaiyar Kula^ekharadeva alias Kupakaraya 
in whose presence SenaipperumSl alias Kulottuiiga^Qla-varaiyan, 
agreed to the contract [Is the king referred to the same as 
Jatavarman Parakrama who ascended the throne in 1334 ?] 

78 . 189(7/1907. — (Grantha.) Oh the south wall of the central 
shrinejn the Kampahare^vara temple. A darnaged record. Men- 
tions Arya SrI-Somanatha. 

79 . 190(7/1907. — (Grantha.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chela king Srl-Kulottunga-Choladeva (IH). Registers the 
building operations of the king. 
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80 . 191 0/1907. — (Grantha.) At the entrance into the outer 
gOpura of the same temple, right side. A record of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanavira. [This is a duplicate copy of the above 
epigraph.] 

81 . 192 of 1907. — (Grantha.) On the same gOpura, left side. 
A record of the ChOla king ^il-Kulottuhga-Chola. [This is also a 
duplicate copy of No. 79.] 

T irukhxUttattai- 

83 . 291 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Vedapurldvara temple. A record in the seventh year 
of king Perumal Sundara-Choladsva, *' who drove the Pandya 
into the forest.” Records gift of land for offerings to the temple 
of ^rlkudittittai-Udaiyar in Vadagarai-Vsmbarrtir, by the king’s 
general (senapati) Pira-ntakan ^iriyavelar alias Tirukkarrali-Pich- 
chan. Edited in Bp. Ind., XII, pp. 120-^, by Mr. K. V. Subrah- 
manya Ayyar, who points out that Sundara Chola was Parantaka II. 

83 . 292 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman alias Rajendra- 
Choladeva (1012--43). Refers to the remission of taxes on land 
belonging to the teipple of Srikudittittai Paramasvamin in Vem- 
barrar alias Solamarttanda-chaturvsdimahgalam, a brahmadeya in 
Manninadu, which was a subdivision of Rajendra 4 ihga-valanadu, 
by the assembly of that village, after the receipt of sixty-five 
Msus. Out of the interest on this the assembly bound itself to pay 
all taxes. The taxes included, among others, the paddy for 
panchavariyam and those on corn, gram, oil, ghee, etc. 

84 . 293 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king ParakSsarivarman alias Rajgndra- 
Choladeva (I). Refers to a similar transaction by the same 
assembly. Mentions Rajaraja-Rvaramudaiyar. The chief terri- 
torial division is here called Vadagarai Rajendra^ingavalanadu. 
Amongst the terms figuring in the epigraph may be mentioned 
Kadikai-madhyastha, Karanattdn, Vaikhanasa, Siva Brahmana, etc. 

85 . 294 0/1908.— '(Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the VedapurRvara temple. A record in the eighth year 
of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Rajendra-Choladeva (I). 
Registers still another transaction of the same kind. 50 Msus 
received for taxes on 3^ wd. {s-eosen- Qj^iMLD/reueajr jyewjr* 
a/rassFI.) 

86. 295 of 1908.^ — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
■ shrine. A record in the twenty-second year of the Chola king 

Parakesarivarman. Records gift of land for offerings to the temple 
• of ^nkudittittai-Perumal by a member of the assembly of Amani- 
htlrayaiia-chaturvedimangalam, a devadana and a brahmadeya in 
Vadagarai (Le., the northern bank). 
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87 . 296 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of land for a lamp to the temple of Tirukkudittittai-Perumal in 
Amanin 3 .rayana-chatnrvedimahgalam. 

88 . 297 (9/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king RajakOsarivarman, the date of which is lost. 
Records gift of a silver pot to the temple of ^rikudittittai Maha- 
deva at Vembarrur by Sembiyan-Mahadevi-ppirattiyar, who gave 
birth to Uttama-Choladeva. See next epigraph. 

89 . 298 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king Rajarajakesarivarman. Records 
gift of land for offerings and for the supply of 108 pots of bathing 
water to the temple of Mahadeva in Amaninarayana-chaturvedi- 
mahgalam by Kilanadigal, the daughter of Vilupparaiyar and the 
queen of Uttama-Choladeva (970 ? — 85), son of Gandaradittadeva. 

90 . 299 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. An unfinished record in the fourteenth year of the Chola 
king Rajakesarivarman. Records gift of money for two lamps by 
the wife and daughter of Siriyavelar. See No. 82 above. 

91 . 300(7/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. 
Records gift of money for two lamps. 

92 . 301 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
twenty-eighth year of the Chola king Rajarajakesarivarman alias 
Rajarajadeva (I). Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by 
Vemban Slrudaiyar alias Mlnavan-mahadeviyar, queen of Rajaraja- 
deva. States that Amaninarayana-chaturvedimahgalam was situ- 
ated in Manni-nadu, a subdivision of Vadagarai-RajOndra-simha- 
Valanadu. 

93 . 302 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 

record of the Chola king Perumal Sundara-Choladeva alias Pon 
, . . “ who drove the Pandya into the forest/^ the date of which 

is lost. Mentions Pirantakan Siriyavelar, the general referred to 
in No. 82 above. 

94 . 303 (7/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Rajendra-Choladeva (I), the 
date of which is lost. Records the remission of taxes on a land 
belonging to the temple of Tirukkudittittai-Paramasvamin in 
VembarrQr alias Solamarttanda-chaturvedimarigalam, by the 
assembly of that village. The taxes are Sittayya^ Panchavdra- 
uriduvari, Vettivedmai and other Silvaris. The amount received 
was 200 kasus and this was for the exemption of the tax; on 4% 
mas. 

Tirumayanam. 

(Called in orthodox tradition Tirukkadavur Mayanam and 
famous as the place where Siva burnt Brahma, adorned himself 
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with his ashes and then revived him. Hence the name Brahma- 
puri^vara.) 

95 . 53 1906. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa in 
front of the central shrine in the Brahmapnriivara temple. An un- 
finished record in the thirty-fourth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
K 0 nerimaikond 3 ,n. Records gift of land for growing water lilies 
to be offered to the god Tirumayanamudaiy^r. 

96 . 54 0/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall, A record in the 
twenty-second year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerinmaikondan. 
Records gift of land. In continuation of this is an inscription 
which appears to be dated in the eleventh year of some unmen- 
tioned king. Provision is here made for the maintenance of those 
who have to play on the vlfia and recite the Vedas and the 
^rirudram. Mentions the villages of Tiruttondattogaimangalam 
and Sivapada^ekharamangalam. [The inscription is interesting 
for the mention of the vlna and for the reference to the Saivite 
saints. See Cg. 997 and 1006. 

97 . 55 (/ 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerinmaikondan. 
Records gift of land. The temple is cajled Tirumayanamudaiyar 
at Tirukkadavur, a hrdhmadeya in Akkur-nadu, a district of 
Jayangonda-ChOla valanSdu. Refers to the revenue survey in the 
sixteenth year of the reign of Kulottuiiga I, who abolished tolls. 
[Akkur is known in tradition as the place where Siruppuli Nayanar 
became one with the deity.] 

98 . 56 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the sixth year of the Chola king Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Virarajendradeva (I or 11 ?). Records gift of land 
for a lamp. In continuation of this is an inscription of the eighth 
year of a Kulottuhga. 

99 . 57 <5/ 1906. — ‘(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirty-fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Tribhu- 
vanaviradeva, ‘‘who took Madurai, Ilam (Ceylon), Karuvur and the 
crowned head of the Pandya and was pleased to perform the 
anointment of heroes and the anointment of victors'' (i.e., Kulottuiiga 
III). Records gift of land for culthrating water-lilies to be offered 
to the God Tirumaiyanamudaiya-Perumal. 

100 . 58 of 1906. — (Tamil) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourteenth year of the Chola king RajakeSarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Rajadhirajadeva (II, I171 — 86), “ who was pleased 
to take Madurai and Ilam (Ceylon)." Records gift of land. Men- 
tions Tirunlrruch-cholamangalam (i.e., the village founded by 
Tirunlrruchchdla or Rajaraja I). 

A record in the 
thirty-fifth year of the Pandya king Konerimaikondan Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Perumal Kula^ekharadeva (I, 1268—1308), “ who was 
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pleased to take every country.” Records gift of land for celebrating 
a festival called Kula^Skharan-^andi and for repairs. 

102 . 6o of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
tbirty-third year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Tri- 
bhuvanavlradeva (Kulottuhga III, II78—1216), “ who took Madurai, 
ijam (Ceylon), KaruvUr and the crowned head of the Pandya and 
was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes and the anoint- 
ment of victors.” Records gift of land to the temple of Udaiyar 
Tirumaiyanjmudaiya-Perumal in AmbanadutpadamSviya Tiruk- 
kadavOr in Akkur-nadu, a district of Jayahgonda-Chola-valanadu. 

103 . 61 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the eighth year of the Chola king Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin KulOttuiiga-CholadSva (III), “who was pleased 
to take Madurai.” Records gift of a lamp to the temple of Udaiyar 
Tirumaiyanamudaiya-Perumal at TirukkadavQr in AkkQr-nadu, a 
district of Jayahgonda-Chola-valanadu. 

104 . 62 (7/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga- 
CholadSva (III), “ who was pleased to take Madura.” Records gift 
of land for a lamp by a native of KllvShgainadu, a district of 
Rajaraja-valana(iu. 

105 . 63 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-' 
Choladeva (III), “ who was pleased to take Madura.” Records gift 
of land fora lamp. 

106 . 64(7/1906. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the first prakara 
of the same temple. A damaged record in the seventeenth year of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulotturiga-CholadOva 
(in ?), “ who took Madurai and was pleased to take the crowned head 
of the Panclya.” 

107 . 65 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged record in the thirteenth year of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva (III), “who 
was pleased to take Madurai, Ilam (Ceylon) and the crowned head 
of the Pan(iya.”

A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king Parakgsarivarman. Records sale 
of land by the assembly of Nalfir, a hrahmadeya in SgrrQrkurram. 

A damaged 
record in the thirty-sixth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin-Kulottunga-Choladgva. Seems to record a gift of two 
lamps to the temple of Tirumayanamudaiya-Paramasvamin at 
NalQr.

A damaged record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king 
Parakgsarivarman. Records sale of land to the temple of Tiru- 
mayanattu-Paramasvami by the assembly of NalQr. 

115 . 317 of 1910. — (Tamil.) ■ On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the third year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vikrama-ChOladgva (1118—35). Records gift of money for a lamp 
to the temple of Tirumayanam-Udaiyar in NalQr alias Vanavan- 
m'adgvi-chaturvgdimangalam in SgrrQr-kQrram, which was a district 
of Kulottunga-Chola-valanadu. 

. 116 . 318 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Parakgsarivarman, the date of which is lost. 
Records sale of land to the same temple by the assembly of NalQr. 

117 . 319 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the sixth year of the Chola king Parakgsarivarman. Records sale 
of land to the temple of Tirukkarkatl^varattu-Peruman at NalQr 
by the assembly of that village. 

118 . 320 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventh year of the Chola king Rajakgsarivarman. Records 
gift of land by the assembly of Palaiya Sembiyanmahadgvi-chatur- 
vgdimangalam on the southern bank of the Cauvery, 

119 . 321 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the second year of the Chola king Rajakgsari- 
varman. Records that the assembly of NalQr sold the right of 
collecting the tax called angadi-kkuli from stalls' opened in the 
bazaar to the temple of MQlasthanattu-Mahadgva of Tirumayanam. 
[The fees are specified to be one nali in kind in each measurable 
article of paddy, rice, etc., brought for sale from towns outside 
NalQr ; one palam of articles sold by weight j one parru on each 
basket of betel leaves ; and two nuts on each basketful of areca-nuts.j 
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120 . 322 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Chola king Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman alias Sri- 
Rajarajadeva (I) in his twenty-fourth year, mdkara^ Aparapaksha, 
Vi^akha, Friday. Seems to record a gift of land for offerings to 
the temple of Lakshmi-Raghavadeva of TirunarSyana-Vinnagar, 
by a merchant of Nalur, on the occasion when the assembly of 
that village met at the big hall called Rajarajan in front of the 
temple of Samaparl^varattu-Mahadeva. 

121 . 323 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record in the^ forty-third year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Srl-Kulottuhga-Choladeva (I ?). Records sale of land 
by the assembly of NalQr to a resident of Vanavanmadevi-chatur- 
vedimahgalam in Serrur-kurram, which was a subdivision of 
Kulottuhga-Chola-valanadu. 

122 . 324 (?/ 1910.— ‘(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record. Seems to record a gift of land to the temple of Tirumaya- 
nattu-Paramasvami and mentions also the temple of SamaparS^va- 
rattu-Peruma]. 

123 . 3256/1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall- A damaged 
record in the forty-third year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sri-Kulottuhga-ChOladeva (I ?). Seems to record a 
gift of land for a lamp. 

124 . 3266/1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the ChO]a king Rajaraja-Rajakesarivar- 
man alias Sn-Rajarajadeva (I). Records gift of land for a lamp to 
the shrine of Krishna-Vennaikkuttadi-aiulu^inra-Alvar in Tiru- 
narayana-Vinnagar of Nalur, a brahmadeya in Serrur-kurram, which 
was a district of Kshatriya-^ikhamani-valanadu. On this occasion 
the I assembly of Nalur met at the “big hall” called Ganda- 
radittan. 

125 . 3276/1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fourth year of the Chola king Madiraikonda-Para- 
kesarivarman (Parantaka I). Records gift of land to the temple of 
Samapare^vai*attu-Perumanadigal at Nalur, by the assembly of 
Akkiramakotta-chaturvedimahgala, a brahmadeya in Tehkarai- 
Tirunaraiyur-nadu. 

126 . 3286/1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the sixteenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. 
Built in at the end. Seems to record a gift of land by the assem- 
bly of Arurchcheri, a brahmadeya in Tirunaraiytir-nadu, to the 
temple of Tirumayanam in Nalur. 

127 . 329 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall. A much 
damaged record of the Chola king Rajakgsarivarman, the date of 
which is doubtful. 
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128 . 330 of 1910. '—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifteenth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Records 
gift of twelve lla-kdsu for twelve lamps, by a merchant of Naltir, 
named Naranan 6ol.adigal alias Tirunavukkaraiyan, to the temple 
of Tirumayanattu-Parame^vara. 

129 . 331 (?/ 1910.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the seventh year of the 
Chola king Tribhuyanachakravartin VlrarajendradOva. Records 
gift of two lamps by a lady from Sembiyankudavayil alias 
Alampalil to the temple of Tirumayanam-Udaiyar. fit is impos- 
sible to say whether the king was Vira Rajendra I or II. The 
former ruled from IO63 to 1070 and the latter (same as Kulottunga 
III) from 1178 to 1216.] 

130 . 332^/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (III). Registers a decision of the assembly of Naltir 
alias Vanavanmadevi-chaturvedimangalam, which met at the foot 
of a tamarind tree. States “ that the residents should not do any- 
thing against the interests of their village nor against the temple 
of Tirumayanam-udaiyar and similar institutions ; that if they did 
so, they must suffer as the gramadrohins do and that people who act 
against this decision should not be allowed the privilege of ‘touch- 
ing ^iva/ etc.’* Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the gramadrohins 
were evidently the gramdkantakas of the UttaramallQr inscriptions. 

Tirundgesvaram ^ . ( Anakkudi)* 

The village is now well known not only for its Naganatha- 
svami temple but its Uppiliyappan or Tiruvinnahar shrine referred 
to in the Prabandhas. 

131 . 2II of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Naganathasvamin temple. A damaged record in the 
sixth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Rajendra- 
Chola (I). Provides for a gold jewel worked in gems and pearls, 
from the accumulated income of a land evidently presented by 
Adigal Achchanj one of the junior elephant mahauts f Ilaiyakunjira- 
mallar) in the army of Udaiyar-SrI-Rajendra-Choladeva commanded 
by Solamuvan da velar, to the temple of Tirunage^varam Udaiyar 
at Tiruvinnagar-TirunagO^varam in Tiraimur-nadu, a subdivision 
of Uyyakkondar-valanadu. [Tiruvinnagar is named after the 
local God Vishnu or Uppiliyappa. The great Gopala De^ika, 
the founder of the Munitraya cult of Sri Vaishnavism is said to 
be an avatar of this God.] 


♦ According to Saivite tradition this place is noted for the worship of Indra. The 
God’s name is Champakara^ye^vara and the tiriha Indratirtha. 
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132 . 212 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eighth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Rsjendra- 
Chola (I). Records gift of forty-eight sheep for half a lamp to 
the same Mahadeva (^iva) temple by a palace-woman (pendatti) 
Tiran ^attividahgi for (the merit of) her daughter Araiyan Uttama- 
dani (a resident) of Udaiyar-Anaimerrunjinar-velam alias 
Abhimanabhushana-tterinda-tiruvandikkappu-velam. Mentions 
Janapathapuram in Tiraimur-nadu. 

133 . 213 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A partly 
damaged record in the four1;eenth year of the Chola king Para- 
kesarivarman alias Rajendra-Chola (I). Built in. Registers jewels, 
gold and silver vessels, etc., owned by the temple, with the permis- 
sion of the king which was obtained at the request of a temple 
servant named Kandan Kovalanadan. Tirunage^varamudaiya 
Mahadeva is stated to have been situated in Tirukkudamtikku 
in Pambur nadu, a subdivision of Uyyakkondar valanadu. 

134 . 214 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the second year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman alias Udaiyar Sri-Rajendradeva (1050 — 63). Records that 
the di^s^mhly (mula-pariidaiy dr) of Tirukkudamtikku received loo 
Msu from Manikkan Mavali alias Vikkirama^ihga-Pallavaraiyan, 
a native of Marudam in Vehkunra-kOttam, a subdivision of Jayah- 
gonda-chola-mandalam. This money was utilized by them for 
repairing damages caused by the Kaveri floods to the irrigation 
channel. For this, interest at the rate one kalam of paddy on each 
kdsu was set apart for providing offerings in the temple of 
Tirunage^varam Udaiyar and for expounding the Sivadharma in 
the assembly hall called Tiruchchirrambalamudaiyan built in the 
temple by the abovementioned Vikkirama^inga-Pallavaraiyan. 

135 . 215 of 1911. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the south wall of 
the same shrine. An unfinished and damaged record in the ninth 
year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman (Gandaraditya). Seems 
to provide for offerings and mentions Arinjigaippirattiyar, a Bana 
queen and the daughter of prince Arikulakesari (son of Parantaka 
I). Mentions the Simhalas (i.e., Ceylon). [The marriage of a Bana 
king with Parantaka^s granddaughter shows the later friendship 
of the Bana and the Chola houses.] 

136 . 216 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Rajendra-Chola 1 . Built in at the right end. 
Mentions Pa^upatadeva as the name of the image carried about in 
processions. 

137 . 217 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the thirty-second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Udaiyar Sfl-Rajendra-Choladeva 1 . Built in at the right end. It 
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records gift of land to the temple of Tirunage^varamudaiya- 
Mahadeva at Tirukkudamukku in PambGr-nadu, a subdivision of 
Uyyakkondar-yalanadu, by Narakkan Krishnan Raman of Keralan- 
taka-chaturvedimangalam in Vennadu, another subdivision of 
the same valanadu. The twenty-fourth and thirty-first years of 
the king are quoted in the body of the inscription. Mentions also 
the coin Rajendrasolan-^Msu (evidently issued by Rajendrachola 
I). It seems that the original area endowed was 9^^ mas^ but 
according to “the ma of the twenty-fourth year which contained 
128 it amounted to mas. [Krishnap-Raman was the 

general of Rajaraja I and superintended the building of the 
enclosure of the Brihadl^varasvami temple. See S.L Vol. H, 
p. 139. He also set up an Ardhanari^vara image in the shrine.] 

138 . 2i8t?/l9ll. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourteenth year of the Chola king Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman 
(I). Records of sale of veils of land to the same temple by the 
assembly of Madanamangalam, a brahmadeya in Tirunaraiyur- 
nadu. Tiruvinnagar Tirunage^varam is stated to have been a 
devadana in Tiraimur-nadu. The cost of the land (6 md and I 
Mni), viz., lOl kalanju (of tulaipon) was the fund formerly deposited 
for offerings by the princess Arifijigai-Pirattiyar, the Bana queen 
and the daughter of Prince Arikula-kesari. An introduction of 
Rajadhiraja beginning with tingaler taru is inscribed next to this ; 
but is much damaged and incomplete. [The tulai-pon is gold after 
being “burnt, cut, melted, cooled and found current/^] 

139 . 219 <3/1911. — (Grantha.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record. Mentions Gandaraditya, the temple (harmya) of Naga, 
Madhurantaka and the latter’s mother and two queens. [It seems 
to be hinted, says Mr. Krishna Sastri, that Gandaraditya was the 
builder of the temple.] 

140 . 220 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A record in the nineteenth year 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva (IIP). 
Records gift of land in the hamlet of Sivapadha^ekharamangalam 
which was a part of Tirunaraiyur alias Panchavanmahadevi- 
chaturvedimangalam in Tirunaraiyur-nadu, a subdivision of 
KulOttunga-Chola valanadu, to the temple of Tirunage^varamudai- 
yar at Tirunagsfevaram in Uyyakkondar-valanadu. Refers to a 
karaiytdu (lease) given to the tenants, by prince Kosalarayar. 

141 . 22IP/1911. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A much damaged record of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva (II), the date 
of which is doubtful. Begins with the historical introduction 
pumaruviya-polily etc., and seems to record a gift of land. 

142 . 222 ^/I9II. — (Tamil.) On a pillar lying in a mantapa at 
the end of the street in front of the same temple. A record in the 
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second year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Records gift 
of vdrdvaikal (?) collected by the perunagarattdr of Kumara- 
marttandapuram (hamlet of Tirunage^varam) for the renovation of 
the gopura and the tiruchchiirrdlai called Kumaramattandan in the 
Miladudaiyar palli (temple) of that village, which is stated to have 
been situated in Tehkarai-Tiraimur-nadu. [The Chola king was 
evidently Aditya L The name Kumara marttandapuram reminds 
one of the Pallava Nandipottaraiyar who had that title (see No. 199 
of 1907). The name Miladudaiyar palli, again, suggests a Jain 
shrine. This, together with the Jain images round the shrine of 
the goddess in the Naganathasvami temple, shows that this place 
must have been an early Jain centre. Again Miladudaiyar is 
another name for Saint Meypporulnayanaf and if we suppose that 
the palli was a school or matha built in his honour, the present 
epigraph _can be said to give a clue to his date, i.e., that he was 
prior to Aditya, 1 . He was connected with the Chedi chief of 
Kljjytir (S. Arcot District). See also SSL, VoL II, p. 166, for 
a reference to the saint.] 

143 . 8i<?/i 897. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the central 
shrine of the Naganathasvamin temple, A damaged record of the 
Chola king Ko-Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman (I) the date of which 
is" indistinct Records gift of land. 

144 . 82£>/i 897. — (Tamil.) On the same wall., A record in 
the fourteenth year of the Chola king Ko-Rajaraja-Rajakesari- 
varman (I). Records gift of land by a queen. 

145 . 83 <9/ 1897. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A much damaged record of the Chola king Ko-Para- 
kesarivarman alias Rajendra-CholadOva (I), the date of which is 
doubtful. 

146 . 84 ^?/ 1897. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the second 
prakara of the same temple. A record in the fourteenth year of 
Tribhuvanachakravartin KonOrimOnkondan. Records gift of land. 

Tirunaraiyur. 

[This place is known in orthodox literature as TirunaraiyUr- 
Siddhe^varam, the place where the Lord was worshipped by 
Kubgra, Devas and Gandharvas. Accordance to the Vaishnavas it 
was the place where God Saundarg^vara appeared to Medavamuni. 
It is sung by Tirumahgai Alvar {Periya Tirumoli 7~3“I)j Ghanasam- 
banda and Sundara Murth See No. 149 below. 

147 . 156 (?/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Siddhanathasvamin temple. A record in the second 
year of the Chola king Rajakgsarivarman. Records gift of silver 
vessels and a chauri of gold to the temple of Siddhgsvaramudaiya- 
Mahadeva at TirunaraiyGr in TirunaraiyQr-nadu by Udaiyapiratti- 
yar Sembiyan Mahadgviyar alias Pirantakan Madevadigalar. 
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148 . 157 1908.— ‘(Tamil) On the same wall A damaged 
record of the Chola king Rajarajakesarivarman alias Rajarajad6va 
(I), the date of which is doubtful. Mentions a devadana village 
belonging to the temple of Arumolideva-Kvara at Palaiyaru in 
Tirunaraiyur-nadu, a subdivision of Kshatriya^ikamani-valanadu 
and Arumolideva-valanadu. [Is this Palaiyaru the same as the 
capital of the Chola king Rajendra Chola I ?] See No. 460 below. 

149 . 158 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall A record of 
the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottuhga-Choladeva (I). Built in at the end. Seems to record a 
gift of land by the assembly of Tirunaraiyur in Tirunaraiyiir-nadu, 
a subdivision of KulOttuhga-Chola-valanadu. [Tirunaraiyur was 
the native place of Nambiandar Nambi, the compiler of the 
Devaram hymns, who, according to literary tradition, was the 
“ contemporary of Abhaya Kula^ekhara Chola.*^ The latter has 
not been identified. According to Sundaram Pillai he was Raja- 
raja I, but it is doubtful. See Milestones in Tam. Lit^ p. 38. 

150 . 159 of 1908. — (Tamil) On the same wall Built in at the 
beginning. Records gift of land for offerings to the temple of 
Siddhe^varamudaiya-Mahadeva by queen Pirantakan Madevadi- 
galar alias Sembiyan Madeviyar, who gave birth to Uttamachola- 
deva. [She was the queen of Gandaraditya.] 

151 . 160 of 1908. — (Tamil) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the fourth year of the Chola king Rajaraja- 
kesarivarman. Records gift of land for a lamp and for offerings to 
the same temple. 

152 . 161 ^7/1908. — (Tamil) On the same wall A record in 
the twenty-sixth year of the Chela king Rajarajakesarivarman 
alias Rajarajadeva (I). Records gift of money (thirty kdsu) fox 
offerings to the image of Kankaladeva in Siddhe^vara by the Siva 
Brahmanas of that village. Sixty halams of paddy to be spent. 

15 3 . 162 of 1908. — (Tamil) On the same wall A record in the 
third year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Rajendra- 
ChOladOva (I, 1012 — 43). Records gift of sheep for a lamp to 
Kankaladeva, the lord of Siddhe^vara at Tirunaraiyur. 

154 . 163 <7/1908. — (Tamil) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the third year of the 
Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vikrama-Choladeva (1118— 35). Records gift of land to the temple 
of Siddhe^varam-Udaiyar at PanchavanmahadOvi-chaturvOdiman- 
galam, a hrahmadeya in Tirunaraiyur-nadu, which was a sub- 
division of KulOttunga-Chola-valanadu. Mentions Mummudi-^Ola- 
chaturvOdimangalam, a hrahmadeya in Tirunaraiyur-nadu, a sub- 
division of BhQpalakulavalli-valanadu, and quotes the sixth year of 
Chakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (I).

168 . 177 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118 — 35). Built in 
at the end. Records gift of land for a lamp and for feeding the 
Siva-Yogins. 

169 . 178 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the sixth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Virarajendra-Choladeva (II, i.e.,' Kulottunga III). 
Records gift of money for a lamp by a native of Tunda-nadu, a 
subdivision of Mudigonda^Ola-valanadu. He is different from the 
donor mentioned in No. 1 57. [See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p. 124, where the 
Navami of the original date is pointed out to be wrong for Saptami 
and the date then settled as Saturday, 10th September, A.D. II83.]

171 . 180 ^?/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Ch 5 la king Vikrama-Choladeva (1118— 35). 
Records gift of money (one kdhi) for a lamp by the wife of a 
merchant of Avaninarayanapuram. 

Tiruppa?tanddL 

The place is now famous for its Sudra matha founded in A.D. 
1720 by a certain Tillainayaka Tambiran, a disciple of the central 
matha of Dharmapuram and the head of a similar matha established 
at Benares in 1580 by another disciple thereof. For the relation 
between these mathas and other details see Tanj. Gazr,, Vol. I, p. 222. 

172 . 29 0/ 1914. —(Tamil.) On the east wall of the central 
shrine in the Arunajateivara temple. A record in the eighth year 
of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Srl-Rajendra-Choladeva

the temple of Tiruttatake^varam-Udaiyar at Tiruppanandal. [The 
deity is named after a lady devotee Tatakai who adorned the God 
with garland. The place is also associated with the legend of 
Kunguliyakkalaya Nayanar.] 

173 . 30 1914.— (Tamil.) On the southern entrance into the 
same shrine, left side. A record in the eighteenth year of the 
Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Records gift of ninety sheep for a 
lamp to the temple of Tiruttatakai-Kvaragarattu-Mahadeva-Bhatara 
at Tiruppanandal, which was a devadana in Vadagarai-Manni- 
nadii, by Kovan Amudan, a native of Karuppfir in the same Nadu. 
Below this record is a fragment which seems to provide for offer- 
ings and a flower garden evidently to the same temple.

A portion of the stone is cut away. Records a gift of land by 
purchase for offerings to the God Sivalokavitankadeva and the 
goddess, by Kirttirajaraja alias Rajaraja Gandharva-Marayan.

Manni-nadu, by Iraiyan Madevan of Kumaramangalam in Ambar- 
nadu.

A record in the twenty-ninth year of the Chola king Madiraikonda 
Parakesarivarman (Parantaka I). Records gift of land for offer- 
ings to the same temple by a native of Karambiyam in Eyi- 
nadu. 
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177 . 340/ 1914. — (Tamil.) - On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. Refers to the metallic image of 
Ksetrapaladeva consecrated b7 a certain Rajarajakka Tirupa- 
marayan and registers a gift of land to it for olferings. 

A record in 
the twentieth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-Choiadeva. Records gift of land for a lamp by a 
native of Kanni-KulattQr in Pulivala-nadu, a subdivision of 
Kaliyur-Kottam in Jayahgondaiola-mandalam. 

On the north wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A record of the Pandya king . . .

Records sale of land to-the temple at Tiruppanandal which is 
said to be a brahmadeya in Manni-nadu, a subdivision of Vada- 
garai-Virudarajabhayahkara-valanadu, by the assembly of the 
same village.

Records gift of land for 
offerings, etc., on festival days to the temple of Tiruttatakg^vara- 
mudaiya-Nayanar at Tiruppananda,! by the same assembly. [Was 
Perumal Sundara Pandya the son of Maravarman Kula^gkhara I 
(1268 — 1308) who afterwards murdered his father?] 

181 . 38 of 1914- — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra- 
Pandyadgva, in his twenty-fifth year, Vrischika, 4 u. di. 14, Sunday, 
Pushya, corresponding to January 9, A.D. ,1278. Records gift of 
land to the same temple by the residents of the village who 
purchased it from the village assembly. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai 
infers from this date that the king began fo rule between January 
9 and July 13, A.D. 1253, and corrects Kielhorn’s version in Ep. 
Ind., Vol. IX, p. 227. 

182 . 39 0/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin KulSttunga- 
Choladgva (HI ?), “ who was pleased to take Madurai (Madura).” 
Records gift of money to the temple of Tiruttataki-I^varam- 
Udaiyar at Tiruppanandal in Manni-nadu, a subdivision of 
Virudarajabhayankara-valanadu for bathing the God daily in 
Eancha-gavya. 

183 . 40 of I 9 I 4 - — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Cho[adgva (HI) 
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in his eighth year, Makara, ^u. di. 2, Wednesday, ^ravana 
(corresponding to 'December 25, II85). Built in at the beginning. 
Records gift of land for offerings to the images of Tirukkadavor 
Kuhgiliyakkalaiya-Nayanar and other Saiva devotees in the 
temple at Timppanandal by a person bearing the same name. 
[The Nayanar is said to have turned the face of the deity to its 
normal position from which it had previously been diverted by the 
Lord’s desire to save Tatakai’s shame.]

Records gift of land for 
conducting the festival of Margajii-Tiruvadirai. Mentions a place 
called Idavai alias Pandiyanai-ven-kanda-^0la-chaturv6dimanga- 
1 am in Manni-nadu. [The epigraph shows that the place was 
founded by a Chola who defeated a Pandya at Idavai and saw him 
retreat and this took place in the time of Varaguna Pandya who 
came to the throne in A.D. 862. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IX, p. 87.] 

186 . 43 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
prakara. A record of the Chola king Rajakgsarivarman alias Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin KulOttunga-ChOladeva ( 11 ), the date of which 
is lost. Records gift of land by purchase. Quotes the fifteenth 
year of Vikrama-Choladeva (1118 — 35). 

187 . 44 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
third year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja (III). 
Records gift of land to the temple of Tiruvajanisvaram-Udaiyar. 
The signatories are Vayiradarayan, Vlradarajan and Tondamfo. 
Refers to the fifteenth year probably of his predecessor. 

188 . 45 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 

prakara. A record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadgva ( 11 , II46 — 78) in . . . 

Makara, ba. di. 10, Monday, Vai^akha. Records gift of land for 
opening a road through which the God had to be taken in 
procession to the river Kollidam, on festive occasions. 

189 . 46 0/1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
twenty-ninth year of the Chola king Rajakgsarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladgva (I). Registers the 
sale by a temple priest of his right of worship on 4^^ days in the 
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month to recoup a portion of money which he was rtnable to pay 
towards his misappropriation of gold and silver ornaments, bronze 
utensils, etc., belonging to the temple. The embezzlement, it is 
stated, was detected in the twenty-eighth year of the king. 
Reference is also made to similar misappropriations by the same 
person, detected fn the third year of Adhirajendradeva and in the 
eighth and twenty-first years of Kulottuhga-ChOladeva, when the 
temple treasury was inspected by Raj araja-MQvgnda velar, Senapati- 
Pallavarajar and Senapati-Nandiarajar, respectively. The amounts 
which he had thus to make good were also included in the present 
sale.

Tiruppuramhiyam, 

The ^iva temple here is well known in Saivite tradition. It is 
said to celebrate the grace of the Lord towards Sunda and Upasunda 
and the miraculous power of Gna?nasambanda in reviving the lover 
of a Vaniga woman, who had died of snake bite. Hence the name 
Sak^hl 4 vara of the deity. The temple is mentioned in the Devaram. 
It is also historically important as the scene of a battle between 
the Gahga Prithvipati I and Varaguna Pandya, in which the former 
lost his life. See Udayendram Plates of Prithvipati II {SJ.Lj Vol. II, 
p. 381). It was in Andattukurram in Rajendrasiriihavalanadu, 

191 . 69/?/ 1897. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine of the Sakshl 4 vara temple. A record in the fourth year of 
the Chela king K 5 -Parakesarivarman “ who cut off the head of the 
Pandya.^' Records gift of land. Built in. [Was the king Para- 
kesarivarman Sundara Chola, the destroyer of Vlra Pandya ?] 

193 . 70 of 1897. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
forty-third year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulst- 
tunga-ChOladeva (I). Records gift of land. Built in. 

193 . 71(7/1897. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the sixteenth year of the Chola king Ko-Rajakesarivarman. 
Records gift of land for two lamps. 

194 . 72 of 1897. — (Tamil.) On the same wall, A record in the 
tenth yearof the Chola king Ko-Rajakgsarivarman. Records gift 
of gold for a lamp. 

195 . 73 of 1897. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king Ko . . . kesarivarman. 
Records gift of a lamp. 

A record in the 
seventh year of the Chola king Ko-Rajakesarivarman. Records 
gift of ^a lamp. .

Records that 
certain gold ornaments and a silver vessel were made out of the 
savings of the temple treasury between the second and ninth years 
of the king’s reign. 

201.790/1897. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
sixteenth year of the Chola king KO-Rajakes‘arivarman. Records 
gift of one and a half lamps. 

202 . 800/1897. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the sixteenth year of the Chola king Ko-Para- 
kesarivarman alias Rajendra-Choladeva (I). Records a gift of 
money for ten lamps tOAthe Aditte^vara temple at Tiruppurambi- 
yam. 


Tiruvalanjuli. 

The local temple is well known for its delicately chiselled stone 
work. Some of the figures are considered to be Jain, See Tanj. 

The place was so called because 
the Kavgri was prevented from submerging into the nether world 
by the self-sacrifice of Varaganda muni.

Records 
gift of land. The date corresponded to Wednesday, 25th January 
A.p. 1217. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VIH, p. 5. 

204 . 619 of 1902. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the same temple. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajadhiraja- 
dgva (I ?). Records gift of two lamps. 

205 . 6200/1902. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the- Chola king Rajaraja-Rajakesarivar- 
man alias Rajarajadgva (I). Refers to a grant made in the thirty- 
eighth year of Madurai-konda Parak€sarivarman (Parantaka I). 
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206 . 6210/ 1902. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the eighth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Rajadhirajadeva (I ?). Records gift of three lamps. 

A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin RajarajadSva (II).

A record in 
the twenty-first year of the Chola king Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman 
alias Rajarajadeva (I). Records that, while staying at Tiruvallam, 
the king, who bore (as in Tanjore inscriptions) the surname Siva- 
pada^ekharadeva, confirmed a grant of land made in the twelfth 
year of Parakesarivarman.

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215 . 630 £>/ 1902. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twelfth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadeva (III ?).

On the north wall of the Bhairava 
shrine in the same temple. A record in the twenty-fifth year of 
the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Rajarajadeva (I). Records 
gifts of ornaments by Rajarajadeva’s queen Dantisakti-Vitanki alias 
Lokamahadevi, his daughter Kundavai, the queen of Vimala- 
dityadeva (the Eastern Chalukyan king), and his middle daughter 
Madevadigal, to the shrine of Kshetrapaladeva, which had been 
built by the king.

Tiruvidaimarudur, 

Known as ^ Madhyarjunam among the orthodox, this place, 
prominent in Saivite legendary lore, is epigraphically very rich. 
For details of legends, festivals, etc., see Tanj. Gazr,^ Vol. I, p. 223. 
From 1798 onward it has been the residence of the descendants 
of Amir Singh of Tanjore. The Devdram mentions it as Idai’^ 
marudu. In Chola time it was in Tiraimur-nadu in Uyyakkonda 
chola-vala-nadu. The local epigraphs contain a large number of 
Rajakesarivarmans and Parakesarivarmans who are mostly un- 
identifiable. 

220 . 193 c>/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Mahalingasvamin temple. A record in the tenth 
year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift of money 
for a lamp. The money was entrusted to the assembly of Tirunlla- 
gudi in TiraimQr-nadu. 

221 . 194^7/1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourteenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records 
a sale of land.

(Utfama^lli was the son of Parantaka I, 905 — ^47). 

224 . 1970/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the tenth year of the ChOla king RajarajakSsarivarman (Rajaraja 
I), “ who destroyed the ships at KandalQr.” Records gift of gold 
flower by a certain Hridaya^iva of TirupputtOr- 

225 . 1980/1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourth year of the Choja king ParakSsarivarman. Records 
gift of a gold hand (hasta) set with precious stones. 

226 . 1990/ 1907. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king’ Parakesarivarman. Refers to 
the inscriptions registering money endowments for lamps to the 
temple and states that all the stones bearing them were used up 
when the central shrine was built of stone.

The temple is called Udaiyar ^rl-KalakSladeva at Tirukkadayur, 
Another much damaged inscription of Kulottuhga is also found on 
the same wall. 

On the south wall of the same 
shrine. An incomplete record of the Chola king Rajakesari- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva, the 
date of which is lost. Records gift of a lamp, 

630 . 190/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A very much 
damaged record of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva, the date of which is lost. 

631 . 20 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the .north base of the same 
shrine. A record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king Para- 
kSsarivarman alias Udaiyar SrI-Rajendra-ChOladeva (I, lOll — 43). 
Built in at the end. Records ,an agreement of the sahlia of Padai- 
eviya Tirukkadavhr in Ambar-nadu, a district of Uyyakkondar- 
valanadu. 

632 . 21 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the east base of the same 
shrine. ' A record in the twenty^third year of the Chola king 
Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman alias ^rl-Rajarajadeva (I, 985 — 1013). 
The inscription seems to be unfinished and ends abruptly with the 
word Mummudi-Solan. Records sale of land for a lamp. 

633 . 22 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
fourteenth year of the Chola king Rajarajakesarivarman (^85— 
1013). Records gift of land. Mentions the conquest of Salai, 
Gangapadi, Nulambapadi, Kadigaivali and Vengai-nadu. The 
temple is called SrI-Kalakaladeva at Padaieviya TirukkadavQr 
in Ambar-nadu, 

634 . 230/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A damaged 
record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king Rajaraja-Rajakesari- 
varman (I, 985 — 1013). The sahha of KadavQr gave certain land 
as lidni to a person for doing certain services in the temple. 
Mentions the conquest of Kandalur-^alai, Veiigai-nadu. Refers to 
the shrine called Tiruvlrattanattu-Perumanadigal. 

635 . 24 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same base. An incomplete 
record in the thirteenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman 
alias Udaiyar Srl-Rajendra-Choladeva (loi 1 — 43 )- Mentions NallQr 
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in Nallurnadu, a district of Nittavinoda-valaaadu. The conquests 
extend up to the Gahga. 

636 . 25 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
shrine. A damaged record in the twenty-sixth year of the Chola 
king Rajakgsarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga- 
ChOladgva. Registers an agreement of the assembly of Ulpada- 
gviya TirukkadavQr in Ambar-nadu, a district of Rajanarayana- 
valanadu. Mentions Kungilij'akkalaya-Nayanar. 

637 . 26 of 1906, — (Tamil.) On the same base. A slightly 
damaged and incomplete record of the Chola king Rajarajakgsari- 
varman (985 — 1013) in his sixteenth year, Mithuna, Panchami, 
Thursday, Rgvati- Records sale of land. 

638 . 27 tf/” 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same base. An incomplete 
record in the sixteenth year of the Chola king Rajarajakgsari- 
varman (i.e., Rajaraja I), Purattadi, Monday, Punarvasu. Records 
sale of land. The village is called Padai-gviya Tirukkadavur in 
Ambar-nadu. See Ep. Ind.f^ol. IX, p. 208, where it is shown that 
the date corresponded to Monday, 23rd September, A.D. 1000. 

639 . 28 e/1906. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A mutilated record of the Pandya 
king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula^gkharadgva 
(1, 1268—1308), “ who was pleased to take every country,” the date of 
which is lost. Quotes the thirteenth year of the reign of Perumal 
Sundara-Pandyadgva (evidently the eldest son and murderer of 
Kula^ekhara). 

640 . 29 0/ 1906. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
mantapa. A mutilated record in the seventh year of the Chola 
king Parakgsarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama- 
Choladgva (lIlS—SS). Records gift of money for a lamp. 

641.300/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record in the sixth year (Vrischika, Marga^Irsha, Wednesday) of 
the Chola king Parakgsarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vikrama-Choladgva (1118 — 35). The continuation is covered with 
chunam. See Ep. hid., Vol. TX, p. 209, where the date is calculated 
to be Wednesday, November 7, A.D. 1123. 

642 . 31 of 1906.— (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
maptapa. A record in the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Rajarajadgva. The shrine is called Udaiyar 
6rI-Kalakaladgva, at Tirukkadavur in Akkur-nadu, a district of 
Jayaiigonda-ChOla-valanadu. 

643 . 32 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A record in the eighteenth year of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadgva. Registers 
the lamps granted to the temple and the lands reclaimed at Manar- 
kunru in Erukkattuchchgri for their maintenance. One of the 
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donors is Vedavanamudaiyan Ammaiyappan of Palaiyandr in 
Melmalai-Pal,aiyanQr-nadu. 

644 . 33 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-first year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva. Mentions a document referring to the village, 
dated in the thirteenth year of PeriyadSvar (i.e., Kulottunga III) 
and quotes the twentieth year of the king. [As Kulottunga III is 
referred to, the Rajaraja mentioned here should be ^the third of 
his name.] 

645 . 34 0/ 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the second year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra- 
rajendra-Choladeva. Records gift of land for lamps to the temple 
of Udaiyar ^rl-KalakaladSva at TirukkadavQr in Akktr-nadu, a 
district of Jayangonda-Chok-valanadu. [Is Virarajendra II, or 
Kulottunga III, intended ?] 

646 . 35 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin RajadhirajadOva, the date of 
which is lost. Records gift of land for a lamp by a native of 
Emappgrhr in EmappgrQr-nadu (a subdivision) of Naduvil-nadu 
alias Rajarajavalanadu. Another lamp was given by a native of 
Nadar in Pambura-nadu, a district of Uyyakkondar-valanadu (.sic). 

647 . 36 0/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
twelfth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakrayartin Rajadhi- 
rajadSva (II), “ who was pleased to take Madurai and flam (Ceylon). ” 
Records gift of land for a lamp by a native of PfidalQr in Padalar- 
vattam, a district of Pandikuladani-valanadu. 

648 . 37 0/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga- 
Choladeva (HI), “ who was pleased to take Madurai.” Records 
gift of land for a lamp by a native of Mulangudi in NallajrrQr-nadu, 
a district of Virudarajabhayaihkara valanadu. 

649 . 38 0/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-Choladeva (III, 1186 — I2l6), “who was pleased to take 
Madurai.” Records gift oflandatManalkunruinErukka|tuchch 5 ri 
by a native of Perunallur in Klivengai-nadu, a district of Rajaraja- 
valanadu. 

650 . 39 0/ 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Arecordinthe 
fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulpttunga- 
Choladeva. Records gift of land in the same locality by Sekkilan 
Ammai-appan Parantakadgvan alias Karikala Chola-Pallavaraiyan 
of Kunrattur in KunrattQr-nadu, a district of PuliyQr-kOttam alias 
KulOttuhga-Chola-valanadu. [The inscription is very important 
as it refers to Sekkilar of Kunrattur who, according to Tamil 
literary tradition, was the contemporary of Kulottunga 11 , and 
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author of the Periapurana. The poet was rewarded, it is said, by 
the king with the whole of Tondamandalam, but as Sekkijar turned 
an ascetic, the king appointed his brother Palaravaya as minister.] 

651 . 40 0/1906.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
seventeenth year of the Chela king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KulOttuhga-ChOladeva (III, 1178— 1216), “who took Madurai and 
was pleased to take the crowned head of the Pandya. ” Records 
that a certain Svamidsvar cancelled an order of the king appoint- 
ing two Saiva Acharyas and put in two others who possessed 
hereditary rights to the office. Mentions the shrine of Kalakaladeva 
Kottadundevar, Kul5ttuhga-Choll4vafamudaiyar and Vikrama- 
Choliivaramudaiyar in the temple.of Tiruvirattanamudaiyar. 

652.410/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Arecordinthe 
fourteenth year of the Chola king ParakSsarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Rajarajadgva. Records gift of land. The king 
may he Rajaraja II, but the historical introduction is different. 

653 . 420/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
sixteenth year of the Chola king ParakSsarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladgva (III), “ who took Madurai 
and was pleased to take the crowned head of the Pandya.” 
Records a gift of land to the image of Rajaraja-I^vara set up by 
Araiyan RajarajadSvar alias Vanadharayar. 

654.430/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Arecordinthe 
sixteenth year (MSsha, PQrva 8, Thursday, Pushya) of the Chola 
king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga- 
Choladeva (IR), “ who was pleased to take MaSurai and the crowned 
head of the Pandya. ” Records gift of land to the image of 
Rajaraja-i^vara by the of UlppadamSviya TirakkadavQr in 
Ambar-nadu, a subdivision of AkkQr-nadu, a district of Jayah- 
gonda-Chola-valanadu. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IX, p. 213, where it is 
shown that the date corresponded to 31st March, A-D. I194. Vlra- 
Pandya is said to have taken refuge with his relations in Kollara. 

655 . 44 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the base of the verandah 
enclosing the central shrine in the same temple, south side. 
Records gift of land in the village of Velanmanai in Kanattur- 
nadu to the temple of Kalakaladeva at Olugamahgalam. 

656 . 45 0/1906. — (Tamil.) On_^the same base. A record in 
the fourteenth year of the Pandya king Jafavarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vira-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. Mentions 
the forty-first year of the king’s predecessor and the shrine of 
Vikrama-Chollchchuramudaiyar. [Is this the king who ascended 
the throne in A.D. 1253 ?] 

• 657 . 46 of 1906. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-fourth year of the Pandya king Maravarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kula^ekharadeva (I ? 1268—1308). Records gift of 
land for forty lamps for the merit of Ulagudaiya-Perumal. The 
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country is said to have been in- a state of confusion for a long 
time and the inhabitants to be suffering distress, evidently in 
consequence of the king’s making over a portion of his dominions 
to his younger brothers. The king resumed the lands and the 
people returned. 

658 . 47<?/I906. — (Tamil verse.) On the third gopura of the 
same temple. A.record in Vishaiya (Vrisha?) of the_Vijayanagara 
king Krishnaraya. A certain Brahmana named Apatsahaya of 
TirukkadavQr repaired the temple. He is said to have taken part 
in the war against Rachchur. The epigraph gives thus an example 
of a Brahman’s military career. For an account of Raichur siege 
see Forg. Bmpe., pp. 136—54. 

659.480/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same gopura. Records that 
a native of the Pandya country presented the simkasana in the 
bed-room of the God KalakaladSva. 

660 . 49 0/1906. — (Tamil.) On the same gopura. A damaged 
record. Mentions Kadavarkon. 

661 . 50 0/ 1906.— (Tamil verse.) On the same gopura. Com- 
posed by Kalakala, king of Ceylon. 

663 . 51 </ 1906.— (Tamil.) On the same gopura. A damaged 
record of the Pandya king Perumal-Sundara-Pandya, the date of 
which is lost. 

663 . 52 0/1906.— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the SundareS- 
vara shrine in the same temple- A record in the tenth year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift 
of land.

A record in the 
twenty-eighth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman a//osUdai- 
yar Sri-Rajadhirajadeva I. Records gift of land for feeding annu- 
ally one thousand devotees including SivayOgins and tapasvins, in 
the temple of Tirukkarrali-MahadSva at Tirumananjeri near 
Gahgaikonda^Ola-chaturvgdimahgalam in Kurukkainadu, a subdivi- 
sion of Rajendraiiiiga-valanadu, on the occasion of the Pahguni- 
uttiram festival.

Registers a gift of land by the sahha of 
Tirumananjeri to the same temple. The date, according to Mr. 
Swamikannu Pillai, corresponds to 9th May, A.D. 1045, and “ shows 
that the reign began between May 9, A.D. 1018, and 3rd December 
1018, thus reducing Kielhorn^s limits by two months.*’ 

667 . 4 <?/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Vikrama-Choladeva (II18 — 35) 
in his fifth year Makara, ^u. di. 10,* Wednesday, Mriga^ira, 
corresponding to February 7, A.D. 1123. Records gift of land by 
the great assembly of Karikala^ 5 la-chaturvedimangalam in 
Kurukkainadu, a subdivision of Vadagarai-Virudarajabhayankara- 
valanadu, which had assembled together in the temple of 
Karikala^ola-Vinnagar-Alyar situated in the centre of the village. 

On the north, west and south walls 
of the same shrine. A record in the eighth year of the Chola king 
Rajakesarivarman alias Chakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva L 
Records gift of land. States , that at the request of Munaiyada- 
raiyar, the royal secretary (tirumandira-dlai)^ Vikkirama^inga- 
vilupparaiyar issued the order. 

669 . 6 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same shrine. 
A record in the sixteenth year of the Chol.a king Rajarajakesari- 
varman (Rajaraja I). Records gift of 96 sheep for a lamp to the 
temple of Manavalapperumal at Tirumananjeri near Videlvidugu- 
devichaturvedimaiigalam which was a brahmadeya in Vadagarai- 
Kurukkai-nadu, by Maran Tittai of Ambar, a village in the same 
nadu. VidHvidugu is a title of the Pallava kings, and the place 
was evidently founded by a Pallava queen. 

670 . 7 oj^ .1914- — (Tamil*) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the ninth year of the Choja king Parakesarivarman alias 
Rajendradeva (1050—63). Records gift of a gold diadem to the 
temple of Tiruverudupadi-udaiya-Mahadeva at Gangaikonda^Ola- 
chaturvedimangalam in Kurukkai-nadu, , a subdivision of Raja- 
dhirajavalanadu, by Karunakaran Mudigonda^olan alias Vaja- 
varaja-Muvgndavel^n, a native of Kottaiyur in the same nadu. 

671 . 8(7/1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Chaktavartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118 — 35). Seems to record a 
gift of land by the members of the assembly of Garigaikonda^Ola. 
chaturvedimangalam in Kurukkainadu, a subdivision of Viruda- 
rajabhayaiikara-valanadu, to the temple of Tirumananjeri-udaiya 
Mahadeva. 

672 . 9 0/1914.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
sixth year of the Choja king Rajarajakesarivarman (Rajaraja I). 
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Registers that, at the command of Udaiyapirattiyar, the mother of 
Uttama-CholadSva, the pidiligai-vari Aruran Kamban <2//a5 Tiruk- 
karrali-Pichchan of Tirumananjeri gave sixteen kalanju of gold 
for sandal paste, olferings, cloth and oil (for lamps) to the God 
Mahadgva at Tirumananjeri which is here stated to be near the 
brahmadeya of Kadalarigudi in Vadagarai-Kurukkai-nSdu. [Pidili- 
gai-vari has been surmised to be an officer of the temple.] 

GZS. 10 of 1914- — (Tamil.) On the west and south walls of the 
same shrine. Registers an order (fixing the grain emoluments of 
temple servants) of Udaiyapirattiyar, the officers Kandadai-Nambi 
and Pichchan who constructed the temple at Tjrumananjeri and 
makes provision for the daily expenses in the temple- [Kandadai- 
Nambi reminds one of the Vaishnava family of the VadhQlas. 

674 . II 0 / 19 I 4 ' — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the fourth year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman. Records gift of ninety-six sheep for a lamp, of a lamp- 
stand and of the stone on which this inscription is engraved, to the 
temple of Paramasvarain at Tirumananjeri, by a woman servant 
(pendatti) attached to the royal kitchen at TanjavOr. 

675 . 12 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
in the seventeenth year of the Choja king Rtjarajadeva (III). 
Records gift of forty-five kasu for a lamp and a lamp-stand made 
of tard, by a native of TUrrukkudi in PanaiyQr-nadu. 

676 . 13 «t/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records gift 
of ninety-six sheep for a lamp by a native of Arkadu in Arkkattu- 
kurram. 

A record in 
the fourth year of the Choja king Parakesarivarman. Records 
gift of a dish, a trumpet, a hanging lamp, a bell and an image to 
the same temple by Mundan Arangan alias Narppattennayira 
Vanmahe^vara Mayilatti. If is stated that the stone on which this 
inscription is engraved was also his gift. 

678 . 15 0/ 1914.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. Registers the 
gift of a stone by the residents of Tiruppukallur. 

679 . 160/1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records that 
Manavan Manran alias Vlra^etti presented this stone. 

680 . 170/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. Mentions the 
name of the servant who plays on the pot drum (kudamild) in the 
temple of Paramasvamin at Tirumananjeri. 

681 . 18 0/ 1914.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. Registers the 
presentation of a stone to the temple of Tirumananjeri-AJvar by 
a certain Arangan Sandiradittan. 

682 . 19 of 1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Chela king Parakesarivarman alias Chakravartin 
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Vikrama-Choladgva (1118 — 35) in his'third year, A portion of the 
inscription is probably lost. 

683 . 20^/1914. — (Tamil.) On the same -wall. Records gift 
of the stone by a certain Taji Tiruvadikkari. 

684 . 21 of — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 

the second year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Registers an 
arrangement made by Udaiyapiratfiyar ^embiyan-MahadSviyar, 
the mother of Uttama-Choladeva, regarding the various items of 
expenditure in the temple of Tirukkarrali-MahadSva at Tirumanaiir 
jeri, to be met from the income of paddy from the fourteen velis 
of land in Mulahgudi in Nallarmr-nadu. 

685 . 220/ 1914- — (Tamil.) On the main gopura of the same 
temple, left of entrance. States that the gOpura was built by 
Nallama Nayakkar of Neduhgunram. 

686. 23 <?/■ 1914. — (Grantha.) On the second gOpura of the 
same temple, right of entrance. Quotes certain verses from the 
AgnipurSna in praise of the God Udvahanatha. 

687 . 240/ 1914. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 

shrine in the Madhyang^vara temple in the same village. A 
record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Sundara-Pandyadeva I . . . Sunday, Hasta. Built in 

at the end. Refers to the eleventh, twelfth and thirteenth years 
of Kopperufijihgadgva (1243—80?) and seems to state that a certain 
person left the village without paying the taxes and concealed 
himself, but was betrayed by another. The portion dealing with 
the result is damaged. 

688 . 25(7/1914. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the same wall- 
A record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias^ Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Sundara-Pandya I in his eleventh year, Rishabha (should 
be Mithuna), ba. di. 14, Sunday, Rghini, corresponding to May 29, 
A.D. 1261. Commences with the words samasta-jagad-adhdra, etc. 
Refers to a transaction made in the eleventh year of the reign of 
Kopperunjihgadgva (1243—80 ?) regarding certain lands belonging 
to the temple of Tiru-Edirkolpadi Udaiyar in Kurukkai-nadu, a 
subdivision of Virudarajabhayahkara-valanaciu. 

689.260/1914. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. States that 
provision was made for the worship in and repairs to the temple of 
Edirkolpadi-Tambiranar of Tirumananjgri, by a certain Deyva- 
nayakkan of Arivalam. 

690 . 270/1914- — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the third year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladgva (III). Records gift of a night 
lamp to the temple of Tiru-Edirkolpa( 3 i-Udaiyar in Kurukkai-nadu, 
by Araiukkadiyan Tirunllakancian Sgramantojan of KiranQr who 
constructed it of stone. 
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691 . 28 1914— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva. Records that the wife of Ka^amarigalamudaiyar 
Vimappillai and daughter of Puliytirudaiyan Adittadgvan Milalai- 
nattukkon gave money and lands for building the shrine of 
TirukkamakkOttam-udaiya-Nachchiyar, a monastery (giihai) called 
after Alalasundara for the use of Pugalivendar of Pundi and for 
offerings, lamps, etc.

Saivite 
tradition connects it with God Ganapati’s victory over a demon, 
thereby giving rise to the name of the shrine Ganapatlchchuram.

Records gift 
of land for providing garlands of red lilies to the two shrines of 
Ganapati^varam-Udaiyar and Uttartpati-Nayaka by the residents 
of Tiruchchengattaiigudi, a village in Marugal-nSdu, which was a 
subdivision of Geyamanikka-valanadu. 

755 . 65 <7/1913. — (Tamil) On the same wall A record of 
the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-Choladeva (III), who took Madurai (Madura) and was 
pleased to take the crowned head of the Pandya,'’ in his eleventh 
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year and 175th day, Vrischika, ba. di. 14, Friday, Anilam. Regis- 
ters that a document connected with the temple of Tiruviramanan- 
dl^varam-UdaiySr at Tirukkannapuram, a brahmadeya village of 
Marugal-nadu in Geyamanikka-valanadu, was engraved on the 
walls of the temple at Tiruchchehgattahgudi, as the former was 
evidently not constructed of stone. The record refers to the fifth 
and tenth years of PeriyadSvar Kulottuhga-Choladeva in whose 
time the Tirukkannapuram temple came into existence. Mr. 
Swamikannu Pillai points out that eleventh is an error for twenty- 
second year ; that the date corresponds to Friday, 19th November 
1199, and that the 175th day shows that the reign began on 23rd 
May, A.D. 1178. 

756 . 66 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva 
(III), “who took Madurai (Madura) and was pleased to take the 
crowned head of the Pandya ” in his eighteenth year and 330th 
day. Records gift of land by purchase for laying out a road to 
carry in procession Slralapillaiyar from the mantapa of Siruttonda- 
devar at Tiruchchehgattahgudi to the village of Tiru-Marugal. 
Refers to the land survey made in the sixteenth year of Kulottuhga- 
Choladeva (I), “who abolished tolls.” 

757 . 67 0/ 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eighteenth year and 330th day of the king of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva (III), “who took 
Madurai (Madura) and was pleased to take the crowned head of 
the Pandya.” Registers the remission of taxes in favour of the 
temple, for maintaining the worship of ^Iralapijlaiyar. Refers 
also to the eleventh year of Kulottuhga-Choladeva, “ who abolished 
tolls.” 

758 . 68 0/1913.-— (Tamil.) On the same wall. Records that 
the grants registered in the above two inscriptions were caused 
to be made by Savannachakravartin of Velichcheri, by the 
lady devotee, Alliyahgodai-ammai and AndSr VilahgudaiyEr 
Siruttondar. 

759 . 690/1913.— (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (III), in his twenty-fourth year, Simha, ba. di. 13, 
Saturday, Pu^am. Records gift of land by Ara^Qrudaiyan Tiru- 
chchirrambalamudaiyan alias Tiruchchirrambala-Pallavaraiyan for 
providing offerings in the mantapa called Tirumuttuvaneri to the 
God Uttarapati-Nayaka on the occasion when he was to give 
salvation to his devotee during the festival of Sittirai-Barani. 
[Bhairava was the form in which Siva came from the north and 
gave salvation to Simttonda.] 

760 . 70 1913. (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 

the Chola king ParakOsarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin- 
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Kulottunga-Choladeva (III), “who was pleased to take Madnrai 
(Madura),” in his tenth year and 123rd day. Built in at the 
beginning. The king is called Tribhuvanachakravartin KOnerin- 
maikondan. Seems to record the grant of landed property to a 
certain Rajendra^ola-Achariyan, who was perhaps the temple 
architect. The Royal Secretary ( tirumandira-dlai ) was Rajendra- 
4 ihga~Mavendavelan. 

761 . 71 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the same base. An unfinished 
record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin, the date of 
which is lost. Seems to record a gift of land in the villages Tiru- 
vettaikattalai and Dinachintamani-chaturvedimangalam for pro- 
viding offerings on every day of Bharani to the God Uttarapati. 

762 . 72 1913.— (Tamil.) On the east, north and west walls 

of the Vatapi-Ganapati shrine in the same temple. A much 
damaged record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOt- 
tunga-Choladeva (III), “ who was pleased to take Madurai (Madura), 
IJam (Ceylon), KaruvQr and the crowned head of the Pandya,” in 
his twenty-second year and 130th day. Seems to register a 
number of lands acquired for constructing the third prakara of the 
temple and a street round it. Reference is also frequently made 
to the reign of Kulottunga-Chola I, “who was pleased to abolish 
tolls,” and to the temple of Vikrama-Cholr^vara. 

763 . 73 of 1913- — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
shrine. This wall is the gift of VattavSr^adaiyan Rajasuriyap- 
pallavaraiyan of Puduvur. 

764 . 74 ^>/i9i3. — (Tamil.) On the second gcpura of the same 
temple, right of entrance. A record in Ananda of Pattukkattari 
Konerideva-Maharaja. Records gift of taxes to the temple of Utta- 
rapati-Nayaka at the request of Maluvachakravartin for main- 
taining certain festivals. 

765 . 75 of 1913. — (Tamil.) In the same place. A much 
damaged record of the Vijayanagara king Viruppanna-Udaiyar 
(II), i.e., Virupaksha I, son of Vlra-Ariyappa-Udaiyar (Harihara 11 ), 
in 1306, Raktakshi, Kumbha, ba. di. lO, Sunday, Mula, correspond- 
ing to 5th February 1385. Seems to record a gift of land. 

7 66 . 76 0/ 1913.— (Tamil.) In the same place, left of entrance. 
A record in the seventh year of the Pandya king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Parakrama-Pandyadeva. Records gift of two veils 
of land at Marungur for repairs in the temple of Uttarapati- 
Nclyaka. Refers to the Siralan-Siruttondan-madam in the temple 
of Ganapati^uramudaiya-Nayanar. 

767 . 77 of 1913. — (Grantha and Tamil.) In the same place. 
A damaged record of the ChDla king Parakesarivarman alias 
Rajadhirajanarapati Rajendra-Chola ( 111 , 1245 — 67), “who cut off 
the heads of two Pandya kings.” Supplies a long list of the San- 
skrit iirudas of the king. Seems to record a gift of land to the God 
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UttarSpati-Nayaka in the temple of Ganapati^varam-Udaiyar for 
the purpose of the Bharani festival in the months of Sittirai and 
ArpasL Among the achievements of the king are mentioned his 
capture of the stronghold of Vlra-Rakshasa,' which was called 
Uttara Lanka and which Mr. Krishna Sastri surmises to be a place 
near Rajahmundry in the Godavari delta; his victory over two 
Pandyas; and his power over the Karnata kingSOmeivara pf the 
Hoysala' dynasty. Vlra-Rakshasa is said to be the sole hero of 
the Vadugas, and Rajendra’s campaign against him was perhaps 
due to a general war against Kcpperuhjinga who had territory as 
far as DraksharSma and who had given a good deal of trouble to 
Rajaraja III. Rajendrachola^s time was thus one of genuine 
attempt to revive the Chola greatness. For the relations between 
Rajendra and S 5 m 6 ivara see 49 of 1913 at Sivayam (Trichinopoly 
district). 

768 . 78^/1913. — (Tamil.) In the same place. A damaged 
and unfinished record of the Vijaj^anagara king Vira-Viruppanna- 
Udaiyar II, Virupaksha I, in S. 1322, Pramadi, Mesha, ba. di. 
12, Friday, Uttirattadi corresponding to Friday, 2nd May, 1399 * 
Seems to provide for certain festivals in the temple of Uttarapati- 
Nayaka. 

7 69 . <7/1913.— (Tamil.) In the same place. A fragmentary 
record in S. 1394, Nandana, Simha, su. di., Monday, Attam. 
Seems to record a gift of land by purchase at PalUr in Vadagal 
Marugal-nadu which was a subdivision of G^yamanikka-valanadu, 
for offerings to the temple of Uttarapati-Nayaka by a native of 
Nandl^varam in Tondaimandalam. 

770 . 80 <7/ 1913. — (Tamil.) On the west walLof the mantapa 
in front of the ChQlikamba shrine in the same temple. A record of 
the Chola king RajadhirajadOva (II), “who was pleased to take 
Madurai ' (Madura) und Ilam (Ceylon),’^ in the thirteenth year, 
Simha, ba. di. 9, Wednesday, corresponding to 24th July I174. 
Some stones are missing. Seems to record the sale of four women 
as devaradiyar to the temple of Tiruvalangadudaiya-Nayanar for 
700 Msu, 

771 . 81^/1913. — (Tamil.) On the main gopura of the same 
temple, right of entrance. A damaged record in Prajapati. Seems 
to record the fees on looms, etc., fixed by an agent of Vlra-Nara- 
dingaraya-Ayyan. 

772 . 82 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same gopura left of 

entrance. A record of the ChOla king Rajakgsarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajadhirajadeva (H), the date of which is- 
lost Begins with the introduction kadaUsulnda^ etc. Refers to a 
certain Kaduvangudaiyan Araiyan Atkonda-Nayakan who was 
p-erhapi.the donor. , , .

TirvMiandisvaram (Tirukkondichchuram), 

This is one of the Saivite centres of the South-Kavgri region, 
where Ksmadhenu worshipped Siva/ Hence the name Pa^upatls- 
vara. It has been sung by Appar. 

773 * 80 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the local Pa^upatl^vara temple. 
Dated in S. 1439 (A.D. 1517), I^vara, in the reign of Krishna dSva 
Raya. Records gift of taxes bestowed from Vejavadai (Bezwada) 
in favour of the Tirukkondl^vara temple on the king's return from 
the victorious tour in the east. The inscription refers to the capture 
of the fortress of Udayagiri and of Tirumalai Rahuttaraya (its 
governor?), the subjugation of Vinukonda, Nagarjunakonda, 
Kondavldu, Kondapalli, Rajariiahendrapura, etc. 

T irukkoUa m budiir. 

This place is famous in Saivite tradition as the scene where 
Ghanasambanda saved himself and his following from the freshes 
of the Kavgri. It is the theme of the padika

774 . I of 1899. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the Bilvaranye^vara temple. A record in the fourth 
year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Konerimenkondan (i.e., Kulottunga III). Records the gift of 
the village of Kulottuhga-^ 5 la-KalattGr to a private individual. 

775 . 2 of 1899. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 

thirtieth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Tribhu- 
vanavlradeva (Kulottunga III), ''who took Madura, Ceylon, Karuvur 
and the crowned head of the Pandya." Records gift of land for 
two lamps. ' 

Tiriimdlam. 

The place is one of great social interest as the Brahmans of the 
Prathama^akha sect generally known as midday Pariahs owe their 
existence to a religious sacrifice here. See Tanj, Gazr.y Vol. I, pp. 
237-8, for details. 

776 . 93 <9/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Magale^vara temple. A damaged record in the 
forty-second year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias 
Chakravartin Srl-Kulottunga-Choladeva (I ?). Registers an order of 
the king from his throne Vanadhirajan in the hall Rajgndracholan 
of his palace at Mudigonda-Cholapuram. Mentions the temple of 
Ambar-Tirumagalam-Udaiyar in Ambar-nadu, a subdivision of 
Uyyakondar valanadu. 

777 . 94 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the forty-second year of the Chola king 
Rajakesarivarman alias Chakravartin Srl-Ktllottunga-Choladeva (I ?).

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Records gift of the village Puravuvarivilagam which was a 
devadana of the temple to a certain Tiruchchirrambala-Nandarajan 
of MattQr at the request of Nulambarajan. 

778 . 95 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the forty-second year of the Chela king 
Kulottuhga-Choladeva (I). Records gift of the village of Vadapr 
dQr (?), a devadana of the temple to a certain Udayamartapdan 
of Ambar, at the request of the same chief. 

779 . 960/1910. — (Tamil.) Oh the same wall. A record in 
the forty-second year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravaytin ^rl-KulOttuhga-Choladgva ( 1 ). Records gift 
of the village of Eyinikudi, also a devadana of the temple, to a certain 
Serkal.an Vslan Tiruvaykkulamudaiyan at the request of thie same 
chief, as previous Kaniyalas had neglected it so as not to yield 
even the AntarSya-kOsu. “ The tenants could neither clear their 
old arrears nor grow fresh crops on them without breaks.” 

A damaged 
record in the sixteenth year of the Chola king Parakgsarivarraan 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladgva (1118 — 35). 
Records gift of land. See J£p. Ind., Vol. XI, p. 243, where Mr. R. 
Sewell discusses the date (Ani, Tritlya, Monday, TiruvOna) and 
shows that the thirteenth year of the king should have been intend- 
ed and that the date then corresponded to Monday, 25th June 
I131. ’“The date proves that the reign could not have begun before 
June 16th, A.D. 1118.” 

On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the twenty-seventh year 
of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kongrinmaikondan. .Refers to the 
revenue survey of the sixt^nth year of Sungandavirtta-'KM\Qitaiig3i- 
Choladgva (I, 1070 — II18), and records a gift of land in Sembah- 
gudi, a village of Ambarnadu. 

782 . 99 of 1910. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. Records that this prakara (tiru- 
mdligai) w 3 ls built by Vikrama-Chola (1118 — 35). 

783 . 100 0/ 1910. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. X record in 
tile tenth year of the Chola king Parakgsarivarman alias Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladgva (iii8 — 35). Mentions 
that in the fifteenth year of Rajgndra-Choladgva (II, i.e„ Kulottuhga 
I), the Goddess Uma-Paramg^vari was set up, that a grant of land 
was made for its maintenance and, as it was neglected, it was 
renewed in the tenth year of Vikrama Chola by the assembly of 
Madhurantaka-chaturvgdimahgalam. In continuation of this in- 
scription is another, dated in the fifteenth year of a king whose 
n^e is doubtful. It records a gift of land to the shrine of the 
same Goddess by the residents of Ambar-nagara.

A record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Kulottuhga-Choja- 
deva (i.e., KulOttuhga II, I123 — 46, according to the Government 
Epigraphist). Records gift of land for oJfferihgs to the images of 
Afkonda-Nayakar and the goddess, both of which were presented 
to the temple at Tirumagalam by the ancestors of Amudan 
Tiruchchirrambalamudaiyan alias Udayamarttanda-MuvOnda- 
vOlan, a native of Siruvelur in ^Panaiyur-nadu which was a 
subdivision of Kshatriya^ikhamani-valanadu.

792 . 109 (7/1910. — (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 

prakara. A record in the eleventh year of the Chola king Raja- 
kesarivarman . . . Kulottuhga-Choladeva (II). Records 
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gift of land for a lamp by Devargandan alias Rajarija PanaiyQr- 
nattu Mtlvendavelan, a native of SiruvelQr, and others. See Ep. 
Ind., Vol. XI, p. 244, where Mr. Sewell calculates the date (Saturday, 
Pushya, second solar day in Dhanus) to be November 27th, A.D.

A damaged 
record in the second year of the Chola king ParakSsarivarman aUixs 
Tribhuvanachakravartin.

Arecordinthe 
seventeenth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin KongrimSnkondan. 
Records that certain lands close to the temple of Mudupagavar 
which were being enjoyed by ‘a private individual, Rajaraja Palla- 
varayan, by mistake, was given back to the, temple. [These lands 
were claimed by the trustees of the teniple to be the' free-holding 
of the God from early times. The* case was placed before 
Ve 4 alipparaiyar for inquiry. Pallavaraiyan stated that he had 
purchased the lands as Rdjardjltpperuvilai in presence of Vanadhi- 
raja, Nulambadhiraja, Kachchiyaraya and Palandlvaraya when 
these had assembed in the Kulottungasolantiruvdsal in his palace 
at PerumbarrapuliyQr and produced documents to prove it.

On another slab lying in the 
same place. A record in the fourth year of the Chola king Raja- 
kgsarivarman. Records gift of a necklace of pearls and a crown 
set with gems to the temple of Mahakalattu-Mahadgva by Kari- 
puliyana/ius Solamarayan of PaJuvQr in Kunra-kQrram, on the 
occasion of his celebrating the God’s abkisJieka. [The Government 
Epigraphist believes that the real meaning of the inscription is

temple of Ambar-Srl-Mshakalam. [As this Kari figures in an 
inscription of a Rajakqsarivarman, it is plain that the Parakesari- 
varman of this inscription was the successor of Rajakesarivarman.

A damaged 
and incomplete record in the twentieth year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin RajarajadSva.

The god is called the lord of Tirunellikka in Arvalak- 
kfirram, a subdivision of Rajgndra-Sola-valanadu. Mutilated. 

807 - 3 . 524 of 1904; — (Tamil.) On the north and east walls of 
the same shrine. A damaged and mutilated record of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva, the date of which is 
lost. 

807 -F. 5250/ 1904. — (Tamil.) On the same walls. A record 
in the seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
VlrarajOndradeva. Records gift of money for a lamp. 

807 -G. 526 6/1904. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A much damaged record in the thirty-first year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. 

8^0 7 -H. 527 /»/ 1904.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A muti- 
lated record in the fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift of money for lamps. 

TiruppSmburam. 

This place which is one of the South-Kaveri centres of Saivitism 
is the theme of a padika by Tirugnanasambanda- 

808 . 85 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the south base of the central 
shrine in the Seshapunivara temple. An incomplete and damag- 
ed record in the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakrayartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (IE), “ who was pleased to take 
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Madurai (i.e., Madura), flam (Ceylon), KaruvOr and the crowned 
head of the Pandya.” Refers to an exchange of land. 

809 . ^6 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the ChOla king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KulOtturiga-Choladeva (III, I186 — I2l6), who was pleased to take 
Madurai (i.e., Madura), D.am (Ceylon), and the crowned head of the 
Pandya.^’ Records that a Vellalan of the village sold himself and 
his two daughters as slaves to the temple of Tiruppamburam- 
Udaiyar, for a sum of lOO kdsus, “ as the time was very bad, as 
paddy was sold at three nalis per kdsuf and his children in conse- 
quence were dying of starvation. The inscription clearly shows 
that there must have been a famine of a serious character. 

810 . 87 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the west base of the same 
shrine. A record in the thirteenth year qf the Chela king Rajaraja- 
dSva. Records gift of fourteen cows to the temple, by a certain 
Varanavadl^uramudaiyan alias Ko^alarayar of Manakkudi. The 
donor provided also for the cows being kept in the cow-shed with- 
in the temple, for their fodder and for the cowherd boy that grazed 
them. 

811 . 88 of igil, — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajgndra 
ChQladeva (unidentified). Records sale of land to the temple. 

812 . 89 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
second year of the Pandya king Jat^varman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, ? 1251 — 64). Records gift of 
land. 

813 . 90(7/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. An unfinished 
record in the twenty-second year of the ChOla king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift of land by a certain 
Pajuvettaraiyar of Vanavappadi, for garlands and sacred bath, to 
the temple of Tiruppamburam-Udaiyar (at Tiruppamburam) in 
Uyyakkondar-valahadu. Refers also to the shrine of the goddess 
Mamalaiyattiyar built in the same temple by a native of Perulur. 

814 . 91 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
shrine. A record in the twenty-eighth year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva (III), “ who was 
pleased to take Madurai (Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), Karuvur and the 
crowned head of the Pandya.'' Records gift of land to the shrine 
of Rajaraja-Vinayaka-Pillaiyar set up on the bank of the river 
Ari^ilaru, by a certain Mlnavan MOvendavelar. Pamburam alias 
KulOttuhga^OlachaturvOdimahgalam is stated to have been situated 
in Pambura-nadu, a subdivision of Uyyakkondar-valanadu. 

815 . 92 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Tribhuvanaviradeva (KulOttunga III), “ who being pleased to take 
Madurai (i.e., Madura), n.am (Ceylon), Karuvur and the crowned 
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head of the Pandya was pleased to perform the anointment of 
heroes and victors. Records sale of land to the temple for the 
worship of Periyadevar and Nachchiyar, set up therein by a 
dancing girl. 

816 . 93 (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 

the twenty-third year of the Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (not identified). Records sale 
of houses and lands belonging to a registered tenant who ran away 
without paying the taxes, by the friends who stood surety for him, 
to the temple. The inscription is of interest in the light it throws 
on one aspect of the village fisc. 

817 . 94(^/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvahachakravartin

Tribhuvanavlra-ChOladeva (1178 — 1216), “ who having taken

heroes and victors.'' Records gift of land free of certain taxes to 
the same temple at the request of a certain Arumoli-Brahma-^’ 
marayan. One of th^ taxes is mentioned to be Kav6rikkarai-vini- 
yOgam. 

820 . 97 <7/1911. — (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in 
' the thirty-first year the settlement of dues until that year, on cer- 
tain lands situated at Pamburam alias Kulottunga-ChOla-chatur- 
vedimangalam. 

821 . 98C/1911. — (Tamil.) On the mantapa in front of the 

same shrine. Records in S, 1644, and Kali.^ 4824,. Sobhakrit, that 
Manukkopanditarayyan agent toSubedSLr RagOpandi- 

tarayyan, built the vasanta-mantapa. [The Epigraphist points 
out that this officer should have been an officer of the Tanjore 
king Serfoji ( 1 1711 — 29).] 

822 . 99 of I9ll.~(Tamil.) On the base of the central shrine. 
A record in the twenty-fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajaldeva. Records gift of land for the upkeep 

built by a certain DSmOdaran Sofiyadaraiya- 

tiie second p 
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Tiruvilimilaldi. 

The temple is a strong Saivite centre as it owes its name to the 
alleged offer of an eye by Vishnu in place of flower in the course 
of his worship of Siva, and as it is connected with the exploits of 
Gnanasambanda and Appar in«the seventh century, 

833 . 382 of 1908. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the north wall of 
the central shrine in the Vilinathasvamin temple. A damaged 
record in the sixth year. Seems to record a gift of land for festi- 
vities in connexion with the two temples of Tivljimilalai-Udaiyar 
and the goddess Pidariyar. The latter of these was perhaps built 
in this year. 

834 . 383. of 1908. — (Grantha and Tamil.) On the same wall. 
A damaged record in the twenty-fourth year of the Chola king

Mentions Tiruvilimilalai which was a brahmadeya in Vennadu, a 
subdivision of Ulaguyyakkonda^Ola-valanadu. The donor was 
perhaps a native of Annavayil in Serrur-kCirram, a district of 
Kulottuhga^Ola-valanadu.

Built in at the beginning. Records in the thirty-sixth year (of an 
unknown king) gift of tiles covered with gold to the temple of 
TiruvIlimilalai-udaiya-Mahadeva. One of the donors was Vijaya- 
rajendradevar-Anukkiyar Pallavan Pattalinaiigai. 

836 . 385 <?/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the eighth year of the Chola king Parak6sarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118 — 35). Seems to 
record a gift of land for a lamp, by purchase.

On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. A record in the forty-fifth year of the 
Chela king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulettunga CholaclSva (I ?). Built in at the end. Refers to the 
gathering of the assembly of Tiruvilimilalai to discuss the business 
of the village ( grdma-kdrya),

the seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
dhi-rajadeva (I or II ?).

Records gift oi land for a garden by a 
merchant of Kaveripumpattanam in Rajadhiraja-valanadu. [The 


* The Tamil poet Sattimuttappulavar belonged to this place. 
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inscriptions show that this sea-port was still extant in the end of 
the fifteenth century. Perhaps it was at this tinae that Pattinattu 
Pillai, the celebrated Tamil saint and psalmist, lived.] 

On one of the pillars in the same 
mantapa. Records the name of Ukkal-kllSn Edirili^Ojan alias * 
Pallavarajan. Two other pillars bear the same name.

On the north wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A record of the Chola king Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Rajgndra-Choladgva in his twenty-fourth 
year (in words the date is given as twenty-first). Records sale of 
land by a native of TiruveJ,undtlr-nadu in Jayangonda- 4 ola-valanadu 
to a native of Nerkuppai in TanjavQr-kurrara, a subdivision of 
Pandyakula^ani-valanadu. •

Records gift 
of land for offerings to the image of Tiruvadavtirdevar Manikka- 
va^aka set up in the third prakara of the temple at Tiruvllimilalai.

A damaged 
record in the ninth year (Tula, Apara 7, Pushya, Sunday) of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva. Records gift of land, by purchase for the recital of 
the Tirumiirai hymns in the TirukkaikkotH which was constructed 
for that purpose in the temple during the time of king Narasihga- 
deva.

Mentions the temple of Tiruvagattl^varamudaiya- 
Mahadeva at Valavan Anniyur in Vennadu, a subdivision of 
Uyyakkondarvalanadu. Mentions the sixth year of Vikrama- 
Choladeva (ll 18—35).

14th, Monday, 
Punarvasu) of the Chola king Kulottunga-Choladeva (III), " who took

On another pillar in the same 
place. A record in the twenty-fourth year of the Chola king Raja- 
rajakesarivarman alias Rajarajadeva (I).

Records gift of paddy (21 kalams) by the 
assembly of Tiruvllimilalai as interest for 30 kdsus received in the 
panddram for the maintenance of visitors in Aippa 4 i TiruvOna 
festival.

Records gift of money for two lamps. 
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868 . 427 of igoS.— (Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
shrine. A fragmentary record of the thirty-fourth year of the 
Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KulOttuhga-Choladeva (I ?) Seems to refer to the building of the 
.shrine of Adichandg^varadeva of stone,

shrine in the same temple. A record in the fifth year of the 
Chola king Rajakesarivarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadeva (I). Seems to record a gift of money to an ascetic 
(tapasvin) in the temple of Sivalokamudaiya-NayanSr, at Jayan- 
gonda^Olanallur, the devadana village of the temple of Tiruvlli- 
milalai-Udaiyar. 

871 . 430 of 1908. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulottufiga-Choladeva. Records gift of an ornament 
by a native of Vilandai in Merkala-nadu, a subdivision of Viruda- 
rajabhayarikara-valanadu. 

A record in 
the sixth year of the Chola king RajakOsarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Vikrama-ChOladeva (1118 — 35).

sthane^vara shrine in the same temple. A record in the twenty- 
seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-ChOladOva (III), ‘‘who was pleased to take . . , 

and the crowned head of the Pandya.’^ Stones out of order. 
Refers to a sale of land. Another incomplete record of the same 
king is inscribed at the bottom.

On the pillar in the Sundara- 
kuchambal shrine in the same temple. A record in the fifteenth year 
of the Chela king Parake^arivarman. Records gift of ninety-six 
sheep for a lamp to the temple of TiruttanrOnri-bhattarar at Tiru- 
malalai in Vennadu. 

877 . 436 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the same pillar. A record in 
the sixth year of the Chela king Parakesarivarman, Records gift 
of gold for feeding fourBrahmanas in the temple of TiruttanrOnri" 
Mahadeva at Tirumalalai. The donor was a certain Amara- 
bhujangan Muppuli alias Gandaraganda-Pallavaraiyan.

Refers to the setting up of an image 
of Srl-Krishna and seems to record a gift of land for offerings. 

885,4440/1908. — (Tamil.) On the same pillar. A damaged 
record in /he tenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Udaiyar Sri Rajendra-CholadOva (lOII— 43). Mentions the copper 
image of Alagiya Manavala which was caused to be made by the 
mother of Raj endra^oja An ukkappallavaraiyar. 
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8"86. MS of 1908. — (Tamil.) On a pillar in the inner gOpura- 
of the same temple, right of entrance. A record in the twelfth 
year of the Chela king Rajarajakesarivarman, “ who destroyed th'fe- 
ships at Salai ” (Rajaraja I, 785—1013). Records gift of land as kani 
by the assembly of Majalai to a servant in the temple Tiruttanronri 
Bhatara.

The continuation of this 
record on the west face of the pillar is apparently chiselled off.

Seems to record a gift by the merchants (setti) living in the 
villages belonging to the temple.

On the third gopura 
in the same temple, right of entrance. A record in the twenty- 
second year of the Chela king Rajarajakesarivarman alias Raja- 
rajadeva (I).

890 -A. The large Leyden grant (issued by RajendrachOla (I) 
and preserved in the Leyden University Museum). It is a record in 
twenty-on'e plates and engraved in Chola-Grantha character (like 
the TiruppQvanam grants). The first five plates are in Sanskrit and 
the other sixteen in Tamil. The record is of priceless value in 
illustrating the his_tory of the Chela dynasty. It records the grant 
of the village of Anaimangalam in the PattanakQrru division of 
Kshatriya Sikhamani valanadu by Rajaraja I in the twenty-third 
year of his reign to the ChQdamani padma vihara at Nagapattana, 
built by Srimara VijayOttungavarman, son of ChQdamanivarman, 
king of Kataha (Burma), who was his feudatory. See Tamil and 
Sanskrit Ins., No. 30, pp. 204—24, where it is edited and translated. 
For reference to Buddhistic shrines at Negapatam, see the Sri 
Vaishnava Guruparampara (where Tirumangai Alvar is said to 
have once robbed the Buddhistic temple), Ind.

Records in Tamil that 
Rajakesarivarman Kulottungachola (I) issued an edict in the 
twentieth year of his reign to “the crest-jewel of the assembly of 
earth-rulers " that some lands at Anaimangalam, Munjikkudi, etc., 
169 , ® 
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were given to the temple by being transferred from the old owners 
and that various taxes were exempted. See Tamil and Sanskrit Ins,,

The local temple (which later on suffered under Lally^s van- 
dalism) resembles the Subrahmanya shrine of Tanjore and is 
therefore of architectural interest. The gOpiiram, again, is of 
granite, which is rare in the east of the delta.

893 . 517 of 1904. — (Tamil.) On the south wall of the Sundara- 

kuchamba shrine in the same temple. A mutilated ^record in the 
tenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja-

893 -A. Over the tomb in the local mosque. Records that the 
mosque was built by Pratapa Singh of Tanjore in eleven days in

fifteen villages to the mosque by the same king. Ibid., p. 281.

The village ^irrayanallar originally granted to the temple 
of Kolavamana-Perumal being found to be far away,” other lands 
were granted instead at^ Sikkil in Geyamanikka-valanadu.

It gives the names of the Rishis, the tank and the trees which wor- 
shipped the God Palvennai-Nayanar at this sacred place. Figures 
of these devotees are depicted below the record. 

898 . 104 6>/I9II.— (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Mah^mandale^vara SadSl^ivadeva-Maha- 
raya in S. 1482, Raudri. Registers that JhanaprakS^a-pandaram 
of Tiruvarur was appointed supervisor of Sikkal, Vadakudi, 
Vodachcheri and other temples under orders of Krishnamara- 
sayyan, son of Aliya-Ramarasayya.

On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the forty-third year of the Chola king 
Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOttunga- 
Choladeva (I). Registers that the devadana village Tiruchchirram- 
balanallur of the temple of Mahadeva at Tiruppalaitturai in Nallur- 
nadu, a subdivision of NittavinOda-valanadu, was granted, on 
account of the low finances of the temple, the remission of the 
antardyapdttam and other taxes, at the request of Madhurantakap- 
paravainattu-Miiv6ndavelan.

Begins with 
the introduction jayamadiim na maruviya, etc. Seems to record the 
gift of land (kavdl Mdu) in the grove called Kunjiran alias Bhuva- 
namulududaiyal, under the new name Rajagambhiranallur for 
worship, etc., in the temple and for maintaining a flower garden.

Mentions 
Moykudi in Emapperurnadu, a subdivision of Rajaraja-valanadu^ 
and the temple of Tiruvaigavudaijrar in Innambar-nadu, a sub- 
division of Vadagarai-Vikrama-Sola-valanadu. [Mr. Krishna 
Sastri notes that, while in other epigraphs the king receives the 
title of Rajakesarivarman, he receives in this the title of Parakesari- 
varman.] ^

States that 
Pandi-udaiyan Suriyan Pavalakkunranar alias Vannadudaiyar of 
Paravaichchurrupundi in Rajaraja-valanadu petitioned to the king 
in his thirty-second year and built of stone the central shrine and 
the mantapa of the temple of Tiruvaigavudaiya-Mahadeva in 
Andattukurram, a subdivision of Ulaguyyavanda^ola-valanadu, 
after removing the old brick structure which was dilapidated. He 
also increased the temple devadcina by supplementing it with gift 
of lands in the village of Kalappakudi, in Viraiktlrram to meet 
the additional requirements of the temple.

4th, Monday, 
Rohijai. Records sale of land. Mentions , Vamadivaniudaliyar of 
the lineage of the Mudaliyars of Selva-Tiruvarur and the image 
of Villavanapperumal in this temple. The date, points out 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai, corresponded to Monday, 27th March 
A.D. 1251. He further shows that the reign began between 
28th March and 20th April 1246, which reduces Kielhorn^s limits 
by eight days/' See Ep. Ind., Vol. IX, p. 222. 

1086 . 57^7/1914. — (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Tribhuvanaviradeva (1178 — 1216), “who having been pleased to 
take Madurai (Madura), IJ.am (Ceylon), KaruvQr and the crowned 
head of the Pandya was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes 
and the anointment of victors,” in his thirty-third year, Mithuna, 
ba. di.

See 3 id., p. 136, where 
it is shown that the date corresponded to Wednesday, 9th August, 
A.D. 1290. 

1125 . 215 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the east, north and west 
walls of the Chandf^vara shrine in the same temple. A record in 
the eighth year (Kumbha, Phrva. 3, Svati, Monday) of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadfiva (HI). Recoi;(is gift of 
land for offerings to the image of Pallavanl^varamudaiya-Nayanar, 
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set up in the temple by Pichchan Pallavarayan alias Solyavaraiyati, 
a native of PaiyyQr in Pa,iyytlr-nadu. See Ep, Ind., VoL XI, p. 127, 
where the date (after some corrections) is equated to 20th February, 
A.D. 1223.

A damaged record in the fourth year of the Pandya king 
Perumal Sundara-PandyadSva (who “might be the same” as 
Jatavarman Sundara Pandya I. See Ep.

A much 
damaged record in the fourteenth year of the Pandya king Jata- 
varman Tribhuvanachakravartin . . .

A record 
ascribing the foundation of the fort to Vanaji Panditar Aiyar 
Avargal in honour of Shahji Maharaja in A.D. 1686-7. It says 
that Shahji “ conquered all the Pattukkottai country inhabited by 
the Kalians extending to the south as far as Pambanar.” [Local 
tradition, however, attributes the fort to one Pattu Malava Raya. 
It was garrisoned by the British in 1781 and captured by Haidar 
subsequently. See Tanj. Gazr., Vol. I, p. 253.] 

Saluvanaydkkan-pattanam. 

1139 . On the memorial tower built by Raja Sarabhoji in 1814, 
usually called Manora by the people. Commemorates the down- 
fall of Napoleon and the success of British arms.

In his. Antiquities Mr. Sewell says that there are copper plate 
grants in the hands of the residents or temples of Kirnangur, 
Maruvattur, Tiruvalangad and Vaidyedvarankovil, but no details 
of these are available.

KaveripaUinam. 

This ancient seaport identified with the Kamara of the 
PeripJus, the Chabaris emporium of Ptolemy and Charitrapura of 
Hiouentsang, ceased to be of importance only about the fifteenth 
century, in consequence evidently of the silting up of the Kaveri. 
It is now a hamlet of fishermen and a place of pilgrimage. For its 
ancient trade, its splendour, its wealth under Karikalchola, its 
people, etc., as given in Tamil Literature, see Tamils l8oo years 
ago. To the literary men the place is of interest as the birth- 
place of Pattinattuppillai and to the sociologist as the birth-place of 
the Nattukkottai Chetti community. 

1141 . 140 of i9io.~-(Tamil.) On a slab excavated and now 

preserved in the Taluk office at Shiyali. A mutilated record. In 
modern characters. Mentions the street called after Rayanarayana 
and a tank. ^

1142 . A C.P. grant in the possession of a resident of the 
village, dated in S. 1529 (A,D. 1607). Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 272.

“who took Madurai (Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), Karuvur and the 
crowned head of the Tandy a and was pleased to perform the 
anointment of heroes and victors.” Lease of a temple land and a 
house to Uttarapati-Nayakan alias Tiruchchayakkattu-vglan, the 
headman of Vallam, for the supply of 8 sdydvana-ndli of pepper 
every day, to the temple. [The ndli measure here mentioned was 
probably a local one but must have been widely in use on account 
of the commercial importance of the place.]

* The currency of Ceylon^ coins ;in the mainland need occasion no surprise when 
we remember the position of Vedara^ya and the commercial intercourse between the 
mainland and the island. A very late poet Ganapati Kurukkal who had a number of 
disniples in the surrounding district took advantage of this to sing the whole 
in songs which could be sung by the sailors.
